Verily, 
U IS the Tcrsifin wlioel ! ’Tis odd to a northern eye, 
}»jirticulajply to find such a structure in this western 
land; but the explanation is easy. That idea has 
Itavoiled from Egypt along the southern shores of the 
Moditerranean. With the Moors it crossed tho Straits j 
of Gibraltar, and the Spaniard has carried it over the 
Atlantic. The reader of the sacred volume will find 
many a familiar passage illustrated in tho customs of 
Mexico. Tlie genius of the Arab has Bhax)cd many a 
thought for the brain of the A/lec 1 

My eye rests not long upon the l^ersian wdieel, but 
turns to gazo'on the scene of active life that is passing 
around it. Forms, and varied ones, I trow, are moving 
there. 

Gliding w itU silent step and dubious look — his wide 
cuhoneroa fiappiug around his ankles, lua arms and 
shoulders shrouded in tho mottled 8erap6, his black 
broad-brimmed hat darkening still more hia awarth 
face-— goes tho poblam, the denizen of the adobe hut. 
Ho shuns the centre of the piazza, keeping around the 
w'alls ; hut at intervals hia eyes arb turned towards the 
well with a look, of nj^iugled fierceness and fear. He 
reaches a doorway— it is silently opened by a liaod 
within— ho enters quickly, and seems gird to got out 
of sight! A little after, I con catch a glimpse of his 
siunbre face dimly outlined . behind the bars of the 
reja. At distant* comers, 1 descry small groups of lii^ 
class— all similarly costumed in calzoneros, striped 
blankets, and glaze hats ; , all, Hko tfim, wearing uneae^ 
looks* They gesticulate, little^ oontrai^ to llicir usual 

habit, and* converse only in. w}us|)ors or low mutter- t 
iiigs. Unusual ciroumshuiees surround them. ' 

Most of tlio women are within doors; a few of tho 
X»oorer class— of pure Indian race— are seated in the 
piazza. They are hucksters, and their wares are spread 
before them ou a thin psdm-leaf mat Q»ctaU\ wltile 
another similar one, supported nmbrella-likc on a steiut, 
spoons them and their mcrchandiso from the sun. 
Tlicird)cd woollen garments, their bare heads, their 
coarse black hair, adorned with twists of scarlet 
worsted, give thorn eomowhut of a gipsy look. They 
appear as free of care as tlie zingaii themselves : they 
laugh, and dialler, and show ihde white teeth all day 
Jong, asking each ncw-eonier to purchase their fruits 
and vegetables, their piiloU, and ay«a Their 

not unmusical voices ring plea.santl}' upon the car. 

Mow and then a young girl, with red olla poisod 
ui>on her crown, trixis lightly aiuross the piazza in 
the direction of the well. Perhaps sho is a pvhfanOf 
one of tlio belles of tho village, in short-skirted, bright- 
coloured petticoat, embroidered but sleeveless chemi- 
sette, with small satin slippers \ipoa her feet; head, 
shoulders, and bosom bhrouded in the blue-gray reboso ; 
.anns and ankles biirc. Several of tlicbe arc seen pass- 
ing to and fro. Tliey appear less uneasy than the men ; 
they even smile at iutervals, and reply to the rude 
badinage uttered in an unknown tongue hy the odd- 
looking strauikcrs around the w'dl. The Mexican 
w'omcn are courageous as tliey are amiable. As a 
race, llieir beauty is undeniable. 

But w'ho are these strangers? They do not belong 
to the place, that is evident; and ecxually clear it is 
that they are objects of tenor to those who do. At 
present, they are masters here. Their numbora, their 
proud confident swagger, and llio bold loud tone of 
their conversation, attest that they are masters of the 
ground. Who are they? Odd-looking, I hate staled 
them; and the x^hrase is to he taken in its frtU .sig- 
nificance. A more odd-looking set of follows never 
niusicivd in a Mexican nor else whore. 

There arc fourscore of them; and but that each 
c.'UTics a yager rifle in his Inuid, a knife in his belt, and 
a Colt’s pistol ou his thjgli, you could not discover the 
.slightest point of resemblance between any two of 

I them. Their arms .are tho only things about them 
denoting ant/or^/oiy, Mud some sort of organisation; for 
the rest, tijcy are as unlike oue .another as the various 
shaxK's and hues of coarse broadcloth, woollen jeans, 
coitoiiHiksF, coloiu*(‘(J blankets, and buckskin, can make 
them. They wear caps of ^coon-skiu, and cat^s-skin, 

! and squirrel ; Iiats of beaver, and felt, and glaze, of 
wool and pulmetto, of every imaginable 8liax>e and 
slom'u. Even of the modern monster— the silken ‘ tile* 
g-samples might bo seen, ond/y cruKhctL There are 
coats of broadcloth, few in number, aud well w'oru; but 
many are the gannerits of * Kentucky jeans,’ of bluiab- 
gray', of copper -coloured nigger-cloth, and sky^coloured 
uottonade. Sumo wear coats made of green iHapket#, 
others ul blue ones, and some of a scarlet red. There 
are hunting-shirts of dressed deerskin, with plaited 
skirt, and caiic, fringed aud jauntily adorned with 
beads and embroidery— the favourite stylo of the 
backwoods’ hunter; but others therc are of ttiie 
Indian cut— open only at the throat, and hanging 
loose, or fastened around the w'oist with a belt— the 
same that secures tho knife and pistol. There are 
doth jackets too, such as are wora by. auilora, and 
others, of sky-blue cottonadc— the co&ttimu of the 
Creole of Louisiana; some of red^broi^ leather— the 
jaqueta of the Spano-Afiti'^ncati ; aud' atill another 
fashion, the close-fitting embroiderod ‘B|Kmcer’ of the 
Mexican raiichero. Some shoulders are covered by 
seraxitfe, and some by the more gtaooful and toga-like 
tnanga. Liiuk lower down ; examine the limbs of the 
men of this motleys band i the covering of these is 
not less varied tiian their upper garments. You see 
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of coarse eloth, of flannel, and of baize; 
they are blue, and scarlet, ainl green. You see leg- 
gings raw hide ajul of buchskin ; boots of horse- 
leather reaching to the thighs ; ‘ nigger boots * of still 
coarser fabric, vith the pantaloons lucked under; 
h'fKjdus of unstained c.'ilf-skiit, and moccasins of varied 
cut, betokening the fasliion of more than one Indian 
tribe. You may see limbs incasefl in calzoneros, and 
others in the heavy stamped leather botofi of the 
Mexican horseman, resembling the greaves of warriors 
of the olden time. 

The heels of all .are armed, though their armature is 
as varied as the costumes. There are spurs of .silver 
and steel, some plated, .and some with the plating worn 
off ; some strapped, and others screwed into the heel of 
the boot; some light, with small rowels and tiny teeth, 
while others ate seen (the heavy spur of Mexico) of 
several pounds’ weight, with rowels five inches in 
diameter, and teeth that might be dashed through the 
ribs of a horse ! — cruel vveapons of the Mexican 
cavallcfo. 

But these spurs in the piazza, these botas and cul- 
zoneros, these mangas and serapds, are not worn by 
Merkms, Their present wearers are men of a dif- I 
ferent race. Most of those, tall, stalwart bodies arc the ! 
product of the niaizc-phint of Kentucky and Tennessee, 
or the buckwheat and ♦ hog-nioal ’ of the fertile 
Hats of Ohio, Indiana, and the Illinois. 'Fhey are the 
squatters and hunters of the backwoods, the farmers 
of the great w^esterri slopes of the Alleghanica, the 
boatmen of the Miasissippi, the jnoncers of Arkansas 
and Misflonri, the tr.sjipers of prairic-hmd, the coynfjnra ! 
of the ]akc-coiintr3% the young planters of the lower | 

states, the Erencli Creoles of Louisiana, tlie luiventurous j 

settlers of Texan, with here and there a gay city spark j 
from the larger towms of the *gioat west.’ Yes, and 
from other bourcoa are individuals of that mixed band, i 
1 recognise the Teutonic typo— the fair hair and I 
whitish- yellow moustache of the Gorman, the florid 
I^nglishman, the staid Soot, and his cradrost the noisy 
Hibernian; both equally brave. I behold the adroit 
and nimble Frencbnian, full of langb and chatter, the 
stanch soldierly Swiss, and tlie mousltichcd exile of • 
J*oland, dark, sombre, and silent. IVh.at a study for 
an ethnologist is that baud of odd-looking men ! Who 
are they ? 

You have thrice asked the question. I answ’cr 
it: They are a corps of ' guerilla of the 

American army. 

And who am 1 ? Th<.ir captain — their chief. 

Yes^ I am the lender of that queer crew: and, despite 
their rough moUey aspect, I dare aflirm, that not in 
Europe, ilot Ju America elsewhere, not upon the great 
globo’B surface, can be found n band, of like number^ 
to equal them in atrength, daying, and warlike intelli- 
gence. Many of tliem have spicmt htdf a life in the 
sharpening practice of border w'arfarc — Induiu or 
Mexioin — and from tlu?»c the others have learnt. 
Some have been gentlemen upon whom fortune has 
frowned; a fmr have been despcrnrloes williiu the pair 
of eivilised life; and a smivllor few, perhaps, outlaws 
V«y(m(l it— bad inateriuls wherewith to colonise ; not so 
bad, if you go hut to o^tpier. 

Rnde as is tlm coup d*ml of the Corps, I am proud to 
say that a bigli sentiment of honour pervades it, higher 
than will be found in the picked corps dc. ydriU of 
;aiv emperor. True, thej' appear rough and reckless- 
terrible, t might say ; for most ot* them— with their 
long be-ards and hair, dust-begrimed faces, slouchefl 
hats, and odd habiliments, belted as- they are with 
knife, pistol, powder-horn, aiid pouch — present such an 
aspects that you would wrong them to take them as they 
Iwk. Ifew among them are the pure bandits whose 
aim is plunder. Many a noble heart beats beneath a 
rude exterior — many a one truly humane. There are 
^hearts in tlmt baud,that throb under tho influence of 


patrioWam ; somw are guided by a still imhler impulse, 
a dcsii'e to extend the area of froe<lont ; others, it is 
true, yearn hut for revenge. Tliese last are chU^fly 
Texans, •‘who mourn a friend or brotlier slain by* 
Mexican treachery. They liave not forgotten the 
cowardly assassination of Goliad ; they remember the 
red butchery of the Alamo, 

Perhaps I alone, of all the hand, have no motive for 
being here; if one, 'tis slight— scarce so noble as 
vengeance. Mere chance, the love of excitement and 
adventure, perhaps some Aveak loudness for power nnd 
fame, are all the excuses I can urge for taking a hand 
in this affair. A poor adventurer, without friends, 
without home, without iK)untr)'— for my native laud 
is no more a nation — my lieart is not cheered by a 
single thrcib of patriotism. I have no priv.-ite wrong 
to redress, no public cause, no country for which to 
combat. 

During intervals of inaction, these thoughts recur to 
me, and give me pain.

The men have picketed their horses in the church 
enclosure; some are tied to trees, and others to the 
reja-bars of the windows : like their riders, a motley 
group, various in size, colour, and race.

We have l)eon scarcely an luv.ir in the raiichcria ; wo 
are perfect strangers to it: we are the tir^t American 
troop its people have yet seen, although tlie war has 
been /;oing on for some montlis furihcr down the river.

1 Ostiraation, is as indissolubly associated with the lat 

I of January as Cbristmas-dny witli the 25th of Decem- 
1 j her, or Lady-day with the Soth of March. Persons 

1 who possess a little, but only a little tamiliarity with 
j astronomy, bclicvo that there is soniething in the 
planetary movements, the mechanism of the solar 
system, which determines the precise day w'hercou tho 
year commences; it is only after somewhat deeper 
inquiry tliat this aupi)osition yanishes, and that the 
mere conventionality of the whole affair hccoines appa- 
rent, There is no necessary connection between the 1 st of 
January and the of ihe year. This is a curious 

feet in th'u history of dates; but a little knowledge of 
the ro liter is useful as well as curious, since a due 
understanding of iubte^y and biography, in other times 
or other countries, often di'ponds in part on a rccf>g- 
nition of the calendar fwlopted. 

That this subject is imx)ortAot to tho steady readers 
of lustory, is made evident by several remurkable 

okcumstances. Icrespeci^iye of tho eoufusion orishig 
from the Old Style and tho New Slyle, changes m 
the day of beginning the year throw a complexity over 
historical dates. A French chronological work of 
great authority, VArt da V^ifiar Us Dates, speaking 
of the events of the 4th of August l56Sf, when Charles 
IX, ordered the year in. France to commenco on the 
ist of January, remarks: ‘In relation to periods 
anterior to this date, nothing is moro neceasarj' than 
to remember the variations in the commencement of 
the year. Without care on this point, it will not be 
possible to rec'oncilo various dates, winch are neverthe- 
less just and accurnto in themselves; and there will 
bo a constant liability to meet with apparent embar- 
rassments whero no errors in reality exist.* Let the 
re.ader nsk himself whether he is prepared io answer 
the two following questions Was Charles L bohciided 
in 1G1S or 1(vl9? Was James II. driven from the 
throne in 1GSJ> or 1689? Of course, every one will 
expect to find these questions solved by referring to 
any of the familiar histories of Kngbuid ; but when he 
is informed that brdh pairs of dates are adopted, and 
that both are riyht, the iniTwrtance of the matter becomes 
somewhat more apparent. Dipping into a pamphlet 
written by Henry Wilson in 1735, wo find th« follow- 
ing: — ‘While wc are maintaining the beginning of 
the year according to the rubric of the Cnmmon 
Prayer, we seenx to forget tint onr year begins on llie. 
Ist of January, both in our common Ucenped almanacs 
and even in tlie Hook of Common Prayer and 

it may mount to a question very dilHcult to bo 
onswored, why tho rubrio of the (^)*^mon Prayer * 
enjoins the year tu begin on tho 25tU of Mfirch, and 
yet the column for the lessons, clc**, iH'gijis on the I st 
of January.* This shews how uut tiers stood in those 
times. 

What little philopojxby there is in the question, lies 
in a nut-shell. Thst the i>eriyd occupied by the earth 
! in making one revolution on its axis should 1)0 adopted 
as a measure of time, the ‘day,' seems reasonable 
enough ; th.it the jK'riod occupied by tho moon in 
making a - irrniit round the earth, from new moon to 
new moon, thould he adopted as another measure of 
time, the Munution’ or ‘month/ is equally reasonable; 
nnd there is needed no great depth of scientific know- 
ledge to perceive and admit, that a complete revolution 
of the seasons, during wbicli tlie sun app to travtd 

round a whole circle in the heavens, supplies a con- 
venient measure for a larger iKxrtion of time, the 
‘year.’ But in this last-named period there are two 
sources of uncertainty— a difflcxilty in determining the 
exact number of days and fractions of days contained 
in a year ; and a frec<loTn of choice as to the particular 
day on which the year shall ] 3 e said to begin. The first 
of these two difficulties has been lessened by tho pro- 
gressive advance of astronomical science; but the 
second remnins, as it has ever been, at the mercy of 
conventionalism. Shall thn year begin on the day 
when the sun attains his Highest uoon-altitude, or hi.s 
lowest nocm-altitudo ; or when he is at his greatest 
distance from the earth, or at his least distance, or at 
his mean distance ; or in the particular season when 
day and night aye equal nil over the globe ; or on a 
church -festival day ; or on any other day ? Who has 
a right to decide this question, and to demand that 
others shall agree with him ? 

Looking at past records, it will be seen how disoorrl- 
ant have been the arrangements in this behoof. Tho

cannot afford to bo off their guard in relation to any 
event oemimng during the first three months of the 
year: the. strange equation l<Mh=*:lG49 stares them 
in the face. 

It will he inferred, from the details above given, 
that other countries have not been free from the 
anomalies ohsorvabie in our own. In France, from 
the days of Charlemagne to the eleventh century, 
Xesv-ye;ir’s Day was on Christmas-day ; thence, until 
the sixteenth ctmtury, reinil dwuments assumed the 
year to begin at Kaatcr, after the hencdictioii of the 
Holy Candle on Holy Saturday or Easter-eve, and 
conk'queiitly varied from year to year. Some of the 
Frencii provinces at the sainc time adopted l.»ady- 
day; but at length the lat of January was formally 
declared to be New-year’s Day, by etlict of Charles IX,, 
in l.V;3. In (leniiany, the Vear anciently com- 
monccil on Christmas-day ; it varied much during the 
middle ages; but the 1st of January W.amo pretty 
generally adopted about the beghining of the sixteenth 
century. In Denmark, the New Year iii early times 
was appointed on tlic 11 th of August, the natal-dny 
of a saint whose memory was much cherished ; but 
this Was afterwards changed for the Ist of January, 
In Italy, it is scarcely possiblo to unravel the c;onfusion 
in different states lietwoen Ohristmaa-day, the Ist of 
March, Lady -day, and blaster -day, until the final 
adoption of \be 1st of January as the beginning of 
the year. In Uussia, even to tlie present time, there 
has been an occlesiastical New-year’s Day, differing 
widely from that adopted in civil affairs. In Spain, 
Lady-drty was adopterl till the fourteenth century; 
then Ohristmas-day liil the sixte^mth; and then the 
1 fit of January, lu the 1 .k7w Countries, Good Friday 
was ai^ided to the above list iu early* times; but the 
modetn commencement was accepted iri tho sixteenth 
cen^y. 


Thus, then, wo,, find that flie right„true, orifebdox, 
familiar, popular, domestic, boys’ and girk* 1st of 
January has had a series of hard battles to fight, ere 
it could obtain a European recognition of its claim' 
to tho honours and dignity of New-year’s Day.

AN OLD QUESTION IN A NEW ASmOT. 

, ‘ Race ! Do not speak to us of race— we care nothing 
j for breed or colour. What wo contend for is, that 
j slaver}*, whether of black or wljitc, is a normal, a 
proper institution in society/ So proclaim soatherri 
w'riters in tho Unitetl States. The principle of enslav- 
ing only coloured pursoiis, descendants of imported 
Africans, is now* antiquated, and a scheme which 
embraces slavery of every race and variety of com- 
plexion is at length put forward as a natural atid 
desirable arrangement for all parties — a highly com- 
mendable state of things. Any on© couhl have 
foreseen that it must come to this. The prodigious 
and irregular amalgamation of niccs in tiie south, with 
the deterioratiou and liLlplessness of the loss nfilueiiL 
class of whites in tho slaveholding states, has, as 
may he supposed, led to a pretty nearly pure, nay, 
absolutely pure breed of white plaves. A new Bt^le 
j of reasoning is consequenUy required. If slavery is 
! to be at all vindicated, it must not now be on the 
I narrow basis of colour, but on the bioad grounds, tliat 
I there is nn inherent right iu the stronger and more 
i wealthy classes to reduce the poorer, and, it may be.

' The most casual glance at tho products of the 
I southern proas leaves no room for dt>ubt on the 
I subject.

j that Hum was- the ancestor of tho negro race. The 
I Jewish slaves were not negroes, and to confine tho 
1 justification of slavery to tliat of race, would bf: to 
j weaken the scriptural aulhority, and to lust, tho whole 
w’cight of profane authority ; for w*e read of r.o negro 
^slavery in ancient times. {Slavery, black or w*hite, is 
right and iicceasai'y.' Tlic Jlkhvimd Inquirer, nn able 
I Virginian paper, says: ‘Until recently, ilit* defence of 
J slavery has laboured under great difficulties, because • 
j its apologists— for they were mere apologists — took 
I half-way grounejs. Tliey confined the defence of 
I slavery to mere negro slavery ; thereby giving up tho 
j slavery principle, admitting other forms of slavery to 
\ be wrong. Tho line of defence is now changed. The 
, south now maintains that slavery is right, natural, and 
j ueccfisary. While it is far more obvious that negroes 
I should bo slaves than whites — fbr they are only fit to 
j labour, not lo direct— yet the principle of slavery is . 
j itself right, and does not depend on difference of 
complexion.' 

Mr G. W. WostoM. a writer in the cause of emanci- 
pation in the York Tribune, observes: ‘It ia not 
true, in law or in fact, that ,the condition of alavtuy at 
the soutli is confined to the African race. The prin- 
ciple of American slavery tvhich distihguishes it from 
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Another well-known Virginian print, tlie liidimond 
about two years ago came out with a flat con- 
tradiction of there being any longer a desire to seb tlie 
country clear of slavery. * It is all a Uallucination to 
suppose that we are over going to get rid of African 
slavery, or that it Will ever be desiralile to do so. It is 
a thing that wo cannot do without — that is righteious^ 
ptofuable, and pormauent, ^nd that belongs to southern 
I socMcty as inherently, intricately, and durably as the 
white race itself. IToa, the white race will itself 
omigrato from the southern states to Africa. Oalii<>rnia, 
or l*olynesia, sooner than the African. Let us make 
up our minds, therefore, to put up with and make the 
most of the institution. Let us not bother our brains 
about whati2;^roi;2‘(;2e7tce intends to do witli our negroes in 
the distant future, but glory in and profit to tho utmost 

by Hg lias ilone for iliera in transplanting tliem 

here, and setting them to work on our plantations. 
Let the politicians and planters of the south, while 
encouraging the “Baptists and Methodists’* — and 
other donominations having a less number of votes 
— in Christianising the negro, ka'cp their slaves .*it 
h.^rd work, under strict discipline, out of idleness and 
mischief, while tliey live; and when they como to 
die, instead of sending tliem olf to Africa, or manu- 
mitting them to a life of ” freedom,” licentioubiiess, 
and nuisance, will them over to their children, or 
direct them to be sold where they will be made to work 
hard, and be of serviei? to their masters and to the 
country. True philanthropy to the negro begins, like 
charity, at home ; and if southern men would act as if 
the canopy of heaven were inscribed wit.fi a covenant, 
in letters of Arc, that the negro is htre, and here for ever ; 
is our propertip ami ours for f.rer ; is never to he enionri^ 
paud; is to be kept hard at wtnl\ and in right subjetthn 
alt his (hys; and is never to go to Africa, to Polyne{»in, 
or to Vaiikee Land— far worse Uiaii eitlier — tliey would 
accomplisli more goo<l for the race in five years than 
they boast the institution itself to have a^tornpliahed 
in two centuries, and cut up by the roots a sot of evils 
and fallacies that threaten to drive tho white race a- 
wandering in the western wilderness, sooner than 
Cuffeo will go to preach tho gospel in Guinea.* 

Wo should imagine that to most <d’ our readers these 
aontimonls vrilLcoino with startling novelty. While 
llic philanthropists of England arc pnsliing forward all 
sorts of meliorations in social economy, they do not 
* appear to be aware that in the progress of events 
beyond the Atlantic, views have arisen respecting the 
slave question which arc altogether obstructive of 
popular freedom, and calculated to redtico every unpro- 
tected tahourer to the condition of a chattel. ‘ ^Vc have,’ 


imjioverished ‘ white trash’ in the eou^ern states, that 
the legislative measures here pointed at would present 
a natural and not unlikely solution ,of a somewhat 
puzzling question, l^guino as are our ezpectationil 
of social advancement, under prudent safeguards, who 
can tell that at least a section of a great nation may 
not, even in our times, return to the almost forgotten 
usages of medieval Europe. The w'orld is a^w all, 
perhaps, not so vastly improved as one would ho 
inclined to think. 

Unlike the serfdom of tho middle ages, when war 
and famine carried off no small share of the redundant 
population, southern slavery cannot be successfully 
maintmneil unless means be found for employing the 
increase on adjoining lands, or disposing of it for 
tranjsit to distant settlements. The pressing necessity 

for extending limited proiierties inui large posgesaUma, 

is stated to he operating on a gigantic scale iu Ala- 
bama. The lion. (j. C. Clay, Jnn., on lately adilressing 
a TlorticnUural Society in that great cotton-growing 
state, laments tho absorption of small properties. 
*Our wealthier planters,* he observes, ‘with greater 
means, and no more skill, are buying out their poorer 
neighbours, extending their plantations, and adding 
to their slave force. Of the 20,000,000 of didhirs 
annually rciilised from the sales of cotton croi> of 
Alabama, nearly all not expended iu supporting the 
producers is reinvested in land and negroes. I’hus, 
the white population has decreased, and the slave 
increased, almost pari passu in several counties in qnr 
state. Tn 1K25, Madison county east about .1000 
votes; now she cannot exceed 2300. In traversing 
tliat county, one will disirover numerous farmhoiises, 
once tho abode of industrious and intelligent freemetJ,

All who aro unable 
to maintain their families in decency, had better be 
at once sold to those who aro disposed to take charge 
of them, ‘ftiiU the parents of these children into 
slavery. Let our legislature (continues the authority 
just quoted) pas« a law, that whoever will take these 
parents, and take care of them and their offspring, in sick- 
ness and in health, clothe them, feed tltom, and house 
them, shall bo legally entitled to. their services ; and 
let the same logiaUturo decree, whoever receives 
these parents and thrir* children, and obtains their 
sfiTVices, sl&ttll take care of them aj^ long as they live.’

amount of labour far beyond the bounds of interuht 
supply is in demand. If the great west is to bo added 
piecemeal to tho slave states of tho Union, tho breed- 
ing- pens of Virginia will fail to furnish stock except 
at exorbitant prices.

every white man might have a chance to make himself 
owner of one or more xiegrues, and go with them and 
their housoIwUI gods wlierever opportunity beckoned 
to enterprise. But the north would never consent 
to this; they would dissolve the Union rather, than 
grant it, say the croaking impmticables. Gentlemen, 
you do not know tJio north, oracular as you look when 
dubiously shaking your hecids.

CHRISTMAS AMONG THE NOILSEMEN. 

Cnnis-fMAB, regarded in Its social aspect, is pre- 
eminently a Teutonic festival. Among the Latin and 
Slavonic races, it is observed as a season of reUgious 
joy and thankfulness; among the Norse and S.ixoa 
nations alone is it celebrated with social festivity. 

In Germany, tho domestic observance of Christmas 
is remarkable alike for its childlike physiognomy 
and its pictorial effbet. The liilliputian fir- tree, 
with its fairy lights, its glittering gifts, its joyous 
circle of visitants, all have, of Iffte years, become $o 
famihar to us in our own land, that we stay not to 
depict them here. Rather would we transport our 
readers uiuo hundred years back, to gaae upon a 
Christmas festivity amidst our Norse forefathers, 
from whom have been deriveii many of those social 
customs whicli are now entwined within tiie very 
heart of Great Britain and its people. 

It was towards the close of the tenth century t the 
scene is laid at Drontheiro, within the king of Norway’s 
palace. But let not our readers be misled by these 
courtly words of ‘king* and ‘palace,* for in those times 
the kings of Norway were rather pirate sea-kings 
than established ruli*rs of the people who owned their 
sway ; and tlieir piilacps were merely wooden houBCs, [ 
laid upon a loose stone foundation, and destitute alike 
of the elegances and luxuries of life. 

Only a few years before the period above alluded 
to, anil the winter festival at the ‘king's Infuse* in 
l>routlu‘ira was altogether of a heathen character, for 
be and his bondersmen always me.t together at mid- 
winter to celebrate a festival called Yule, in lionour 
of Odin, and so designated from Ycolucr, one of his 
names. Tt Avas a time of inerrimont arid good cheer, 
wlien horses were slain in sncrillue, and their flesh

(hewing-night),* because of the slaughtering of cattle 
which then took place. At those feasts, the people 
drank to exeea.*i ale and mead, emptying goblets in 
memory of departed friends, and olfering rememhranco- 
cups to the gods, praying at tho eaiiio time for a 
good season during tho ensuing summer. Now, how- 
ever, all this was at au end, at least witliiu tlio 
neighbourhood of King flakon tho Gofal, who had 
iMTcn educ ated in England under the care of his fofter- 
i’athcr. King xVthelston, and who, on his return to 
Norway, had introduced Christianity into that coantty.

Keferring to newspapers published in the time of the 
grandfathers of many now living, we read that, on the 
first Monday in 1 766, a deserter from the Toot Guards, 
a young man of respectable family, was brought out of 
the Savoy prison in the Strand. Aceonipanied by his 
brother and two clergymen, escorted by 400 soldiers, 
with drums beating the Dead March, and followed by 
an immense crowd, the unhappy deserter was led 
through the streets to Hyde Park, and there shot aJid 
buried. The gervernment impriACd this occasion in a 
curious manner. The Sunday oveuing previous, war- 
rants for pressing landsmen were secretly issued, and 
thus the 400 soldiers that guarded the miserable man 
to execution, formed a very efUcient press-gang amoog 
the crowd that came to witness it. A few days 
afterwards, vagabond follow* was, by order of fi 
magistrate, flogged at Iho public whipping -xiost in 
Govent Garden market for a jietty theft. 

Early in the year, a hot pivss took place ut 
Edinburgh, Leith, Eewhaven, and Musselburgh: the 
constables of Edinburgh liCtted sixty captives on the 
first day. Tho next Sunday, a press-gang made its 
appearance on the Higli Street, ‘just after sermons.* 
'Ihe friends of a journeyman baker, who was among 
tlio captured, boldly attempted a rescue. Xi\ the fra^j^ 
that ensued, the gang were worsted, and, to save their 
lives from the infuriated popalai.e, w«ro glad to accept 
tho protection of the town-guard. It then turned out 
tliat the gang had no warrant tor iboir proceedings, 
but were merely a number of rufiiaus pressing, as our 
American friends would term it, on their own hook.< 
Eor every man they took ta the rendezvous at Leith, 
they received a consideration, and no questions were 
asked. As loyal and patriotic subjects, endeavouring 
to augment his majesty's forces by sea and laud, these 
rufiSans considered they were entitled to all praise.

Whether the former was judiciously abstained from 
because the people really would not have subiiuttcd to 
it — the latter, because the enemy had but few* mer- 
chant-ships to capture, it were needless to inquire. At 
anyrate, British subjects were not, as before, inhumanly 
drugged away into the worst kind of slavery ; nor 
our merchants degraded by being connected vrith a 
legalised piracy. The London newspaj^ers of the period 
seem to delight in relating the doughty doings of the 
press-gang. We road that on one occasion the gang 
received infonnation that a sailor, their legitimate prey, 
wan protected in a house in Spitiilfields. lli‘re was an 
opportunity of distinction, and of lowei ing the pride 
and jirestigo of the Spitalflelds men, who had vowed 
that no man should over pressed in their locality. 
The house being known, a i>owiTful gaog, making 
a sudden foray, dashed into the dangerous district, 
j captured their man, and e.irried him away, ere tho 
surprised Spitalfieldiaus could master in iiufficiout force 
to cut off tlic hasty retreat. A^ it was, the ij.ipturo 
was not mode without bloodshed ; the gang left l><diuui 
thorn two bpitalfieldsmon lying dojid on tho .street, 

Scdfin-chairs were tlien in vogue, and tho principal 
chair-stand was in St Jame8*8 Street. The brawny 
chairmen at this stand were long objects of desire to 
the gang, .and K last a grand rnzzia was made upon 
them. The chairmen fought dike heroes, rcxmlsed the 
gang, and drove them down tlie street to the very gate 
of St James’s Palaite. There the tide of war ebbed : 
the palace-guard was called out, and thus reinforced, 

I tho gang returned to tho fray. Lives were taken, and 
fearful wouiithi inflicted on both sides ; yot, after all, 
only three badly wounded chairmen were captoied, and 
carried off to serve his most gracious majesty. 

Besides its legitimate duty of providing seamen and 
soldiers for the servico of the state, the press-gang 
was by no means unfrequontly employed to suit 
private imrposes. By its friendly aid, a rival in love 
or business, an adverse witness, or imi>ortunate creditor, 
any individual, in fact, whose presence was obnoxious 
orjpndosirable, could readil}" be put out of the way, if 
not for ever, as was most probable, at all events for a 
considerable period. Even wives managed to get rid 
of their husbands by this summary process of divorce ; 
and, in the very year we refer to, a daughter procured 
the impressment of her father, to tho cud that she 
might uiicontrolicdly dissipate his hard-earned savings 
in vicious indulgences. To be sure, where men were 
concerned, tlie chances were equal : Nokes could bribe 
the gang to waylay and press Stiles, just as Stiles 
might perform the same good turn for Nokes ; but. as 
w'oinen were not liable to impressment,' it may be 
imagined that tho advantage lay on their side. No 
such thing, however; though women could not be 
pressed, still they could be got rid of in another manner 
— consigned to a more drcadftil fate. The private 
madhouses of the period were a thousand times worse 
titan the holds of the press-^nders, worse even than 



tho iloating Fandemoniunis ships-of>var tKen were. 
The evidence given before tlie parliameatary oommittee 
that inquired into' the state of private- tnadliouses in 
1-7-62, is a heart-sickening disclosure of huuiau wicked- 
ness and helpless misery ; and the committee, in their 
report, state that ‘the avarice of the keepers, who 
were under no other control than their own consciences, 
led them to assist in the most nefariona plans for 
contiiiing sane' personsj whoso relations or guardians, 

I impelled by the same motive or private vongoance, 

[ sometimes forgot all the restraints of nature, and 
I immured them in the horrors of a prison, under a 
cliarge of insanity/ 

Four of the ‘ thief-makers ' already alluded to were 
tried and convicted, at the Old Bailey sessions, in 
Marcli 1766, for conspiring to prosecute an innocent 
lad to death, on a false charge of robbery, so that they 
might obtain the reward, or blood -munej',. as it -was 
then termed, amounting to L.IiO. Part of their 
sentence was to stand in the pillory, and, accordingly, 
l\vo of them were pilloried in Ilolborn. A newspaper 
infornts us that ‘ such a multitude of people were never 
known to be collected on a like occasion. A woman 
w'as terribly gored by a bullock, and almost trod to 
; death by tlie mob ; a painter’s )nnn was pushed out of 
I ii cart, had his skull fractured, and was take)\ up insen- 
j ; sibU; ; sovorid people were run over and hurt, and much 
; ' mipchief done. IVo pickp(K*kets, being detected at 
I j llic end of Fetter Lsno, were so severely disciplined by 
h I lie populace, that they were scarcely able to crawl 
! ' away.' The two wretches in the pillory w'ore pelted 
with Rtonea, brickbats^ and oyster-shells; and when 
' released at tho expiration of an hour— tlio peritid of 
j Mlifdr Kontence — they wore found to ho speechless and 
[. iiiReii.dblo, but subsetpiently recovered. Three days 
I -after, the other two wore pilloried in Smifhfiold. So 
* , brihkly were, they pelted, that when half nn hour had 

I *-lap'«ed, the n>ob, perceiving that one of the two was 

I I dead, forlx^re to throw any more nt them. Neither 
was jvUM.sed, however, until the hour had expired, 
wdica the survivor w-as found to be fearfully fuangled, 
but '=!till hreathing. 

I Sueli continual Beenes of violence were not witliout 
I flii ir natural fruits — all grades in society were demoral- 
I ised, and an alter reeklessnesa prevailed with regard 
' to Inmian life. Threv ejii>tains in the anny, who were 
j reeruiting at Gravesend, wished to visit the theatre 
I lit (^rccnwi^li; for this purpose, tliey hired two post- 
j ; chaifles, and set ofl’ on their journey. The officers, 
i afraid of being too late for the performance, kept 
i urging the postboys to drive foster than the horses 
i really could go. On this account, an altcrcutiun 
j ensued, and one of the captains, drawing his sword, 

! ran a postboy through the body, and even cut and 
hacked at the dying man as he lay helplessly bleeding 
Ij on the ground. The other postboy would have 
, shared the same fate, had not a labourer, who happened 
I to bo repairing a liedgo by the roadside, rushed 
j forward, and with his hedge-bill held the captains at 
i bay. At tfus juncture, a sturdy Imtchcr came up, and 
the officers wore disarmed, and made prisoners A 
coroner’s inq^uest brought in a verdict of wilful murder 
against the three. They were committed to Maidstone 
jail, and in due time tried ; two were acquitted ; the 
third, who had stabbed the postboy, was condemned 
and executed. 

Another instance of reckless disregard of human life, | 
to say nothing of the destruction of valuable property, | 
wurred about the same time. 'Hie good ship Vir^tma i 
j Merchant arrived at Bristol with a valuabte cargo, 

1 consisting of 400 hogsheads of tobaew), and other 
colonial produce. Tlu* tmidcr emit a boat to press, but , 
the homeward-bound crew reaisthvg, compelled the gang 
. to sheer off. The lender then opened 'fire with her 
^ ""great guns on the unfortunate Vir^nia MereftanK and 
a short time, not only killed several of her crew, I

but sank her, tobacco and all, to the Iwttotn of tlio 
Severn. Probably it is of the same tender we rcjul tho 
following sadly suggestive paragraph; ^Tlie mother 
of one of the two young gentlowomou who were 
furcibl}' taken on board tlm tender at Bristol, and kept 
there two days, has since went deranged/ 

At a period when luau had so little mercy for liia 
fellow, wo ^cannot suppose he hod any for the bruto 
creation ; and wc accordingly find bear and bull baiting, 
with cock-fighting, to have boon tlie favourite aitiuse^ 
ments of all classes. Tct there- wore still more grosa 
and inexc\i8ablo cruelties committed on the lower 
animals, without the excitement of contest or gambling, 
merely to afford a fiendish pleasure to the perpetrators. 
Who can look upon Hogarth’s .'^rc Stages of Crucit^^ 
without shuddering? jet such were then the coniraon 
spectacles of the public .streets. Hogarth, as amiable 
in feeling as admirable in art, says that ‘these prints 
were engraved with the hope of in some degree cor- 
recting that barbarous treatment oi* animals, the very 
sight of wliicli renders the streets of our metropolivS so 
distressing to every feeling mind.’ And ho suhse- 
quently added : ‘ If tliey have had this effect, and 
checked the progress of cn*aelty, I am move iiroad of 
having been the autlior, than I should )>c of haring 
painted llaphaors cartoons.’ 

I’lie class we novr term the people w^as not in 
existence in those days, but there was, as Sir John 
Fielding tells us, ‘ the rabble, very insolent and abusive, 
and that sometimes without the least appearance of a 
cause.’ Tlie astute magistrate adds, for the benefit of 
strangers: ‘When tins hnppous, it is ahvoys prudent 
to retire, and give tliem their way.’ 

It would be a. waste of time to purBue tlie subject 
further. <jur improvement luis been great— much 
gieater. probably, tlian tho imagination can readily 
realise. I’here has been no retrogression ; the march 
has ever been onward. Looking out, as we write, into 
tin* (dear wintry twilight, over a wido^ reach of the 
Thames, as it sweeps past the lofty olins and old ivy- 
oovc^red houses of a river-side Mall, wo can tho 
tide swiftly ebbing downwards in tho centre of the 
8trc.ara; while a counter-eddy, on each side of tlie 
river, slowly fiuws in a contrary direction, till it is^ 
absorbed and carried away by the main central current, 
So it is in tho great etVvam ol Jiumaii jirogress — the 
very speed and ioipetus of its central cuirent causes 
lateral eddies, seemingly flowing backwards, but in 
reality forming au integral part of one. great onward 
movement. 

(Closing, then., the dreary records of the past;, let us 
cheerfully and ooufidenlly look forward to the future ; 
and, lemeinbcring the poet's injunction with regard W

3)id you over notice that soraellincs two branches of a 
tree "produce a perfect hi furcation ; that is, that they 
separate from a common point?. If you examine 
closely, you will find that sucii branches took their 
departure from one and the same biuL In rarer 
instances, you may sec live or six branches. all starting 
from rt common Ventre, find with a. regularHy lliat 
surprises when contrasted with the axrapgewaenfc of 
the res? of the lrc<?. . 

Tbwo effects are now and tlieh. produced by gem-' 
roing or inoculating, and not seldom by the unassisted 
handiwork of nature. When the latter is the case, 
the bifurcation is caused by the bite of a caterpillar or 
some other vurncious inaect. An insect has but to 
gnaw the point of ;v bud to mako it grow double, triple, 
quadruple, and so Ibrtby to transform itself indeed into 
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^hitmerons bnds, thCTonft«r i3is.tinot 4iepar^.t6» dju^h 
/.passinj^ flironstli all the phases of its vegetation. • 

What is here said applies to l)«<l» that produce 
j 'vi'ood; it is equally true of those that produce fniiU 
' The insect plies its mnwlibles, and tjuite unconsciously 
< starts a mw onler of developnaenta. After all, bow- 
I ever, a little reflect ion would lead us to believe that 
buds might be as iccund us seetls. If one gTa,rn of wheat 
produces many grains, why not one bud many buds, if 

ive call only gel it into ilie right condiiion ? Wliat this 

condition is, we learn from tlie insect. 

At all events, it baa been learned by M. Millot-Bruh' i 
of llc^thel (Ardennes), and turned to good account, 
for he produces effects at pleasure witljout waiting 1 
for the accident of an insect : wdth the point of a 
penknife, or a slip of snnd-pnper, he makes buds pro- 
duce as many branches as ho cliooaoa. The notion 
occuneti to lym* in 1840; and ho at once made experi- 
ments whloli were successful ; and repeating these year 
by year, he bus now produced a now and singularly 
hiterosling process of arboriculture.

P^rom those simple forms, otliers of a more ( 
complex nature may bo produced: a single stern, pro- i 
perly managed, wnll form n square, a parallelogratn, or 
a stTies of circles, so elegant in design, that if copied 1 
in papier niftchc they would b© prized as graceful 
ornaments for tbe drawing-room. 'I’he buds may be 
multiplied and the brunches sent off entirely at the 
pleasure of the cultivator ; hence there is no limit to 
the forms which may be prodneeil. 

In the course of his experiments, M, Millot-Brulc 
disM'Ovcred another of the interesting secrets of arbori- 
culture— namely, that little branches must not bij^ 
developed immediately opposite e.ach other on a hori- 
zontal branch trained against a wall or on stakes ; and 
tho reason is, that tho branches which run upwards 
take up all the sap ait the expense of those running 
downwards; the latter consequently languish. It 
therefore becomes absolutely nece-ssary to develop tbe 
small branches alternately— each lower one between 
two upper ones — on all' horizontal branches. It is 
possible, moreover,’ to assist the lower branches by 
bending the upper ones upon tliemselves, making them 
form- a sort of knot, but always wdth the precaution 
of.Ieavlng the extreme points in an upward direction. 

Any intelligent person nifty, by a little dexterity, 
becotoo ft practised arboriculturist. Tho process in its 
simplest form appears to be to decapitate the buds with 
'ft ^'nknife as soon as the sap begins to circulate in the 
spring. In ft few days, two now buds appear at the 
bftse of the bud thus operated oo, nod the vegotstum of 
tl^so ift easily equalised by exp(;ti trimming, or pinching* l 
off wheii,necessary. The, equilibri um onco established,

they have aUi.'wed themselves to be drifted. 

It was from no qualm of ooiiseicnce on the part of 
the conmuttee itppoiuiod to draw up the Dechiration — 
flefilTson, Adams, Livingston. Sherman, luid Franklin 
--that the passages relative to slavery wore slniek 
out from the celebrated document. ‘Jle fihe king of 
Great BiitainJ' has w»aged cruel war agalmbf human 
nature itself, violating its most aacred rights of fife and 
liberty in tiio jHU'sons of a distant people, who never 
ofil'uded him, captivating and carrying them into 
slavery in another liemisphcre, or to incur a miserable 
death in their traijsportetion thither. This piratical 
warfare, the opproi»rium of infidel pow'ers, is the 
warfare of the Christian king of Great Britain. 
Determined to keep open mawket where men should 
bo benight and sold, ho has prostituted his negative 
for suppressing every legislative attempt to prohibit 
or to restrain this execrable commerce.’ &c. It 
was quite as well that these ungentle accusations 
should have been withdrawn in consideration, .os is 
wid, for the feelings of southern members of the 
infknt confederacy; that so there might remain no 
historical doubt of the fact, that Union was secured 
only by conciliating tlie more intractable order of

been a condition of universal freedom. ^ The Declar- 
ation, doubtless, propounded the doctrine of human 
equality ; but this document never seems to have had 
the validity of law. At all events, as regards the 
principle of slavery, the lofty preamble of the Declar- 
ation about ‘inalienable rights* has proved to be only a 
r<;,^poctab}o piece of Bunkum — words which serve their 
purpose, and eigiufy wotlung. 

At the opening of the revolutionary war, there were 
ebves in all the revolted (jolouius; even in Massa- 
chusetts, the land of the * J^ilgrim Fathers,* there were 
slaves, and sales of slaves too. England, of course, 
must bo charged with the crime of having, in the first 
instance, in.trodu(*cd these unfortunate Africans as an 
I article of utcrcltandisu into the plantations against tlie 
repeatedly expressed wishes of the settlers, and of 
having ibstcred slavery till it took root as a social 
usage.

I For several years after the termination of the revolu- 
I tionar}’ war— 1764 to tlui Americans had no 

I proper federal constitution, and public matters w^erc 
I regulated during this interregnum by w’hat was called 
the Continental Congress, sitting in Thiladelphia 
ot New York. To have anything like a correct 
notion of the Amci'^can slave question, we need to 
i ' look back to the operations' of this august Inxly. One 
of tlio subjects that fell under its discussion, was 
• the managemeut of certain western territories which 
several states relinquished for the b^eJit of the general 
commonwealih. In cousideration that congress should 
liquidate debts and obligations, incurred by these states 
during the war. The cessiorts were made . oh those 
terms ; and congress henceforth exert ‘jcd a direct 
sovereignty over large tracts of country, ftom which 
new states could be excavated; Flans for the govern- 
ment of the Western Territory oeonpied considerable 
attention ; Mr Jeflerson appai’cntly taking a lead in 
the business, and producing schemes by which Slavey 
was never to be intruded into tills vast region. A 


pi^posal of this nature was Joitt on coining- to a vote ; ’ 
but at length, in, i797; in the last ccmtinental. congress, 
was passed an ‘Ordiiiaaice for the Gkiv^aiewt of the , 
Territor}^ of the Umtod States, North-west of titeOi^lo/ , 
which embraceti this provision: ' Tlicre sh'alblM^ 
slavery nor involuntary servitude in the said teihrllkpi^, .

B£F<^mic entering on the subject in hand, the render 
will be pleased to bear with me while T give a brief 
relation of the circmnstances which brought me in 

connection «ith the Grant Higlilanders, and of tlie 

doings of the regiment previous to the mutiny. 

I am one of those unfortunates who never saw their 
father. Mine died a week before my birth, and niy 
mother married a discharged soldier six months after- 
wards. Poor woman ! — happy would it have been for 
her, and for me too, had she remained faithful to the 
memory of her first husband, for the cruelty and 
debauchery of her second sent her to an early grave, 
and drove her boy forth a wanderer from the home 
that should have sheltered him. Thus, while yet a 
pfirent's guiding hand should have been with me, I 
was cast upon the merenes of a strange world, and 
for(!ed to take an active i>art in the great battle of lifo. 

After struggling with difficullicg such as only the 
friendless have to encomder, I at length roatduxl that 
period which wSs to mark my future destiny. This 
was in 1 704, when I vrouJd be about fifteen years of 
ago, tall, strong, and prematurely manly. Sir James 
Grant was tJien engaged in raising a new regiment — 
the y7th, or Grant tlighlandera ,* and n^any lads from 
tJtc district in whicli I lived— a lonesome valley in 
Inverness-shire — enlisted under his banner. At first 
1 felt no desire to follow their example, for the remem- 
brance of a certain red coat, which at one time lay in 
ii drawer in my mother's kitchen, and which had 
engemlered a dislike to all soldiers, now arose vividly 
before mo. Ono beaxitiful spring znoruing, however, 
sia 1 was tending cattle on an upUind pasture, there 
came lloailng on the freshening breeze, which hurrhHl 
occanwani, sounds of distant music. 1 was wondering 
and debating with myself whence they proceeded, when 
suddenly T Micld a nmneEToua band of red coats emerge 
from the gorge of a gloomy Vttlley at an angle of the 
hill whereon I was standing. It w^as a glorious sight 
to my young eyes that first beholding of a regiment 
of soldiers, as rank by rank they issued from the 
darkness into the sunshine, which fell, as it were, in 
showers of glory on their scarlet array ! 

On, on they canu*, and the tneiry roll of the drum 
set my heart dancings My whole nature seemed to 
undergo h revolution. Old antipathies were forgotten, 
and giddy with delight, I }«M»tened down the hill to 
meet the approaching Highland's, for it was Sir James 
Grant’s new regiment on tb© .march to Fort George.

Sending my 
I dog, Chance, eff to watch the cattic until a ' more 
trustworthy servant than 1 should come, I marched 
away with a swaggering air from the hills of my boy- 
hood, never nmre to behold theia, except tbropgh the 
dim mists of the far away. 

Drill, drill, drill !•— -months of coittfiiuous drill, and 
then we were pronounced fit for duty. In the summer 
of 1794, W'o, together with the Gonlon and Seaforth 
Highlanders, sailed from Fort George for Southampton 
in England. We bad scarexfiy got settled in our now 
quarters ere we got the route for the island of 
Guernsey, where we passed a miserable winter— our 
duty being onerous, rations 6(mnty, and the weather 
severe. Glad, indeed, were we when the spring of *95 
saw us once more safely located on the shores of Old 
England. 

But there is no rest for tho wicked. Government 
having now mure need of our 'aid on tho sea than on 
the land, bethought themselves of rendering us avail- 
able as sea-sold iers ; and in conformity with this idea, 
we were lent, as it were, for a short aeasoii, to the 
marine service. 

In our mw cliaracter, we joinea tlie Omuuei-iitci 

under Lord Bridport. To us it was a mere plrnsure- 
cruise, until tho 21st of .Fune, when a frigate brought 
ua intelligohee that the enemy’s fieet was out: hut, 
much to the chagrin of Jack, a heavy gale was blowing 
at the time, which forced ns to remain inactive, and to 
tack about, under easy sail. At midnight, however, 
the wind somewhat abated, and by the first streaks of 
morning, -we descried the enemy right .ahead, (’heer 
atttT cheer rent the welkin, as hia lordship’s signal for 
a general cliaso and to prepare for action lie^v forth to 
the breeze. On board our vi|podc*n bulwarks nil were 
as lifeful and mirthful as if they had been hneiin*^ to a 
bridal'foa^t — and so they were — but Death, unthouglifc 
of, was tho bridegroom.

At first, there 
w'as a slight tremor of Tear mixed with my courage; 
and the sight of the mangled bodies and limbs of iny 
mates well-nigh sickened me. But the stir and bustle 
of the battle, the thunder and glare of tlio cannon, and 
tho shouts of the combatants, mingled with the shrieks 
of the wounded, soon drove my sentimentalism away, 
and X cheered, loaded, and fired away, as if it lisd only 
been a review, instead of a mighty life-Strugglo in 
wdiich I was engaged.

' nook and corner of the surrounding district is familiar 
to me ; the most secret adj/ta of that region little 
knoAvn have not escaped my rearch. Do you wish to 
know wherti the pickpockets live, or to find the sleep- 
ing-placos of the myriad oystcr-stalis, or to visit the 
hidden manufactories of giwgcr-beer and sherbet, ao 
extensively patronised in the oast? I shall be happy, 
gentle reader, to be your guide. 

Lot us take a ramble through these narrow streets 
that fill up the apace hetAveen Hflckney Hoad and 
AVhitechapel. Branching out into a devious net*Avork^ 
on every hand — house -roAvs crowded so close upon 
each other, that opposite ncighlwurs of a friendly 
dispositiou may almost shake hands across the street.

Look at these rows of houses four stories 
high, with windows nearly as hroad as tlie rooms 
inside. , Tlicse .'in? the dw^elUngs of the Spitalficlds 
wCj^rers; about whom there has been so much talk. 
You do, not know' that from this unproinisiog region 
*eome forth many of those glossy silks and vdv^s, 
whoso ('hoicc le.\tujpe. and pleasant sheen attract the 
i fehojmers in Regent Street, and adorn the patrician 


d.amsels of the parks ? If you listen, you will hear 
the dull clank of tlie looms, as the w'eavers work with 
hand and foot, and drive tho shuttle for dear life. You 
would like to see tho weaver at his work ? 1 have a . 
special friend in this house ; let ua go in. The dwelling 
is four stories high, two rooms on a floor ; there is a 
family in each room, and the tenants aro all weavers. 
My friend is busy at bis loom ; he tells nte he has been 
‘ at play* for several weeks, and now' he has a large 
quantity of Avork to finish by Saturday morning. He 
must Avork day and night to get it done, lie has a 
cheap newspaper before him, from wiiicli, Avheii the silk 
is freo from knots, and it i.*? plain sailing, he reads a 
virulent attack upon a rotten ministry, w? an eloquent 
analysis, of the Treaty of Peace, My friend’s name is 
GreenpAv (Grinnoncau) ; that of the man on the next 
floor iVLusany (Lusigim); that of the family at the 
back is Ronwell (Bonville). They are all, like 
large proportion of these weavers, descendants of tho 
Erencli refugees avIio came over to England at the 
revocation of tlie Edict of Nantes. Their names, 
originall}'’ French, are clipped. an<i twisted, and mis- 
pronounced into an English form. My friend here can 
sheAV you his great-great-grandfather’s Hible, with his 
name written in it hy that wortliy pere who accom- 
panied his fltKjk in their flight to the land of liberty. 
There is liis name, .lean Francois Grinnoneau, tho 
date of his expatriation, and the namo? of liis ih'scond- 
nnts, in lineal order, down to the present representa- 
tive. This miui cannot speak a AA'ord of l^'roiich, is 
considerably John llullish in his constitution, and 
claims the right ov a native to grumble and abase the

They pn.tr<|nipe cheap literary in^sti- 
tutions, listen to lectures Avith decent coinT'osnre, and 
are jairtakcrs in the benefits of cermiu lia'penny news- 
rooms, Avhere they can keep p-uic Avith the course of 
events in the and (f7o//r. :md firllyw tho incttlcsomo 
leaders in the 

Ijcavhig this region of Hill: *w(‘aviog. let us approach 
a Htthi nearer to the city. Here avc ilnd tin; liousos 
still morij crowded, the thoronghfarcs ill pUA'cd, and 
umlrained court.«, with a choice of smells that nnght 
.almost rival the ‘ tw'o-and-sevcnty stenches* of^ Cologne. 
Hero is a most unprepossessing cid-de-nct^ : at least, it 
looks like that; but if you go to tin? bottom, you Avill 
find u narrt^w archway that a casual (^bsciTcr might 
Well overlook, Avhich conducts into a court beyond. 
The people of the place are observing us; furtive, 
gl.ancc-a arc cast at us from behind wdndow-curtains 
and doors ajar. Strangtirs do not often penetrate hero ; 
th(' scripture-reader and the eity-missior ay are the 
only viMtors- -except the indiccman — who arc not free 
' of tho fraternity. 

Put >oar handkerchief in your breast-pockel, and 
button up your co.at over your AA'atch-cliain ; w'O are 
in the region of the pickpockets and thieves. 1 met 
with .lu ^venture in this court some time since, which 
served to tench me its cliaracter. 1 Avas i)assi ng 
Whitechapel church one nigJifc, when I heanl a light 
step in retreat behind ine. I instinctively clapped 
my hand to my pocket— my handkercliief aa'os gone. 
Turning round h.istily, 1 caught sight of a boy running 
across the road, and thrusting something into hi.s 
jacket as he ran, I gav'e chase. The urchin entered 
one of tin? by-streots at an eahy pace; but finding 
himself pursued, soon struck off into the labjTinth of 
courts. Like an old hand, he doubled upon me, in and 
out, up one alley .Mud down anotbei’. But I know the 
ground well, and kept close up ; and so aAVay we AA'ent at 
a slashing rale, clattering over the rough flags, (hashing 
into the slimy gutters; cheered on by the passemgers 
Avhom Ave passed, and knocking down a placid poUcerhau 
in our flight..

The word 
coptornioiiger, in the strict sense of the tenii, .signifies 
a dealer in fruit ; hut it is applied also to tho dealers 
in oybters, vegetables, gtirdeii roots, &o. , It was the 
observation of the illustrious Samuel, 'VV'eUer, that 
‘ p()Vcrt 3 " iuid oysters seem to go together,* and liero 
you cannot but be struck with the truth of the remark. 
Fruit-stalls are numerous, but oyster-stalls are far 
I more .so. .At vkhatover liour of tljo day you may pass. 

! you ill ?ec tlie lovers of that succulent luxury gratify- 
! !iig tli(‘ir taste. Fiiher as an appetising prexmratioii 
I f< )!• break! ii.'s t , or a sjn ou ry s ubs t i t u te for auj > per, oysters 
i si'eiii to bo inhillible. In the wc.%tCrii high places of 
j .afllu.Vtiee and pleasure, the.}' never im^ct your viev.’; 
j hut where lep-iurid x)ovorly and misery nro so rife, 

{ 'they seem almost imligoiums to the fioil. Anncd with 
I the rusty pepj)er*'h'j.v ajid thi' v/oakened vinegar, and 
I with oysters opening before them, the inhahllanU defy 
i hite. Tbere are no less lliMii 80,000 cost ovrnougm in 
the o.tst euil of Loiifhm. fii these days of military 
Rpeclacles, 1 sliouhJ Ijlre to w’itnoss a review' of tho 
eo.^stf rinoiigi rh ; 'L’atar* .'lUil Amazons, with th» iv 

8O,0<)O b:lIrov\^, WMul<l ho sight wmrtli seeing. Tiu? j 
discipline- mieht not be very iierfect, and the evolutioob j 
mighl not ho very imposing; hut give them the J^ussian 1 
jidminlvlration of I'akl' or a snhsfiLutO---mi(l start} 
fhem with tho war-cries of Billirigsgato and Covent 
Carden, and they Avould rival the oliarge at .Balaklava. 

You can gather but a faint idea of the denseness of 
tlui poi)uh:tion from merely observing the munhor of 
tho houses ; you must take into the account the 
sci^arate fl[uniliv«, varying from four to sixteen, whicli | 
each dwelling contains-;. Now, hero is a street con- j 
bisting of aliojil thirty houses, and each house is j 
tenanted, on an average, hy sixteen families. If you j 
would like to see how Ininian heingsS can herd together, j 
conic with me into this house. Here is a room : 
with a woman and live children in it ; a rabbll-hutch 
in one corner, and a dog with a Utter of puppies 
uiulor the hod. The atmosphere is stifling. Ask the 
woman to set tho window oiicn; she replies that she 
did so one day last wx'ck, but that she will not do it 
again, for the cliildmn have Umi had colds over since. 
In the next room, a newly married couple arc added 
to the tenant-family, in the capacity of lodgers ; and 
thus tliere arc two families, nine souls, witji the usual 
addenda ol birds, eats, &c., living and sjcqnng in one 
small joom. Jtu one apartment at tho top dwells a 
maker of luclfcr-matches, salaraandering in fire and 
brimstone, llie cellar is occupied by a compounder of 
villainous vom ■*\hich lie dignifies by tho title of 

ginger-beer. But here there is an unmistakable odour 
of something stronger and ‘shorter’ amu tliat: a 
steamy vapour comes up in thin streams through tho 
cracks in the boards, laden with tho pungent smell of 
gin. ‘ Come, good w’oraan, no use disguisi/jg it, there’s 
a still at work in the cellnv.* I have known hidf-a- 


dozen illicit .stills’ in one parish— known to, and cxteii- 
sivcly patronised by the neighbours. The liquor is*! 
dispensed chiefly in ha’^rtlis; and as customers get 
for their money about four times tho quantity, and 
that of ft far lK‘tter quality than they would got at tho 
‘ palace ’ in tJie road, they arc very ready to encourage 
private enterprise. 

If you look at tho map of London, you will observe 
that tho district wo have been traversing forms an 
irregular five-sided figure, bounded by the Hackney 
and Cambridge Roads, Bishopsgate Street, Hound sclitch, 
and Wiitechapok As to area, this space is about ono- 
thirtieth part of London ; as to population, it is about 
ono-eigiith. I'hus crowded togcilier, ex)idemic disenscs 
arc always present with tho inhabitants in some form 
or other. A fever acts here as a round-shot would do 
upon a close column of troops — a senro arc struck 
down, where only one would have fallen had the 
column been in open order. I saw this place in l>oth 
tho. late visitations of cholera. Passing through a 
street during the first. T observed every house closed ; 
I thought jt a token of respect on occaaion of the death 
or funeral of some person much catee.mcd ; but, on 
inqiiir}", 1 found that every house had its own sex>aratc 
cause of mourning. During tho height of the last 
attack, GOd intoriuents a day was the average num- 
ber for tho seven or eight graveyards and cemeteries 
remaining unclosed in tlic neighbourhood. .Many 
of these came from other parts, but still a frightful 
proportion from the district alluded to. Trooping on 


from eurly mornitig till la to at night— hearse, and 
mute, and idume, in stately procession -- cofilns put 
througli cab-windowe, the relatives sitting face to face, 
w'itji tho eorx>be between them — op ihvcntly Tm.xe I nndev 

foot of the mourners in a patent \ohiclo, or Immbly 
borne on men's shoulders to it.« last abode. For weeks 
together, during the rhiytimc, 1 never looked from 
my window, 1 never stirred abroad ih tljc street, 
witlumt seeing one or nioro of tliese sad proces.'sioiis. 

There is one redeeming feature amidst all this dirt, 
and smoke, and j>estilentiiil closeness--- there is a park 
close by. with lakes, and pampered water-fowl, and 
irees of actual green, and its very grass enchautlng to 
the half-.sh*fiod tliousands who niglitly (lock to it for a 
breath of air. Were it not for this, tlie state of this 
part would be even more fddoous than it is. This 
mitigates tho evil; hut Iuav t(* reined}' it is a question 
for the wise, When tlx' value of healtli and life shall 
ha re(’koiHd above? the value of j>roperty-— wdion sani- 
tary bf>ard.s shall be more than a mere iiamo — in that 
good time {‘oining whic.li requires such ii telescopic 
faith to discern its .approach ; then may tlie cast 
become habitable and healthy, .* 111(1 its people enjoy 
their dm* heritage of God’s light and Jiir.

C0J5J]S0I.IDAT£0ii OF THE STATUTE 
J^AWS OF ENGLAND. 

Tiua consolidation of the statute laws of England has 
been often attempted, but hitherto the scheme has 
always failed. Various causes led to this result t the 
members of the old commission spent their time m 
(j[u»rreUiug', they tried to write each ollur down, and 
pubhsh^ all sorts of accusations and rccrimmatious 
against each other; and until last session, every one 
thought the question was disi^osed of for many ycaivs. 

Last session, however, the commission was reformed, 
and Sir Fiisiroy Kelly, iilthougU an opjxjnent of the 
pn'sont goYcinment, consented to waive puUtiodl 
feeding, and undertook, unpaid and unrewarded, the 
laborious duty of heading it. For the time, toil and 
personal ialiour he WiU have to give to this duty, 
it may be doubted whether L,7000 per annum would 
recompense him. Sir Fitzroy K<^Fly, however, has 
.ilisoluto authority to do the w'ork in his own way, 
cn.pl<»ying gentlemen at the bar of competent skill and 
cxperieiicv 1o assist, and pacing them for sucli a^sWi- 
ante at bi'» own discretion.

GLIMPSES OF AFFAIRS IN AMERICA. 

WK GET TO THE MISSOUHI COHPROKISE^ 

SrAiiTisG with lofty notions of liberty and equality, 
the United States, as already noticed, have always, 
and now more than ever, been hain])ercd with an insti- 
tution at variance with imbUc profession, knd which 
— from A European point of view — is lowering in no 
smiiil degree to national dignity, t^ccmingly ashamed 
of slavery us a too obvious fact, American writers 
hasten to as.sure us that it is a mere local usage 
depending on tine munu ipal law” of the states in which 
it happens to exist, and therefore in no way concerns the 
federal constitution. Wo arc not going to plunge into 
.1 ]tH)Utuvil dispute on this point. It is true that slavery 
derives its vitality from the laws of individual statol, 
and if those laws wore sovorally abrogated, the institu- 
tion would be no more; but it is equally certain, 
that while these laws are in operation, Use federal 
power is bound to give them international efficacy. 
The constitution imparts atithority to slaveholders to 
pursue and seize their property, ‘persons held to 
service,’ anywhere within the boundaries of the Union 
— even where no slavery exists. Besides this old 
Fugitive Slave-Jaw, lately strengthened by an act of 
congress, the constitution prescribes a method of 
making up a constituency to apix>int meml>ers to the 
House of Representatives, by reckoning the ratio of 
free and bond persons. Doubtless, it is uufortunatc 
that the constitution in any manner, however equivocal, 
recognised and gave force to the practice of bolding 
slaves, and so took that mean stand in the matter of 
human equality which embarrasses Ammcaii juris- 
prudence ; but nothing, wc think, is to be gained by 
shirking the fact, and taking a disingenuous view of 
the subject. 

It has hKm mcnti^*ned that the purchase Of Louzs- 
iaud, in was a turning-point in the Idatory of 

the Union. At this time, tlio institution was disap* 
pearing from the more northern Atlantic states; and 
by the celebrated ordinance of 1787, it was excluded, 
frtmi the large Indiana territory on the north- west, 
from v'h’.cii have been formed tJio prosperous iVeu 
states of Ohio, Indiana,, Illinois, Michig^in, Wisconsin, 
and Iowa, It lingered still in New York and New 
Jersey, but southward from Pennsylvania, and west- 
ward as fiir as tho banks of the Mississippi, it was 
as yet confined to the limits of the ‘ Old Dominion.’ 
Kentucky w.is formed from a ceded portion of Virginiih 
Tennessee from North O^rolin.t, and^ in like manner, 
Alabama and Mississippi from portions of Georgia; 
but though adding to the number of states, and 
swelling the slaveholdlng interesls in. congress,^ tbks&\- 
re-arrangements did not geographically extend tlte area, 
of slavery. 

The acquisition of tlic French province Of LovdsiaUa 
openetl up a boundless prospect for ktaveiy extensloYt. 
For a nuiiiber of years, the newly acquired' tract of 
country rCinahtefl a territory authority. 

At length, In 1812, the lower pah^ od the. Gulf of 
Mexico was admitted as the state'- of; Loulidana. The 
remainder of the purchase, BtiMStd)ini(|.'iaorthwat'ds 
the west bank of the MliislislppS, and' embraciife the 
rivers Arkansas and Missouri, was henceforth Imowii 
as the Missouri Territory, , over t^diich settlers gradu- 
ally spread themselves, hi March 1818,' a su&sient 
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population l>t ingf (■oi)SoJitlJitt»il, pi’titionf} fi*om the inhaM- 
tjints were pronented toeongresH, pniyitig for the Admis- 
sion of Missouri as a state. Now began tjho first reablate 
rflrnggle between slavery and freedom. It was the 
wish of the petitioners to have the state admitted on 
p<|iiai terms with the state of JiOuisjauii, in which the 
i!ih«hitants were guaranteed all the privileges, that of 
holding slaves among others, whicli they Imd enjoyed 
under the French rule. ThU was firmly opposed. A 
degree of alarm concerning the spread of slavery had 
taken posse.s^ion of legislators fnv.u the free slates; 
and it was felt tliat now or never was tlie opportunity 
for checking its W'onderful and unexpected growth in 
the far west. It must be nllowed, that meinhers of 
C(mgr€*as had been much too late in making this notable 
discovery — the whole nation, indeed, had been culpably 
negligeut on iho subject. If there was a general desire 
to admit no more states Aviih slavery, the proper 
pr<;cAUti(m would h.avo consisted in onacting a law, like 
tllfi& uf the wdinance of 17S7, for over ovidudhig fijo 
)»j?titution from the territories out of wbitili such stales 
could possibly be formed. The dofoets of tho federal 
constitution seemed to necessitate such a legislative 
measure. 

It has been grapliioally said, that when a number 
of adventurers, IJiitish subjects, land on a newly 
diarovered territory, and take po.sscsaion in the name 
of th© Queen, the common law of Kngland, i.s ipno faclo 
esUblished ; and from that moment every member of 
the infant comiiinnity, no matter what bo his breed or 
colour, enjoys all the privileges, and comes under the 
usual obligationa of freeborn Englishmen. In such 
a way does the British constitution act, and there is 
a decision and simplieity about it which cannot but 
coTmuand respect. The constitution, of tho United 
States is less comprehensive and peremptory. Plant it 
' where you will, it settles no dcteniuunto social system. 
It proclaims fretnloin, but luhnils of slavery. All 
men are free, but freemen may hold slaves — ‘ chatti^ls 
human * — who though men de are .‘seemingly not 
xtm\ da jvt'e. The Uritiali flag, God knows, has iu its 
day sheltered much insolence, injustice, cruelly. Under 
it, eighty years ago, an audacious attempt— since 
regretted and atoned for — w.as made to rob JCngHsIi 
colonists of their iidieront rights, and what the end of 
that was, we all know. Things arc soniewdiat altenjd 
since Grenville passed the Sump Act, or since gootl 
old Dr Johnson wrote Tajalion no Tijronnp, When 
w'e see the Union Jack floating from a vessel in the 
Atlaiitk*, we feci a sound a.ssurani;e that there is not 
the vestige of a slave on board. A bight of the 
Americjtn flag does not convey the same confidence; 
scon south from the caiKJS of Virginia, two to one it is 
covering cargo of slaves on tlie way to the market 
ior ‘ciiflttels human 'at New Odenns; for though thft 
foreign slave-trade termin.'itcd in 180S, tho coasting 
slave-trade did not, uUti is tiU this day in full opera- 
tion. If this be thought a hard view of practices 
prevailing under the federal coustitutioii, we cannot 
help it. The constitution is not that of a distinct 
nation, but simply the terms of compact by which a 
number of sovereignties — at present thirty-ono —agree 
to b.old together for tite sake of mutual convenience 
. and purposes common to tho whole. Sonic of these 
sovcreigniics exclude slavery^ some maintain it. The 
federal constitution, consequent!/, opiates wHh con- 
siderable reserve on this (leliCAte subject. Tt ia ony- 
thing you like to make of it. When extended over 
new territories, unless congress interpose an order to 
the (xintrary, the choice of domestic institutions is 
iiominally left to the parties concerned. If, when the 
time come^ tliey chooso to inaugurate slavery, good 
gnd ; it w all tho smne to the* constitution* This 
Is qalUsA ‘fireedotu.’

jVhen a- new* tract of country is acquired by the 


United States, *it passes into the possession nnd under 
tl>e control of tlie federal autlioritifs, who Iwld it for 
the general behoof. If it be* ):eso}Ycd to lay Ip out for ' 
a new state, it is first cre&tetl ' a ‘ territory.' As suidl, 
it is the subject of an act of congress, from which 
boily it receives an interim constitution, prescribing 
its boundaries, divisions, executive authorities, laws, 
judicial and political system. With a governor ap- 
pointed by the president, it remains under federal 
tutelage, till on petition of its inhabitants it is admitted 
into the brotherhood of states. All this seems joason- 
able, and, in its general features, the practice affords a 
fine instance of that self-crcafcivc political orgatdsaiiorl 
for which the Americans arc celebrated. Analysing 
the a(.*t8 of congress ami presidents, we observe some- 
thing less favourable. The federal c^>nstitutlon is silent 
about rai^ or colour; but in interpreting it, American 
lawgivers arrive at tlio conclusion, tliat the United 
States are tho property of whites, and that persons 
with a tinga of dark colour in their countenance, 

though horn free, are not cltizonjJ. Within the last 

two months, this \iow of citizenship has been onforced 
by a high federal offavr, one of the secretaries of state, 
who refused passports to some coloured free persons, 
on the ground that they * were not citizens within the 
meaning of the constitution.’ This may bo a right (W 
a wrong interpretation of tiio fundamental charter of 
the ITniori : it is, at .all events, acted on wilboufc 
apparently exciting public ciiailenge. Accordingly, 
in passing an act to organise a territory — as, for 
example, that of 1R55, constituting the ttrritories of 
Nebraska and Kansas — there is the following regula- 
tion in regard to voters : * Every free white male 
inhabitant, tw’cnty-oiio yetus old, an actual resident ia. 
the territory at the time of the i>assngc of this act, and 
with the qualifications after dc'^cribed, may vote,’ 

Thus, at the very outset, a di-iqualificalion Is imposed 
on free coloured persons, without the sliglitest regard 
to their means or their ability ; and from this to 
‘holding persons to service,’ is an easy transition. 
Such, how.ever, are tl»e prejudices against colour m 
the United States, that the most ardent lovers of 
freedom in Kansas, wliile suffering from pro-slavery 
aggression, never proposed to give the franchi-se to 
:iny but wjiite.«». 

The federal constitution being indifferent 1o the 
spread or limitation of slavery, the will of coi'.gress 
and president for tlie time being is a kind of supple- 
mental constitution, whence tho internal policy of a 
new territory is moulded- Much ubually depends on 
the political leanings of the president, who, being 
irremovable for four yesirs, and armed with an enor- 
mous power uf appointment to office, may b(. said to 
exercise a control more resendding that of a vlespot 
than a constitutional sovereign. Tiio presidents of 
po.st times have, for the most part, liad strong pro- 
I slavery convictions, and thrown the balance of authority 
I in that direction. Still affecting to allow fair play iu 
the scramble between al.avery and anti-slavery prin- 
ciples iu the inchoate states, they would rather seem 
to have aided in imparling to them pro- slavery con- 
stitutions. Mr Bierce, the present president, thinks 
that if things are left to take their course in a terri- 
tory, slavery, from it.s intrinsic qualities, will outatrip. 
fecedom. In his late message to congress, lie says: 
‘It is the fact that in all the unsettled regions of the 
United States, if emigration be left fr^ to act in this 
respect for itself, witliout legal prohibitions on either 
side, slave labour will spontaneously go everywhere in 
preference to free labour. Is it tlw fact that the 
peculiar domestic institutions of the southern states 
possess relatively so much of vigour, that wheresoever 
an avenue is freely open to all the w'qrld, they will 
penetrate, to the exclusion of those of the northern 
states?’ Leaving the KortK to answer Mr Bierce’s

‘And be it further enacted, That in all tJi.at territory 
ceded by bVance to the United States under the name 
of .Ciouisiaiia which lies north of thirty-six dcgiecs 
thirty minutes, north latitude, excepting only such 
part thereof as is included within the limits of the 
state contemplated by this act, slavery and involuntary 
servitude, otherw'iso than in the punisliment of crimo 
whereof the party sliall have becif duly convicted, shall 
be, and is hereby for over prohibited." Tiiig t'om- 
promiso, after various divisions in both houses, w;ig 
atlopled. Missouri w'as enabled to enter the Union as" 
a slave state. There was yet, however, another struggle 
connected with this troublesome matter. Whoa the 
Missourians, in November 1620, submiited their statu 
constitution to the approval of congress, it was found 
to coptain some objectionable clauses, preventing the 
settl^i^ttt of .firoe men of colour in the state. As 
several nortliera states acknowledge free coloured 
men to be citizens, thdtigh tJic federal constitution, 
m uenally interpreted, muph more exeluaivc, the 
objectionable clauses met wilh a warm opiiositinn. At 
this juncture, a netv character comes on the stage.

held the Sociot;^*s to^s, but assar^ly none 
mtei^tlng or more crowded than on the occasion in 
question* Sir Kodetiuk Murchison ftKed t!ie cHMr 
with his accustomed: tact and dignity ; and among the 
eminent of his supporters were the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies^ the TPortuguoso minister.

Many more nanoes might 
we enumerate; suffice it, however, that the rooms 
wore overcrowded, numbers of visitors having to stand 
during the whole time of the meeting, which whs 
prolonged to an hour unusuklly late. 

Tlie proceedings began at half-past eight, when Sir 
Boderick entered, accompanied by a gentleman about 
forty years of age, somewhat si^nrc in face and form, 
of average height, dark hair, brow furrowed through 
hardships, and complexion deeply bronzed, almost black, 
from exposure to a .s<x>rching sun. The appearance of 
this man was hailed by a general clapping of hands, 
stamping of ftict, and sucli other demonstrations as arc 
resorted to by a British audience when they desire 
to express hearty admiratton, esteem, and welcome. 
The stranger bowed and took bis seat. Gr Norton 
Shaw, the 8 oeretar 5 ' of the Society, read sundry formal

Wc* liave from tiuic to time incidentally mentioned * 
in the Jonrnol Dr 'ijivingstoj’e's movements and dis- 
coveries, and need not apologise for this completer 
notii:o, in which we need but to follow the proceedings 
of the meeting. The president, rising, reminded tho 
company that the gold medal of the Society had been 
awarded to T)r Livingslxmc in 1855 ; and now, the 
much greater feat accomplished by tlie adventurous 
traveller made a similar presentation so much the 
more pleasurable a duty. Groat was fhe applause 
as the missionary received the golden token by which 
tho Society a<’.knowledgo* and honour hU meritorious 
services. 

Dr Livingstone commenced hia reply by an apology 
for his Muiporfectlons in speech- making.' Sixteen 
years’ absence from Euglaud, and the habit of speaking 
only the Bechunna and other African dialects during 
nearly the whole of that time, checks his duenoy in 
his native language. The effect is observable also iq 
his manner of speaking, top there is a metallic, ringing 
character aWiit his voice, similar to’ what is described 
as peculiar to certain African tribes, son.;* of whose 
sounds resemble the strikiog together of pieces of 
copper. His style of speech, moreover, is homely — 
such as would be familiar to siinplo-min(M moo; 
hence there is a novel sort of pleasure in Itsteniug to 


what he says. Whilo he spoke,, thanking tho Sodety 
for tlie honour they had done, l^im, and with, great 
mwiesty of himself, wO oonld. enter intq' the spirit 
with which W, wrote in one of his recent dettetn; ‘I 
am not so elated in having performed what has not, 
to my knowledge, been done before, in traversing the 
continent, IxK'anse the end of the gcographipal feat is; 
but the beginning of tho missionary enterprise. May ' 
God graut me life to do some more go(Hl to this poor 
Africa!* Wo nnite in his ‘hope that the medal will ' 
go down in his famil)’^ as an iHiir-ioom worth keeping.' 

Then followed Mr Laboucliere with a short speech and 
n resolution expressing thanks ‘to the governors of the 
Portuguese sotUements in Africa, wlm had so kSiSdly 
received and entertaineil Dr Livingstone.* This was- 
seconded by Sir Henry Hawlinson, of Ninevite j 
who told the meeting he wished the duty had fiillen 
into abler hands, but that the chairman's commands 
were like the laws of the Medes and Persians, with 
which he (Sir H.) liad some ac‘quaintanoe. The reso- 
lution, wc need hardly say, was carried -by acclan»a- 
tiou; his excellency Count La^adio, the Portngueso 
liiinister, who askeri leave to speak in French, making 
a very pui-pose-like si>Gech in reply. 

Then tl»e secretary read portions of letters from Dr 
Livingstone, reserved especially for the meeting, giving 
an account of his travels, which were rendered the mom 
interesting by liwo-vone observations from tho doctor 
himself. Our readers will pt^rimps remember that first 
among tho enterprising miesJoriary's e.xploits heard of 
in this country, was the disttovery of the great Lake 
Ngami. This Jake, it now appears, is for tho most 

part shallow; tbnlable in places, and likely to dry up. 

This desiccation is no new phenomenon, for in the 
Bechuana country, and other regions to the south of 
tlie lake, there are ancient river-beds in which water j 
has not flowed for ages, and most of the existing 
streams are dwindled to a more rivulet* Tt is as if iho 
iiyterior of Africa were drying up. The commencement 
of the process is assigned by Dr I.^iving 8 ton 0 to a remote 
period, when a fissure iuado in a range of hasnitic hills 
opened n new clmnnol for the great river Leambyo, 

Up to the 20th parallel of stmth latitude, tie is pretty 
well known, the drying proetiss is wfeU-iiigli completo, 
for there the inhabitants dpiamd, with rare, exceptions, 
on fountains alone for their supply of water. But to 
tl»e north of tliat parallel, f^e country is well watz-red, 
traversed, indeed, bv si net- work of pcTcnnial rivers, and 
is of rcniarkablj tertility. Elephants, giraffes, hufiaJoes, 
zebras, and many kinds of game abound, and three 
antelopes were shot of a species not yet known ih 
F.nulaud. I'lio doctor’s gun was the first over fired in 
that trountry, and so inexperionced were the animala 
of their dangerous effects, that they stood still within 
bow’-ahot, ami were easily killed. This is as different a 
C ountry from the arid region to t!m soutli as from the 
western coa^t of Europturns, a maze of swampe 
forests. It is elcvatezi, cooled by pleasant breezes, and 
abounding in fruit and grain. This is tlie habitat of 
the true Nigritian, tho curly-headed, jet-black negro, 
whose intelligent though simple race, when quickearn^ 
by European know Edge, will one day rule the ootiU- 
nent* A striking token of the direction of the ^uiOs 
of this people towards civilisation, is to bcr,foqn^'> 
in the social condition of their women.

J?iit the most extraordinary circumstance announced 
by i)r Livingstone is the siduhrity of this vast region. 

‘ Some of the districts of the interior,* says he, * are 
perfbot sanatonctf and among the pure negro family, 
m.iuy diseases that aiiect the people of Kurope arc 
unknown, Sraall-pox and consumption have not been 
known for twenty years, and scrofula, cancer, and | 
hydrophobia are seldom heard of.* , j 

’ As regards natural rcaourcas, there are largo beds i 
of coal, and deposits of copper and iron ores ; gold is 
found in the streams ; grain is produced in immense i 
abundance ; indigo, quinine, senna loaves— tho last in | 
exhaustlesa 8Ui>ply ; the sugar-oime flourishes, although j 
the natives have no idea of sugar ; there arc whole j 
forests of ciuchonH, and wax and lioney, and valuable | 
flbrous plants, one of ivhicb resembles flax— to say j 
nothing of ivorj’’, that can be obtained in any quantity. 
In one place, the grave of a cliicf w'as decorated by 
thirty large elephants' tusks placed upright in the 
ground. I'ho country is so fertile, that in the gardens 
cultivated by the natives, a eonstajit process of sowing 
and reaping goes on all the year round. All this was 
d 'taikHl by Dr Livingstone with the intelligence of 
real knowledge, for lie is not one of Ibosc travellers 
. .who go abroad merely to look, describe appe.arances, j 
and record iuipreosione. Having a competent know'- 
ledge of various sciences, as he journeyed along be j 
mavlo observations astronomical, geidogieal, .and g(;o- 
metrical, noted the varieties of dinjale, ami took , 
botanical and zoological notes. In addition to these ' 
important matters, lie bad an i-ye to tlio eoinmercial : 
products of tbo various territorios and tlic industrial • 
habits of the natives, and tlieir incUnatiou to trade. | 

Jlr Livingstone went far liimself to solve the question j 
as to bow the resources of the country could be made j 
available for trade. When - first at Lin 3 'anti, be 
succeeded in persuading tht? chief to let Jdm lead a 
party with merchandise to the western coast, under 
a promise to conduct them back. The journey w as 
accomplished, and the part^’ reached tlie Portiijcfuesc 
settlement of St Paul de Loahdo, junazed at what they 
saw of white men and their ways. Here w.as one path 
to the sea opened ; and since then a second part 3 % 
by an Arab, despatched by the chief liimsclf, have 
repeated the adventure, and safely. The doctor kept 
his proinise, and conducted his troop back to their 
homes,, from whence he after w^arcls guided tiicni in 
the opposite direction. 

It was in theto journeys he found that a long 
slojung ridge rises Initween each coast and ihc interior, 
VfJiefeby the interior becomes a broad shallow basin, 
M’ith so little outfall in some places, that rain-water 
b*es on the plain until it is evaporated. It is prob- 
able that some of the water may find its w'ay to 
the streams that feed the upper course of tlie Nile. 
The Leambye is, however, the principal drain. This 
is a magnjflceut stream. Dr Livingstone describes the 
scenery about the falls where the great river, .<;imilarly 
to the Nile, tumbles suddenly into the narrow basaltic 
cleft, as of wondrous beauty, river was followed 
down to its confluence with the .Zambezi, past the 
Portuguese eettlcments of T6te and §ena, and to 
Quilimanc at the mouth on the Mozambique Channel. 
This was the second pa^ to the sea. 

But this mouth, as well as another to the south, 
h^ for many years been slowly fllting up. Por six 
mohihs of the year, the bar at QuiUihane is impass- 
ably, and always OangeTous.. A boat's crew of eight 
men from the hurt were all drowns in attempting to 


pass it to convey, a message to Dr Livingstone. This 
danger, it appearst may be avoided; fl>r the .doctor 
calls attention to the existence of mouths with 
safe harbours furtlier to the mUth, approachable ut all 
seasons. , ' , ' - 

It is remarkable that tbo Zambdi&i,' though deriving 
from the Leambye, is not flooded at the same time ; 
for the latter inundates the upper country for hundreds 
of miles in July, when the former ts all but dry ; and 
in ^March ami April, when the Zambezi is overflowing 
its banks, the Leambye is lowest. 

Henceforth, a considerable portion of the blank in 
our maps of Africa will bo filled up. The Mouutmtps 
of the Moon, with their heretofore summits of. snow, 
will probably turn out to be a range trending northV . 
east from the Leambye, with glittering peaks of a roeje * 
resembling quartz, of which specimens have been biid 
before the Geological Society, As for tlio c^entral 
region of the Gazettocra, scorchotl by an insulferabk* 
sun, in the rays of which no European could live, wo 
have seen that it is in many important ve.spoct? 
healthier than ICngl.ind, and a land abounding in 
natural w'ealtb. As to the other contributions of Dr 
Livingstone to human knowledge, w^e have the testi- 
mony of the liev. T. Mnelear, astronomer at the Cape 
of Good Hope. ‘The number of bis obHervation.s,’ 
writes this gentleman, ‘is astonishing, when we con- 
sider the ililllculties l)c bad to encounter. He observed 
for latitude and longitude at everj’- interesting point, 
pjirlieulnrly at the confluence of other rivers with, the 
Zambezi, the bend.s, tlui fall?, tlic more impovtnnt 
villages. In short, he has opened up, geo.gT{iphicaily 
{'.peaking, that hitherto unknow^n section of tlic conti- 
nent But lio lia.s rlotio more: lie has frraphically 

described the character of tlie country, the inhfibit- 
ant.'t; and altogether his collection of facts would fill a 
1 olume, of deep interest to science, commerco. .nid, list 
not least, to humanity.' 

After Dr Livingstone had c.oiiclndod his discourse, 
various inquiries and ob8ervation.s were m:ulo by diflbr- 
ent sjxakers. Professor Owen said that he bad had a 
conversation with the traveller seventeen years ago in . 
the Museum of tho Golkgo of Surgeons, and Tejoieed 
to licar bis accounts of great eolh'ctiorivS of fossil bonc.s, 
and new forms of animal life. IHr Gordon fhimrning 
related bciw much ne owed to Dr Livingstone's hospi- 
tality while on his famous himting-journoy ; and 
Cai)tain Vardon, himself an Afric^an traveller, said 
that after Jiearing tho narrative of a journey across the 
wdiole continent, he felt ns if he had only been to 
Iflackbcalli and back. 

On** word in conclusion about the niissiouary per- 
sonally. David Livingstone was born in tho village 
of Bliuityro \yorks, Blantyre. Ho was the s. cond sou 
of Neil Livingstone, long a resident of the phu\*, who, 
wdth his ’Wife, Agnes Hunter, continued there for 
thirty years after their marriage. About sixteen years 
ago, the family removed to Hamilton, where the mother 
and two sist^s of the traveller still reside, and under 
their care arc Ins own cliildren. He has two brothers 
in America— one in business in Canada, and the other 
a minister in the United States. Davi<i Livingstone 
wrought at the Blantyre mills as a pieoer-boy; but 
subsequently, when he had attained to the dignity of 
a spinner, he attended the classes in Glasgow during 
tho winter months, resiiming his employment at the 
mills in the summer vacation. Having formed a 
connection with the London Missionary Society, 
ho left the Blantyre "VVorks ; and after completing 
his studies at the college, Glasgow, he w^ent out to 
Africa, and up to tlic Bechnana country, where 
he married a daughter of the zealous missionary 
Dr Moffat, whose name is well known in England. 
Here he was authorised the Jjondon Missionarj’ 
Society to explore the country to the north. When

tiouable behind.’ I critnl out ‘Murtler’ and ‘Police!’ 
as loud as 1 could, and the man was socureil at onccf. 
No human being except the one who had been under 
the bed, her murderer, could have known those woids, 
which I had spoken alone, before luadaTiie’.s toilct-glas.^. 
Ho denied everything, of course, and said It was an 
unjust detention ; but in httle more tluin half an hour, 
a telegraphic messag*^ from the Paris authorities set 
bis mind at ease in this respt»ct, and demanded his 
presence in that city. He was the elder brother of the 
gale-porter, aa horn I had never before seen ; and tvhat 
J had to tell, in addition to the previous suspicions 
against him, procured his conviction. Ho was sent to 
the galleys for life. This ruby ring, whicli he wore 
uTAon liis little finger, I identified as having been in tho 
jewel-drawer tliat very night.

A SriUITUAL EXTENSION OF A 
PHYSIC A E LAW. 

Or late years, iIjc eilects of different employments on 

the pliysical health of man have boon freely discussed, 
and systematically traced, by means statistical and 
otherwise. That those effects are too often injurious, 
is an iindispuled hicL ; while it is at the same time clear 
tliat they may he prevented, removed, or modified, 
by remedial contrivances or treatment. The maladies 
or malformations which arise from excess, possess 
their corresponding nostrum — moderation— or may be 
at least partially avoided by counteracting discipline 
proper ft) the case. Those which result from directly 
detrimental agency, can only be siiccessfully combated 
by its moohanical removal or avoidance. The physio^ 
legist must use his skill to determine why a given 
kind of labour should give rise to a given form of 
ailment, and thus scientifically account for the cholic of 
Xiainters, the wasting of grin<lers, the phthisis of masons, 
the gutta serena of neudlcwomon, or tho nervous ruin 
of quicksilver miners. Put it is sufficiently obvious to 
every one, without reference to any greater authority 
than con\rnon souse, that the multiform complaints to 
which w'orking flesh is heir by reason of its labotir, are 
due to one common and aileqiiato cause- -the breach 
of physical law's, by fealty to which hnmanit}' holds 
vigour and life. If a man, regardless of gravitation, 
throws himself from a precipice, it is not surprising if 
his neck be broken and his limbs mangled ; if he sub- 
merges himself in water, ho may reasonably expect 8o«m 
to lucome comatose; or if he tak(*s shelter beneatli a 
tree in a thunder-storm, it will not be very wonderful 
if the lightning strike him dead. Extreme as thcHc 
illustrations may appear, they involve npitlicr more 
nor less than the Vf^ason and e.uiso for those slow'cr but 
not less certain evils which follow the overstraining of 
a sense, the inhalation of unwholesome air, or a too 
sedentary mode of life. 

It- is not a part of my intention to enter more fullj’^ 
on this subject, as it afTects the physical part of man— 
his body ; I wish to point out that strictly analogous 
results, in obedience to a strictly analogous, or rather 
the self-same law, may be ob8crvc<l in tho spiritual x>art 
of man— his mind. After all, the whole matter is but 
a corollary of the great principle of law which reigns 
throughout tho universe, so. fUr as man is cognleant 
thereof; and wliich, from n moral point of vitfw, is ex- 
pressed in the reflection, that the rain falls both on Ui© 
just and the unjust. There is a noteworthy parallelism 
between tho body and iho mind running through tho 
history of man. Just as them is one great typo of the 
human frame, to which all men conform, so is there 


one tjT>o of soul. As the Caucasian mould is dis- 
tinguishable from the Mongol, so the Caucasian mind 
is different from the Mongol. As nations physically 
differ, so mentally they vary; as family features bear 
the common mark of kinship, so do their spiritual 
attributes ; and as each face possesses its own indi- 
viduality, so has each character. Ilereilitary physique 
has its analogue in hereditary tone of mind; and it 
ivould. not- he difficult to adduce instances in which 
scientific, Hternry, or musical talent has descended 
through several generations. Although, therefore, 
character is essentially and originally diverse, there 
can be no doubt that its development, like that of the 
physical frame, may be perfect or imperfect, healthy 
or diseased, according to its surroundings and the 
facilities affbrded it: and so far, and so far only, 
man is the creature of circumstance. 

Slental philosophy, dealing with spiritual phenomena, 
evades tho touchstone of experiment, is not amenable 
to units of reference, and owes no allegiance to ratios; 
thus it lie.s wdthouC the region over which the savant 
has dominion, and can never, perhaps, take its place 
amongst the cxaclcr sciences. I say pej^hajpsy because 
in these days of pre^gress, osj[>cciaIly physiological, it is 
hard to regard anythingas entirely impossible. Never- 
theless, from tho infancy of philosophy it has been a 
recognised t^ulh‘--■lvitIIOu^ whicn recognition no mental 
philosophy could ii’dced exist —that there arc spiritual 
laws n<» less sure in their eflbct, and constant in their 
energy, than those physical laws which ordain that the 
rain-drop should fall and tho planets hold their untir- 
ing courses. And it is no less true, that in so far as 
man conforms to theso spiritual ordinances, his mind 
shall be vigorous and healthy; and in so fir as ho 
disregards and violates them, his mind shall be dis* 
torted and diseased. It requires no difficult analysis to 
verify this conclusion by the characters of those wo -see 
around us in society. In tho Uteratuto of fiction, in 
daily life, and colloquial speech, we discover a commoq 
couvmtion and thought, that different professions and 
ocmipations induce warped and diseased forms of 
character poeuliar to themselves. 

I believo tiiat there may be and is a healthy cotucr* 
vatism ; but I hold the cooservalism of lawyers* to be 
a professional disease. They deal luibitually wltli dry 
forms, venerable to them for their antiquity, and valu- 
able for tho toil that has lieen bestowed upon them, 
though mummies to the world nt-largo; It ia hardly 
to be expected that a man will readily acknowledge the 
learned lore on which he has spent liis best days, and 
to which he looks for sustenance and honour at the 
hands of sO(jiety, to be outgrown, and only worthy of 
such respect as is due to a cast-off suit. No doubt

Tt ia the misfortune of 
patieni; students of tlio law that the moral elernoTits 
of a ‘case* have to bo disregrarded, or, ratlier, ‘the 
height of reason * having determined generally wliat 
course is most conformable to nioral law, it only 
remains to accept as the solution of the iinmodiale 
question, the dictum or decision of a judge or bench of 
judges. The. duty of tiio learned coun^ is to make 
the best case he can for tlio Utigaiit who fees him ; to 
evade tlm telling of the whole irnth. it may be ; to 
ozplaiU a'lvay unpleasant facts y to influence tlie judge 
by an appeal to tlie law, and bamhoosile, with appeals 
to the feelings, the jury. It is obvious that a man who 
devote.s his whole energies to labour of this description, 
may easily become one-sided in his view of moral 
dignity and truth ; hut if the mere learned counsel is 
liable to somewhat stunted growth of tho conscience, 
and monomaniacal antipatliy to reform, the mere 
attorney is predisposed to graver' forms of spiritual 
derangement. If the learned counsel is concerned with 
mummies, the mere attorney feeds on the skins of 

mvmtnieB. Tlio fonder nt Imt vivifies liis 9nti(|U!ited 

notions with a galvanic semblance of life ; lie can shew 
how they wen^ praiseworthy and useful iu the year 
twelve hundred; hut to the attorney they remain as 
lifeless as parchment, to tho flavour of which his taste 
has iK^cn habituated. Tho moral eUnnent, even of 
feudal jurisprudence, does not come within his ken.

In a conversation on reading,* some time ago given

Verhaps there is no more intelligent or better- 
informed body of men in Foglish society than that 
which practises tho medical proffession. Wo will not 
examine too minutely into their antec(‘denta, when 
they were students walking tlio ho.spit«Js; hut take 
them as they are when settled in their country 
‘’habitats,' in tho exercise of their useful functions. 
Probably tliis superiority is owing, iu the first phux!, j 
to their necessary acquaintance with some of the most 
important and attractive sciences; and, secondly, to I 
their varied experience of character under the most 
trying circumstances. It is true they are not rem.ark- 
ablc for business-like virtues, but neither arc they for j 
business-like vices. They aw, for tho most part, I 
religious without being fanatics, and take seiisihiu and 
decided views on social questions without being liot 
partisans. Nevertheless, there are certain mental 
aberrations to which they are subject, ami which arise 
from their familiarity with suffering and death, and 
the dependence which they daily obsorvo of the mind 
on tho body. There is a tendency to materialism iu 

their philosophy, and sometimes an apparent callous- 
ness to pain. I don’t know that it can properly Iv 
regarded as a fallacious prejudice that they detest 
medicine, and are finnd of hard w'ord.s. 

Of clergymen of divers’ churches, it ia needless and 
inexpedient to say much. The odium thcologicuro, a 
! very virulent complaint, has ahv.iys had its head- 
I quarters hi the pulpit. Preachers generally take an 
I intensely clorical view of everything, and wiridhig 
1 about thcmselveH the net of some hard theological 
dogmatism, their cry to the thirsting multitudes too 
often Is, ‘i am of Paul,’ and ‘I urn of Ajiollos,’ wdth 
a cluinge of uames and draiiery. I)ry divinity is one- 
of the most astounding products of the professional 
mind, when w'o consider the ali-einbraciug and lofty 
thcino upon whii’h tho authors have to dwell. Very 
recently, we have seen h.ow theological training can 
interrupt and bend aside tlio reasoning of a man of 
science in the on the Plt/raliti/ of Worlds. 

Having thus ligiitly touched upon the three profes- 
sions xvliioli, according to the satirists, thrive on the 
follies and vices of mankind, it is unuaccssary to dwell 
on other clas.ses presenting various forms of mental 
perversion peculiar to their respective callings. T 
merely suggest the pedantry of schoolmasters, the 
suxMjrftcial pictures of the little newspaper editor, tho 
hard demonstrative nature of tho mathemaLician, the 
dreamy unretilism of the poet, the petty huckstering 
spirit of tho retail trader, tho unpractical thought of 
the theorist, and the auti-iheoretical hostility of the 
practical man. There is onp, an«l only one remedy for 
all— tlio c»dncalion of tho whole man, intellectually and 
morally. The threadbare adage of 

A little knowlcflgo is a dangerous thing ; 

Brink deep, or touch not the Pierian spring, 

is eminently false. There is more daugex in deep know- 
ledge of one brondi of thought exclusively, than in an 
elementary knowledge of many branches. In our day, 
division of labour has extended itself to literature and 
science. Neither does any injury to the dignity of 
human character necessarily arise the peculiar 
devotion of its powers to that division of knowledge to 
which it is best adapted : but in ordot to retain spiritual 
health and symmetry, it is necdfttl to make ourselves 
acquainted with llie Ubptir of other men. in other 
fields, to widen our horizon while wc are labouring in 


our more path. AU: naturo Ja syiuroetiioali 

wo live iu a realm of <i^ddE eh}! 

^Eiid. if, dieobeying the hijunctione of oiir .natute,^ye 
'uoduly develop one factilty, it will be gt the eoal of 
others $ and our characters will become as unsightly to 
til© eye of confceinplation aa. 'a hunchback or a cripple 
to the outward sense. ' , 

The spirijjUEl ailments and deformities to which I 
have alluded are essentially distinct from tliose brain 
diseases which ddjicnd oh physical causes, and are the 
proper suluccis of the science of the physiologist and 
the skill of the physician^ > Of mania and idif>cy, in 
their various ibrms, 1 have not intended to speak ; but 
it seems to me that those spiritual derangements which 
manifest themselves in , the jaundiced mind, and in 
party prejudice and professional foibles, and may be 
comprised in the term wrongheadcdiiess, are no less 
remediable than'physical ills, and may properly be 
placed in the category of diseases of the soul, which 
it is not only for our advantage to combat, but our 
duty. Thus only can wc realise the ideal of liie i}oet :

He who drew 
the black bean must die 1 During the drawing of this 
fearful lottery, there occurred incidents exhibiting 
character as lierpic as has over been recorded in story.

On Tuesday, the ttlh Det'ember 1 850, every vessel lying 
in Cork Harbour and river aitjjcarod with its colours 
half-mast high, and nearly every simp in the city Inul 
its shutters partially closed ; for, on the previous day. 
Father Mathew, the beloved Apostle of Tempcratioo, 
breathed liis last at Qaet‘iistown. Tlie local journals, 
Conservative and Kadical, Wliig and Torj'’, merging 
for once all points of sectarian difl’crenco, united in 
lamentations for a great and good man, and in bear- 
ing tribute to his worth. From their columns, and 
froni other sources, but principally frran an ably 
written article which appeareil in the Cod- firmninev, 
m shall compile a short bicgrapliical sketch of one of 

the most remarkable men of the age. 

Theobald Mathew was born at *rhoiuaatown, in the 
county Tipperary, on the 1 0th of October ITfiO. The 
M.athcws were oriLpnaUy .an old bmglish Catliolic 
family, some branches of wdiicli came oyer to Ireland 
with Cromwell. One . of this family'' is mentioned by 
Swift as ‘ the. grand George Mathew/ who Avas remark- 
able for the extent and splendour of liis hospitality. 
It is stated, that a gentleman who had made a w.iger 
that he would compel him to bre.ak a rule of his hou^re, 
which was, never to ask the name of any one who 
chosQ to offer himself as a guest, lost his bet, notwith- 
standing that he stayed three weeks in the house, arid 
conducted himself with as much impertinence as he 
could possibly assume. 

Tim subject of this sketch was left with eight 
brothers and sisters,' lui orphan, at a very early age. 
Lady Elizabeth Mathevr, a relative of his fattier, took 
him under her care, and sent him, at tlie age of 
thirteen, to the Homan Catholic college, Kilkenny. 
Theie ho continued for some years; and having 
evinced a desfre to enter the priesthood, his theological 
studies were completed, partly in Spain, and partly 
at Maynooth. At the age of twbxuty-tUreo ho tvas 
ordained, and after ministering fbr brief period in 
Kilkenny, he was transferred to thOs house of the 
Capuchin order in Cork. 

His conduct as a priest was exemplary. Not content 
with the ordinary labours attached t6.Jiis office, ho 
hired an old store next his chaptil, which he converted 
into schools for the female children of his parish.

The 
estimation in which his name was held was partly 
mstrutnental in obtaining from the American people 
their gift of corn,^hen disarming tlieir ships-of-war ; 
they crammed their magazinea with food for the relief 
of the stricken country. 

In tlie year 1B4S, Father Mathew was prevailed 
upon to virit the United States, in order to gratify the 
wishes of the millions of Irish who have made them 
their home. His reception, on his arrival at New 
York, was entlxusiastic. Addresses from all quarters 
' poured upon him ; deputations iixim all the great cities 
of the States pressed to his presence, and he was feted I 
as an honoured guest in the White House. The 
restless disposition of the people kept him continually 
giving receptions, holding lev<5es, and receiving demon' 
sirations, luitil the mingled fatigue and excitement 
caused by the events of his American career, brought 
upon him two attacks of a disease from which he had 
suffered once before-'-paralysis. After recovering par- 
tially from the effects of the latter of these, he was 
advised to try the medicinal springs in the backvroods 
of Arkansas ; and, accordingly, ho spent the month of 
September in a log-hut in that remote locality, eight 
miles distant from any other human habitation. There 
he had no attendant but the old woman who owned 
the hut, and her son; and ho was obliged to live upon 
Indian corn and the produce of tho son’s gun and 
fishing-net. 

It was an interesting sight, we have been told, to 
flwi this piuuB ecclesiastic, who, whorerer he went, had 

leen saluted by the acclamations of thousands, offering 
up his act of adoration amidst the vast solitude of the 
pine- woods, tlie turf being ins fragrant shrine, and his 
temple the gxvai arch Of Ckhl. 

Wliile in America^ he administered the pledge to 
vast numbers of tho Irish ueoi>le resident there ; and 
his departure from it Was whnessetl by all classes with 
a regret proportioned to their delight at his arrivaU 

We may here quote a sketch which Kohl, the 
Oerraan traveller, gives of him ; ‘ I was formally in- 
ttiducctl to the reverend chairman (at a temperance 
meeting)^ who presented me to Father Mathew, He 
is decid^ly a man of distinguished appearance, and I 
was not long in con^xirehending the influGnee which it 
was in his power, to exercise over the people.

In 1852, Father Mathew, by the advice of hia 
physicians, visited Madeira; but he returned home 
only more disabled in health. For four years lie 
lingered on; bat though weak and ill, he preserved 
tho same winning sweetness of manner, the same 
thoughtful kindness for his friends. 

He took up his abode at Lchena. the residence of 
his brother, Mr Charles Mathew, situated at a short 
distance from Cork. There, tho gate was surrounded 
with poor applicants for the reception of the pledge, 
for alms, or spiritual aid. These he still received with 
the same kindness as when in the fulness of hls^health 
and strength. Towards the dose of last summer, he 
went to reside in Queenstoivn, where he continued 
gradually failing in health, until on Tuesday, tho 2(1 
of December, he was attacked with a sixth paralytic 
stroke. He Uiigcrod, quite coriecious of his Apprortch- 
iug end, until tlie following Monday, when, app^ireatly 
without suffering, he breathed his last. 

On Wednesday his remains were brought from 
Queenstown to the chapel dedicated tir the Holy 
Trinity, wiiich he had founded in Cork ; and on Friday 
he w'as interred, with every possible demonstration of 
public respect and private affection. 

Despite of the drenching rain whiidi fell during tlio 
morning, crowds thronged the vicinity of th^^ chapel. 
^Father Mathew,’ one man remarked, ‘ had stood bare- 
headed for many a long hour, trying to get us to givo 
up tho drink.’ And there the assemblage, estimated 
at 80, OCX) persons, continued until tho mortuary cere- 
monial within tho chapoL had concluded, and tho long 
mournful procession issuing from the Central porch, 
boro tho mortal remains of its founder to tho tomb 
In the centre of that cemetery which stands another 
monument of his benevolent exertions. As the coffin 
Came in sight, one deep, sorrowing, iieart-fclt moan 
escaped from the immense multitude, swelling, ere- 
long, into loud w^ailing and lamentation-^no inatter-of- 
oourse keening^ but the expression of sincere sorroiv. 
The shops in the city were all closed, and during tho 
morning, business was completely suspended.

Strange to say, this brilliaut aggir^atc, we ■ suppose 
by way of concentrating its spii^, Ibll into conventual 
shape ; and thus w as fuuudcd the ord^. of the Monks 
(k St Fatrick, better known Ok the Mdiiks of the Scrcw% 
It would be an idle task to enumerate hero all 
that composed that choice company ; it will bo enough 
if we mention that in its ranks were to be found the 
honoured names of Grattan, Curran, Barry the painter, 
Hussey Burgh, l^onsonby, Corry, and Father O’Leary; 
of Lords Avonmore, Arran, Carhamptoii, Charlcmont, 
Kingsborough, Mornington, Towmshond, and Kil warden. 
Nearly every one of its menilKirs attained to eminence 
in their respective professions, the brethren furnishing 
chief-justices, chancellors of the Kzchequer, judges, and 
Serjeants for many years to coim?. It will be seen, 
from the character of the members^ that thfcir meetings 
were of a very diOerent description from tlie wild 
orgies of siinilnr institiilions on the other side of tlie 
water. 

Every Saturday evening the community assernble«l 
ill chapter in Lord TractonV House, arrayed in tlu^ 
canonical costume of a black tnhinet frock pud cowl, 
Avith a cork screw hanging from the waist by wa\ 
of rosary.

A AVOKKIpr G-MAN’S GROWL. 

1 MEAXT to call this a grumble, but the dictionary says 
that grumble moans to complain Avithout a cause ; and 
so, having plenty of cause for complaint, rather too 
much, I call it a <:roAvl. Tiiosc 'who read to the end, 
will find out Avl’othor it is properly titled or not. 

1 like fair pUy, I do ; and 1 don’t like being told 
I there’s fair play for everybody in thisliard-worked old 
j England of ours, when thcre isn’t. If fighting against 
tho longest odds is fair pUy — if l>oing kept down ij* 
fair pl.ay — if ‘ dignity of labour * being Aade to iook 
undignified, is fair play ; tlien 1 give in at once, and 
acknoAvledge that I have been mistaken. 

My growl doesn’t mean biting : I don’t blame any- 
body in particular; but somehow it seems as if "it 
would ease my mind to speak out and say things that 
have laiq heavy upon me for a good while. At times 
they bewilder me rather, especially wdicn school-boy 
recollections of my old catechism put me on thinking 
I ougiit to be contented in my station of life. Who 
knows, if 1 say my say, perhaps some one who reada 
it may bo able to give me a word of advice, or to tell 
me whetiier 1 ant mistaken ? 

I’m a journeyman mechanic, ahvays have been, and 
don’t expect ever to be anytlring else, though I used to 
dream about it once. I can handle thb plane and saw 
as well as anybody else, and can l^n out a chest of 
drawers or a dining-table fit .ipp/any gentleman’s 
house; ay, or the Queen’s palai^.fqr tho matter of 
that. I have vrorked for a godd many masters in 
my time; if I hadn’t, there wouldn’t be anything for/ 
me to Avrite about. 

I shall never forget the master 1 was apprenticed 



to. All throughr t]^ I wm on trinl, I my 
meals i^itli him' ^tl bl4;wife in;.tUn parlour 
toast fbr htniikfast, ftiui ao forlihv But the very next 
morning nfter^ my .father came over to bin<l roe> I waia 
trundled^ into ,tho kitcheOf and a hwin of slop, called 
hrolli, was put before me, and » few stale cruets. And 
this was a sample of ,my fare for tliree or four years ; 
however, by hook or by crook, Imanaged to get enough ; 
and that was something for a ^wing boy. I needn't 
say much about my master: two facts will paint his 
portrait.. He kept me good part of my time splitting 
up tough, gnarly old roots of oak and elm for firewooil, 
that being his way of teaching me to make chairs and 
tables; and at other times, when I was taking my turn 
in tlio workshop, he would como up ami say to me and 
the other apprentices : ^ liCt *8 see which cau look the 
silliest and then ho would make a foofs countenance 
to the Iwst of his ability, and the more we laughed, the 
better pleased he seemed to be. It was generally after 
dinner when he did this. 

Nobody will be surprise^! that such a man became 
fi bankrupt. .He was just one of those — of wdiom 
Hkwc are too many now-a-days— not lit to be a master. 
My indenturo w'as given up to me ; and so, before half 
my time was up, I was fro© to go and work where 
I likiMl as a journeyman. I got taken on at another 
chop in the same town, and being kept stcailily at 
the bench, I learned my trade, and managed to save 
something out of the triflo of wages that was paid 
me. After 1 had once got into the knack of it, 
the man who could work qui<jker, or shew better or 
sounder workmanship than I did, would have had 
to up pretty early in the morning. ‘Do your 
best, come what may,' was a saying of iny g<X)d old 
motiior's, niul it stuck by me. 

There was a Mechanics' Institute in the town : I 
j(fmpd it, and got urell laughed at by rny shopmates, 
w'lio accused me of a wish to ‘ sneak in among 
the aristocrncy,' 1 was always fond of reading, and 
never was fond of the public-house, and so there was 
always some sort of antagonism between me and 

the others. ‘ You ain't a-going to come your superiority 
oviT us,’ they said, when I refused to go to tho tippling- 
parlour at the Cross-Keys. I went twice, and that 
took away from me . all desire ever to go ngaiu. To 
say nothing of sitting tliree or four hours in tho midst 
of tobacco-smoke, tho talk was of the stupidest and 
silliest kind — ^perfect bosh indeed, mingled at times 
with petty scandal. To sit and listen to that wras 
more than T could bear, and I went over to the 
MceliHnics’ Institute, though it wasn’t by any means 
what it ought to be. Since then, 1 have found out, 
by living in other places, that the managers of 
Mechanios’ Institutes don’t know boa' to make them 
useful or attractive in such a w-ay as would catch 
working-men, that otherwise would bo willing to join. 

Now and then wc had lectures, and I tised to feel 
proud when tho lecturer told ns of the mighty achiev'e- 
monts of labour and industry, and how that every 
wjirking-nian could get on if he only would. That 
was just what I w.nnted to do; but my shopmates 
wouldn't let me. Here was the beginning of my 
exiieriencc, that it isn't tbo classes above lum*-if there 
be any above him — that keep a working-man down, but 
his companions, those amoog^vUom he w'orks and lives. 

It isn't comfortable to be in the same workshop with 
niea who think they have a right to annoy you in any 
way short of actual violence, and it. isn't eveiy one 
that's philosopher enpuj^ to boar daily .taunts, sneers, 
and suspicions. Bemuse their way of spending their 
overhnnrs was nob.Jfiai^.way, they bein^f seven or eight, 
and t only one, thcy el^se to put me in tho wrong, and 
act accordingly. Sbwe^, I didn’t quarrel with them* 
except when they played trick's with, my work or hid 
~^'thy tools, and then I made a demonstration that 
insured me a week's quiet. ~ A favomrite iiotiotr with 


them was, that I'wi^ I^Yig to Curry the- 

master, and thereby ietvt run thoi^t Vcfle'lbr 
myself; but this was tnistti;^. X nevseif -IHt^'-wy 
of the masters 1 worked for, though 

to make a friend of Idnv or Aik 
for the one then over njo, he looked, oh bi'a Ihe** ujP 
so many machines, out of wliioli he had to make as' 
much profit ns possible; and he hsd/ beiddes, a' habit 
of putting off ‘settling-day’ as long" at( possible feif-. 
himself, and longer than was convenient foe me. “ 

To a man whose wago fo r(H*koned by ahlllinga,. any 
loss or stoppage, though small in itself, is felt at once, 
and seriously. He is saving for some spetdal object— 
perhaps to buy a new coat or a watch— aftd bdics 
already the time when the sparings of many woVki 
will unable Idni to effect his purpose. But be iv. 
exposed to see his expectations balked by tho whims ' 
or greed of bis master, or the caprices of a customer'. 
One day, when t was at work on a chest of drawers, 
ray master took it into his heiul that ho would hav^ 
the drawer bottoms tongucfl and grooved in the joints, 
contrary to all former practice. The ‘ stuff* waa thin, 
and required delicate handling, and tho joints took tUc 
half a day, instead of half an hour. What matU?Ts 
that, you will say, so long as 'twas paid for, That’s 
just where it is; it wasn't paid for. Tho governor 
wouldn’t give an extra half-penny for tho making, imd 
so I was half a day out of pocket. 

There’s no harm in my saying th.at I was quick at 
finding out new and readier M^nys of putting things 
together, so that I could finish in seven and a half or 
eight days a job that used to take me nine days. This 
did very well for a time or two; but by and by, 
when the master saw that I wanted a new job sooner 
than he had calculated, he wasn't long in finding out 
the reason why, nor ip cutting down my wage. T 
remonstrated, but wiis no use ; be stuck hard and 
fast to this : ‘ If the job doesn't take you so long by 
a day, it isn’t worth so much by a da/.' 

Nice encouragement this for a young fellow who 

worked liard, and tried to keep himself respeetahlc ; 
and when I thought of what tlio lecturers said at the 
Mechanics' Institute — that it depended only on the 
working-man hims^df whether Im would get on or not, 

I mudo up my mind, finding rather bitter at the same 
time, that they had never known what it w-as to work 
with none but workii’g-men for companions, and for a 
master who considcretl nobody but hiraself- 
A not her trick the governor had that none of us 
liked — for we all had a taste of it— was. to give us 
something— a chair, a waslwstand, or a few yards of 
carpet- -to r^irry to a distant part of the town when 
were going home for the evening. No matter how' far 
it was, he wcaild say ; ‘ There, leave that as you go by* 
14 isn’t a yard out of your way,* when all tho timo the 
yard was a mile, very seldom less than half ci mile. 
Not satisfied with the impbailion, he took a#ay what- 
ever merit there w-^as in our performance of it,- and 
neutralised any satisfaction w© might have felt in 
obliging him, by telling us the task wouldn’t take ns 
a yard out of our way. Why should a Jourheymaii, 
whoso Sparc hours are so few, be expected to give up 
a portion for a master who was so keen in cutting off 
the man’s advantage in another w‘ay’^ My hohteat 
belief is, that nine out of ten masters ain't fit bi> be 
masters. .Tust think of having to go. a mllo 'out of 
your way on a cold or w'et tiight, 'and missing tho 
beginning of a lecture at the M^plvttiiOsr’ luititUtci I 
Another thing : why should a. mwi’ bft Tuado. to lose 
so much time between job andjob-^attO why should 
lie have to wait so long for his money ? Suppose you 
arc at piece-work. Well, you got r pOwid or rwenty- 
flvo shillings a week to keep you goipg, and the master 
makes up tho difference— not at tlw^ end Of thejob, a4 
he ought to, but when it pleases hlo^ and that's feueW' 
lUlly about on<^e, a year. Is It &ir the master snotdd 


keep what heloDgs to tlie inun ? Why shouldn’t the 
' man have ifc» and put it in the savings-hank, and hate 
whatever interest it brinies ? One day, when ^ ‘my 
ff()vcriior owed me about L.IO, T said to him vety civilly 
that i shauld .be jflftd if he would aottle. 

«What do you .want with your money?’ he haked 
snappishly. 

‘I want to put it in the savings-bank.* 

* Oh, you arc afraid of mo, are you ? Well, I *11 settle 
with you.' 

And so he did. Ho paid -mo the arrears, and gave 
me notice that when the job iu hand should bo hnished, 

1 might suit myself elsewhere. 

I shifted my quarters to London, thinking there 
would he more independence for a journeyman in the 
great city than in a country town. I soon found work, 
in a shop not a great way from Tower Hill, kept by a 
man who supplied two first-rate houses with furniture. 
Of coarse he had his profit to make, and to do that he 
cut down prices to so low a figure, that unless you 
worked like a little steam-engine, there was no chance 
of making living wages. I got exporienco, it is true, 
and enlarged tny knowledge of the trade ; but in otlier 
respects, I had jumped from the frying-pan into llie 
lire. My shopinates, about twenty in number, were 
a set of the greatest scamps I ever fell in with. Their 
talk was filthy and profane, and their habits to match. 

T wasn’t squeamish, hut the language X could not help 
heacii'ig day after day mode me feel degraded; my 
self-respect was wounded* And because 1 couldn't 
laugh at remiuks tlmt were thought to be witty, but 
were only foul and brutal, I was nicknamed tlie 
Methodist. 

As for a sense of duty, I don’t believe there w'ns one 
of them knew* what it meant. They would rob the 
governor, and cheat him iu aU possible ways. Their | 
W'ork w.os too often as bad as thomsclveH, and tho ittgu- I 
unity exercised to conceal its iaferioriiy, would | 
have more tJmu sufilcod to gain tliem first-rate wages j 
by honest work in a first-rate shop. Stealing anything 
that was not lilteJy to be ruissod for the moment was 
not stealing, only * Ciifrying it liomo.* And how they ! 
drank I Fire pints of porter a day ,w'a.s the average; ; 
but two or three took their sixteen pints. And how 
perverse ! Often when they knew a job was wanted in 
a hurry, they took all possible pains to delay it, and 
the governor would be driven crazy by tl»eir vexatious 
idJmiess. Xt was at' times amusing to see wliat shifts 
i)e resorted to in order to get ins precious crew to go 
ahead. Now and then he would make a pretence of 
stopping a man in the inifldle of a job to set him on 
another^ whereupon tliere would lie a terrible outcry : 

‘ ’Tain’t fair/ and * Don't you stand it.’ would be heard 
from all parts of tl;e shop. , The man liimself would 
avow his determination not to stand it, and in pro^f 
thereof, work away at tlie job in hand, and finish it all 
tho sooner. This was just what the master wanted; 
but what harassments he had to go •through in dealing 
with such an unprindpled set. lie had a good stroke 
of' business, yet for all that I wouldn’t hate changed 
X»laqfs with him for all lie was. worth. 

I could fill whole pages with the sayings and doings 
of that workshop ; but what would lie the good ? Tho 
manners, or rather want of manners that prevailed, 
shocked and amazed me f but 1 Iiave since tljcu fiillen 
in with many — many more of the same stamp. Birds 
of a leather, it is said,' fio^' together. How* many 
do you suppose 1 have met with in my life like-minded 
with myself, decent fellows, whom 1 was glad to asso- 
ciate with ? Guess ! Only five ; auA one of tliem whs 
[ A Frenchman. 

Now, Mr Lecturer, are you quite sure it depends on 
the workhig-inan hiin$elf whether ho wdll got on in the 
' world or not? Xt seems to me that his enviromnent 
has something to do with the quosUonj^ond when a 
mdn depends on his week’s work for Ins week's means 


of existence, he can’t olvra^'S- dlioose what his sur- 
rounding ^lall bq... And fsiMboeping you down, there 
18 nothing like your workmates* Talk about being 
tyrannised over by the aristocracy r-^^r^shed, witli 
taxes— enslaved by monarchy, and what not ; nothing 
stops the way so surely and fiitally oa tho stupidity, 
to give it no worse name, of youri^yiawf*. 

It seems to me, therefore, .that|!ivhether tlio working- 
man shall get on or not, depends on working-ffi<;a. 
Even as the proverb says: A man must ask his wife’s 
leave to thrive. . . . , 

I hail heard of a large establishment at the west end, 
not ten miles from the niimble arcli, w^here hundreds 
of men wore employed, and where a reading-room and 
all that sort of thing was fitted up on the premises 
for such as chose to make use of it. So X migrated 
from the cast, and got work in what seemed such a 
promising place ; not sorry to quit my ill-conditioned 
comrades. 

By way of change, I took a turn at carpentry, 
which saved me from being shut up all the time iu the 
workshop. 1 w.'is employed a good while iu some of 
those hnndsoine rows of houses that link Loudon to 
Kensington or I'addingtonia ; and not a little pleased 
was X to find mysedf in a place where good workman- 
ship was the rule. l'>ery man was expected to do his 
best, and- the foremen look euro to see that the expect- 
ation wasn’t balked. J didn’t sec any deliberate 
dishonesty while 1 was under this firm ; hut 1 did see a 
good many things that soon shewed iny chance of get- 
ting on wasn’t much, if any, better here than elsewhere, 

X wur^ when 1 ani at work. One day I was hanging 
shutters in a new house. X took pains., and by the 
time the foreman came round in tlio afternoon, l)Hd 
got four pair hung. He approved the workmunsldp. 
but said : ‘You are top quick for us ; two pair a i!ay 
is quite enough.' 

. I stared. It was ucverlheloss true. You wore not 
to do as mu(*h as you c^nkl— only as much as by 
custom had conic to be considered enough. 

No getting on here, thought 1, after this specimen of 
tnadc morality. The firm who consequently liad to 
pay their bands for daw'dliug, and the customer or 
tenant whose pocket huttered.in proportion, were not 
taken into consideration, 

AjkI 3 felt sure there wmuld be no gutting on when I 
saiv how many toadies the foreman had, and how 
pleased he seu»^ied to bo with their subservience, and 
tlio use lie m:;de of it. Nothing like elioosiug one of 
yourselves, my irtHic8,‘if you want to set up a chief 
who will make you feel what it is to be kept down. 
The foreman of the department X was in kept a public- 
house, and if he did^H sec you pretty often iu Ids 
iippling-parlour ia the qvenings, you had noi’dng to 
expect from liirn Wt disfavour. He had two or tlireo 
grown- up daughters, wlmii)i.ha wkduid to marry ofi’ hU 
hands, and lucky was the carpenter who paid bis 
addresses to any one of tlicnu Tiptop w^ork and tiptop 
pay always fell to l\is share. 

And then, notwithstanding the high character of the 
establishment, J found there was room for dishonesty. 
If a man was going out to lay down carpets, or put 
up curtains, and so forth, lie went to the oflico for the 
necessary supply of tacks, nails, s^irows, &e. Not un- 
frequeutly he had'twipe as many as he wonted, and 
what he didn’t use he kept. 

I couldn’t take any pains to conciliate the foreman, 
ndtlier cpuld I turn a penny by selling surplus tacks, 
t&e., to the little ironmongers m the neighbourhood ; 
and 50 , as I never hoA the luck to get tiptop wagCH, X 
left the model estabUshmeut at 1^b.end of a year. 

Nince then, 1 have been to get up a business 
on my own account, Xt is ^jiphill work, and not very 
proiuisi^ ; but 1 am not obliged to toady anybody, qj: 
to associate with blackguardism or dislionesly. 1 am, 
in fact, my own joiurneymao. 
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X could not go quietly ^ however, till I hftd 
away the black thougka^Wat bad been gathering upctu 
njy mind from the begiiming. Now I have doi>e it; I 
have had out my growl, and there’s au end. 

.llio driver also seemed mudi at ease, for ho droppe<l 
his reins, knotted hia wbipt, and set himself to light 
his first pipe. 1 ventured tO; hint that,. tlje, woo 

rather hard, and likely to , damage the lather man ^ 
but my frieud only replied that it never did him any 
harm. So making the best of it with a great-t*X)at, I 
settled down, and made no more remonstrance. .

A HIDK IN THE FRENCH IMPERIAL 
MAIL-GTG. 

Last exmimer there appeared in the Journal au enter- 
taining’ aocoxtnt of ta journey from Thmips to Springs 
by her Britannic Majesty’s mail-gig, with the ups ami 
downs, and the dura mahi of the mail-road. Would 
your readers feel interested in an account of the style 
in which his Imperial Majesty 'Jx)uis Napoleon conveys 
the letters of his loving subjects in this eulightcuod 
age ? 

It .was my lot, some few weeks ago, to visit the term 
incoqnita^ or woll-nigh such, once called Armorica, tho 
rrudio of our ancestors, now marked on tlie map of 
France as Finistere and tho Cote»-du-Nord ; and as 
my route lay beyond the line of service of the dili- 
gence, U(» otlier means of locomotion olfered tlian to 
travel will* the courier in tho mail-cart. 

I confess that the idea of a seveu hours* ride by night 
wa? not inviting, especially as the distance Avas only

1 n»y object, 1 soon came to terms with the servant of 
tlio government; and at nine i». m. was ready in the 
yard of the J16t6l de France at Guirjgarnp, awaiting 
the carriuge tljat was to conA^ey tlie imperial mail-bags 
to tho Ultima Thxjlo of Oarlraiv. 

‘ Don’t be afesird. sir,’ Avas tlie s.alutation of a country

We were at the highest point, of 
the great range of the Menb, that runs trough Brit- 
tany from oast to west ; and while the sun was lighting 
up the hill-tops, the valleys were enveloped in the mist- 
wreaths, with tlie tall poplars rising sp(»:tre-wise from 
the vapour ; and the road seemed to plunge into a vast 
lake l^neath us. . It was too steep for our horse to 
slide down, and our driver urged him recklessly on. 
As wc rustled down tlie steep and rotten road, I became 
aware of n sharp turn and* a narrow bridge at tlie 
bottom, and got my legs loose for a jump. Just in 
time: for the oflP-\vi>cel caught the edge of the parapet 
and the horse went down with a terrible concussion ; 
and II very complete upset was the consequence. 

With a crashing and splintering up of the old car, I 
found myself flying through the air, and landed on the 
opposite hank, with his Imperial Majesty’s mail-coach- 
man underneath, and the body of the imi>crial mail- 
cart above me, some live yards from tlio rest of the 
apparatus. Shaking off the wreck, I emerged like a 
tortoise, and succeeded in kicking up tho driver, who 
seemed desirous of lying where he was, and venting his 
remaining energy in heathenish or Breton execrations.

down, which one would think he had contrived for my 
special gratification, peer anm$er V Anglais, And tho 
host at Guingamp, when I made my rc-appearanoe at 
the table ffhote, made a gooff story of the Englishman 
who travelled by the casse-cou, and inquired most 
kindly after the slate of my dorsal and cervical 
veru^bra}.

Tho Customs Survojor-gencrals have been busy col- 
lecting inforin:ition to ascertain what quantity of proof- 
spirit per ctMit, is usually contained in port wine, and 
from an extensive range of trial.s, they have discovered the 
minimum to be 20 per cent. Tho minority of trials shewiMl 
from 00 to 00 — some lew parcels eontained 40 per cent. — 
and (altiiough tho latter is b.ad enough in all conscience) 
in a few exceptional cases, as much as 55 per cent, has 
been detected. Those containing more than 33 per cent, 
are still l)cld under stop, until tho pleaaui'e of tlio Lords 
of the Treasury can be ascertained. On the 28th of June 
1^53, a Treasury Minute was issued, under date 28th 
October 18.53, prahibiting all • alcoholic liquids from 
passing into conaumptioii, as wine, which contained more

The receipts of the first six months, it was found, 
were larger than they have been' since within the same 
period. This is to be attributed to the groat influx 
of foreignors and count ry-people flocking to London 
during these mcuitha. But the occasion gave a fair 
start to tho enter])r)sc ; and it went on extending its 
ramiticfttioiw, until it was fouml necessary to break up 
tho original society into three <listincl bodies, for tho 
tetter working of the system.

I time been employed in service; whether lie has been 
J in prison ; whether his parents are living, vtc. It 
should lie observed, too, Ituit tlie coinmittoo prefer 
boys between the ages of twelve and fifteen, since 
i experience has shewn that tlic disposition is then 
• more tractaWt?, tlie character inOro quickly I'ortned. 
and the boys rnor« willing to undergo the training 
nccfissary to fit them for their duth>s. It is then they 
begin to understand the utility of the discipline they 
fuo subjected to, and can best approidalo tlie motives 
which influence their teachers and directors. 

When a youth enters, ho is first initiated into the 
mystery of. handling the brushes. To give perfection 
in tliis branch, only a few days* practice are deemed 
requisite, and he is then sent forth upon trial, ’not as 
one of the elect, but siniply as a novice. "I'lie term of 
probation lasts a raontli, during wliich time the boy is 
exptHited to continue his connoction with -the school 
ftom which lie came, and to attend it Sundays as well 
as week-day evenings as often n« lw> can. To insure 
regiilarity in his attendance, ho receives a card, on 
which the superintendent marks tho number of times 
ho is present. Tliis card is given up ou Monday 
mornings, and tho times of attendance notofi down. 
Tl the '.boy, on probation, i>roves steady, industrious, 
and skiUhl in his now occupation, he is regularly 
aduiittod, and dons the umfoitn of the society of which 




he is made a mt^m her, 'anil is provided with tlie 
necessary implements out of the general fund. 

The uniform not only enables the superintendent to 
recognise his protiigds, but the public also; so tluit 
by thus making tho youths conspicuous in the street, 
it serves as a check upon any irregularity on their 
part. Miicli the same sort of pica retains the odd, 
quaint dress of the times of Kdward VI. in Christ’s 
Hospital. Tho hoys of tho Original Society arc dis- 
cingiiiHhed by a re/i jersey and cap with a red band; 
the East l^oridon Brigade by a blue uniform ; whilst 
tho boys of the South London Society wear a yellow 
or canary-coloured jersey, with a cap with a yellow 
band. Badges, again, are required to indicate e.ich 
individual of these several corps ; consequently, either 
on their breast or right arm, or sometimes ou 
Iwth, a piece of clotli is sewn, bearing a particular 
letter or letters, worked in wdiito i>eads by tho 
children of the Lisson Street Itefugc. This institution, 
wliose services are thus made available, was finmded 
in 1850 by a few rdiarilable ladies, wlio interested 
thematdves greatly in tho female branch of the 
Katfged Sc‘hools. Perceiving that, unless the poor 
girls taught in those establishments were sopinated j 
from the kind of life they had led and were leadnig, ' 
tho good achieved by the schools would bo neiilral- 
ist-d as they grew older, these kind ladic's Ijir-’^d a 
few rooms, which were fitted up for tlw boardiiig nod 
lodging of seven. Since then, however, hjO h;wf been 
•received into tliis asylum, of whom sixty-bix June 
been provided for, and the rest returned homo tu their 
friends. ^Vl^il8t in tho Refuge, tiny arc trainc’d to 
become useful servflnts, ni^d taught remiiog, writing, 
ciphering, as well as nuodlc-work and straw-bonm t 
making. There is also another islahrmljment whu*b

It may here bo observed, that tho bqxcs and 
unirorins are rcguJ'irly deposited at the offices of tho 
different societies, as soon as the day’s work ia over ; 
and if the Jadj return home, they return home in the 
plain suits in which they came, or trthera left at the 
(Wliccs by cliaritable persons, for tho use of the most 
ill-clad. After their first equipment, too, the boys 
have to purchase both their unUbrms ai.-d iinplt*rn*'nfs, 
but these they obtain at half-price. The oldcct U to 
relieve the pociety as far as possible of unn ccssary 
burden, and to render the boys careful in the use of 
wliat they have received gratia. 

At seven o’clock in tho morning, tho boys assemble 
at head-qiiartcrg. Prayers and passages from tho 
Scriptures are then read, either by one of llic com- 
mittee or the superintendent. Before the Blue and 
Yellow Societies had established more central points 
for assembling, some of the boys came in from great 
distances — from Maida Hill, AVhitechapcl, and even 
from Narrow Street, RatcUtfe— to the offices then in 
York Place, Strand. One Ixiy, for nearly two years, 
cam© every morning from the east end of London, and ■ 
returned at night; thus walking more than eight njiles, 
besides the tlistances between the office and his station, 
which sometimes exceeded two miles. It was with 
tlie object of reducing tho distances the poor hoys 
had to travel to their lieAd-quarters, that the society 
was broken up into three divisions* When prayers are 
concluded, the boys disperse to their different stations, 
where they remain till tho evening.

vented for the occasion, and the Messengers* The duty 
of each broomor Mas to keep the pavements clean in 
front of twenty shojis. Regent Street, Bond Street, 
and Waterloo riace, were divided into districts ; and 
on the 10th of November 1851, boys wore sent out. 
By the I2th of .lanunry following, twenty-one boys 
were cmplo^’cd ; but from tliis time tlioir number was 
gradually rcilucod, until in the end of March tin* 
enterprise was ►alp^getlier abandoned, it being fouml 
insufticicntly remunerative; tliough, wo believ^e, tbo 
pecuniary difllciiltics W'cro not so muo.h Hie motive for 
its abandonment as the .impossibility of preserving 
t*o striet i\ diifH:Lplino o\cr iho broomors as ovc*r tbo 
fcboc-blacks. In 1852, the other variety of labour w as 
introduced into tlie .working of tbe society. Four boys 
wore employed a.’i mesbongers. dressed in blue litnisors 
.‘ind scarlet jackets, and provided with a check'lxK^k, 
to t utor the addresses of parcels, and to give rcceipU 
if required. The sum charged w'as tw'opcMicc fi»r the 
first lialf-milo, and one penny for every additional haU- 
inile ; the boy.s being stationed at tlio Hank, the* 
Exchange, and the FdiMitric H'elcgrapU 01l]ce.s. Tim 
committee promc'ted to Ibis employmont the most 
industrious boys, who had in lluir banks a snUictcnL 
sum to guarantee tlie value of parcels to 4lie amount 
of L.13. ’riiL* Electric Tidegraph Comp.'iny otr a si on. illy- 
intrusted the messengers Mich their dispatcliob ; and 
one of them was employed by the Crystal Halaec 
Company to ilisirilmte thru* circulars. A respectable 
publisher also emjiloyed four of tlio society’s boys fhv 
several weeks in sending out the copies of u new 
serial. Xolwithstanding this patron.agcs the occupa- 
tion oi‘ a messenger w^as found to Ih^ less rcmunenilive 
than that of n shoe-blnck, especially as it was nccc?- 
s.'iry to promote to tJiat otlice the most active and 
ijiteliigeat of tl;e hoy^s. 'i'owards the close of JS52, 
therefore, this pnyect was abandoned. 

Since that *.iiue, the committee have confined ilm 
employment of iho boys to the ordinary’ occupation of a 
shoc-blaek — with wliat results, we liave endeavoured 
to shew.

A DicKAD feeling is jealousy, mortilicd vanity, or 
wliatevcr you may designate the disappointment of 
Jove, f have experienced the sting of shame, 4he 
blight of broken fortune, the fear of death itself; yet 
none of these ever wrung my heart so rudely' as the 
pang of an uiirv^ciprocated passion.

There is a.s little gain as 
pleasure in so doing,' but popularity must be sacrificed 
at tlvc shrine of truth. Ifor the sake of effect, I shall 
not play false with philosophy. . 

.Rough ranger as I was, I had studied psychology suf- 
dciontly to understand theso truths ; undl endeavoured 


to analyse my pas.s!on for this girl or woman — 
to discover why 1 loved her. Her phyaical beauty , 
was of tlie highest order, and that no doubt was an 
element; but it was not all. Had I. nroroJy looked 
upon this beauty under ordinary circuinstaucea — that 
is, without coming in contact with the spirit that 
aniniatcil it— I might have l()ve<i her, or I might not. 
It WHS the spirit, then, that had won me, though not 
alone. The same gem in a less brilliant setting might 
have failed to draw my admiration. T was the Captive* 
both of the .spirit and the form.

Of her 
courage, even to d.aring, I had proof; of energy and 
determined will ; of tlio power of thought, quick and 
ver.'>aiilo ; b-ut these are not moral qualities, tho}'^ are 
j not even /ciy/n/bic' True, she wept over her slain steed, 
llumanity ? I liavc known a hardened lon'iUi weep 
hitt.'r loaia for hex* it-rtoise-shcll cat. »Shc refused to 
take fn>m me my horac, (Jiiricrusity ? f)lie liUd ;i 
tiumsaiid within sight. .\l.x.s! in thus reviewing all 
that had pafseil between m>&cU‘ and the beautiful 
Isoliiui, in search of her moral qualities, 1 met with 
but little success ! , . 

iMystery of our nature ! I loved her not tho loss ! 
And vet my passion was pure, and J do not believe 
that my heart was wicked. AIyatery,,^f our nature! 
lie who reads all hearts alone can .solve theel 

I loved without reason; but I lovoil no'v without 
luipe. Hope I had before tliat night. Her glancx^ 
through the turrets — hoy note- -its contents— a word 
or two at otliei* timo'i, Tiail inspireil me with hopes, 
howx-ver lUiiit they wore. The incident in tho hall- 
; rox>m had crushed thtwn. 

ljurra*s tlark f.ico kbpt lowering before mo; even in 
: my visions he was always by luu- sifle. What w.as 
hotwceri the two ? iVrliaps a nearer relationship than 
that of cousin? Rcrh.aps they were aHIanccd ? Married ? 

Tho thought rnarldeued mo. 

I eoukl rest upon my couch no longer. I rose and 
.sought Iho open air; f climbed to tho azotea, and 
j paced it to and fro, as the tiger walk.s his cage. My 
I thoughts were uilfl, and my movements without 
j method. 'J"u add t<‘ bittcrnoss of iny rellxictious, 

I f now di.'*'ov<*r .-‘ 1 that I had sustained a losfl— not in 
j properly, but somrtbing tliiit annoyed me still more. 

I I Imd lo.st tiui order and its enclosure —the note of Don 
j Rftnion. I had dropped them on the day in which 
I they were received, and 1 VcUeve«l iu tho patio of the 
I hacienda, where they mu^t have been picked up at 
j once. If by Don Uainori himself, Jlieu all w'hs well ;

Breakfast t liarflly tasted. A taso of chocolate and 
a BJuall sugared cake— tho iksfxyinht of every Mexman 
I —wore brought, and these served me for breakfast, 
A glass of cognac and a Havanna were more to tho 
purpose; and helped to stay tlie wihrtrembling of my 
nerves, rortuuately, there was no dutv to perform, 
else J could 4(i have attended to it. I remainod on tho 
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aasotott till near iiiid-dayr Tbo storm raging within 
prevented me from taking note of what was passing 
around, 'flic scenes in the plazii, the rangers and 
their sieeds, the ‘greasers’ in their stripetl blankets, 
the Indms sq flatted on their the pretty poblanas, 

were all unnoticed by me. At intervals, my eyes 
rested upon Iho walls of the distant dwelling; it was 
not so distant but that a human form could have been 
distinguished upon its roof, had one been there. There 
was none, and twenty, ay, fifty times, did I turn away 
my disappointed gaze.

I muttejred some directions to 
I the tncBsenger’; and to conceal my emotion from him,

j I Xn an evil hour, your aim, too true, alas ! robbed me of 
1 1 my favourito, but you offered to repay me by robbing 
! yourself, for well know 1 that the black is lo you the 
|j dearest abject upon earth, ladewl, wore I the lady of 
\\ your love, I should ill brook such a divided affection!^ 
I Well, mio capitan, I understood tho generous sacrifice' 
! you would have made, and forbade it ; but 3 know you 
; are desirous of cancelling your debt. It ia in your 
I power to do so. Xdsten I* 

; Borne hard conditions X anticipated would follow ; i 
I recked not of that. There was no sacrifice 1 was not 
• ready lo make, J would have dared any deed, however 
1 wild, to liavo won that xiroud heart, to have inocu- 
lated it with tho pain that was wringing my own. I 
read on : 

‘There is a horse, famed in these parts as tlie' 
“ wliito at«cd of the firairies” cavallo Uanco de los 
Uam>.<). lie is a wild-horse, of course; snow-white in 

colour, Uautiful in form, swift as tho swallow But 

why need I dcft<Tibe to you the “ white .steed of the 
prairies?” you are a Tejano, and must have lieard 
of him ero ibis ¥ Well, inio capitan, I have long bad 
a desire — a frantic one, let mo add— to possess this 
horse. I have offered rewards to hunters->-to dur own 
vaqucTQS, for lie sometimes ap))ear3 upon our plains*— 
but to no purpose. Not one of tiieui#an capture, 


though they have often seen, and cliosed liim. Some 
say that he cannot he taken j that he is so fleet as to 
gallop, or rather glide out of sight in a glance, and that, 
too, on the open prairie ! There are those who assert 
that he is a phantom, m detnorm! Surely so beautiful 
a creature cannot be tlie devil ? Besides, X have always 
heard — and, if I recollect aright, some one said so last 
night — that the devil was blade* “ Poor devil!’’ IXa, 
ha, ha!’ 

1 rather welcomed this aUusion to ray misconduct of 
the preceding night, for I began to feel easier under 
the perception that tlie whole affair was thus treated 
in jest, instead of iho anger and scorn I had antici- 
pated. Witli xdeasanter presentiments I read on; 

‘To .the point, mio capitan. There arc some in- 
credulous peo{)Ie who believe the white stepd of tlie 
prairies to be a myth, and deny his existence altogether. 
Ciirtambo / X know that ho data exist, and, what is 
moro to my prosent purpose, he is — or tetw, but two 

liouni aso—wuliin tea miles of wlieie 1 aui wniin$[ 

this note 1 One of our vaquoros saw liim near the 
banks of a beautiful arroyo river, which I know tp 
be his favourito ground. For reasons known to me, 
the vaquero did not either chase or molest him ; but 
ill breathless haste brought me the news. 

‘No!v, capital!, gallant and grand! there is but one 
wlio can capture this famed horse, and that is your 
puissant self. Ah! you have mode captive iv/iut nuts 
once as wild arnd free. Yfes ! you can do it — you ami 
Moro I 

‘ Bring me the white steed of the prairies ! I shall 
cease to grieve for poor liOla. 1 shaU forgive you that 
contrntiempo. I shall forgive all —even your rudeness 
to my double mask. Ka, ha, Ita I Bring me the white 
.steed I tho white steed ! ‘ Xsollna.’ 

As I finished reading this .singular epi.stle, a llir'U of 
pleasure ran through my veins. I dwelt not on the 
I v/ddiicss of its contents, thoroughly cJiaractcristic of 
the w'riter. Its meauing Avaa clear enough. 

1 had beard of tin* white horse of the iwJiirira — what 
hunh'r or trnpi>cr, trader or trawlicr, tluougliout nil 
the wide borders of x>rairio-la«d, has not? Many a 
romaniio story of him had X listened to around the 
blazing camji-fire — many tale of Gennaii-Uke dlohhrie.^ 
in wlijch tl.e white horse played hero. For nearly a 
century has he figured in the legends of fho prairie 
‘mariner’ — a con!iterf>art to the Flying Dulclmum — 
tlie •pliantoni*<ilnp’ of the forecastle. Like this, loo, 
uldqnitous-- -seen 'to-day scouring the sandy plains of 
the Flatte, to-inonow bounding over the broad liaiios 
of Texas, a thousand miles to the southward! 

That there existed a white stallion of great speed 
.T'ud splendid xiroportions — that there were tv/tmty, 
perhaps a hundred such — among the couiitleb,' herds 
of wild-horses that rourn over the great plains. T did 
not for a moment doubt. I myself had seen Und chased 
more than one that might have been Icnncd *a mag- 
uificent Hiiima),’ and that no ordinary horse could 
overtake; but the one known as the ‘white steed of 
the prairies' had a xieculiar marking, that distinguished 
liim from uU the rest — Aw ears were black !—o\\\y his 
ears, and these^were of tho ileep colour of ebony. 
The rest of his body, maiie and tail, was white as 
fresh-fallen snow. 

It was to this singular and mysterious animal that 
the letter pointed; it was the black-eared steed I was 
called upon to capture. The contents of tlie note were 
specific and plain. One expression alone puzzled me : 

‘ You have made captive what teas once as wild and free* 
What ? I asked myself. I scarce dared to give credence 
to the answer that leaped like an exulting echo from • 
out my heart 1 

There was a postscript, of course $ but this contained 
only ‘ business.* It gave minuter details as to when, 
how, and where the white horse had been seen, and

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stated that tlie bearer of the notc>-thc va([uoro vho 
had seen him—would act as my guide* 

I pondered not long upon the strange request,' Its 
fulfilment promised to recover mo the position, which 
but a moment before I had looked upon as lost for 
ever. 1 at once resolved upon the undertaking. 

'Yes, lovely Isolinal if horse and man can do it, 
ere another snn sets, you shall bo mistress of the toMte 
sfeed of iJie prairies !* * 

CUA^rlBR XVI. 

' Tun MiLNJLI'A. 

In half an hour after, with the vaquero for my guide, 

I rode quietly out of the ranchcria, A dozen rangers 
followed elose behind ; and having crossed the river at 
a ford nearly opposite the village, we struck off into 
the chapparal on the opposite side. 

The men whom I had choson to ac*company me w'ere 

all old hunters, fellows who could Hrail’ find •crease’ 

witli accurate aim. I had confidence in their skill, | 
and, aided by them, T had great hf)pes w'e sliould find 
the game we were in scfirch of. My hopes, however, ! 
wonitl not have been so sanguine but for another cir- 
cumstance. It was this: Oiii* guide hud informed me, 
that wluni ho saw the 'white steed, the latter was in 
company with a large drove of jnarcs — a manada — 
doui)tlcfis hia harem. He would not bo likely to sep<araic 
fnjrn tlu nj^ and even if these had since h-ft the ground, 
tlitjy e(mld be the more easily ‘ trailed,* in coiiaeqiien(*o 
of their numbers. Indeed, but for tliis prospect, our 
wild-horae hunt would have partaken largely of the 
character of a ‘wild-goose chasfj.* The steed, by all 
.leconnts of liini, might have hecn seen upon one 
arrow! to day, and hy the hanks of some otlier atreani. 
a htaidred miles ofi’, on the morrow. The presence of 
his maimda ofiVr<Ml «on)C guarantee, that he might still 
be near the grouinl where (lie vaqueix) liud marked 
liim. Oiu'e found, I trusted (o the swiftness of my 
hor-iC, and my own nkill in the use of the lazo. 

As we rode along, 1 revealed to niy following the 
puipo'^e of the expedition. All of them knew tl>c 
white steed i»y fume; one or two averred they had 
seen him in their pr.airie wanderingH. 'fhe whole 
party v, ere dol/ghted at th«3 idea of tucii a Scout,’ and 
cxliibifed as mneh excitenn-nt as if 1 mus leading tlicm 
to a fakinniah vith guerilleros! 

'I'hc country through which passed wos at first 
a denS'* chapparal, coosistiog of tlie various thorny 
^ll^rubs and plants for which this pfirt. of IMcxico 
is so celebrated, 'rhe greater proportion belonged 
to the family of Ityntninoft(Xi—'rohiuiits, ghjlifi,vhUifi. and 
Iho Texan acacias ^ more tlian one sjjocics, there 
known as mt'zpiiie. Aloes, too, formed part of the 
umlergrowib. to the no small aiiuoyancc of the tra- 
veller'^'-tho wild species known as the iechtif/uHh, or 
pita-pluiit, whose core is rooked for food, whose 
fibrous leaves servo for the manufacture of thread, 
cordage, or cloth— whilo its sap fields hy distillation I 
the fiery mpxcnf. Mere and tliere, a tree yucca grew by 
the way, its fascicles of righl leaves reminding ouc of 
the plumed heads of Indian wariiors. Some I saw 
with edible fruits growing in clusters, like bunches 
of bananas. SevorriL speuiea are there of these frwH- 
bcaring yuccas in the region of the Rio Grande, as yet 
unknown to the scientific botanist. I observed also 
the paimilki, or soap-plant, another yucca wlioso roots 
yield an excellent auhstitute for soap; and various 
forms of cactus— never out of sight on Mexican soil — 
grew thickly around, a characteristic feature of the 
landscape. Plants of humbler stature covered the 
surface, among which tho syngenesists predominated ; 
while the fetid artmhtio^ and the still ik’.ore disagree-* 
ably odorous creosote plant (Luxrrea Metu\ana\ grew 
iipo i spots that were sandy and arid. Pleasanter 
objects to the eye were tho scarlet panicles of the 


Fouqukra spkndens^ then iinde8cri1)ed by )>otaBists, 
and yet to become a favoiirite of the arboretums.* I 
was in no mood for botanising at the tune, but f well 
remember how 1 admired this elegant spksibiN^its tall 
cuIin-Hkc stems, surmounted by ptnudes of brilliant 
fiowers, rising high above the.level of tlie surrounding 
thicket, like banners above a host. Hot tlittt I jiossess 
the refined taste of a lover of flowers, and mu(*h less , 
then ; but cold muft l)e the heart that could look uikOja 
the floral tauty of Mexico without remeUibering some 
portion of its charms. Even the rudf^st of my followers 
could not otherwise than admire ; and once or twice, as 
we journcy(‘d along, I could hear them give ntteranco 
to that fine epithet of the heart's desire, * Beautiful!' 

As wo advanced, the aspect changed. The siirfHcO 
beenmo freer of jungle; a sucoesfiion of glade *and 
thicket ; in 'short, a ‘ inezquite prairie.' Still advan- 
cing, the 'openings* became larger, while the timbered 
surface diminished in extent, and now nnd then the 
gL<iilcs joined each other without interruption. 

We liHtl ridden nearly ten miles without drawing 
bridle, when our guide struck upon the trail of the 
manad.i. Several of the old himter.s without dis- 
mounting, pronounced the tracks to lie tliosc of wild 
which they easily distinguished from horse frnoks. 
I'heir judgment proved correct; for lolhiwiug the trail 
hut a short distance further, we came full in sight of 
the drove, wliich the vaquero confidently pronounced 
was the manatla wn? were in search ot‘! 

So far our suceess equalled our expectations : hut to 
get sight of a mhalUida of wild-liorsea, and to capture 
its swiftest steed, arc two things of very unequal 
iliffieuUy. This fact my anxiously heating heart and 
quickly throbbing l<> Qic at tho monnuit. 

It would bedilticnlt to describe the mingled fc(*linga of 
anxious doubt and joyous hope, that passed through 
iny mind, as from afar off I gazed upon that shy herd, 
&tiil unconacioiis of our approach. 

The prairie upon which the marcs were browsing 
>vas more than ii mile jn wddil), and, like those we had 
been passing through, it was wurrouiuled by tho. low 
I ciiappanil forest, altliough Iherc were avenues that 
conirnuniciitc'd with other openings of a similar kind. 
Near its centre was tfic manada. Mome of the marcs 
wore quietly hnn^Mirig upon the gra.ss, 'whi'e olhera 
were fri.sking and playing about, now rearing up as if 
in combat, now rushing in uih? gaJlop, their tossed 
manes and full tails l(>'"?ely upon the wind. Even 
in the distance v.\ could tract' the full rounded develop- 
ment of their bodie.s, and their fimooth coat a, glistening 
under the hum, denoted their fair condithm. They were 
of all i’olours known to the horse, for in this the race 
of ^ tho Spanish liorse is somewhat peculiar. Tliere 
were bay p, and blacks, and wIuIcb— the Iasi being iiioi^t . 
^lamerrup. There were grays, br)fh iron and roan, and 
dune with while rnancs and tails, and some of a mole 
colour, ami not a few. of tho kind kmiwn in Mexico 
as pintados (piehalda) — for sported horses are not 
iincomniou among the mintnugs — all of course with 
full manes and tiiils, since the mutilating shears of the 
jockey had never curtailed their flowing glories. 

But where was the h*rd of this splendid luirem? — 
w'hero the steed? This was the thought that was* 
uppermost in the mind of ail, the question upon every 
tongue. Our eyes wandered over the herd, now here, 
now there. While horses there were, numbers of 
them, but it needed bnt a glance to tell that the 
* steed of the prairies* was not there. 

We eyed each other with lookls of disappointment. 
Even iny companions foU that ; bat a far more 
bitter fwHjIiiig was growing upon mb as I gazed upon 
til© leaderless tioop. Could I hdvo captured and 
carried back the whole drove, the present would not 
have purchased one amfle froui Xsolinii. The eteod 
was not among them ! 

Ho might still be ha the neighbourhood; or ha^ he 
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ftirsalceii tfie nmnatla Altogether, anil gone far Avray over 
the \vi(le‘ prairie in aeftrch of new conquests ? Tike 
vaquero bolievctl he was liot far off. I hatl faith in 
Ibis man's opinion, who, having passed bis Hfc in the 
observation of wild and half-wild horses, had a perfect 
knowle«lgo of their habits. There was hope then. The 
sfocd mjgl»t be wear; perhaps l>ing down in tljo shade 
of the thicket ; perlmps wdth a portion of life manadn 
OP some favourite in one of the adjacent glades. If so, 
our guide assured us we should; soon have him in view, 
lie would 8«>(m bring the steed uport the ground. 

IIow? dimply by startU^ig the mares, whose neigh 
of alarm would be lieard from afar. 

'riie plan seemed feasible enough ; hut it was advis- 
able that we should surround llie tnanada before 
attempting to disturb them, else they might gallop off 
in tho opposite direction before any of Us could get 
near. Without delay, we proceeded to effect tin* 
‘ surround.^ 

Tlio chapparal aided us by concealing oiir move- 
ments ; and in half an hour we had doploj ed around 
the prairie. 

The drove still browsed and i>biyod. They bad no 
sitf»picion that a cordon of huniers was being formed 
{irouiid them, else they would have long since gfillopcd 
away. Of all vild creHtures, the shiesl is the 
b(use ; the deer, the Antelope, and bniralo arc far 
loss fearful of the approach of man. 'J’he mustang 
feooms to understand tl»o doom that awaits him in 
captivity. One could alnumt fancy that tlm nniaw*ays 
from tho bettlementfl — occasionally soon amongst th( m 
— had poured into their cars the talc of their liardship 
and long endurance. 

T had mys!(df ridden to tho opposite side of the 
prairie, iJi (uder to be certain when tho circle was 
complete. I was now alone, liaving dropped my com- 
pauions ut intervals .along the margin of the timber, 
r bad brought, with me the bugle, with ti note or two 
of wJiicli I iiiLonded to give the alar;n to the marcs, i 
had placed niysolf in a chinip of me/quite (ree.s, a)id 
was about niiiiing the horn to niy lips, Mben a shrill 
scream fn)ni hehind causecl mo to bring dow'U the 
instruincMit, and turn suddenly in my seat. For a 
moment, J was in doubt as to what could have pro- 
duced such a eingnlar utterance, when a second lime 
it fell oil my ear, and I then recognised it. It was lUc 
neigh of the prairie stallion 1 

^Jear me was a break in the tliicket, a sort of 
!i\euuo le.'idiug out into another prairie. In this I 
could hear the hoof-stroke of a liorse going at a gallop. 
As fast as the underwood would allow, T pressed 
forw'ard ami came out upon the edge of the open 
ground; but tlie sun, low down, flashed in my eyes, 
.and I could see no object distinctly. The tread of "the 
bo(>fs and the shrill neighing still rang in nij' enr-'j, 
ITcsently, the dazzling liglit no longer quite blinded 
me: I shaded my eyes witli jny hand, and could 
perctivo the form of a noble steed stretching in full 
gallop down the avenue, ami coming in the direction 
of the rnanada. Ilalf-a-dozen springs brought him 
opposite ; tho beam was no longer in my ej es ; and as 
he g.nlJopcd past, I saw before mo the ‘ white stood 
of the prairies." There W'us no mistaking tfie marks 
of that splendid creature: tlicro was the snow-while 
body, the cars of jetty blackness, the blue muzzle, the 
rvd projected nostril, the broad oval quarters, the 
rounded and symmetric Umbs--aU the points of an 
imompnrable steed ! 

Like an arrow, he shot past. He did not arrest his 
pace for an instant, but galloped on in a direct line 
for the drove. 

Tho marcs had ans\Vered Ins first signal ^th n 
responsive neigh; and tossing up their heiwls, the 
whole manada was instpUy in motion. In a fei^ 
seconds, tliey stood at hist again ,- in /«««— .* 1 # 
exact as could have been done by a troop of cavalry—’ 


and fronted their leader as }\e galloped vip. Indeed* 
standing as they were,, with their' beads liigirin air, 
it WAS easy to ftmey tliem mounted men in the arr.iy 
of battle; and often have the wild -horses been 
mistaken for such hy the prairie traveller t 

Concealment or stratagem could no longx»r avail ; 
the chaso was fairly up. Speed attd the lazo must 
now decide the result; and with this conviction, I 
gave Moro the spur, and bounded into tlve open plain. 
The neighing of the steed had slgimled my companions, 
wlio shot .almost simultaneously out of the limber, ami ' 
spurred towards the drove, yelling as they came. 

I had no eyes for aught but the white steed, /ind 
after him I directed myself.

Lcibre we liad rpiite eros.se(l tin' 
second piairie, 1 had forged into tho front rank, ami 
the mares, seeing 1 liad headed them, broke to tin- 
right and left, and scattered away. All were now 
behind me, nil but the white steed; ho alone kept 
the cours(‘, at intervals iictering that same shrill neigh, 
as if to tantali-^e .and lure irm uii. Ho Avas yot far 
in .'idvAnce, .and apparently running tif /ih (ai-'e! 

Tb.e hor.se 1 bestrode needed luuiher spur nor 
guidance; be ?aw' before him the ohjeel of Ihe cha.se, 
and ho divined the will of his rider. I felt him ri.sing 
under me like a sea-Avnve. His hoofs slriiek tlio turf 
without impinging upon it. At each fresh spring, he 
came up with el.-istie rebound, wlj^ile hia flanks heaved 
with the conscious possession of iiower. 

Heforc the second prairie was crossed, he ha.l gained 
considerably upon the white steed; but to iny el agriii, ^ 
1 liotv s.'iw tho latter dash right into the thicket. 

1 found a path, and followed. My ear served to guide 
me, for the liranehes cracklc;d as the wdld-liorec broke 
tbrougli.

S C 1 E N C K A N D A R T S. 

Fkom certain experiments recently made by Mr W. 
M. Grove, whose name is assoiuatcd with the best of 
galvanic butteries, the way appears to bo opening for 
new applications of electricity, and for investigations 
rieh in promise alike to science and art, It was known 
years ago to some of the tJermnn siivans, that a coin 
or medal placed on a smooth vitreous or metallic sur- 
face and t'lwilrised, would leave impressions on tliat 

surrat’p Wllicil liecsmo visihlii vlira hroathffl on. IVom 

tho hitter peculiarity I hoy were called ‘roric iiguroa;* 
and atlemptis wore made to tix them ly expoaurc to 
vapour of mercury or iodine, but w’ithout succci-,.'*. 
Wliere the titrmans failed, Air Cirove lias aucceodod : 
‘believing, ns I luuc for many yeiiri*,* he say.^, * that 
electricity is nothing else than nvotion or change in 
matter, a force and not a Iluid, J have made experi- 
ments to ,asoertaiu wlielher similar efiects take place 
in ca.««cs nhere electrical light is visible upon insulated 
surfaces only.* 

We give a brief ,«ke tell of the ••xpmdments, adopting 
Air Grove’s description where it onr purpose. 

Two plates of window-glass, about three inches scjuuve, 
were dipped in nitric acid, tlun washed, and dried 
with a clean silk handkerchief, and cojitcil on tlio 
outside with pie<‘C',s of tinfoil a little smaller than tho 
glass. A piece of a printed haml-bill was laid bctwi i u 
the plates llias prepared ; tho tinfoil i oatiiigs wero 
f-onnccted ivitli the .‘•-ccoiidary terminals of a l{»ihm- 
korfi's coil, nnd removed td'tcr ;i few minutes’ elu'liisa 
tion. Xow, ‘th.e inieiior smfiuo of tiiC ahiss when 
hroatlicd on, shewed with great heaufy tho prinlcd 
worths which hud been (qipositc it, tiic^e appearing as 
thongli Inched on tlic glass, or having a Iroslcd appear- 
ance: even tho fihrc.s of the paper wt ro iieiiutifiillt 
brought nijt In the breath, but nothing beyond the 
margin of the tinfoil.’ These impressions were fixed 
by holding iImuu over h^drolluindc acid- iiowtiercd 
tluor spar and s»ilj»))*'rU. acid .slight I) w.anned in a 
leaden disli. 

‘J now cul out of thin while lettcr-ptijior,’ proctedft 
Mr Grove, mIuj word Voi.xa, ami phu'i d it hilwion 
tlio pliUi's of glass, d’hey wtTe submilfcl to clcclri^.i- 
tion ns before, and the interior surface of oiu' of Lluan, 
without the T'fvper Iclters, was subscijiu nlly exjioscii in 
tho hydiotlu'oric acid v.ipour; the pre\iousl\ invTsiblc 
ffgurv!? came out perfectly, and formed a pcimancmt 
and perfectly accurate etching of the word Voi/rA, aa 
complete as if it had hc(*u done in the usual mode by 
an etching ground, d’liis, of course, cijidd he wasliod 
and rubhed to an}' extent without alleralioo; and tlie 
rcsullB I h.avo obtained give every promise for those 
who may pursue tliis as an art, of preuiuoing very 
be.auliful efiectH, enabling Silhouette designs, or oven 
fiiu; engravings, to bo copied on glass, Ac.’ 

Wc cite yet nnotlier cxperinient, as it brings photo- 
graphy into play. A’plate on which the invisible 
image was impressc-d, was immersed in a bath of 
nitrate, of silver, in the usual manner aa for a photo- 
graph. * It was then licld opposite a window for a few 
seconds, and t.akcii back into the darkened ri)Oin ; and 
on pouring over it a solution of pyTogallic acid., the 
word Volta, and the border of the glairs beyond the 
limits of the tinfoil, were darkeued, and came out with 
jKjrfecl distinctness, tho otlwr parts of the gl.'iss Itaving 
been, as it xvere, protected by itTectrisatiou from the 
aciimi of light. Tlio figures were permautnlly fixed 
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by a s troll i? sohuion of JiyposulplMi^e of toiia/ — 
Grove hai» pwblirflied an account of Tarioua experi- 
ments in ilie rhilosfq}hkal Mugnxine, . , . • 

Professor Banseu of Sceberjf, one of Ui* foi^9^ 
;ncni/>ers of tlic Royal Socictj^ ami a renotijii^ 
astronomer, ha» recently complcletl a aeries of elab^- 
" ate calculntions based on obaervatiotia of the moon,' 
wln<‘.h clear away some of the diflicukles of the ques- 
tion as regards our siiteUite. Ilia, published results 
are for tlie most part abstruse and teclmical— appreci- 
able only by astronomers; but among them occur 
Oorts ill matters of yjopular interest. He finds, for 
example, tliat the moon's centre of gravity is 5t>,0(>0 
nl^it^o.s (about forty miles) from the centre of its mass, 
ft difiiircnco, sufficiently groat to produce an effect. 

* llencc,’ lie argues, ‘ we ought to consider the tw'o 
I hcmispliercs of the moon, of which one is visible and 
I the otluT invisible tor us, >ia essentially different with 
j rcganl to their levels, their climatea, and all that 
floiR'jids Ihcrcon. Seeing that the lines of level regn- 
Jate tljomsclvcs principally witii roforcnce to tho centre 
of gravity, the licmisphcre of the moon turuod towards 
tis, rises nmidi more hoyond the meati level than the 
opposite hemispliero; and altliongli the former pro- 
i pouts itself to us ri'< a sterile region, void of atmosphere, 
i and of animal life, wx* cannot conclude it tho same for 
; Ihi* latter. 'Khc mean level should prevail round the 
I edge, as scon by u^; and in truili wu cannot say but 
j that some traces of atmosphere do shew themselves.' 
i A paper ‘On the Laws of tho Strength of Wrought

j I Mr Biisford’s new method of purifying gas is attnict- 
1| ing uotioo; instead of lime, he uses charcoal saturated 
1 at Tcd-heat witli lime-water, by which all tlie sulphur 
mid ammonia are effbctually stopped, while, as w'e hear, 
tho qujunity of gas obtained per ton of coiil is ail but 
(louiihd. On the ooutiuent, great iniproverneuts have 
been made in the manufacture of gas from wood : at 
Zurich, lli'ilbrofiM, IMaritdi, and other .places, it is 
largely u-od; arid, according to report, five feet of 
W'ood-giis giv,j a« mucli light as six feet of coal-gas. — 
Extensive beds of clay, rich in alumlitum, have bt>en 
discovered tho. state of New Jcrscj% United States, 
where our enterprising cousins will doubtless turn ! 
them to pTofit.-“bo much has the process of extracting j 
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the aluminum been simplified, that two IdlogrammcB of 
the metal are produced every'day at a laboratory in tho 
Rue St Jacques, Paris, at a cost of nut more than SOO 
francs the kilogramme. The eagles on the standards 
of the Fremdi army are now made of aluniiuum, and 
with a considerables saving in the weight to be carried. 

— (Ihcvreul bas communicated to the Academic a paper 
setting forth researches made by him on cortaiti ancient 
bronze statuettes brought from Egypt. We take one 
example. He placed a sm.all completely oxidated elfigy 
of Anubis in a porcelain tube, fille<i the tube with 
hydrogen gas, and raised it to a dull red heal. Pre- ! 
sently, w'ater, coloured green, was scon to condense in 
the bcH-ghiss, and after letting the apparatus cool, ‘I 
took out the statuette,’ he says, ‘completely revivified. 

T place it before the eyes of the Avadeniie, togetlier 
with the water and ohlorhydric acid which represent 
the oxygen and cldorinc of Egypt, now transformed 
at Paris by hydn^gen into water and acid.' This 
reminds us of the .admirably ingenious restor.ation of 
the Ninevitc ivories by boiling them in gelatine, .as 
suggested by I'rofessor Owen. 

A speedes of concrete ijicion) in which ashes are a 

prineipnl iiisTedifint. has of late boon advantaseoiisly 

iiilroduec'l for building purposes in Paris. We have 1 
heard of a nianufaciuring firm who utilise most of j 
their waste in tho working up of this new mabninl. * 
So raxndly has this artiriciat stone been improved, that 
slabs for fii'ors .are now mn.de Sf^von metres long by 
.six metres wide, which, being laid all in one piece, no 
beams or vaulting are necessary underneath. M, 
C-oignet states : ‘ I tabricate in U'to/is atjiffomu'cs, as 
hard ns the best stone, all tho piirt.s of a lionse - 
cclbirs, drains, tJMving-llags, ws‘j)ik.«, vi-alls, lloon^ roofs, j 
exterior ornaments, without using wood or Iiru-k. By j 
this process, tiH‘ lioii.se, however largo it may be, i.s ;> 
monolith : and this monolith efpwKs, at Ie.isc in fiob.lity, 
in.asonry of liewii stone, and costa much le.ss ^liiin tlm 
coarsest huihiing in nibble.’ j 

Tliero is talk of adopting at Jbiris tho proecss in use 
j at Jadccsler for dco.huiging and uiilu-ing il.c s,'cwagv. 
The contents of the sewers hoinp* «Vi9cl»arged into 
rOHcrvoir.i, the solbl mailers ar. proeipilated l)y means 
of lime, tho water Hows off clear, and tbe mud 
r.iised hy an Arebimodea^) screw, is dried in a eentri- 
fuga! maeJnney ajid sold for manure in tho firm of 
bricks. A inanufaoJory of pomlreik has lon,g exi.sted at 
Paris, mid it i.s believed that a h.'nidsomc n'vouiio may 
bo derived fre.ra works on a larger scale, and a .source 
of insalubrity at the same time neutralised.-- Near 
Marseille, as we heai*, an improved hydrauli'* -rim, 
beating on a cushion of water instead of a bloek of 
iron, has been found of groat service in agricultural 
openithnH. 

Tluj sdcetiori ui IVvifcssor ^yiHiam Tlu i.i^oii of 
Glasgow as one of the directors in the Atlantic dVle- 
graph Company, is rog.ardcd .as a s:itiafa<:tory proof 
that the best scientific resources. will be m;ide available 
in the great submarine undertaking. In two .^hort 
papers read before the Royal ^ooiety, the prolessor has 
thrown out new views on electro- telegraphy at long 
distances, developing a theory of signalising by pul.sn* 
tions. It, is ingenious; but there remains to be seen 
hosv it AYill l>car the test of practice. — At tlie meeting 
of (iv.rman initurAlists at Vienna l;i»t September, 
Gintl shew'ctl that one telegraphic circuit will affect 
another which may happen to be near it, though the 
latter be altogether iinconncctccl with tho battery. Pass 
.a,,ipurrcrif: through the first, and tlie second, as demon* 
slrated by the galvanometer, is vifiibly affected— in 
some as yet unexplained way through tlie eiirtli. Idic 
cause will prolaibly be. discovered ; meantime, the fact 
accounts for the confusion that sometimes arises in a 
net- work of telegraph lines, and suggests a means of 
siin])lificat«)n. 

The dispute between Switzerland and Prussia has 
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given anotlior njiportunity fojp testing the merits of a < 
portable military telegraph, iiiveniotl by M. Hipp, 
cliief of the fcfleral tolegr-ipli construction ilepartmc-nt 
— a remarkably etfective yet simple instrument. It 
prints after the manner of Morse's; but the armature 
is regulated by a single sjiring only, worked hy 
pressing a small knob. Attiichcd to any lint^ of wire, 
messages can bo received and tpansnutte<l, and indeed 
all the usual operations of telegr.ipby carried on as 
with fixed instruments. It, however, weighs no more 
than twelve pounds eoniplcte with its case, whieh 
nnasnros ten inches in length, and five inches in 
bnadth and height. Within this small space it con- 
tains the tninpinitting apparatus, a sujiply of paper, 
the tools nceepsavy for mounting and dismounting the 
iii.-*lruincnt, an alarm whieh nisi}'’ bo luougbt into tbo 
eireiiit at pleasure, two drawers holding troughs ofl 
gii'.ta-perelut of twelve compartmonta each, fiirnishod 
with a pile ot charcoal and amalgamated /inn. When 
moistened with dilute sulphuric acid, the action is 
comidete, and little liable to i]i.stnrl)arjco : an instru- 
ment sent from llerno to P;jria ])y diligence and 
rfllhtdV, l>rt8 quite lit for USO ou arrival.

'The work of this survey, ns 
will be roil I e inhered, was begun hy the I'liiled States 
governmeiii ; and our Admiralty now undertake a 
eh'iHS of observations not cmbraccil by the Americans, 
mid highly b* nefieiiil consequences are hoped for from 
this co-operation of the two iialions. — Lieutenant 
!Miiury recommends that the routes for sliips crossing 
tlic Atlantic should he act off into what ho calls 
Mane.'*/ or pathways E-oino twenty-five miles wide, out- 
to bfi used by steamers going, the ctlicr by steamers 
returning— following the haw of tho road to prevent 
collisions. The brcadtli of the route traveheiJ by tho 
Cunard steamers is 300 miles ; and it is elear that a 
Jane fifty miles wide might be followed on either 
margin, and tba risk of vessels inceung entirely 
avoided. 

i’or some ye.are, tide-observations have been mado 
round the coasts of Ireland, for the purpose of 


discovering the various phenomena connected with tlie 
tides, currents, &c., and so i’aoilitaling navigation. 
Among the rcsiiUs obtained, there is one which at the 
first glmice appears all but impossible. The Rev. 
I’rofessor llaughtoii, of the Royal Irish Academ 3 % lias 
been en.ibU-d, by ingenious calculations based on those 
tide-observations, to infer the depth of the ocean. One j 
ot his couelusitins, omilting fractions, is eleven miles ; 
the other, five mile.®, 'fhe first is the depth of tho 
vast central channel up whieh the great tidal wave 
rolls from tho nuturelic pole ; the second is the mean 
depth of the whole AtlauUe Dcean. We uoticod some 
Hmo ago u »teop-sej sounding of seven miles, taken ’ 
in llic iSouth Ailanlic : this favours the professor’s 
theory, and we shall perhaps learn, from tho surveys ' 
and explorations now in progress, wlicthcr the deepest i 
places have yot been sounded. |

At iho nvur^oiit of our arrinril, a clever inounfehank 
biloiieiug to the Lnfu^<r. w.as liiling up the pau.se 
betW'e-en the, acts by p.^ssing hi.s hoviy through the 
rounds of a ladder, junij»ing h.e' kwnrd,". over chairs, &c. 
As this w na not a very exciting .sj.i etiede, X bestowed 
all my attention ou tho asseiably among wdiorn we 
now found oui solves, and whorcin wc were the only 
Kuiopcans. J remarked, fir.st of .'dh that among all 
those grave Oiineso beads, Hurmountwl by black 
leather caps or conical hat.s, were suine really pretty 
w^onien, avIicso cofi/'/trcs were ornaraented with flowers 
and gokl pins. Tlieir costume, tlmiigh simple, wa« 
nevertheless scrupulously neat ; but aUhough tl.u'y 
I possessed the mOiit: diminutive feet in the world, these 
I beauties, with their oblique eyes, must have belonged 
1 to an inferior class of soi iety, aa the higuer orders of 
I vvoinen never slicw' themselves in p^iblie. On one 
I Fide, but .at tJws extrcnis end, there wove also three or 
four girls, whoso friends seemed apprehensive lest 
wo ahoultl approacJi them. At our .feet, on the

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neighlwuriiig bcnc)ip.% the good burghers of Canton, nrho 
had been pifibably sittwig in the same place ever since 
the morning, wore eating fruit and sweetmeats, which 
were supplied by ambulatory merchants ; wl\ile others 
calmly smAed their metal pipes, wltos^ narrow bowls 
will admit '^of only ono pinch of tobacco at a time. A

All these people interested me very much ; hut the 
really exciting feature of the place, and of which, w'd 
never grew tired, wras the pit. Picture to yoiirsotf 
some thousands of Chinese stripped down to their* 
waists, in order to save their clothes — their long V^ueues 
rolled round their lieads, lest these ornamental append- 
ages shoulii be laid bold of by tlie crowd — squeezing 
anfl imshJng each other until jthey form a Compact 
niass — a single block of human.!, beings" There lies 
before you r sea of shaven hoatls, all of the sama 
form and colour, as if it was the head of a single man 
rope ;» ted a thousand times in a inultifdying mirror. 
Now (‘aim, now agitated by- an impcrcoptilde move- 
ment, the surface of this sea presents the appearance of 
a brown cloth, dotted with dat noses, and eyes that 
wink with doaporatc excitement. Suddenly thewaves. 
lulled for a time, become agitated by some unknown 
cause, dash forwards, then backwards, with irresistible 
force, aufl a deafening sound -41 confused murmur of 
voices laugliing, sliouting, crying, and menacing. Tim 
Ivouvy ptaki-s which support the Htago «i^’o scarcely 
fit^g enough to resist ll»e repeated shocKs of these 
romng masscia. In vain tliosc tvho are nearest eiulea- 
vour, by catching at the stakes, t(i make buttresses of 
themselves, to stay the impetuous flood — their arms 
at lorglh drop, and they are speedily carried away 
under the seallblding <)own to the river. 

If e\orything in this strange theatre appeared to us 
curious and new, our proseni’o produced assuredly the 
same etle^'f on tlio assembly; for besides the invosti- 
gatiun.s of whiidi \ve'‘ACTO continjudly the suhjci't, every 
l)ui>t of .‘Ji'phnise, oa the play went- on, w.is acooni- 
pnnied by the pretty Cfliinese girls, the heatirted 
smokers, and even the urifortiuiatO wretches forming 
the troubled sea of bald beads, all turning their eyes 
upon us and seemingly endeavouring to discover the 
d'»c;rec of inteiost v. o took in Iho spcclacle. 

After the mountebank had' finished Ins tricks, the 
actors, wdiese dressing-rooni is li tent at the hack of 
tile stafre, appeared, much to tf>c sati.sfactiou of the 
public. Hanged on each side of a high table, they w.-iit 
until th<* manager has explTined to the audience the 
nature of the pieee they iit'e about to witness. As soon 
as this formality — very rigorously observed^ in China 
--is comph'tod, three or four personages, covered wil^h 
niagniriceiil robes, wdiosc cost i-S said to' he enormous, 
<‘OnK“ forth majestically upoti the stqgo. One of thc-se 
individuals, in order to mark,- Ida ^uiiremo dignity, 
vM^nrs in his hat, in the inki^ner of Iihrhs. lUe two long 
and beautiful feathers of the tailofa Rarbary ph<»asant. 
He scats himself at n table, while the grandees of 
his court, the ministers of state, the literati, and tlie 
p(»pulace at large, remain respeotfuUy standing in two 
rows before him. I was sprpri^ad to find in tliesc 
costiniU'S the exact rcproduc^tiuii of those I had been 
acciifrtomod to see in Cliinese design.s— the yieh dresses 
studded witli gold and silver, the iieavy wings attached 
to the Jiciul-dress, the flags issuing from ftU. pkrts of 
the person, and, above all, the grotesque painting, 
the lima of black, white, rerl, ahd^y<jll0W| wrhioh 
render the human face a diabolical mask, I was 
informed that this M as a representation of tlie earliest 
Cliinese courts; that the costumes were scrupulously 
correct ; and that tl^e fashion of the period wras for the 
nobles, according to their several ranks, to besmear 
their faces so as to render them unrecognisable. 


The emperor or chief *who sat at the table, in the 
course of conversation, ajypeared to accuse one of the 
great persoQiLges of his court of some crime. This 
man, who was dressed in black, and apparently be- 
longed rather to the literary than the warlike class, 
immediately loft Ids place on hearing this accusation, 
and falling on his knees, muttered in a distressing tone 
of voied a long prayer, frequently striking his head 
against, the earth. The judge, however, w'as im- 
movable, and pronounced sentence; and at interv.als 
daring his speech, the guards and assistants uttered in 
chorus a sharp discordant cry, which signifled, n.« I 
#HS informed, nequiesctmce in tlie will of the prince. 
'All at otttee, a w'oman in tears— a man pla)'8 the part — 
rushes on* the she \a the wife of the prisoner, 

and tlfroxHng herself on her knees before the jmlges, 
invploses their mercy.

So terminated oue rf'et of the piece, which ai>penred 
to interest Very much the spectators ; whose apphiiiso 
quite stifled the ‘ sound of the tam-tams, gongs, and 
other disconlaiit instruments— -instruments, however, 
far less discordant and piercing than Ihe voiee.s of the 
actors. Indeed, the efforts of these nnha])py heiiiLrs 
were distressing to witness ; their eyes seemed starting 
out of their heads, and the veins of llieir necks were 
swollen to such a degree as to iiuluce sfiious fears f >r 
their s-afety. Fatigued at lengtVi with the tumult, 
new and interesting as the scene w.as, I found that I 
Ipid been quite long cnougli at the play ; and as night 
VVU3 comin^^ on, wc aoon after wards ielired uu board 
our ship.

the niildvSt of all; then came.' thosrtf^eco, an iustru- 
roont of twisted parchment, which was ti degree more 
revere than the first named ; after tliat there was the 
JhijrMt. and the terrible Jhrr/elhtw, the sevcre.st of all, 
which was composed of plaited thongs of ox-lcatUcr* 
There were other instruments of punishment still more 
terrible than even tbe.se, euoli as balh of metal stuck 
full of small sharp point.s, and fastened tc the end of 
lojig whips. So prevalent did the practice of whipping 
slaves become, that in course of time these unfortunates 
came to be named after the particular kind of flagel- 
lation they were made to undergo ; in fact, the scourge 
was looked upon by the Romans as characteristic of 
dominion. The master or mistress of a Roman house-

flagellation. When a lady had Iweu slighted by her 
lover, slie brought all her wit to bear upon ids punish- 
ment, and frequently coulrivcd to have it inflicted by 
the fathers at the aepiinary of St Lazare. An artful 
scheme was contrived to get the unfortunate individual, 
under some pretence or other, to call at tho place, and 
the reverend dtsfipUnarians, having been previously 
advised and, paid, toologood care to make tho faithless 
gallant yield arnpto satisfaction to tlie injured fair one. 
Tile system of St Lazare ultimately led to such abuses 
as to attract tlio attention of the government of tho 
period, who caused the seminary to- be abblishcd. 

,We have not sutficient space to relate all the 
anecdotoa of flagellation which havo been lianded down 
to us from the remote monastic ages, but tho following 
is one wliiiih dcaervos to be recorded: A ccrtftiu jovldl 
friar, who Inwl a keen eye to the good things of this 
world, found the moans of procuring a number of fine 
dishes and a quantity of rare wine Avbiuh his vows 
expressly forbade his class to partake of. He invited 
a select number olMiis brethren to share in the feast; 
and as it would have been attended with certain 
detection, if it had been laid out in any of their cells, 
they selected one of the largo brewing-tuns of the 
monastery as a dining-room. As the feasting w^as held 
on several surccssive days, tlie abbot began to wonder 
at so many of the monks mysteriously disa()pcaring at 
a certnin Ijour. Doing unable to And them either in 
llii'ir cells or in tiie chapel, he went himself on a 
voya-je of discovery, and descending to tho vaults, the 
savoury pt?rfunie of the dishes at once betrayed the 
secret dining of the jolly friars. The abbot slily lot/k 
bis measures, and at mioo made his entrance into the 
hiddiui apartment. As may be supposed, the brefcliren 
were prodigiously alarmed; but the abbot soon set 
them all at their ease, expostulated with them for 
making the feast a secret, bogged leave to join their 
revelry, partook of tho wine and tiio well-soasoned 
dishes, and spent the greater part of the afternoon in 
a most agnvablo and convivial manner.

; execution took -p*ace, may be^also refeired to. 'nds 
: WHS a common practice some centuHes ago, and its 
object Avas to keep tho sufibrew in mind of what had 
occurred. Tho still moco recent plan of Hogging the

We may bid farewell to tlie ancient part 
of our subject by referring to the case of Clopinel, a 
court poet, who Avroto a m^iciout libel on some of tlie 
ladies of the court. Thesd beauteous maids deter- 
mined to bo revenged on tho poet, and at a consulta- 
tion which was Itcld, it was unanimously determined 
that ho should be flageUated. At a.c^venleat tintc^ 
be was seized and prepared for the:utod, wldch':^ 
fair ones had determined to administer Ih person* Ha. 
Avas savefi, however, from the iiiflictiou hy his presence 
of mind; ' pi tonusly addressing tho angry yet beaute- 
0113 group around him, he hutaWy entreat^ that the 
lirst blow might be struck by the honourable dams^ 
who felt liorseif the most t^grievod ; and it is neodiass 
to add that not a lash was inflicted.’ 

A recent correspondonce in the Times ne weeper 
gives us tho inforhiatiou that birch is not yet extinct 
in Great Britain, and that, having been banished from 
court, and almost faUen into disuse in our criminal 
code, it has found refuge in our groat public schools, 
making Eton its head-quarters. We need not travel 
so far as Itussia to laugh at flagellation in the nine- 
teenth century, since wc can have it at home. As 
the modern cm so has been made public through the 
columns of the Loudon daily press, we need Iiav6 no 
delicacy in alludiug to it here. A gmtlcman, who

ment very improper, and AATote to his boy instructiona 
not again to submit to such a punishment. con- 
sider such a humiliation as disgraceful both to tho 
party receiving and inflicting it ; tliereforo be on '^om 
guard hov.'- you expose yourself to so degradJ^^ 
exhibition as th?it of your person on the w hip^j||^^‘ 
block. It is fltting for the felon, but docs not bec^tflo 
a gentleman. Tberefoi i*, once more bo on your guard, 
and simuld your ii»vo of fun or insubordination place 
you aguiti in such a position, 1 desire that you will 
leave Eton, ami not permit any onb so to insult you 
and common decency as long os you can defend youis 
self. J am aware that Eton customs do not attach^ 
such disgrace to flogging os els4% where, and it ia one"^ 
of the i^reat'ost objectioas to this practice that te 
actually deprives itself of its eflbct by Ua frequent 
n*petitlon. ITp to a certain age, flogging may be 
tolerated ? but when the child approaches the period 
of rn.inhood, such a luodo of puntshment is .revolting 
to every mind which is capable of being actuated by ‘ 
manly aud correct feelings. I wish you to shew this 
letter to your tutor, in onlcr that ho may be mado 
acquainteil with my views on this point, and, if ho should 
think proper, communicate ' them to Dr Gbodford;* 
Accordingly, about three months ago, the young gentle- 
man having been found ' smelling of smoke,! and not 
choosing to tell ah untrutli, he did ndt deny tbair be, 
hod lieen smoking, and for this ho was again, sentenced 
to receive the rod, but in obedieiioc to lus fklher’a. inr 
structions, he left Eton.

I ijAvlD eiicoiintored dangers—not a few— but th^ 
were the ordinary perils of flood and field, and I 
understood them.

The hunters and trappers had indeed invtstod tlie 
white stood with this character; their stories recurred 
to^trty memory at the moment. 1 had used to smile 
at , the simple credulity of the imrralors. 1 was now

Or was I dreaming ? . Was it not all a dn am ? The 
j search for the white steed— the surround— the chase— 
the long, long gallop ?

’ My -reflections on this head ended $n the determin- 
ation to follow the trail as far as it led » of course to | 
the point Where the steed must luivo mounted into the 
air, or evaporated— the scene of his apotheosis. 

With this resolve, I gathered tpy reins, and ro»le 
forward upon the trail, keeping eyes fixed upon the 
hoof-prints. The line was direct, aqd 1 had ridden ' 
nearly two hundred 3 'ard 8 , when my horse caoie to a 
Sudden stop. X looked out forward to. discover the 
cans© of his halting ; with that glanpe, vanislied my 
new-born superstitions. 

At the distimce of some thirty paces, a dark line 
w'as seen upon the prairie, running transversely to 
the course 1 was following. It appeared to be a 
narrow crack in the plain; but on spurring nearer, 
it provtHl to be a fissure of considerable width^. 
ono of tiiosc formations known throughout Spanish 
America as lanancas. The earth yaAvned, as though 
rent an earthquake; but water had OAddcntly 
something to do Avith its formation. It was of 
nearly equal width at top and bottom, and its bed Avas 
covered Avith a d6bris of rocks rounded by attrition. 
Its sides were perfectly vertical, and the stratification, 
even to the surface- turf, exactly corresponded— thus 
rendering it invisible at the distance oC but a few paces 
from its brink.

Ono thing was evidertt ; it would bo useless for mo to 
make the attempt before, morning. There was not half 
an hour of sun loft, aiid at night the trail could not bo 


follo^’ired/ I had nd altefnatlr^ btiit to remain whete 
was until another diiy hroho. 

But how remam?' I was hungry; still worse, I 
was choking with thirst. Kot a drop of water was 
near; I had seen none for twenty miles. Tim long,' 
hot ride had made mo thirst to an unusued degree, and 
my poor horse was in a similar condition. The know- 
ledge that no wafer was near, added, as it always docs, 
to the agony, and rendered the physical want more 
dilHcuU to bo endured. 

* I scanned the bottom of the barranca, and tracked it 
with roy eyeis far as I could see: it was waterless as 
the plain itself. The rocks rested 'upon dry sand and 
gravel ; not a drop of the wished-for element appeared 
within its bed, although it was ovident tliat at some 
time a torrent must have swept along its cliannel. 

After soino reflection, it occurred to mo that by 
following the barranca downward, I might find water ; 
at least, this was the moat likely direction in Avhicli to 
search for it. J rode forward, therefore, directing my 
horse along the edge of the chasm. The fissure deep- 
ened as I advanci'd, until, at the distance of a mile 
from \vhere I first struck it, the gulf yawned full fifty 
feet into the plain, tlic sides still preserving their 
vertical steepness! 

The sun Jiad now gone down ; the twiliglit promised 
to be a short one. I dared not traverse that plain in 
the darkness ; 1 miglit ride over the precipitous edge 
of the barranca. Besides, it was not the only one: I 
saw there were others— smaller ones— tlie beds of 
tributary alfeitnis in times of rain. Tlicdc branched 
off diagonally or at right angles, and Avere more or less 
deep iiiid steep.

I AViis still riding slowly onward, mechanicaHy con- 
ducting my horse, Avhen n bright object fell under niy 
Gy09, causing me to start in my saddle with an exclam- 
ation of joy. It was the gleam of water. I saw it in 
a V esterly direction, the direction in Avhich I Avas going. 
It Avas a small lake, or— in the phraseology of the 
country — a pond. It Avas not in tlie bottom of the 
ravine, Avliere I had hitherto been looking for water, 
but up on the high prairie. Tliero Avas no timber 
around it, no sedge; its shores Avere without vegetation 
of any kind, and^ls surface apiieared to correspond 
with the level of the plain itself. 

I rode forward with joyful anticipations, yet not 
without some anxiety. Was it a miraf/e? It might 
be — often had I been deceived by such appearances. 
But no: it had not the filmy, gau/e-like halo that 
hangs over the mirage. Its outlines w’ore sharply 
defined by the prairie turf, and the last lingering rays 
of the sun glistened upon its surface. It was Avater! 

Fully assured of this, 1 rode forAvarcl at a more rapid 
rate. 

I had got within about two hundred paees of the 
spot, keeping my eyes fixed upon the glistening water, 
when all at once my horso started, and drew back! 

TJie twilight 
had nearly passed, but in the obscurity I could still 
distinguish the surface of the prairie. . j'he barranca

There was no liope^ of crossing in the darkness^ ' 
The barranca was here deeper than at.^ny point 
so deep that I cOuld but indistinctly see the rocky^' 
boulders at its bottom. Perhaps with the daylight 
I might bo able to find a crossing-place ; but fbom tiiajt 
dottbtlbl hypothesis I derived little cousolafilon. 

It had now grown qiiito dark, and 1 had fid' cIioxgo 
but to pass the night where I was, though' I anticipated 
a night of torture. 

I dropped to the ground, and having led my horse a 
few rods into the prairie, so as to keep him clear of 
the precipice, I relieved him of his saddio and bridle^; 
and left him to, browse to the AiU length of tlie Ua:o. 
For myself, I had but few prf*paratiOUS to make: tiiere 
Avas no supper to be cooked, Imt oatibg >va» a matter 
of secondary importance dn that occasion. I should 
iiave preferred a cup of water tp a roast tiirkey.- 

I had but few implements to dispose of in ,xny 
temporary camp. My rifle and hunting-knife, AVitU 
horn and pouch, and the double-headed gourd, which 
served ns Avatcr-cantcen, and wiiicli, alas ! Imd beeu 
; emptied at an e.arly hour of the day. Fortunately, my 
Mexican blanket wa-* buckled oa the croupc. This 
I unstrapped, and having enveloped myself in its 
ample folds, and placed my head in the hollow of my 
saddle, I composed myself as well as I could, in the 
hope of falling asleep. 

For a long time this luxury was denieil me. Tlio 
torture of thirst Avitl rob one of sleep aa eirootually as 
the stinging pain of tootbackc. I turned and turned 
again, glaring at tho moon ; she was visible only at 
intervals, as black clouds Avero coursing across tUo 
canopy ; but when she sliono out, her light caused the 
little Juke to glisten like a sheet of silver. Ob I how 
tliat bright water mocked me witli its w'avy ripple ! I | 
could comprehend the suflerings of Tantalus. I thought ! 
at tho time that tlio gods could not bavo devised a

After Bonic time, the pain of thirst Avas less iiiteni|Gly 
telt. Perhaps tho cold damp air of niglit 
effl-et of rclKjviiig it ; but it is more likely that fatijKl^' 
anil long ciulurance Jiad rendered the eenso less ac&c. 
Whatever may havf been Iho causo, I suflbred less, 
and felt myself yielding tb sleep. There Avas no sound . 
to keep mo awake: perfect stillness reigned around; 
even the usual howling bark of the prairie-wolf dla, 
not reach my ear. The place seemed too lonely for 
this almost ubiquitous night-prowler. The only sign 
of life that told me I was not alone was the occasional

But those Avero soothing sounds, as they 
admoni^ted me that my faithful companicni Avas enjoy-, 
ing himself after his hard gallop, and strengtliened my 
desire for repose. 

I slept, but not lightly. No ; my sleep was heavy 
and full of troubled dreams.

I thought he was luring me to the brink of some fell 
precipice, and I had no longer the power to stay my 
horse. Ha ! ITie demon and his phantom horse have 
gone over the cliff! They Have carried her along with 
them ! I must ^How— I cannot remain behind. 1 am 
on tlie brink. My" steed springs over the chasm. lam 
falling— falUng— falling ! 

1 reach the rocks at length. I am not killed: how 
strange I am not crushed I But no ; I still live. Yet 
1 suffer. Thirst chokes and tortures me : my heart 
1 and brain are acblng, and my tongue is on fire. Tlie 
sound of water is in my cars: a torrent rushes by, 
near me. If I could only reach it, I niicht drink and 
live : but I cannot move ; 1 am cliainod to the rocks. 
1 grasp one after another, and endeavour to drag 
myself along ; I partially succeed ; but oh, what 
efforts I make. Tlie labour exhausts my strength. I 
renew my exertions. I am gaining ground : rock after 
rock is pa'^sod. X have neared the ruHhmg water; X 
feel its cold spray sprinkling me, I am saved I 

After such fashion ran my dream. It was the 
shadow of a reality, somewhat dmorganised ; but the 
most pleasant reality w*r 8 that whicli a\u>ko me. I 
found myself in the pro 6 e 8 s of being epiinkled, not by 
the spray of a torrent, lait by a plashing jbJiow or from 
the clouds I TTiider otlior circurostances, this might 
bekn less welcome^ but now I hailed it with a 
shout of joy. The thunder was rolling almost eon- 
tinuouoly; lightning blaxod at shoit intervals; and X 
could hear the roar of a torrent pa^s^ing down the 
barranca. 

Tp aasonge thirst was my first thought ; and for 
Wii purpose, 1 stretched out my concave palms, and 
lueld my mouth wide open, thus drinking from the 
very fbuntains of the sky* Though the drops full 
thick and heavy, the process was too slow, ard .1 
better plan soggeeted itself. 1 knew that my 
was water^proOT!

X slept sweetly and soundly. I had no dreams, or 
only Buih as acre light, and torgotten witli tlie return 
of conscioasnsss.

Hunger was the father of my ffjret thought. I liad 
eaten nothing uincie an early hour of the preceding 
day, and tlien only the light (k9ai/una of sweet^cako i 
and chocolate. To one not accustomed to long fast- 
ing, a single day without food will give some idea of 
the pain of hunger ; that pain will increase upon a 
second day, and by the third will have reached its 
maximum. Upon the fourth and ABli, tlie body 

grows and tliQ brain becomes deranged; ilie 

nerve, however, is less acute, and though the suffer- 
ing is still intense, hunger is never harder to endure 
thau upon ttio second or third da^ s. Of*conT 80 , these 
remarks apply only to those not habituated to long 
fasts. X have known men who could endure hunger 
for six days, and feel less pain than others Under a 
fast of twenty-four hours. Indians or prairie-huntera 
were tliose men, and fortunately for them that they 
are endowed with sucli powers of endurance, often 
driven as they are into circumstances of the mo8t 
dire necessity. Truly, ‘ God tempero tho wind to tho 
shorn lamb ! ’ 

As 1 have said, my first tboaght was of somelhing 
to e«tt. I rose to my feet, and with my oye swept tho 
prairie in every direction : no object, living or dead, 
greeted my sight ; beast or bird there was none ; my 
horse alone met my glance, quietly browsing on his 
trail-ropc. 1 could not help envying him, as I scanned 
his wull-flUed sides. I thought of the bounty of tho 
Creator in thus providing for bis leas intclligriit 
creu tares— giving them the poi\erto live where man 
would sttirve. Who does not in this recogniso tho 
hand of a Prov^idence ? 

1 walked forward to the edge of tho barranca, and 
looked over. It was a grnn nbys®, over a huiKlr..d feufc 
in depth, ami about ilie lauie in width. It-* ‘^idt s wero 
less pre( ipi tons at this point. Tho c^c.irpnitnt rocks 
had fallen in, and formed a sort of shch mg bank, by 
whicli a man on foot might descended into Its 
bed, and climbed out on the opposite side ; hut it was 
.not jKissabl© for a horse. It»» clirfs wore furrowed .snd 
uneven; rocks jutted out and hung over; and in the 
i scams grew cactus pUiuts, bramble, nud small trees of 
dwarf t edar {Jvmpe* tis pi oHrata), 

1 looked into 'ts channel. 1 had heard the torrent 
rolling down in the night. 1 saw traces of the water 
among tic rocks. A large body must have passed, 
and ytt not a cupful could now have been lifted from 
itb b^d! What remained was fast fillenog into the 
sand, or rising back to the heavens upon the liciited 
atmosphere. 

I liad brought with me my rifle, in hopes of espying 
some living creature ; but, alter walkin ^ lor a con- 
siderable distance along the edge^ I abt idoned the 
search. No trace of biid or quadruped could be found, 
and I turned and went back to the place where I had 
slept. 

To draw the picket-pin of my horse and saddle him, 
w as the work of a few minutes ; this done, 1 liegitn 
to bethink me of whpre I was going. Back to the 
raneberio, of course I That was the natural reply 
to such a question; but there was another far K^us 
cosily answered : How was I to find the way ? My 
dcMgu of the previous night— to follow back my own 
trail— was no longer practicable. The min had rj/aced

You might orrivo ^ somewhere,’ and 
that somowWo' might l»e the voi-ypomt fVowi which 
you had started 1 I>o yon fancy you can ride ten miles 
in a direct Uao oxer a prairie, without a single object 
tb guide you? Be undeceived, then; you cannot 1 
The best mountcii men have perished under such 
circumstances. It may take days to escape out of 
a fifty-mile prairie, and days bring death. Hunger 
and thirst soon gain strength and agony — the sooner 
that you know you luive not tlie wherewith lo satisfy 
the one, nor qiiqnch the other. Besides, there is in j^our 
rety loneliness a feeling of bewildeniKJnt, painful to 
afl extreme* degree, and from which only the oldest 
prairic-men are free. Your senses lose half their 
power, yo\u* energy is dinnnished, and your resolves 
become weak and vacillating. You feel doubtful at each 
step as to whether you be following the right palli, 
and are ready at every moment to turn into another, j 
Believe me, it is a fcarM thing to be alone and lost | 
upon the prairies ! 

I felt this keenly enough. I had been on the great . 
plains before, but it was the first time I had the 
misfortune to wander astray on them, and 1 was the 
more terrified that I already liungered to no common 
degree. There was something singular, too, in the 
circumstances that had brought me into my present 
situation. The disappearance of the white steed, 
altljougli accounted for by perfectly natural causes, 
liad left upon rny mind a vStrange impression. That he 
should have lured me so far, and then eluded me in 
such a way ! X could not help fancying design in it ; 
and fancying ho, 1 could attribute such design only to 
a higher intelligence — in fact, to some supernatural 
cause ! I was again on the edge of superstition. My 
mijiiil licgan lo give way and yield itself to hideous 
fancies. 

1 struggled against such tlioughts, and succeeded in 
rousing myself to reflect upon some active measures 
for my safety. T saw that il was of no use to remain 
where 1 was. T know that I could make a straight 
path for a couple of hoore at least— the sun was in the 
sky, and that would guide mo— until near the meridian 
hours. Then I should have to halt, and wait a vrhile ; 
for in that Kouthetn latitude, and just at that time of 
the year, the sun at noon is so near the /.enith that a 
practised astronomer could not tell north from south. 
1 rellectcd that before noon I might reach the timber, 
though that would not insure jny safety. Kveii the 
naked plain is not more hewildcring than the openings 
of tho mezquite groves and the chapparal that border 
it. Among these you mjiy travel for days without 
getting twenty miles from your starting-point, and 
they arc often as destitute of the means of life as the 
desert itself! 

Such w ere my reflections as I had saddled and bridled 
xny horse, and stood scanning tho plain in order to 
make up my mind as to the direction I should take. 

CHAPTER XXZ 
A puaiBxs aspaaT. 

In gazing out, tny eye was attracted by aome objects. 
Tl^ey were animals, but of what species I cotm not 
tell. There ore times Upon tl^ prairies when form and 
size present the most illusory aspects: a wolf seems 
as large as a horse; and a raven, sitting upon a swell 
of the plain, has been mistaken for a buflkib. A 
peculiar state of the atmospHete is the magnifying 
i cause, and it is only the experienced eye Of the trapper 


that can reduce the magnified . proportions and dis- 
torted form to tlieir proper size and shape. 

The objects ! had noticed were full three imwa off; 
they were in tlio direction of the lake, and of course 
oa. the other side of the. barranca. There were 

severoi forms — five 1 counted— moving , puaufcom-hko 

against the rim of the horizon. Something drew my 
attention from them for a short whil^a period of 
perhaps threo or four minutes* duration. When I

by tbo edge of the pood, at lcs» thin* five bmidreij 
yards’ distance, five beautiful creatures Were standing, 
which I knew to he antelopes. They were so close to 
the pond, tlmt their graceful forms were shadowed in 
the water, and tlieir erect attitudes told Jhat they had 
just halted .after a run. Their number corresponded 
with the objects I had seen but the tnbinent before far 
out ujion the prairie. I was convlnc^ they were tho 
same. The distaneo was nothing : these creatures 
travel with the speed of a sw'aliow. 

The sight of the prong-horns stimulated my hunger. 

My first thought was how to get near them. Curiosity 
had brought them to the pond; they bad espied *»y 
horse and myself afar off, and had galloped up to , > ; 
reconnoitre us. But they still appeared shy ainl timid, 
and were evidently not inclined to approach nearer, 

Tho barranca lay between them and me, but I saw 
that if 1 could entice them to its brink, they would bo 
within range of my rifle. 

Once more staking down my horse, X tried every 
plan I could think of. I laid myself along the grass ^ 
upon my back, and kicked my heels in the air, but 
to no purpose ; the game would not move from tho 
water’s edge. 

Remembering that my sernpd was of very brilliant 
colours, I bethought me of another plan which, when 
adroitly practised, rarely fails of success. Taking tho 
blanket, I laslied one edge to the ramrod of my rifle, 
having first passwl the latter througli tlio upper swivel 
of the piece. VVitli the thumb of my loft hand 1 was 
thus enabled to hold the mmmer steady and fransverso 
to the barrel. I now dropi>ed upon my knees, holding

• It was not long before I had tlte gratiflicatSon of 
perceiving that my decoy was likely to prove attractive. 
The prong-iioracd antelope, like most animals of its 
kind, has one strongly developed propcqisity— that of 
curiofcUy, Although to a known enemy it is the most 
timid of creatures, yet iu the prtiscnce.of an object 
tlmt is new to it, it appears to throw aside its timidity* 
or rather its curiosity overcomes its sense of foar ; and, 
impelled by Urn foimer, it will ajiproaCh very, near to 
any strange form, and regard it with an air ,of ,bewil- 
dcj-ment. The prairio-wolf— a creature that siirpassea 
oven the fox in cunning— well knows this widens 
tlie antelope, and often takes odyautaige. of it.\ Thft 
wolf la less fleet than tho antelope, a;id bis pursuit 
of it in a direct manuer would bo vain ; but with the 
astute creature, stratagem makes up fot the absence 
of speed. Should a ‘ band’ of antok^ (drnnee to bo 
pasring, the prairie-wolf lays blmsolf flat upon tlm. 
grass, clews his body into a rcMmd ball, and thus rolls 
liimself hver the ground, cor through a series of 
contortions, all the white approaching. nearer to his 
victims, until he has them withia springing distance I 
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Usually he is assistca in these rooncruvres by sevcml 
coiripaiiioii.'S for the prairie-wolf is social, and htaits in 
packs. 

Tiic sQiuire of bright cplOfUrs soon producai its 
o/foct. TJio ^vc prong-liorns ctwno trotting Srround 
the of tlic lake, baited, gazed upon it a moiaient, 
and then daslicd off ag«an to a greater distance, ^oon, 

I Jiowever, they turned and came running back, this 
I tiuio apparently with greater confidence, ana a stronger 
I fooling of curiosity. I could hear them uttering their 
I quirrk ‘snorts* OS they tossed up their tiny heads and 
j snufled the air. Fortunately, the wind was in niy 
I favour, blowing diroctly from the gaine, and towards 
! njg; otherwise, they would have ‘ivindod* mo, and 
dScovered the cheat, for they both know and fear tlic 
scent of the human hunter. 

The band <jonsisterl of a young buck and four 
femaW— Ills wives ; tlie nucleus, no doubt, of a much 
larger establishment in. prospect— for the antcl(»pe is 
polygamous, and some of the older males havo an 
ox tensive following, i knew the buck by Ids greater 
size and forking horns, which the does want, lie 
a])pcarcd to direct the actions of the others, as they 
all stood in a Lino behind him, following and imitating 
bis motions. 

At the second approach, they came within a 
hundred jmids of me. My rifle was ecpial to this 
range, and 1 prepareil to lire. The loader was nearest 
me, and him I selected as the victim. Taking sight, 
I pulled trigger. As sotni as the smoko cleared off, 

« I liad> the satisfaction of seeing the buck down upon 
the prairie, in the act of giving his last kick. To my 
surjirisc, none of the olLiors had been frightened off 
by the report, but .slo<xl gazing at their fallen leader, 
apparently bewildered. 

I bethought me <^f reloading ; hut I had iiicaiiliousl)' 
Ti.s<‘u to my feet, and so vevejiled my form to the eyes 
(jf the ariteloi>e8. This produced an efll'ct whieli ncitiw'r 
the erack of the rifle nor the tall of their comrade had 
done ; and the now t(jrriflcd animals wheeled about and 
sped away lileo, the wind, hi less than two minutes, 
they were beyond the reach of vision. 

The next question that arose was how I was to get 
across the barranca. The templing morsel lay upon 
the other side, .and I tbendbro set about Cixaitiining 
the chasm in onlcrto find a practicable cro.ssing. This 
I fortunately discovered. On both sides, the cliff w.as 
somewhat broken doAvn, and might be‘ scaled, though 
not without considerable difficulty.

LETTERS OF JAMES BOSWELL^ 

The ripened fame and acceptance of that extraordinary 
hfiok, Boswells Life of Johnsoti^ gives an interest to tho 
personality of the aiithor, which no one seems to have 
lelt when he was alive. A series of characteristic 

letters by him, illtistrated by blojn'apliie paiticulars^ i$. 

therefore pretty sure of attracting public attention. At. 
first, wo suspected it to be a volume of forgeries ; bai^ 
on inspection, we find tho genuineness of the letters 
to be Ixtyond doubt. They w'cre addressed, throughout 
tho course of thirty-seven years, to a bosom-friend 
of the writer, a certain Kev. Mr Temple, living in 
an obstmre Cornish rectory. A most singular revela- 
tion of personal ch,aracter they form— the outpouring 
of the feelings of a man not without talents, acquire- 
ments, and good aspirations, but altogether deficient 
in prudence, dignity, and suitableness for the worlds 
ordinary affairs— one who was not much worse in 
essential respects than most of his neighbours, but 
Avho put himself at tho foct of them all by his silly 
forwardness, love of notoriety, and the constant solf- 
composurc of a babbling tongue. For llm first half of the 
liook, we altogether doubted the use of its publicatioo, 
beyond the gralifioation of those curious m literary 
history; while of tho juslifiablencss ofinakin};- such an 
expose of the personal vices, weakiiossc?, and domestic i 
circumstances of one w'ho dienl only sixty years since, 
and who has left numerous descendants, there seemed 
to us to be — something more tlian doubts. But on 
reaching the end, our conception of the book undervvent 
a change. We their found the life of tho man shewing 
so impressively the futility of all hopes of luippinoss 
based on the mere gratification of vanity and sensual 
appetites, we found the ultra-gaiety of tho clever cox- 
combical youth ending in such catpressions of pain and 
sorrow, the natural fruits of a long course of dissipa- 
tion, that wc believed the book might prove to have 
been well worth publishing. 

Boswell occupiCMl a position in society of which 
Englishmen, knowing him only by liis books, have 
in general an inadequate conception. He was, by 
birth and connections, emphatically a ijenfrman. 'I'lio 
eldest sou and heir of a landed man occui>ying iiie 
dignified position of a judge, and himself a incmhcr 
of the Scotch bar, he had the fairest prospects in life 
— might have looked to a great marriage, to entering 
parliament, to high state employment. \Ve find that, 
even in his own time, tho family estates were L.lfiOO 
a year. In tho ensuing generation, they probably 
of considerably more than twice' that value, and it 
seemed but in the fair course of things that a British 
baronetcy was then conferred on the family. All 
these advantages Boswell in a great measure forfeited 
by the literary and social tastes which led him to be 
the companion of London witS) and enabled him to 
pen the immortal book which bears his ngme. I^erlnips 
it were impossible for any Englishman to imagine the 
eccentricity of Boswell as viewed in reference to the 
Ayrshire genb;i( and Ediohnrgh noWesse de robe amongst 
whom he spning into existence, or thosb Oalvinistic' 
doctrines land Sober maxii|w of life which ought in the.

Ho need scarcely be dosoribed, for , 
everj' one must know biro, as he is probably a deni/cn i 
of almost every pool m the kingdom, lie Is active, and ‘ 
chases about the smaller animals In a relentless manner; 
and he may boast, also, of being niy largest crustacean, 
fur the olhors are much smaller, scar^^ly exceeding a 
pm’s-head in size.

This lies for some 
time upon the back of tlie animal like a saddle^ and 
has Iiencc boon called the ephippium ; it contains two 
I ogers. Tliese ate able to resist Inc cold of winter* which 
I is fatal to the perfect animal. * Tliis cxihippium doats 
on the surface of the water, and remains with the tviro 
eggs enclosed till next spring, when the young aro 
hatched by the returning warmth of the season.* These 
two kind of eggs shew that tho preservation oven of 
11)0 most insigitidcant of bdugs is .abandanlly provided 
for. There in the pond a far prettier sp(‘eie:» (Cyp^U 
vidutx) than either of the two mentioned. J)rnw a 
plant of callitriehe to J.md, and tliertj will probably bo 
found a specimen of this little crustacean entangled 
in it. It has a «»hell very much like Hut of a bivalve 
mollnsk, of a white colour, with a slight tinge of green, 

^ and on this shell are tljroe black stripes. It not 
onl^ swims .with great a< tivity, but runs actively along 
the Icftves of the water-plants, or along the bottom 
of the pooh Tlic shell differs ftom that of tho wator- 
tiea before described in being open, except in the 
^ middle third of the dorsal surface, where there is a 
true ligamentous liinge and muscles, b3' which the 
animal can open or shut the shell at its pleasure, fn 
appearance, it much resembles a \er> small musclj, but 
of course can be known at once from any Imidve 
shell by its movements and by its four kgs. There is 
more than one species of this elegant little shell in 
My Pond ; but the ono described is the most fri*quent, 
and also tlio most beautiful. Wc shall finish the 
•first fytto’ of our history with it, and commence 
tho next with the spiders. 

The only species of spiders wliich My Pond (ontajn*^ 
.all lelong to ono genus (AiOthnula)] they seem P\e 
I overgrown mites of a roddkh-hrown <’olour {Jl^diachmt 
and about the size of a sw'cet-pea set*d ; hut 
they arc rapacious enough, and mideigo, in tlie early 
stages of their life, fome strainjo metamorphoses. Be ing 
[then parasitic upon the largo ivater-bcelles, they aie 
rather amusing to keep and watch, from the variety and 
agihty of their movements. Their respiration is, like 
that of insects, by air-tubes, which ramify in the body.

Next to these come tho ineocts, and of tliesc, firstly, 
tho beetles; and here it is not pobsiblo to cnunipralc 
one-guarter of the examples ol this tiihe lound m 
My Pond, Size gives the precedence to the D^tisci 
(OtffiACttS largo ovul bccllos, nearly two 

inches in length, of a bronzo-hUok colour, but light- 
brown on the ro versed side. Tluy may bo always rsc<?a 
I swimming among the water-weLds, uiging thcuiselves 
dn by the aid of tlieir powerful bind limbs, wdiich 
they use as oars, 1 kept ono of these for a long time. 
During the day, he romaiued quietly in the water ; but 
at night, ho would make excursions lound the room, 
and seemed to Imve a particular ponchdnt for fiying in 
the faces of those who entered his apartment. He 
was fed upon wasps, and on these he thn>ve well, 

I until ono day a speeimeu not quite dead was put into 
the vase in which he lived, and ho was stung, and died 
in consequence. Cuiious beings aro the larval of these 
' water-beetles j they have six legs at the firont-part 
of a long tishlike body, and the ^d, fiat, square head 
is armed with powerfm jaws, Tlicy swim rapidly along 
by aid of the tail, and are, like the perfect insect^ very 
voracious in their habits. Besides these larger water* 
Iwstles, there ore many of lesser size, some extremely 
like the Dy tisci : these lUfe Oolymbetes ; and there ore 
several species in the pond. *rheto are many other 
geiwra; but space will only allow us to notice the 
Vr hirfigig-beetles ( Cyrinus natatory These are probably 


familiar to all levers of angUug; indeed, tlicy have 
gained a classic fame through thq mention made of . 
them by old Imk Wultou. On the surface of the 
pond they are to be always seen* dressed in ahining 
blue-tdack coats. They keep up a constant quadrille, . 
making their ball-room out of some quiet little bay 
in tlie. pool : there la ono spot especially, fringed by 
lushes, and with a large pond* weed shutting it out 
from the external world, that they sCcm particularly 
fond of. It is very pleasant to watch them. They aro 
the idlest lieings in My Pool, the veriest trifiers in 
v'xistence, dancing away all their lives ; and yet other 
beings might more o.isily be spared from toy aquarium 
than these merry whirligigs. 

The dragon-fiics, and the siiecios allied to them, must 
be noticed next to the beetles; and though it must 
be confessed that they do not live in the water during 
tluir adult life, yet they haunt the pool so much that 
it is perfectly just to class them as denizens of it.

ver^^ pretty and delicate little dr.igon-fly. One of tho 
rt'd Species has just \ indicated its title to the name

It has borne him off snlUy to the leif of a w.it(r- 
plantain, to devour at leisure.

This 
ib one of the most lovely of our native simts; not 1 
verj active, houcvir, fluting 1 ither tlwin flying fxom j 
leaf to leaf, and rsrely t<dvn>g long flights. There is 1 
ono larger species ( LMlah tbp/e^sa) also, which must ' 

be aotked, »ho«c Imbiis are the \ery reverse of tins. ^ 

It may alwavs be seen at tho pool on a sunny day in 
summer. The body is of a slaty-blue colour, and 
flattened ; and the wings, though transparent, aie sliadcd 
with dtirk-brown at the base. This is a perfect tyrant, 
d.a^ting round tlio pool with the speed of lightning, 
and having the swiftcbt flight of any of tho dragon-flies, 
lie lords it over the whole pool, only b rtlifig ju‘it 
lor a moincnl on pome decayed twig or broken bOugh 
at the w'ater*b c*dgc, and then, probably, beehutse he 
has made a capture of some uniortunato vlotitn. He 
makes ids prey not only on gnats and IbssOr flies, 
but on caddib-fiics of laige size, or even on a wan* 
deling butterfly. Ollier dragon-flies come as occasional 
guests; but these are true inhabitants, and may alwa>B 
be mot with. The interest is not confined to tho 
perfect for llicy can easily he caught in tlieir pre- 
vious stages of life, winch gives them mote than ever 
a rigid to claim the citizenship of My Fond, for this 
early life is passed beneath its w'Qtera. Tlie larva is 
a busy, active, and rapacious creature, propelling him- 
self forward by sucking water in at tlie tail, and then 
forcing it outviolently : this answers the double purpose 
of supplying his system with Hie oxygen fVont the air 
dissolved in the w'ater, and of forcing him onwards.

We wiH now turn to the more peaceful ephcmcfra 
or day-flics. Poor creatures I their perfect life is 
but a brief one. There are in tho pool more than one 
species, but the commonest is a largo fellow {E^>he»nera 
i}ufyatii)f a bashaw of three tails, and with curiously 
mottled wings. He dances up and down for a few 
hours in the summer evening, and tho next morning 
you find him with outstretched wings floating on the 
pool. Has my reader over been to the Rhine in 
summer? — he will then know well what an ephemeron 
is. As soon as evening comes, myriads of a snow- 
white species of these toasser - Jlkyen haunt you 
every wl^ere ; incessant swarms pass by you on tho 
steamers, so that you always seem sailing through 
some long cloud of flies. They come to your Hglits 
in swarms, until literally heaps of them lie dead upon 
your table ; they are in your tea, in your milk ; your 
butter is covered by a delicate layer of thent; they are 
everywhere ; turn where vou will, you are surrounded 
by these umbloms of the frailty of life. Oar cphciyieron 
often dances in merry groups over the water; but 
swarms like these are quite unknown. The larvre of 
those flies are very beautiful ; tho tufts of braucUia;, or 
«I>pendagcs for breathing, which are arranged down 
each side, ato most elegant in form, and in constant 
play. They are best met with in the spring-time. 
Like the dr.igon-lly, the pupa comes out of the water 
to undergo its change; but even when the perfect 
insect appears, it is lor about an hour clothed with 
another tunic, which has to be ciiit ofl' before it is 
quite complete. 

Nearly allied to these, wo have the group of caddis- 
flics. Thfir wings arc four, covered with hairs instead 
of btiiiig gauzo-liko and transparent. Wo shall not fail 
to find some species on the stumps of the willow-lrecs. 
'File commonest of the groux) is a Inrgi^ broivn fono\y 

{ritrilfjwm graildii), with long antennas. We have 

mai\y sj^ecies on tlie iJooh Tlio 1-arvaj are always to 
bo found; they construct fo” tlicmsclves oases, made 
out of fragments of stick Uiul sitnd, open at both ends. 
Tliey walk along the Iwttom of the pond in rather an 
■ awkward ma'rmer, carrying their houses ou their bucks, 
into which tlioy retreat in oaso of danger. Some of the 
cases are constructed with great regularity. There 
are many species inhabiting the pool, but the one 
mentioned is certainly the commonest. 

Iiook! here is one of tlie next tribe {IT^dromctra) 
which must fall under our notice. He glides over 
tho surface of tlio water as quickly in proportion as 
any six-oored gig in a boat^^race ; his body is pointed 
before and belund like a London wherry ; and his two 
middle legs urge him on much as a pair of cars would 
do. There are more than one species in tho pond. 
Their garohois aro very amusing, though, there is a 
degree of awkwardness in tlie movements, of their long 
legs. Bomctiracs they attempt a danee, as the whirli- 
gigs, but they have not tlio same graceful case in their 
movements ; sometimes, but rarely, they are provided 
with win^. ' 

Belonging to tlm same group, but to a different 
section, are the. -water -boatmen (JVbfoucc/a glavcay

If one of the floating, pem-weeds bp 
drawn to the banka, wo ahail not flodl to |lud on it u 
number of curious shields cut out of the - leai^, oral 
in shape, and looking aomewlmt like the cW- df rite 
caddis-fly. These (Hgdi'ocwnpa pot<mo^ta\ wliidh 
thus pass their lives in these little tents, -come put 
in July fls tho pretty moths cormnonly known by tho 
namo of China-marks, from their wings bring tnsdfced 
with a curious and bcautiflil pattern of a brownish- 
yellow colour. There is another species to be found 
u^n the water-lilies (//. nymp/i(c«/a) ; and . another^- 
still commoner, wflich makes a long cyUmlru^ caso 
out of the fronds of the lesser duckweed (//. 

The only remaliang insects which can be iabl te 
be true natives of the pond, are a few two-winged flies ; 
and of these tho gnats are Iho speclos which have the 
most right to tho privileges of citizenship, since, like 
the dragon-flies, their early life is passed in the 
water. There are abundance of kinds which haunt the 
margins: these are only guests; but tho gnats Uvo 
there by far the greatest portion of their lives. It is 
curious to SOD tho female deposit her eggs: she alights 
carefully and ste.odily upon tho viator, and, guiding 
herself by the hind fbet, builds a perfoct iittlo canoo 
of eggs, wdiich floats off upon tiro surface of tho pond ; 
and sometimes a large fleet of these may be seen sail- 
ing along togetlior. From these tho well-lcnown larva 
emerges; this breathes by its tail, and rirerefore is 
often to bo seen head downwards, suspended at the- 
top of the water. The pupa.* have not legs like those/ 
of the dragon-flies, and therefore the change takes 
place in tho pond, the insect emerging from its shell 
as it floats upon tlie surface; this requires great 
caution, and is a period of great danger to tho Insect, 
a passing breeze often consigning many to a watery, 
gi'avc. Myriads, however, stUl exist, and arc, it must 

ho confessed, rather iruuWesome Iriends^, being fro- 

qucntlj^ too kind in attentions. ^ With them, tho 
account of my ioseoc acquiiintauco must be coiv 
clnded, hoping my reader may bo jitoserved from their 
attaxfka, whctlier as gnats or mosquitoes, until wo

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MY NIGHT IN THE HOUSE. 

A MA3I with a wife ami clevon chiklrcn faririing some 
of his own land, with a little house-property to look 
after, besides being guardian of the poor, parish vestry- 
man, and perpetual chairman of the Anti -county-rate 
Movement, has quite enough on Ida hands to keep him 
at home. But my country -or rather my county — 
called me, and wdth the spirit of an aid Homan, 1 
resigned myself to niy duty. 

It happened in tliia wise. The supply of gas to our 
town ha«i bern for many years a diseTaceful monopoly 
in the hamis of the old company, as it was called. 
Tvsst year some piilriotio citizens, of whom, without 

v.anity, I may say I was one, projected a now associa- 
tion lor the purpose of providing Trixbridge with the 
means of illiindnation.

So attached,, inxleod, had he shewn himself to 
me, and fio domestically delighted with the society of 
Mrs Burtonshaw and our family altogether, tlnat I had 
not only voted for him myself, but had contrived to

^hiis it was that, after much solicitation, for the 
good of my country, 1 catae np to London.

GLIMPSES OF AFFAIRS IN AMERICA. 

THE KANSAS-NICBnASK A AFFAIU. , 

It will he recollected that on tlie occasion of consti- 
tuting tho state of ^lissouri, in 1S20, there was a 

1 compromise among parties to the effbet that, in all the 
territory which had been ceded by France north of 
i 36° 30', the state of Missouri excepted, slaixjry should 

1 be for ever i)rohibitcd ; and the act w^hich ’admitted 
the state to the Union bore a elapse of this kind. Hero 
was a law settling the question so far, one would 
think. Events proved that this was not so certain. 
Missouri having edged itself in as a slave state, there 
the affair rested ; and when, in 1830, a slice of fresh 
free territory was added to this slave state, the com- 
promise-clause docs not appear to have been agitated. 

It was reserved for hlr Tierce’s first congress to be 
troubled witli .the resurrection of a measuro wliicli 
the bulk of tho members — and Pierce to boot — hiid 
probably begun to hope was past being brought to life. 
On the 15t!i of December 1853, a hill wlas submitted 
to the senate to organiae the territory of Nebraska ; 
and on this occasion the unhappy compromise rises 
from the dead. Let us look at our maps, and see 
whore lies the region which was to provokn- one of the 
severest contests tliat has ever occurred In or out of 
congress. 

Nebraska w«as the name at first given to a large 
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tract of country, havinjgr on the east Missouri^ IoA7a,.aud 
Minnesota, and stretching from 8G^ 80' or thcreahouia,; 
to 40*^ on the bor^r of Canada.^ Its' limits on the vest 
were Nov Mexico, Utah, Or^oh, and Washington. 
The more eastern portioti of this vast territory, was 
fertilised by the rivers Platte, Kav or Kansas, and 
other tributaries of the Missouri, and its only occu- 
pants were certain tribes of Indians. The licii lands 
on the borders of tlie rivers, and beyond them tlic 
rolling and flowery prairies, were, however, hecomiug 
too attractive to be mucli longer exempted from the 
ever-operating law of Anglo-American raigraiion. 
The federal govenunent had begun to eauee regular 
explorations west of Missouri, about 1838, .but on 
so imperfect a scale, tliat frosh and much more 
extensive investigations were ordered in 1842; the 
commander of the scientific explorers on this occasion 
being Lieutenant John Charles Fremont. The history 
of this journey of discovery to the shores of the Pacific 
is full of romantic incident, and as affording accurate 
accounts of that great western wilderness wliich will 
shortly afford a home for millions of civilised men, is 
deserving of more notice than it has generally obtained 
in Europe. Premont, ‘ the pathfinder,* w^as eminently 
successful in his explorations through the obscure 
passes of the Pocky Mountains. On one of the 
topmost peaks of this lofty range, upwards of 13,000 j 
feet above sea-level, ho gallantly waved in triumph 
the national flag, wlicre, as he says, ‘ never flag waved 
before.* 

The discoveries of Fremont opened the. way for 
settlements, but none, except in an irregular manner, 
could take place till the territory waa organieed and 
surveyed; and these final measures were pushed on 
by Missourians and others personally acquainted with 
j the capabilities of the unapproimated lauds. Among 
j the parlies who urged forward the bill for organising 
the territory, there could hardly fail to bo a conscious- 
ness that, as Nebraska lay directly north of 30^ 30', it 
was exempted from tho contamination of slavery, in 
virtue of tho compromise. Put, then, was this com- 
promise of abiding effect — was it a compromise at all ? | 
All admitted, what was undeniable, that there was a 
at.'itutc which guaranteed that all lands nortli of tlic 
line 3G‘ 30', should be consecrated to froodom. Tliis 
.awkward difficulty was got rid of by declaring that 
the statute was unconstitutional, an iiitorferencc with 
tho rights of squatter sovereignty. As for there Iiaving 
been a compromise, where w’as it seen in any valid 
obligation? It was only a fond tradition, of no biirding 
effect whatsoever. There may have been some mutual 
concessions among parties when the Missouri bill was 
jiassed, more than thirty ycJirs ago ; but what had the 
present gener.atiou to do with the parliamentary strata- 
gems of a past age ? Besides, the corapromiso nieasure.s 
of 1830 affirm and rest upon tho proposition, ‘that all 
questions ijertaining to slavery in the territories, and 
the new states to be formed tlierefrom, are to be left 
to the decision of tlie people residing therein, by their 
appropriate representaiives, to be chosen by them for 
that purpose.** According to this view of the subject, 
the Missouri compromise of 1820 was over-ridden by ! 
Clay’s omnibus measure of 1860, which was eaul to I 
obliterate the line 36’ 30' from the map. Neither 
branch of congress uoanirhously adopted so sweeping 
a doctrine. The progress of the biib whicii spe^ily 
assumed a form for organising two territories, Kansas 
and Nebraska, was opposed at every step. 

Again, expostulation was useless. Tho bill passed 
both branches of the legislature in May 1864, the 
majority, as customary on similar questions, being 
swelled by i^thern Whigs. An act was accordingly 
framed for d^anising Kansas and Nebraska os separate 


territories, with the whole apparatus of Ideal 
raent and 1egi;;iatioa; and. giving to tlie 
the right to introduce dr reject slavery, op the tiiiB.. 
squattcr-sovereiguty principle. Tlie tWo territories 
being now fairly established, that kind Of rush df 
settlers ensues which htis been previously pictured. In 
their choice, Nebraska appears to Ijavp been passed 
over in favour of Kansas, which, lying to the south, on 
the parallel 3G' 30', immediately adjoining Missouri, - 
drew crowds towards it ; and, os is well known, bar 
came tho object of a keen and disorderly com{^titi6& 
between the southern slaveholding party and ' tho 
frce-soilers of tho north, nicro Avas little time to 
spare. In the old Avorld, kingdoms and prihoijpalitles 
have taken centuries to mature. The greater numWlP* 
after a thousand years of social organisation, hkve 
noO yet acquired so much us th$ capacity to ke4f> 
order at a public meeting, lot alone tlm pOAVer ot ^ 
self-government. Even tiie British monarchy, with 
all its appliances, seems to be unablo to ripen ita 
ordinary run of colonies under a period of some years 
— ^indeed, several of the more elderly of these com- , 
munities arc uoav, after long tutelage, only 'beginning, 
to walk alone. Tiie United States contrive to arrive 
at this maturity in a few Aveeks or months. Kansas 
waa organised on the 30th of May 1854, and on. the 
20tli November following, it Avas.to elect a delegate 
to represent it in congress. In the short intermediate 
period, cities, towns, and voting-places were to bo 
established ; though, ns the materials of architecture 
were principally deals and canvas, this feat was 
perhaps no great stretch of genius. 

rrcviuuyly to iu orgauisutiou, Kansas had become 
a hopeful field of labour to sovexal missionaries con- 
iiCLtcd Aviih one of the divisions of the Methodist 
Ifoily, which ih knowui to haA'o done* gc)od service yx 
carrying a knowledgo of religion into remote quanc3*a 
of the Union.

tu society. A number, AVisely ceding their Ic^ds Oa 
reasonable terms, Avero transferred to localities at a 
suitable distance, Avhere they remain till a ftesh wave 
of white immigration overtakes ; 

As the al)origines, half demoralised* gloomily clear, 
out^ tlio wdiites pour in; land-offices are opeuedqi 
‘ claims’ begin to dot the face of the country ; and^

cluster of ugly buildings at Shawneo Mission, becomes 
a rallying-point for the settlers; We are to view 
Kansas in this transition state in July 1854, when the 
contest between pro-slavery and anti-slavory emigrants 
comes distinctly into notice. According to the account 
of the pto-slavery Missourians, they -were stung by 

newspaper repovwi tlmt petm tanfe of New EngiwiaOT 

would soon be on their M*.ay to introduce free institu- 
tions into Kansas. About this time, several joint- 
stock concerns vero formed in the tree states for this 
avowed purpose. One of them, called the New- 
England Immigrant Aid Company, with a capital stock 
of 5,000,000 dollars, was legalised by an act of in- 
corporation from the legislature of MassachnaettH. i 
'iTio plan proposed by the company was this . Agents | 
were to buy lands in Kansas, and sell them in lots to 
imndgranta, until the territory Avas organised as a free 
state ; then, all funds being realised, and a divideiul 
declai'ed, the agents were to select- a fresh fiold of 
operations in order to organise another frtxj stale. In ; 
short, it was a grand device to give ftee institutions 
to all the now territories, one after the other ; and if 
unoppcMcd, there could have hivn. little doubt of its 
, success. Tliose projects aUirined tlic M issourians — at 
least, such is their story. It is, however, quite as 
clea^r' that the pro- slavery men were, from the first, 
equally ou the alert ; and we are to comdude that both 
parties liad sOine lime previously determined to run 
a race for tlie territory. • The committee of congress 
" .which aftcTAvards investigated the matter, states in its 
report, that ‘Avithin a few (hays after the organic law 
was passed, and as soon- as its passage could be known 
ou the bordeiv ktidiug citizens of Missouri crossed into 
tho territory, held squatter meetings, and then returned 
to their homes. Among the resolutions aix5 the follow- 
ing : That we will afford protection to no abolitionist 
as a settler of this tendtory: that Ave recognise the 
institul ion of slavery as already existing in this terri 
tory, and adyisse slaveholders to uitroduco their pro- 
perty as e^rly as possible.* Then, early in July, a 
meeting of m assoohttion, having tho sumo object in 
Aiew, lakes place at Westport, anti resolves that it wdil 
bold itself in I'Cadiness to remove any and all emigrants 
who go into Kansaa under the auspices of the Northern 
Emigrant Aid Societies. Thus, two opposite parties 
wore distinctly pitted against each other, .Had the 
Missourians coimned themselves to tlie peaceful sett le- 
nient of planters and slaves, no fault could bo found 
Avith them under the comtitutu/ri^ however much, on 
moral grounds, we might have lamented their aggres- 
sions. But the j^Hslav ery men Avent a step boy ond tboi r 
oonstUational rights. Not contenting themselves A\'ith 
a plan of peaceful emigration, they rciiolvei!, as we 
have seen, to gain their ends by violence. One cxcx.se 
for their outfages’ is, that jn giving a cluirter of incor- 
poration to the New-England Emigrant Aid Company, 
the legislature of Massachusetts com mi tied a trespass 
on the constitution ; because no state is warranted in 
doing miytiiing Avhich will operate on the institutiems 
of another state. Eor anything we can tell, this may 
have been an indiscreet and federally unlaAvful act ; 
but, if such were tho case; there w^as surely legal 
redress before the supreme courts of the Ilnion. 
Nothing, in a word, om justify the Missourians in 
having armed tlicmsclves to, oppose the settlement of 
the northern emigrants ; and for this they stand con- 
demned in. the estimation of all right-thinking persons 
in Europe and America. 

A number of quietly diai>osed emigrants had begun 
to spread themsc:lvc.s on the banka of the Kaw, Avhen 
they, heard that were to bo attacked. They Were 
uscom posed, hut not frightened, and stood their 
ground. It stems to be customary to give the inhabit- 
many of the elates certoin wiclcaanics, by 
which they are generally known. The natives of 
Illinois are called Sunkers ; tliosc cii‘ Indlaiia, Jlodsicrs ; 


and the Mlssouriana receive the unpleasant namo 
of Puke9i. Well, the story ran in iCanSas that tho 
Pukes were coming, and soon a squad of them did 
make their appearance. Phillips, whose work presents 
the only intelligible narrative of the. Kansas troubles 
that has fallen in our A«'ay, giVea a. graphic acKsount 
of tho Pukgsj or * border ruffians.^ Tliey aro of sovoTal 
kinds. Those of the unadulteratotl type, are decidtxl 
characters. ‘ Most of them,’ he says, ‘ have been over 
the plains several times ; if they have not l>een over 
the plains, the probability is, they have served through 
the Avar in Mexico, or seen “a deal of trouble in 
Tc.Kas,” or at least run up and down the Missoun 
river often enough to catch imitative inspiration from 
the cat-fish aristocracy. I have often wondered whore 
all the hard customers on tlic Missouri frontier come 
from. They seem to have congregated here by some 
law of gi-avity unexplainable. .Perhaps the cosy exer- 
cise of Judicial authority in frontier countricH may 
explain tlieir fancy for them. Amongst these worthies, 
a man is estimated by the amount of whisky he can 
drink; and if ho is so indiscreet as to admit he 
“drinks no liquor,” lie is set down as a dangerous 
character, and shunned accordingly. Imagine a follow, 
tall, slim, but athletic, with yellow complexion, luiiry 
fiu;ed, Avith a dirty fi.'vnnel shirt, red, or bine, or 
green, a pair of common -phicc, but dark-colon rctl punts, 
tucked into an uncertain altitude by a leather belt, in 
which a dirty haiuilcd bowie-knife is stuck ratlier 
ostentatiously, an eye slightly whisky reil, and teeth 
the colour of a Avahint. Such is your border ruffian of 
tho lowest type. His body might l)C a compound of 
gutta-percha, Johnoy-cakc, and badly smoked bacon; 
his spirit, the part, old Bourbon, “double recti- 

fied but there is every shade of the border rntfian. 
Your judi(*ial ruffian, for instance, is a gontleioan ; 
that is, lus much of a gentleman ns lie can be wirlioul 
transgressing on his more purely legitimate character 
of border ruffian. As “oceasioiuil imbibing” is not a 
sin, his character at home is irreproachable ; and when 
he goes abroad into the territory, for instance, he does 
not commit any act of outrage, or vole himself, hut 
after “ aiding and comforting ” those who do, returns, 
feeling OAxry inch a f/eoikman, - ’I’lieii there are your 
loss conservative border-ruffian (jtntkmen, 'I’liey are 
not so nice in dislii)ct)ons, and, so far from objecting, 
rather like to take a hand Ihcmselves: but they dress 
like gentleinMj, and are so after a fashion. Between 
these and the first-mentioned large class, tliero is every 
shade and variety ; but it takes the whole of thcMu to 
make an effective brigade ; and then it is not perfect 
vviihout a barrel of Avhisky. 1'he two gentkaunth/ 
classes of ruffians are so for political cffixjt, or becanso 
th(*y fancy it is their interest. The lower clasts anj 
pro- slavery ruffians, merely because it is the pv?valent 
kind of rascality ; the inference is, that they Avould 
engage in any other affiir in which an equal amount 
of wliisky might he drunk, or as great an aggregkto 
of v.ascaUty be perpetrated. Such was tho kind of 
customers who prcc'en tod themselves to the astonished 
gaze of the early citizens of Lawrence, while it spread 
its tent-like butterfly w-ings,, just emerging from its 
chrysalis state, on the banks of the Kaw.’ 

* The two principal offlc<*rs apj)ointed by tho pre- 
sident to initiate the territorial government, Avere 
A. H. Boeder, os gOA^eruor, and S. 1), Lecompto, as 
chief-justice. Boeder was evidently not the man for 
the situation. Ho arrived in October, and the election 
of a delogflto to congress took pIat*o, as has been said, 
on the 21)th of November. At tliis election, Whitfield^ 
the pro-slavery camlidate, was returned ; but the 
majority in his favour Avas swelled by^l729 illegal 
votes, given by bands of men Avho crossed the fnmtier 
from Missouri ^-another act totally unjiiStjflablc, and 
tho immediate effect of wdiicb was to further excite 
the people of tho northern stales, induce acts of' 
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xetaliaiion, and exaftppmto the actual settlers against ^ 
their neigliboui*s iii Missouri. i

There is truth and 
reality in the one, and little beyond a clever affectation 
in the other. But Sterne*s morals were bad. His heart 
was bad; hlB ^'*>9 bad. He dallied with vice, and 

called it sentiment, or combined it with wit, drolU ry, 
and fancy, and served it up for the auiuscnunt of the 
fwhionable w'orld, whose idol he was. II is mind 
oscillated ever on tlie confines of evil, and from this 
dangerous element he drew his “ cffccie, * his clap-trnp, 
and Ids false whimpering sensibility. There is not a 
])ftge of Sterne^s writings undcfiled by fiorno hint of 
impurity; and. yet he approaches the subject with a 
mixture of courage and cowardice, as a man snuffs a 
candle with his fingers for the first time; or, belter 

1 still, like that trembling daring with which a child 

1 touches a hot tsa-urn — only because it lias been forbid- 
1 den. Ho is a liyi)ocrite, because he affects to be the ally 
j of virtue, and entertains all the while a secret sympathy 

1 with the enemy. At the same time, I dor/t think his 

1 hypocrisy can do much harm, or his morals eitJicr, 

1 unless to tlmse who are already vicious,* 

The gentleman at the window faced round, and shook 
Ilia ^ 1 

‘You are seldom just to authors for wlumi you liavfj 
no liking,* he said in harsh quick tones ; / and it seems 
to me that ip this instance you jump too hastily at 
conolusLofis. It does not follow that a man is a hypo- 
CTite because lus actions give the lie to his words. If 
he at one time seems to be a saint, and at au'otlier a 
sinner, he possibly is both lii reality, as well as in 
appearance. A person maybe fond of vice and of virtue 
too, and practise one or the other according to the 
temptation of tlie moment; a priest may be pious, 
and at tlie same time a sot or a bigot ; a woman may 
be modest, and a rake atiieart ; a poet may admire the 
beauties of nature, and bd envious of those of other 
writers; a moralist may net contrary to his own 
precepts, and yet be sincere in recommending them 
to others, Tiiese are Indeed contradictions, but they 
arise out of the contradictory qualities of our nature. 
A ^ hypocrite only when he affects to take 

delight in what he does not feel, and not because he 
takes a perverse delight in opposite tlfings.* 

* An admirable pi.jce of metaphysical defence/ satd 
tlie Ollier, whom, for the sake of distinction, I shaU 
call the pli'ilosoijher ; ‘ but one that^ after all, does pot 

go far to prove your case. Rofnemliev ^teme*s neglect 
of his loving wife, and the lieartlesshess of his fiirta* 
tions, and then judge how sincere may Imve been^those 
tears which lie snivelled so plenteonsly over a dead 
donkey at Nampont. Pshaw ! ’tis the Very mockery 
of virtue!* - 

‘ And a compliment to it at the same ^iipe,* retprted 
the nietuphysidan. ‘Come, you are severe to-day, 
and misjudge him from an excess of manner here and 
tiicre. The profoundest wisdom is sometimes combined 
in his pages with an outward appcsjance of levity; 
and many passages whioh Itave to boar, tUo chargo of 
coarseness, contain, nevertheless, a sterling view of 
love and eharity^. Think of Undo Toby 1* 

‘Who x>iticd even the devil!’ said the i)hiIo.sopher, 
extending his hand indolently for the bottle of Joiiau- 
nisbergor wbieh 1 had just pushed towards him. : 

‘ Who is one of the finest tributes ever paid to 
human nature ! * exclaimed his fi'iend. ‘ Why, this 1 
will say, that Shaksiioarc iiimself never conceived a 
character so genial, so delicious, so unofiending ! Tlieri, 
sigain, tuni to the story of Lo Fevre ; it is perhaps the 
finest in the English language. I cannot conceive 
how Goldsmith could call Sterne “ a dull fellow.” The 
author of tlie Vicar gliould liave known better.* 

‘Perhaps/ said I, venturing for the first time to 
mingle with their conversation, ‘ th(} tone of Goldsmith’s 
mind was too thoroughly English to ax)i>reciaic the 
glancing Irausitions, the poignant thougli artificial wit, 
and the extraordinary variableness of Sterne. It has 
always appeared to me that, although his style was so 
racy, so rapid, so idiora.itically ICnglish, his genius and 
disposition inclined more towards the eharaetcristics 
of the French writers.’ 

* You mean Rabelais,* said the philo9g]>lier ; * and 
Uabelais lie was, only born in a happier age, and gifted 
with scnliment.* 

‘I w'as not alluding particularly to Kahelais/ I 
rejoined. * I believe 1 was thinking more of the modern [ 
French school— of the Balz.acs, Km its, aii<l Paul de 
IvQcks, w’Jio can scuireely be supposed to Inivo imitated 
a Jialf-forgotteii English writer of the last century/ 
Both of my visitors looked iiucrestod, and X w ent on. 
‘It is in his abrupt variations of feeling that lliis 
resenihlanc'o forces itscK upon mo. I fiinl in Llje writers 

I have named, and in fifty others who .arc their pupils 
and contemporaries, the Kamo .MiUithcticul iiropensity 
which delight.* in giving a comic turn to a serious 
passage — the same implied saLiru and Inilf-cxprosscd 
double-entendres — the same unthiishcd sentences, und 
the eanie hysterical mingling of smiles and tears, 
(yompave, for instance, Tristrmu Shandy uqd L'Ahivurgt^r. 
Fraud A Hindoo' would swesir that lljc soul of 
Laurence Steruo had taken up its present «hodc in 
the body of Paul de Koek. Again, let us consider his 
power of turning trifles to account, and evolving from 
the least promising incidents the most exquisite com- 
binations of feeling and fancy. Apropos of a pin, he 
fills a page wdth w isdom on humanities ; and from his 
barber’s recommendation of a wig-bucklc, deduces an 
admirable analysis of the French national character. 

Is not this one of the leiiding traits of modern French 
authorship ? Place in the way of one of these witty 
and imaginative feuilielonUu the most ba^treii and unin- 
teresting of objects, and lie will enrich it with all the 
embroideries of art, clotlm it in the rainbow hues of 
. his own fancy, and, tltough it were but an old pair of 
rufiles or a marltet-bartow, end by making you laugh 
or cry according to his pleasure. In this iimnuer, an 
ingenious French writer, lias elaborated a charming 
volume on no inoro extensive a subject than a journey 
round his room; and from" so simple an meident us a 
fiower springing up accidentally within the confines 
of a prison, another has contributed to our modern 
European literature the most touciiing, the moat 
humanising, the 'most philosophical of moral stories. 
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I nad myself irresistibly reminded of the French 
0lyl© ’whenever I open 4 volume of Sterne* Do you 
follow mo?* , . 

•Perfectly,* replied the philosopher; ‘and I admit 
the jiictico of your remtuks. Ho has all the volatility, 
aij M'ell as all tlie seriousness of the French character— 
that scrloustiess which he was the drst as well as the 
last traveller to discern. “ If the French have a fault, 
Monsieur le Comte,” he says in the chapters on thO 
pneapvrtj “it ia that they arc too serious*”* 

The metaphysician smiled. ‘ Not the hist traveller,* 
he said; ‘fur in those notes that J made on my late 
journey through France ami Italy, I particularly 
observed this exception to their generally fluttering 
and thoughtless disposition. These hist are the qualities 
that strike us most by contrast to ourselves, and that 
come most into play in the intercourse of common life ; 
and therefore are generally disposed to set them 
down as an altogether frivolous and supcrflidal people. 
It is a mistake whicli we shall do well to correct on 
further acquaintance with them ; or, if we persist in 
it, we must call to our aid an extraordinary degree of 
our native blindness and obstinacy. Wliy, the expres- 
sion of a Frenchman*a face is often as melancholy when 
he is by himself as it is lively in conversation. The 
I instant he ceases to talk, he becomes “quite chop- 
j fallen'.”* 

I ‘It is strange,* observed the philosopher, ‘ hOw little 
this contradiction in their character has been noticcrl. 
They have never had tlie credit of it, thougli it stares 
on<» in tlie face everywhere. You can’t go into one of 
their theatres without being struck by the silence and 
decorum that reign throughout the audience, from 
the scholar in the stalls to the workman in the 
gulh^ries.’ 

‘'I'his results in part, perhaps, from their studious 
* inclinations,* said the otlier. • 'Die French are lond of 
rwiding as. well as of talking. You may constantly see 
girls tending an apple-stall in the coldest day in winter, j 
ami K'juling Volfaire or Racine. Su<'h a thing was ; 
never known in London as a barrow- woman rtadiiig i 
Sliaks;)''arc. Yet ive talk of our widc-spread civilisa- 
tion and ample provisions for the education of the 
poor ! * 

‘To* be read thus by tlie lowlie-st as weil as tlic 
loftiest, should be the higliest ambition of the poet,* 
oxcliuriicd tlie philosopher enthusiastically. ‘Do you 
not remember, Wiiliani, during tliat pedestrian excur- 
sion which you, Wonlsworlli, John Chester, and I ouce 
I made from Nether Stmvoy to Linton, we stayed at an 
i old-flishioncd inn near the Valley of Hock.s, breaks 
fostOd deii(;iously on tea, toast, eggs, and honey, and 
found a little w'oru-out copy of tlie tSfuisona lying 
in the window-scat? I took it up, and with a feeling 
that i cannot describe to you, exclaimed aloud: "’That 
is true fame!”* 

•Yes,’ replied the metaphysician with a sigh; ‘I 
remember it perfectly, I was but a. lad at the time, 
find I listened as if in a dream to every syllable that 
foil from the lips of either Wordsworth or yourself.

What are we to do with our ticket-of-jeave men? 
To Imng them, or reform them? That is the ques- 
tion that might, with propriety occupy the attention of 
some modem Hamlet : whether ^tls nobler in the mind 
to aufler the slings and arrows of outrageous fortune — 
in the shape of hanclken;hiefs and life-preservers— or to 
lake arms against a sea of troubles— namely, h'lrglary, 
garotting, and murder, and, by opposing, end them. 

One party indignantly asserts, that having been 
talcen prisoners in the act of making w^ar on society, 
they are entitled to no quarter, and should be strung 
up without mercy; the other mildly argues, that they 

8hdui(i be }et out on parole, and tlie Honour that is 

prove^bialiy known to exist among thieves, taken as 
a moral guarantee for their better behaviour. The 
former would treat them as verpiin, and crusli tlicm 
with a strong hand once and for ever; tho hitter 
would train thorn up to useful occupations, ' as the 
industrious fleas were, taught to go in*1iarncs8 and 
draw carriages. 

Neither plan meets with my approbation. I may 
occasionally, when speaking of these posts of society, 
exclaim in a mild ejaculatory tone ; ‘ Hang ’gm ! * but 
I am not by any means an advocate lor their whole- 
sale extermination. Neither do I overflow witli tlie 
milk of human kindness to such a ridiculous extent as 
to say : * JLtet them go free, and trust to human nature 
and the ^'tracts they have read while hi prison to 

? revent them falling into their evil courses agair.* 
bidiev© that the greater part of them <*an no more 
keep from thieving than a cat can keep from cream 
They have served their apprenticeship to crime, anJ 
can get tlieir li>veU()o,od in no other way. They recur 
as naturally to thtir profession on getting out of prison, 
as a doctor would to /v/s, supposing tlmt tho jiracticc 
of physic were made an indictable offeiu’e, which in 
some instances it certainly should be. No, no; h.'tng- 
ing and reformation are not to he thought of: one is 
inipracCicahlc — tho other inipossible. Transportation 
I am equally averse to. I have a plan of my own 
that settles the question at once. I am the (Edipus 
of the niuetcenth cenlury, that has solved this great 
political enigma. 'With one stroke, as it wore, of my 
feathered sword do I sever the Gordian-knot of modern 
civilisation* Thus— Use them ! 

Collect all the tioket-of-leuve men now at large into 
one body, and, instead of allowing them to exercise 
their ingenuity on ourselves, lot them dovote thwr 
acknowledged skill and talents to tho molestation of 
our enemies; They are formidtible enough in two? 
and threes, as we. know to our cost; but what a 
j trepH^nOous engine of destroctiim should we possess, 
j if all ill© licensed ruffians now prowling about England 
were concentrated into one largo force ! It would be 
I amiiilerual machine, scattering devastation among all 
I those tliat had the ilMuck to be opposed to it. On 
I a campaign, the services of such a body would be 
invaluable. What short work a gang of London 
housebreakers would liav© made of Sebastopol, and 
what a magnificent burglary it would imve been 1 
How silently and ctfeetuaily a coinptiny of garolteers 
M'ouhl clear away a .chain of Hdvkiiccd outposts ! A 
sentry wiih a pitch-plaster on his mouth would be 
as helpleia a« a turtio on ])ia , back, and a 
mad© by a body of nicu armed with sponges fbU' of 
cbhjvoforiTj, would be perfectly irrcwistible. Only 
imagmo the otmoyanc*© that would Ihj caused to an 
enemy by n 9t‘k\ L band of exporicncud lliiovos. They 
•would hifrally wteal into his camp, and • ©arry .-off 
everything they could Uy ilwir hands ok ' It, is 


evident that an army dk^iyed of their cooking* 
utensils, must surfCn<)er at discretion. 

But it is imjpossible, in my limited space, to enum- 
erate the manifold advantages of such a plan. It is a 
noble itlea. It occurred to me while , reading the naval 
and military intelligence contained, in the columns of 
the Times. It appears that a number of.- tieket-of- 
leave men have enlisted in the Royal Artillery, and 
tiiat the monotony of barrack-life at Woolwich is 
occasionally relieved by the daring exploits ot these 
prison-lierops. It is not likedy that tlio artillery is 
the only' regiment thiia honoured. ^Houbtless,' large 
numbers are distributed throughout the whole army.

There is some power resident in the arms of the 
hydra by which it can destroy its victim. Once in its 
fatal grasp, there is no escape ; mid it has been stated 
by Trembley, that even a young minnow will some- 
times be thus caught and devoured by this walking 
stomach. ' 

And now, last of all, wc come to those earliest forms 
of life grouped together under the name of animalcules 
or Protozoa, many of which are almost daily making 
t)ieip way. from the aniranl into the vegetable kingdom. 
My poor little favourite, the volvox, which rolled about 
Under the microscope in such a regular and marvellous 
manner, 1$ now degraded into a plant. The pretty 
Diatomac(^, with their elegantly sculptured skeletons 
of dint, are also looked upon us vegetables. 'J'ho most 
beautiful of those left to mo arc those living bells, set 
liko dowers upon long stalks, which twist and wTithc 
about with every passing current. 'J'hc^jn Vorticcllae, as 
they arc called, are lovely objects under a low ])uwer of 
the microscope, and may be seen with tho naked eye, 
looking like mildew on the stem of one of the water- 
plants. Sometimes, as we watch them, a bell-simpcd 
head escapes from its stalk, and swims, by means of its 
cilia, actively about through the u'ater. Perhaps my 
pretty little sun-shaped animalcule {Acixnophriis sol) 
is only one of tlie stages in the de*v elopment of this 
vortiw'clla j but Ibis ia yet unproved.

,Kow we have gone together through tho various 
groups of animal life found in a pond not larger than 
an ordinary mill-pond ; and indeed there are lew mill- 
ponds in the kingdom which would not supply every 
one of the ereaturos mentioned, except, perhaps, the 
water-shrew, which is, however, more iVequent than is 
often thouglit: nay, more than this, all tho invertebrate 
portion can be kept in one of the bowls used for gold- 
fish, and will make a very pretty vivarium on a sroalh 
scale. The plants that should be taken are the Vollis- 
neria spira&s, which, though not an English plant, can 
always be readily procured ; the callitrichc i^jor, better 
still, if it grows in the neighbourhood, ilio \vater- violet^ 
IloUonia palustrisy and a few fronds of the pretty 
Laima tmuka^ the ivy-leaved duck^weed. For the 
living beings, I would retjommend the. common stickle- 
back ; two OP three of the smaller watcr-heetles, espe-. 
eially those of tho genus polynihetes; some of the larveEf 
of the dragon-fly; the water-seoi^ioii also, and the 
I^Otouecta before mentioned ; plenty of the crustaccous 

animals described here, which wilt serve not only for 
amusement, but also for use, as they, will supply 
tlic larger beings with food;, and in adilition to these, ' 
one or two species of the larger snails, of which the 
genus Planorbis or -Paludina is to be preferred, and 
some of the smaller kinds of Lymn^ns, L; stagnath 
being rather too voracious for so small an aquarium ; 
then, though last, not least in importance, the nydra 
viridU; and the experimenter will find more amuse- 
ment in 80 small a compass than he could haye deemetl 
possible before the trial. One word also of caution : 
every one making such a collection should avoid the 
Vorticell®, for they attach themselves to weakly animals, 
and cause them to die at all events more quickly than 
they otherwise would havo done. To an inhabitant of 
London; the additional information may be given, that 
an afternoon’s excursion to Hampstead Heath would 
supply him with' all tho species here mentioned.

.OlIAPTEU XXII.— -CnASED BT A ‘GRIZZLY.’ 

Tub hear was one of tho largest of his kind ; but it 
was not his size that impressed me with fear, so much 
as the knowledge of his fierce nature. It was not the 
first time 1 had encountered the grizzly bear; and I 
knew his habits well. I was rather surprised at seeing 
tlie £/» SHB fa or in that region.

Fo'* some 1 
moments lie remained in his upright attitude, rubbing j 
his head with his forc-pav.’s, and playing them about 1 
after, the imumer of monkeys. In fact, as he stood | 
fronting mo, he looked not unlike a gigantic ape. j 

When J say that I was terrified by the presence of 
this unwelcomo intruder, I speak no more than truth. 
Had I been on liorseback — on the back of Moro— I 
should have regarded the creature no more than the 
snail that crawled upon the gras.s, Tho grizzly bear is 
ton slow' to overtake a horse ; but 1 was on fiiOt, and. 
well knew that tlie animal could outrun me, however 
sw'ift I deemed myself. 

To suppose that he would not attack' me would have ^ 
been to suppose an improbability;. I did not count upon ^ 
such a thing ; I knew too well Uie disposition 'bf the 
enemy that approached. 1 knew that in nine' cases 
out of ten the grizzly beai^ is the awaihint— 
animal in America will wilUiigly risk a^lMtest tfiih 
liim ; and I .am not certain that the lidk W Africa 
would wear his laurels after an exicount<^"with this 
fierce quadruped. ' . " ' 

Man himself shuns .such an encounter, unless 


mounted upon the friendly horse; and even then, 
vherc tlio ground is not clear aiid open, the prudent' 
trapper always gives, ^old Ephraim* — the pnurio 
sobri<iuet of the grizzly— ii wide borth^ end rides on 
without molesting' him. The white hunter reckons a 
grizzly bear e(xwal in prowess to two Indians ; vrhilc 
the Indian accounts tlie destruction of one of these j 
animals a great feat in Ifis life’s history. Among i 
Indian braves, a necklace of bear’s claws is a badge of 
honour, since these adoTnn)enta can bo Avorn only by 
the man who has himself killed the animals fromwliich 
they are taken. 

On the other hand, the grizzly bear fears no adver- 
sary; ho assails the largest animals on sight. Tim 
elk, the moose, the bison, or wild* horse, if caught, is 
instantly killed. With a blow of his paw, lie can lay 
open the flesli, as if it had been gashed with an axe"; 
and he can drag the body of a full-grown buffalo to 
aaiy distance. He rushes upon man, whether mounted 
or on loot ; and a dozen hunters liave retreated before 
his furious assault. A dozen bullets — ay, nearly twice 
that number — have been fired into the body of a 
grizzly bear without killing him; .and only a shot 
through the brain or the heart will prove instant- 
aneously mortal. Gifted with such tenacity of life 
and sanguinary fierceness of disposition, no wonder the 
grizzly bear is a dreaded creature. AVorc he possessed 
of the fleetuess of the lion or tiger, he would be a more 
terrible assailant tluin either ; .-ind it is not too much 
to s.ay that hia haunts would bo unapproachable by 
man. lie is slow, however, compared w'itli the horse.; 
and there is another circumstance scarcely less favour- 
able to those v.ho pass through his district — he is not a 
tree-ciimhor. Indeed, he docs not affect the forest ; but 
tliere is usually some timber in the neighbourhood of 
his haunts ; and many a life has been saved by his 
iutonded victim having taken refuge in a tree. 

I was w^oll acquainted with these points in the 
natural history of this animal, and you may fancy the 
feelings I experienced at finding myself in the presence 
of one of the largest and fiercest upon the naked 
plain, alone, dismounted, almost unarmed ! There was 
not a bush where I could hide myself, not a tree into 
Avhich I might climb. Tliere was no means of escape, 
and almost none of defence ; tJie knife was the only 
weapon I liajfl with me ; niy rifle I hud left upon the 
oilier .side of the barranca, and to.reacli it was out of 
ilu; quesUon. lOvcii could I have got to tlie path that 
led down the clifl^ it w'ould liave been madness to 
attempt crossing there ; although not a trcc-cUmbcr, 
the grizzly bear, by means of his great claws, could 
have sealed the cliff more expeditiously than I. I 
sliould have been caught before I could have reached 
the bottom of the ravine, had I made the attempt. 

The bear was directly in the path. It would have 
been literally running ‘into his arms' to have gone 
til at Avay. 

These, reflections occupy minutes of ymir time to 
lead; I i/iou(fht them in less than moments. A single 
glance around shewed me the utter helplessness of 
my situation ; I saw there w^as no alternative but a 
desperate conflict — a conflict with the knife ! Despair, 
that for a moment had umicrvod, now had the effect of 
bracing me ; and, fronting my fierce foe, I stood ready 
to receive him. 

I had heard of hunters having conquered and killed 
tho grizzly bear with no other weapon than a knife, 
but after a terrible and protracted struggle--^ after 
many wounds and sore loss of blood. X had read in 
tlie book of si naturalist, that *a man mig^t end a 
stm^l'e with a bear in a few instants, if one hand be 
suffiel^tly at liberty to grasp tho thro£< of the animal 
with the thtumb and fingers externally, just at ihs root 
of tho as a slight degree of compression there 

will generally suffice to produce a spasm of the glotti^

To my mirpriec and joy, I 
i#iw that he had halted, and seemed disinclined to 
follow me. 

I say, to my surprise I saw this, for I that 
Avater has nO terrors for tho grizzly bear; T kifew that 
he could swim; I had seen many of his. kind crossing, 
deep lakes and rapid rivers. AVhat^ then, hindered 
him from following me ? 

I could not guess, nor, indeed, did I try to "guess, at 
the moment ; I thought of nothing but getting further 
ftom the shore, and waded on till I had arrived near 
the centre of the lake and sIcmkI ncek-deep in the 
water.

I w'atchcd his every movement. Hw fatd risen oiico

After regarding me for some he fell back upon 
all-fours, and commenced runnl^.rbund tlie border of 
the pond, as if searohing for a placA enter.

Ills hand is rOdo; but the tender expression of Ins 
eye tells mo that his heart is kind. Who is he? 
Whence came he ? 

I am still upon the wide prairie; I sec that clearly 
enough; Where is my terrible antngoiiist? I remew- 
I her our fierce fight— every thing that occurred ; but— 
j . I thought Ae had killed me I 


I I certainly was dead. But no; U cannot have been, 
ilstmiivc! ' „ 

k I sec above me the blue sky— around me the green 
I plain. Near me are forms^the forms of tnen, and 
i yonder I see horses ! '' 

Into whose hands have I fallen ? Whoever they be, 
they are friends ; they must have rescued m,e from 
the gripe of the monster. But how ? Ko one was in 
siglit : how could tliey have arrived in time ? I would | 
ask, but have not strength. 

The men are still bending, over me. I observ^ one 
! witli hnrge board and brown bushy wldskers; There 
is another face, old and thin, and tanned- to a copper 
colour. My eyes wander from one to the other; 
some distant recoUectiuns stir within me. Those 

faces Now 1 see them but dimly — I see tliom nd 

longer 

I had fainted, and was .igain insensible* Once more 
I became conscious, and this time felt stronger : 1 

cuuld better understand what was pasaing around 

me. I observed that the sun was going down ; but a 
buffalo robe, suspended upon two upright saplings, 
guarded his rays from the spot where t lay. My 
scrape was nmler me, and my head rested in my 
sadille, over which another robe had been laid. I lay 
upon my side, and the position gave me a commanding 
view of all that w»as passing.

ThiSj bung under 
the right arm, suspended by a shonld^r^tmp ; and 
attacb<*d, in a simitar ittanncsr, tvas 'a,>hirge crescent- 
shaped horn, upon 'which was carrel a strange 

souvenir. His arms consisted of a kUdfe and pistol-* 
both stuck in the waist-belt — fltld^A ’ long 
'straight that the line of the battel il^eaied scarc^^ to 
dfdect from that of the butt. 
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But Httic attention had been paid to ornament In 
either his tlrt's.**, arms, or cq^ipnlf^nt» j/and yet there 
■WAS A grarcfiilncss in the hang of bi« iuntcdlke shirt, 
a fttylishness about the fringing and bead-enjbroidery, 
and an air of jauntiness in the sot of the *coon*sUin cap, 
til At shewed tJie wearer was not altogether unmindful 
of his personal appearance, . A small pouch dr ease, 
ornamented with stained pfircuplne quills, hung down 
upon his breast. Tiiis was the pipe-holder— no doubt 
a giifjie d'nmour from some dark-cyed, dark-skinned 
damsel, like himself a deniaten of the wilderness. 

JFis companion was very different in appearance ; 
unhke him — in almost every respect unlike anybody I 
had ercr seen. 

The whole appearance of this individual was odd 
and striking. Ho was seated on the opposite side of 
the lire, with his face partially turned towards me, and 
his head sunk down between a pair of long lank thighs.

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MAJOR TRUKFITT ON THE 
TOO FINE. 

Rkpineme^t is a v^ry good thing to a certain extent, 
but it ought not to be carrUxi too far. Human n.itnro 
we know to be a mixture: besides those intellectual 
and emotional parts whidi wo cultivate and refine 
upon, it includfs certain animal elements adapted for 
the rude physical circumstances in whicli it exists, and 
eervinsT, indeed, as a needful basis for all the other 
roiiatitucnts. In our refining processes, we run a 
risk of carrying this rough and hardy constituent out 
of its proper relations; thereby injuring it, ‘making it 
siidcly and silly, and so undermining the whole fabric. 
I say, then, w'^e should not refine too mucdi. 

Let US lake a grave annJylic view of that pleasant 
cieaturc of the civilised world— a lad^f. She lives 
chiclly in a woll-furniHliCfl house. 'When slic goes 
ahread, it is in a carriage. 8he walks little, she has 
no sort of work that gives exercise to the muscles; 
tho winds of heaven are never allow'cd to visit her face 
too rongldy. Sho is consequently a wliite, soft, slim 
creature, strikingly different from an average peasant- 
woman, or a domestic female servant. This elcg.Tnt 

Dting, moreover, insists upon imposing varimis re- 

straints and obstructions upon her person, with a view 
to reducing it to a certain ideal which has been con- 
'i eistionuliy approved of; thus sacrificing to an arbitrary 
]!rjmiplo of refinement, the healthy play of certain 
organs essential to the general weUljeing of tho system. 
Tim consequence is, that she is unfitted for some of tho 
most important functions imposed on her by destiny, 
breaks duwm un.dcr them, is perhaps cut short in her 
career, hut more probably undergoes a lifedong pen- 
iinco of what is called delicate health, useless for any 
giX)d end in life, and a source of trouble and vexation 
to all Gonneclod with her. I trace all this-r-and every 
physiologist will bear me out in tljo conclusion — to 
over-refinement upon the material part of our nature* 
A thing formed roughly to bear a part in a rough 
process has been takfui out of its elcjnent, and kept 
there till its constitutional force w^as lost. It sink.**, 
of course, under the first shock it encounters. One 
must pity the unfortunate creature?, as she ia in a 
great measure the victim of ignorance and a false 
systwn ; but I often feel how much condoknee is also 
due to those relatives who Juive tlie interesting invalid 
to take iSare of^ and how much better it would, be for 
herself and others if she had kept nearer the appointed 
level of human nature, and so escaped a well-known, 
of evils. , 

Wh?h that sweetly engaging creataTCf a babe,, fells

It was .full three miles in diameter, 
and differed altogether from the plain we liad left 
heliincl us. Jt was of the kind known in hunter 
phraseology as a ‘weed- prairie* — ^tbat is, instead of 
having a graasy turf, its surface was covered with a 
thick growth of dowering^pknts, as helinnihuSf mahas, 
altheasj hiftUcuSf and Other tall aniunila standing side 
by side, and frequently laced together hy wild-pra 
vinca and varldUs species of convolvulus. Such a 
flower-prairie was the one now Ixifore us, but not a 
flower was in sight; they had all bloomed, faded, 
and fallen, perhaps unseen by human eye, and the 
withered stalks, burned by a hot sun, looked brown 
and forbidding ‘ They cracked and brokb at the 
sliglitest touch, Celling their seed-pods like rain upon 

the loose earth. 

Instead of striking across this prairie, we skirted 
around its edge; and at no grciBt distance, arrived on 
the banks of the arroyo which ran along one side. 

Wc bad made but a short march; but my cotn- 
pantons, fcarfhl that a longer ride might bring on fever, 
proposed to encamp there for* the night, and finish our 
journey on the following day. Though I felt strong 
enough to have gone further, I made no objection to 
the' proposal ; fj^nd our hors^ were at on<’e unsaddle^ 
and pioketed neUr the banka of the arroyo.

dissiitisiiiction. On tuniing round, and unoovjsring his 1 
head, as 1 have said, theEwpevor Alexander IL walked 
with helmet in hand to a gay-lookirig little tent, in 
whidi an altar was placed, and iVom which ' now issued 
the exquisite voitjea of the pidests and dioir singing 
the tipptwpriate service for a festival, which, like most 
Russian ones, was half religious, half military. Ho 
stood there wliile it lasted. Of the ofUcers outside, 1 
saw a few, a very few, bless themselves, and bow at 
stated times ; but the generality paid no sort of atten- 
tion to what was going on. The soldiers crossed 
themselves, and bowed their heads' occasionally, and 
the movement, wiien made slntultaneously, had A 
curious effect. 

As soou as the service was over, and while the 
choir still sang, a green and gold covered priest, with 
long hair stireaming to his waist behind, and long beard 
flowing down before^ came half dying from the tent, 

80 quickly did he move along, followed by liis obedient 
laasler, the tzar of All the Russias. 'J'ho priest bore 
in one liaiid a basin of holy- water, and carried the 
must use a French term, not knowing the 
Kugiish one— -in tlie other. He dipped tliis sort of 
brush or twig in the water, and Hung it at each soldier’s 
face. They stood this remarkably well, in only one 
or two instances winking the eyes as tho water was 
jerked at them; their imperial master witnessing their 
behaviour as he walked along the line with the iiriost. 

Xlie wliole ivas to us a novel and a remarkable 

scone : the sun shining full on the glittering helmets, 
which were held in an • even line; tho wild-looking 
priest, with his un-Europoan air ; and tho mechanical- 
looking tziir, who seemed to inspect this performance 
of the blessing of the soldiers. 

After it was over, the emperor very kindly walked 
doAvn the group — very small one— of spectators, in' 
ovvler to shew himself, or give them tho opportunity 
of getting a miKtary salute in return for their salu- 
tations. Tliuy drew back as lio passed, but did not 
make any other demonstration of respect. For our 
parts, wc boM'ed, as W'C do in England, very deeply, 
which obtained us not only a salute, but another cast 
from that lordly eye, which somehow sinks straight 
into "the mind, and is not forgotteh. What must have 
been such a one from that true typt! of an autocrat, 
the Emperor , Nicholas, if that of the mild, bcncvolent- 
ternpered Alexander is felt! It was not iniagiiiation 
thp.t caused' me to trace on that countenance the 
expression of a mind or dis|>osition that would have 
naturally found its congenial sphere in other employ- 
ments, or another sphere than tlieso the duties of a 
position prescrilJed.. I did not kno>v whose countc-4 
nance it was that I thus expounded, and I was told 
uftcrw'ards that it had greatly changed since the time 
when tlio Khiperor Nicliolas I. left to his son such a 
heritage of care as the croum of Rusfeia must be to 
a thoughtful mind or .a benevolent lieart. After the 
troops were blessed, they were feasted in the palace 
court, audtve went away. A day or two. after, I l>cgan 
to think, itny physiognomical science had keen at fault.

'J’he grounds of Tzarsko-Sclo, though firtiflcial, as 
everything here is, ntford ji delightful escape from 
St Petersburg. There is more than a chance of losing 
one’s self, too, in them, an accident whicli can by no 
manner of means happen to you in that alraiglit, 
clour, and conveniently built ciipit.'iL An artistic 

gentleman, with something of an Irish mind, having 
the organ of disorder instead of that of order in Ins 
head, told me ho could not enjoy Tzarsko because not 
a leaf was all owed to wither on the ground, and all 
the walks were swept and reswept all day long. 
Notwithstanding that this is a tact, I did ccj(»y it; 
although, having thouglitlcssly carried iji ny hand a 
little broken flower, I found it excite tho attention 
of two royal keepers, who gtizod upon it most 
suspiciously. 

In tho evening, we took as our guide through the 
oxtensivo and labyrintlune grounds a little serving- 
maid, whose chceiful, sruiljig face, and friendly, 
sociable nianner had not the least aflliiity to our 
English notion of the Buesian serf— tho white slave ; 
and indeed, abborwnt as tho system i.i, our common 
notion of its subjects is a sort of serious caricature. 

Gaiety is not a natural attribute of the Russian 
character, n6r of the Russian countenance; on the 
<*x)utrary, even wljen smiling or laughing, there i.s, in 
the expression of tho Russicvii peasants, vho alone 
may now' be considered as purely Russian, a soiuething 
of gravity, or rather melancholy, which is ycnerally 
indicative of feeling, altlmtigli they are perhaps pecu- 
li:vrly exempt from that chavacteristic. 

We found a band playing upon the terrace beside 
the palace, and a great many persons of all ranks

tions in each species. The only tepresehtiattres of 
the Solanacote native to lOngland, are poisonous it a 
fatal degree ; but as they present no peculiarities in 
the mode of operation, it will bo sufficient simply 
to name them as uscihl to the student in giving 
him an idea of ^ tiie characteristics of the whole order. 
We find in our hedges and woods two nightshades 
(Solanum)^ one witli purple, and the other with white 
flowers — the deadly nightdiade or dwale (Airopa 
Belladonna), with dark purple bell-ahat>ed flowers arid 
sluning black berries; and the henbane (ITyo&caitnut 
nigdr), with large blossoms of a dusky yellow, exqui- 
sitely pencilled with purple lines. 

TJio first jdant^ however, over which we would wish 
to linger is ono of the atropas, which has been 
rendered celebrated by the strange superstitions of 
which it has been the object. We allude to the 
mandrake (^Atropa mandragora). Tliis flower is indi- 
genous on the shores of the Mediterranean; it pre- 
sents to our view a tuft of dark shining leaves a foot 
long, and a flower of a dull white, veined delicately 
with violet, succeeded by a roun<l ruddy fruit of a 
plensant odour. But tho remarkable part of the 
. mandrake lies under . ground. 'Ihe root, which is 
often four or live feet long, is of a reddish colour, and, 
as it usually divides half-w^ay down into two or three 
branches, sometimes assumes a singular likeness to the 
littman body. TIio fruit of the plant was supposed to 
be useful iji cases of barrenness. Allusion is made to 
this in the story of Jacob ; and the same idea still 

prevails in Greece. In the middle ages, this vegetable 

mimicry of the Human form gave rise to singular super - 
stitions, no doubt increased by' the highly coloured 
imrriitivcs of pilgrims and crusaders. l?y these 
accounts, a kind of animal lifo is attributed to the 
mandrake ; shrieks of pain were elicited from it by 
violence ; madness fell upon any w’ho heard those i 
weird cries ; and certain death awaited the man bold j 
enough to puU it by the roots. It wa^ also pretended | 
by the quacks who sold the roots, that they were 
charms against all mischief ; and to enhance their 
value, they declared that they grov only under gibbets 
frpm the flesh of the criminals which fell thence to 
the ground. iShakspeare has availed Uimself witH his 
wonted skill ojf some of these wild fancies : 

And shrieks,. like mandrakes torn out of the earth, 

That living mortals, hearing them, run mad. 

And again : 

Would (M&rses kill, as doth the mandrake’s groan, 

I would invent as bfitter-searching terms^ 

As curst, as harsh, as horrible to bear. 

It it but justice, however, to the Sllissabethau i^c to 
state, Dr T^nsar wrote at ssome length to expose 
these eiTors, wd stated that he ; had himi^f dug up 
toots without; receiving harm or ho^ng any noises. 
Modem science recognises the maiffimKe as a danger- 
ously tiarcotlc plant; wHkjh is, howeverj usefhl its an 
anodyne, when adminia^ered with care by^ an experi- 
enced hand, 'ihe fipuit is said to be exhilarating, and to 
be a favourite food of the Arabs. ‘

shall devote any space, we shall be struck by the 
•wonderful provisions of an all-wise Creator' fiwr tho 
sustc^cc of those dependent upon his bounty*.' Who- 
ever looks cursorily at the potato (^^lanum tub& osam^. 


and, rmitxks its dork leaves, its dull lurid flowers, 
and its f(^d.8riieU, TeoaUirig.to his mind the wild nlght- 
siiade of out hedges, woi^d at once pro^emnee that 
the-berb was dangerous, find nor taiufy unfit for food. 
His judgment would not deceive him, as the plant is 
really highly poisonous ; and ft ia ohly under . a triodifled 
form that a portion of it bfkiomes so valuable as food.^ 
as almost to rival the produce of the cereals. . It is 
very generally supposed that the tuber, which we eat, 
Is a deposit of fecula or nourishing matter in the fibres 
of the root ; this, however^ is a mistake, as it really is 
an underground branch in a changed and swollen state. 
We shall be convinced of this when wo consider that 
the so^called eyes of the potato are true buds, which, 
upon the tuber being burM in the earth, in favourable 
conations of warmth and moisture,' are developed into 
branches ; and this, indeed', is tho familiar way In 
which the gardener propagates the plant. This very 
useful vegetable came originally from America, but it 
is uncertairi from what part. It has been foutul 
growing wild on tho mountains of Chili, and recently 
on the peaks of Mexico ; but it was from Virginia that 
Sir Walter Kaleigh introduced it into England. Its 
range of cultivation is very great, extending fVoai 
Iceland to the tropics; it must be remembered, how- 
ever, that in the latter regions it requires height of 
position, and flourishes only when about 10,000 feet 
above the level of the sea. 

Nor is tho potato the only ihember of this class 
that appears upon our table; although wo can only 
name a few condiments and esculents of less ini- 
ywrtance. Such are tho capsicum, which furnishes ii 
piquant fruit familiar to us in tlic form of Coyenne- 
pepper ; the tomato or love-apple (Lycopermvra c$cvh 
lutum), associated for ever with the impcnsliablo 
memory of Mr Pickwick and the great marriage 
case ; the egg-apple {^Solamm tho long 

purple fruit of which is daily seen in tho markets of 
Paris, and forms a favourite dish of the Anglo-Indian. 

Very different, however, from these temptinjj aids to 

the palate is the fruit of the apples of Sodom (SoMnum 
JSodomewn), so famous for their fair outward show and 
their rotten core. This favourite of the poets grows 
abundantly on the desert shores of tlie Kcd St*a; it Iras 
rough, divided leaves, handsome purple flowers, and a 
smooth golden shining fruit, the flesh of which is at 
first firm end of a bitter taste, but afterwMrds decays 
into the dry, asli-likc substance which disappoints the 
expectant traveller. 

Wo shall notice only ono more member of this 
interesting fkmily, the history of which fufnishoa us 
with one of the most extraordinary instances of tho 
imitative faculty in man ever, exhibited. Without 
entering into the vexed question of the effiecta of 
tobacco (Nicotiana tahacum) upon the habits and 
manners of an age, we may observe, that its adoption 
as an indulgence was in direct violation of tho usual 
law of process. The habit of smoking its leaves, 
instead of having first prevailed among civilised 
nations, and so extended to the more barbarous, has, 
on the contrary, been borrowed from the actual savage, 
and from thence ascended to the most exalted ranks 
of the most refined society* Great doubt rests upon 
its native coun^ j but it is certain that the Ameri- 
cans first applied it in thq way:«o well Mown now; 
they themselves called the .plant jmtm and yati, but 
Europeans have adopted tho name -fimm thOIr clqy- 
pipcB (to^bacco). ’ It is a popular stipeTOlition that 
Sir W. HaleJgh first introduced It hito England ; but 
Camden gives the palm of priority to a Mr ]^lph 
Lone, while others contend the 'claifna of Hir F. 

Drake. It h w<414c&nwn what opposition it met with

. rOPtTLAl^ PUPPETS* 

The mention of populat puppets will no doubt conjure 
up in all minds the Image of a cert£un hook-nosed 
and crook-backed gentleman, who beats his wife^ and 
kills his children* and everybody else who comes in his 
way* fur tho amusement of our sttcot-population, and 
whose misdeods are laughed at, not reprobated, pro- 
bably because in tho end he makes away with tho very 
spirit of evil himself, But though friend Punch has 
ever played a prominent part among popular puppets, 
and has, indeed, in our country become nearly the 
solo representative of the race, it is not our intention 
to treat of any individual puppet, however groat a 
favourite, but of tho fortunes of the tribe in general. 

Although, in a previous article on the subject of 
puppets, wo have maintained that the history of these 
wooden actors pi*esent3 three phases — tho hieratic, the 
aristocratic, and the popular — it must not bo supposed 
that those have been regularly successive : on the con- 
trary, the various phases have imperceptibly melted 
into each other, and most probably in modern Europe 
the popular character of puppets was never at any 
period entirely absorbed in tho ecclesiastical ; and the 
fairs, and villages, and }>ubHc streets of the middle 
ages have had their hnrablc and profane puppet-shows 
<lcsce/ulcd in direct lino from those of the ancients, 
and entirely distinct fVoni the ecclesiastical exhibitions 
inontioncd iu our previous wrliclc. However, eschewing 
all deep aiiti(iuarian research on the subject, we slnill 
rest contented with taking up their history at a later 
period, when mysteries and miracle-plays, as a general 
rule expelled from tho churches, were taken up by 
various brotherhoods; and tUo motioa-mun, with his 
thoatre on his bock, and his wooden actors in a bag, 
traversed the country from one end to tho other, 
representing in every parish, at all seasons, and at a 
I very small cost, the subjects performed by the living 
I a.ctors, at stated seasons, and in large cities only; a&d 
also reproducing in miniature the pageants and May* 
games which at certain periods of the year fbrmed the 
delight of the people. 

Through these latter — in which the heroes of the 
popular ballads always playe<l a conspicuous part — 
Robin Ilood, Maid Marion, Little John, and all the 
personages belonging to that cycle, were introduced on 
the puppet-atago in England ; as also tho giants Oog 
and Magog, and the hobbyhorses, which, in spite 
of the affection fbr them, were suppressed 

towards tlic middkj . qf the^vngn of Elizabeth as I

Horrice-daheers, as the popular pronunciatiou would

Again, when about a century 
later, the great revolution in dramatic literature took 
pLoce, which substituted for the moralities, masks 
and interludes, until then in fashion, tragedy and 
comedy under their modern form, the repertory of tho 
motions, as puppet-shows were then still called; under- 
went the changes of the day, without; however, entirely 
abandoning their ancient favourites. In tho new 
also, the wooden actors seem to have approved them- 
selves no mean rivals Of tho living ones ; for various 
writings of this and subsequent periods contain bitter 
complaints against the puppet-players, for poaching 
in tho preserves of the legitimate drama, even tho 
stately muse of tragedy being made ,to stalk their 
mimic stage. 

But lei it not be supposed that at tliis period puppets 
were still exclusively houseless vagrants, strolling 
from village to village, and from fair to fair, without a 
local habitation of their own, and giving their perform- 
ances iu the open air. Ear from it. Tliey were now 
installed in permanent theatres, not only in the most 
populous localities of the city of Loudon, but in many 
provincial towns. The puppet-theatres of Holbora | 
Bridge and BTect Street were in high repute during 
the sixteenth aivi seventeenth centuries; and thoso of 
Kltham and Brentford were so renowned, that they 
drew crowds of visitors even from tho capital ; while 
I on tlic other side, grave provincials came up to London, 
more cspf'cially to visit the puppet-ishows. These 
last were indeed so generally accounted imo of tho most 
agireeablo jmereations of tho gentry, that Phantaste, 
in Ben Jonson's comedy ot CmthkCi Iwfdsj mentions 
them as among tho greatest pfeasqies a wommi in any 
condition of life comd desire to mjoy.

Soiuetinscs liquiil jet is employe*! for 
baching collodion pictures, but more commonly cotton 
velvet. If velvet, it can be removed, and a piece of 
tlie prepared paper, sulficicnt to cover the i>ortriiit, 
substituted, taking wire that its prepared side be 
X>ressed against tlie collodion side of the portrait. 
iTaving done this, tho faco of the passe-partout may 
be exposed to tho light, and in a few seconds the pre- 
pared pax)er at the back of tho portrait will be seen lo 
darken. When sufficicntljf' dark, thf3 passe-partMit 

‘may be removed frdm tbo light, and the prepared 
paper taken oflf,' when it will be seen to present a 
p<*siiive copy of the picture on ftie glass. To fix those 
impreasious, just pass them once through a solution of 
common salt, and wash on pure water, 

TJie expense of tiiis process is hardly appreciable, 
since from 2U0 to COO copies niay be produced by half 
a dram of nitrate of silver, in ono and a half or two 
ounces of Water, the cpst only tlireepence; two or tliree 
dr*)ps of wliicii are aufiidont fbr nn ordinary steed 
portrait.

George I, In our own day, ro.ading lias penetrated

there are tens of thousands of persons wJio would he 
glad of an opportmuty for solving knotty doubts 
through the medium of the ncM'spapers.

dv the luajcoUc tjuartcrlictf como under notice i thejr 
scorn such small tat;tics as question and answer, being 
addresst'd to readers of education and high tone cf 
tasto .and Ihmn^ht. Tim rnonthHcs, too, though 
neither so few nor eo ‘far between* as the quart-orlies, 
come pretty nearly under the same category in this 
matter. As for the rlailica, who could expect queries 
and .'insNvers in papers so overwhelmed with bh'siuess ? 
Every issue is in itself a humlle of new facts, ready to 
he eagerly deyoured by the world; and the editors 
havo neither linm nor space, inclination nor necessity, 
for groping into small answers on small subjects. 
jVlany of tlie weeklies, too, keep equally aloof. Some, 
of small circulation and high price, roach the Jiands of 
readers wdio would not care for such food ; while a few 
Ollier?, of large circulation and low price, such as the 
reader has now before him, avo almost wholly filled 
I with m.'itter original and paid for, and apportioned by 
the editor in conformity with a pre-arranged system, 
iieitlier needing nor admitting the question-and-auswer 
machhiery. 

Exceptions thus made, there remain a large number 
of iveckly periodicnls in Iiondon, and doubtless in other 
place;?, addicted to riic fashion now under notice, '.rho 
kiioivledgo-box of ^Ir Etlitor is aided by the brains of 
other pciTons, narristers included ; and even 

if the qncsi'ac.:> be not really sent — well, no matter ; 
the wisdom of the answer is just as good. Who knows 
but that many a blue bag in Westminster Hall, filled 
with nothing but llaliilency, could, if it had the gift of 
apendi, tell of its master earning a crust by answering 
legal (j’t jstinnB in weekly newspapers, or by fiisldoning 
answrs to imaginary questions ? Tlie journals devoteil 
to special subjects— law, medicine, war, religion, music, 
thcatiicalfi, the fine arts, commerce, racing, hunting, 
the ring (not connubial)— -have, as a matter of course, 
or are supposnl hy the readers to have, in their editorial 
«ancliim, the wherewithal to solve problems On thoso 
specialties. AVe must except from any companionship 
w ith this large group of journals lh.at delight of all 
bookworms, Xotes and Quru'ic^s, with its pages crammed 
full of facts for wliicli we might hopelessly search c*Ue- 
wherc, and authenticated in ho many cases by^ the real 
name? of the writers. 

Let ns summon into court one woek's budget, and 
look tit it ; and let us begin with a joarnal devoted 
to iniliUry and naval affairs. A quesUoli appears to 
have been asked touching tbe privileges of the much- 
favoured military staff, for Mr Editor says: ‘There Is 
nothing unusual in the medical oMeeris requiring . the 
staff and their families to attend at.

Another journal, a luminary on railway matters,

dred niilqs fro)n tho country at a cost of conveyance, 
incUidlng delivery at my doov near London, of Is. lid.;

these useful, practical, ccsnmcrcial, manufacturing

ministry/ The editor, in all human probabiiily, would 
not be disinclined to find or make an answer to this 
real or shani query, containing the usual amount of 
sdrc.asm on those who do not belong to ‘ our party.’ 

The sporting ne'Wfipapcrs are especially rich in this 
kind of unpaid-for infornuition. So many fads have, 
a living interest in the minds of Bporting-men -horse- 
racing, sleople-chasing, hunting, dog-fighting, cock- 
fighting, prize-fighting, yacliting, boat-racing, cricket.^ 
bowls, wrestling, quoils, golf, foot-running, podos- 
trianism, fishing, jumping, billiards, bagatelle, chess, j 
draughts, back'^aunnon, whist — games and sports |j 
indoors and out, with money-gambling and without — Ij 

that they arc, or these newspapers assiiTfiO that they 

are, ever desirous of obtaining trustworthy informa-

Ifere, in the 
example now before iib, a querist is told tho,t ‘ What-

But of all these answers to correspondent?, the most

to 150,000 copies week. All the Cr.ffee-sbt-pa, 
eating-lioiu'cs, and public- tmuses in London— for it 
of London and its journals we chiefly speak— -take in 
one or more of those journals; and as a newspaper 
of large size can now be purchased for twopence, copies 
in great number find tlieir way to tJic homes of trades- 
men and working-men.

Kccder, who uow withdrew into private life, was 
replaced l>\^ Oovernor Shannon, who was declared to 
bo* ‘sound "on the goose' — that is, in favour of slavery 
in the territory — and who, in general character, was no 
improvement on liis predecessor. Indignant at being 
subjected to laws ■which they believed to rest on no 

proper anthority, and expoaoa to personal sufferinirs 

from the Missourians, the citizens of Knnsas spent the 
summer of 1855 in a state of cTttrenie agitation. The 
proper means for redress lay in a calm appeal to 
congress. Thej'^ did memorialise that body on the 
subject of tlioir grievances ; and uUimately a committee 
inquired into ajid rei)orted on the subji^ct at volumi- 
nous length. Without, however, waiting for the 
action of tlie supreune government, the citizens of 
Kansas Jiold mass-meetings denunciatory of their 
oppressors, and went the cxircrao -length of appointing 
a governor, C. Kobinsmi, to ‘oecupy the executive 
chair of the uow state of Kansas.’ Under this olhcial 
teok i)lae<? an entirely new organisation of the territory 
— alleged b}’ the parties concerned to be exactly in 
terms of the constitution, but considered by the 
supreme government as totally irregular and inadmis- 
sible. The people in tho several districts elected 
dcb'gatcs, witli perfect sorioufitiess, to constitute a eon- 
v.^iilion, or rival body to the Bogus legislature ; and on j 
the meeting of th«i assembly on tho Ibth of Septemhep

Kone hut an American, how- 
ever, can uu justice to its character. ‘ This consfttu- 
tional con vent ion,* says Phillips, ‘was by far Ibo most 
respectable hofly of men in point of talent, that was 
convened in Kansas ; indeed, it would have compared | 
favourably with legislative bo<Uca anywhere. Talent, 
and the weak vanity which apes it, were tlierc; 
true virtue, and a mure plastic school of inornliiy ; 
patriotism, and number-<}nc-ism ; outside intluence, and 
a lobby; sober, staid, business habits, brandy, tem- 
perance, whisky, prayers by the chaplain, profanity, 
and oyster-suppers. It larked none of tho great 
essentials.' Taken all in all, it was an honourable 
body, with the usual sprinkling of skilful politicians, 
who knew how to indoctrinate an infant community 
with the principles of party Tuanoeuvring. 

Tlioro were now two rival parliaments in Kansas, 
each thundering forth laws ; but of what use are all the 
laws in the world, if there is, nobody to e.xecute them ? 
Kven in despotic countries, it is the people lyho control 
the people. The Bogus legislature of Kansas was an 
exotic, tlio governor an exotic, am} the judges and 
sheriffs exotics : the people repudiated the whole con- 
cern, aiKl defied them. There being, properly speaking, 
neither law nor government, and outrages being of 
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daily occurrence, the settlers got up secret military 
organisations, the chief of these being called the Kansas. 
Begion— a kind Of .VtfmgcridUf holding inyster^citts 
meetings, and the members of which recognised each 
other by peculiar signs. To counteract tiiesq move- 
ments, and aid the Bogus legislature, the pro-slavery 
men held what they called a *Law and, Order Con- 
vention* at Leavenworth on tho 14tli of November; 
and of this profc.*sed auxiliary of the constituted 
authorities, Governor Shannon was appointed, presi- 
dent. ITom this period may bo dated the condition, of 
anarchy in Kansas. At all points, there wua open 
delhince between tho two parties. Of the fights, 
slaughteringsi, burning of houses, destruction and 
stealing of property, and personal outrages . of every 
kind, w'e are fortunately spared from giving any 
account, as ample details of tho atrocities committed 

hy the bimler lulllaus have been made wWviy known, 

and more particularly as that greatest atrocity of all, 
the burning and sacking of tho city of Lawrence, in 
M.ay 185G, must be fresh in every one's recollection. 
By Mrs Bobinson, wife of Governor Kobinsoii, who 
WHS carried away a prisoner, a circumstantial ami 
grapliic. .account of the troubles in Kansas has beca 
given to the world. 

In J\ily 185G, tlic Topeka convention was brouglit 
to a tcrurnntion ly order of Colonel Sumner, at the- 
lioad of a troop of dragoons, despatched by the supremo 
government to suppress tho insurrections in tho terri- 
lor 3 '. With the intcmiption of the free-state conYcntion. 
the seizure of some prisoners, and tho occupancy of 
Kansas by the fodernl forces, the territory was substan- 
ti.'illy handed over to the Missourians. How far the 
president was ju-stified in sending an army into Kansas, 
has been matter of much angry discussioa; his pro- 
ceedings in this resi)e(‘t, while ostensibly designed to 
keep the peace, had the effect of vmdic\ating tho con- 
duct of tho ^iissourian intruders, and IcaviiJg the 
actual settlers helpless. Tho subject, it will be recol- 
lected, brought congress to a dead-lock at tho end oif 
August 185G, wlion nn appropriation for the, army 
n quired to be voted, (hi this occasion, the mcmbcrH 
of the House of Uepresentatives from the frCo statca 
had it ill their power to stop the supplies, and time 
withdraw tho army from Kansas. This errand ( Imnce 
of liistorical renown was not embraced. By a majority 
of 10J to 08, tiio .'I;r appropriation was ultimately 
caiTiinl — IM i.’/.jnb’irs from free states swelling the 
majority. 

Under Oovernor Geary, Kansas has latterly been 
triinquil. aiul things may be said to be mending. But 
the lavvs of the Bogus lc;.i£latnre, which impose and 
bolster uj> .slavery, remain in force, and whethcT they will * 

.a-ioiislicd by local or federal authority, is uncertain, 
rracticall}’’, Kansas is a slave territory, aqd will to all 
appearauco bo a slave stale. iSomo New York news- 
papers, we observe, are recommending free-state emi- 
grants to pniceed to the territoiy,wliich presents cheap 
and fertile lands for settlement ; and, considering the 
mighty stake at ipsuc, we are. not surprised that fresh 
attempts should be made to pour in an independent 
class of settlers. Ho would 111 understand the nature 
of the struggle in Kansas, wdio supposed it to rel^t$ 
solely to the freedom of Hjat territory. No doub^ 
was the great and proximate object; but whan we say 
that by making Kansas free, slavery would he checked 
in its north-western flaok, and receive a , severe hW 
throughout its whole system, the char^ter of ,tliat 
desperate lifo-and-death struggle, whieli we have 
faintly portrayed, will perhaps he bettor understood. 
That the Americans, to whom this ia nn local squabble, 
but a thing of national concern, will ait down.quieUy 
with matters as they are, we camiot believe. Indeed, « 
their reputation as a people may be said to be pc^UM 
on tho result of the question; and we are hardly go&e 
beyond riio truth in sayings that the world wa^ts with 
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some interest to learn the iesufi. Possibly, some one 
on Trhoni has dropped the mantle of Henry Clay, may 
propose a new Compromise ! 

In judging of past ctents in this unhappy territory, 
a sense of impartiality obliges us to say timt all parties 
were in the wrong. Congress coininitted in the Unit 
place a gricrons wrong, by instituting squatter sove- 
reignty in direct opposition to the Missouri Compromise. 
Pierce seems to have done wrong throughout, in his 
inviiriable leaning to tlie pro-slavery party, and so 
encouraging their aggressions. Then, as regards the 
two local parties, wrong was met with wrong, illegality 
by illegality. The intrusions of the border ruilSans 
were in every point of view- iniquitous; but the free- 
soil settlers, though grossly insulted and oppressed, did 
surely wrong in inaugurating an illegitimate legislative 
convention, and in trying to support their plans by 
secret military organisations. As for Kcedcr, the 
central Ugnra in the group fjf wrong-doers, ho, by his 
incorrigible folly, rendered confusion worse confounded 
— a fine instance of what mischief may bo done by 
good easy men, when placed in circumstances demand- 
ing vigour of character. Por all iliego complications of 
wrong, of which no one can yet see the end, the more 
peaceful and honestly disposed immigrants to Kansas 
paid a heavy penalty. Their sufferings were acute, 
their losses ruinous. Of the deplorable condition to I 
which their agricultural operations were reduced, wo | 
could advance no more convincing proof than that 
which above all things shocks the sensibility of an 
American — white women were seen labouring in the 
fields ! W. C. 

TBl^ FIRST R/LOdRD SCHOOL. 

Tbb Scotch pique themselves a little on having taken 
the first st('p in this movement, and Jiave croud 
reason for tiie self-gratiilatioii. Iso doubt, so far as 
the British Isles arc conoorued. the first of th(s« 
institutions originated in tho north ; but Tow of us 
are perhaps aware that, in the little town of Weimar, 
‘where,* as Professor Blackio hath it, ‘fairPeueo her 
bloodless victories tell.-',’ Hnch an institution fiourished 
seveii-nnti-lhirty yo:irs ago. 

Tho life of Frederick Perthes, which has boon lately 
translated, has presented to the English public a 
picture of German life— a picture of a good nmn*s 
mind, and of domestic happiness such as has been | 
seldom seen ; and among the various subjects of i 
interest treated of in these volumes, public and I 
private, secular and theological, the clmptcr on the ! 
first- R.sgged School and its founder is ono of the most ! 
attractive. One thing very notable is, that John Falk, 
to whom the honour is due of having been the first in^ 
this good work, ivas not a man of any great iutellc'Ctual 
power— a largo heart, a disinterested, warm, unselfish 
nature, umt^ with complete devotion to tho ono 
object, insured success ; though in Jus literary under- 
takings he had previously been a butt for the ridicule 
of his learned countrymen. Falk was a native of West 
Prussia, and had come to reside in Weimar, when his 
compassion was excited by the number of children 
left destitute by the battles of Jena, Ltitssen, and 
Xolpsic, which bad leR then^fetherless, and who now 
wandered, likp wild beasts of the forest in the neigh- 
bourhood of tliose scenes of horror. These young 
savages Weto the wreck, ctf Ni^olcon’a armies— dark- 
eyed -boys from southern France and sunny Italy, j 
besides a multitude from all the tribes of Gennany. 
Of these, Falk collected more than 300, and took tliem 
lato his own house, and resolved to devote his life to 
the task of techiiming them, and giving them tlie 
blessings of education aiid an honest calling* To 
do so, besides his own devotion and energy, large 
lunds necessary * and part of his mipopulaiity 
' may well be ascribed, not only to his oocentrlcities, 


his riding his hobby very Thard, but to bis being 
a bold and untiring beggajr— a bore, in short— the 
burden of his song being always ‘give, give*’ Having 
himself given his soul and lK)dy to tlie v^ork pf saving 
souls, be co\ild not understand any one being luke- 
%varm jn such a cause, or stinting either their labour 
or their substance. Falk wisely said, speiiking df the 
abuses of tho time, ‘nor will matters be mended so 
long as men regard preaching and the hearing of 
preaching as a Christian act, whereas Christian action 
is itself the true sermcpi.* lie acted up to this prin- 
ciple, and night and day gave himself to the work. Ho 
had much to disappoint, but still more to encournge 
him, and was determined never to see difficulties. When 
his house was sold by the proprietor, he naturally 
found no one very willing to receive him and his 300 
children into another: he therefore resolved to build, 
and to do the whole by tho hands of his children ; 

that,* afl ho »aidy ‘evory tllo in tho roof^ evory 
nail in the walls, every lock on the doors, every chair 
and every tabic in the rooms, shall bo a witness to 
their industry.* 

To any one familiar with our Ragged Schools, the 
following description, given by Perthes, of the first 
Ragged School, which he visited in 1822, is very sigiil- 
ficant: ‘About fifty journeymen and apprentices, all 
of them former inmates of the Ragged Hospital, Avero 
working at the new building as masons and carpenters. 
They were served by boys still in the institution: 
horrid, oanhibal-liko faces they all had, with the wolf 
of tho desert unmistakably imprinted on their fore- 
heads. ■ In the expression of many, however, there 
were traces of a new life; and Faik says it is a real 
pleasure to see how the claws and tho shaggy tufts 
gradually fixll off.* 

Falk’s Avork and life-labour was crowned with great 
success. No (louht, mar»y of his protegees vctui'no'i to 
l^icir wild ways, still a miicli larger number grew up 
i sober and irnin.drious citizens; juuJ many a thriving 
artisan, in his liappy and peaceful homo, bU‘?fiod t!ie 
memory of his benef/mtor, who had taught him the 
first lesson of rectitude ami .<»c‘if-rcspoft. Also that 
has takc‘u place of which he was hiniaeif so (‘.onfident 
— the idea which possessed him hiis spread throughout 
I Christian Europe ; and though the name of the whim- 
sical John Falk is seldom heard, the desire of his heart 
is accompli sh.ed. Wherever there is Avant and luiseiy, 
there also there is a door open for the children of tho 
destitute ro learn the great lesson how*^ to live for this 
world and fia* the next. And in our days, ludub trial 
Schools have noble lords for their managers, and dainty 
ladies for their patrons.

Doomed beyond doubt— doomed to quick, aAvful, and 
certain death Avas the earless trapper. In five minutes 
more he must perish.

More than 
once had I seen him tried ia the hour of peril ; and I 
knew that, notwithstanding the wildness and eccen- 
tricity of his character— of his crimes, I might add— . 
his heart, ill directed by early education, ill guided 
by aftcr-asfiociation, was still rife with many virtues. 
Many proofs of ibis could I recall ; and I confess that 
a feeling akin to friendship had grown up between 
^ mysei.''and this singular man. 

Betv'een Garcy and Rube the ties were still stronger. 
Long and inseparable companionship— years of parti- 
cipation in a life of hardships and perils — Uko thoughts 
and liabitudes-^though perhaps dispositions, age, and 
characters were a good deal unlike— all had combincMl 
to unite tho two in a firm bond of friendship.

It presented the n])pcarancc of a huge box set upon 
the prairie, not unlike that rave formation, the ‘ cofre,’ 
Avhich crowns the summit of the mountain Rerotc. 
Its sides in tlio distance appeared perfectly vertical, 
and its top horizontal as the plain on which it rested. 

As we drew nearer, I could perceive by the dark 
paTai)et-like band along its crest that it was covered 
with a growth of timber. TJiis was the more readily 
observed from contrast with the perpendicular sides, 
which Averc almost of a snowy whiteness, on account 
of the gypsum, chalk, or milky quartz of which the 
rock was composed. The tnost peculiar filature of the 
mound was perhaps its apparently rqig^ar fbrin — a 
perfect parallelopipedoq. But it was in other 

respects. Its sides glistened fantasticaily under the 
rays of tho sun, as though it ^ere studded with 
windows of glass. This, however, was easily accounted 
for; and I knew that the sparkling eiiect was produced 
by plates of mica or selenite that entered into the 


composition of^he rock. 1 had seen whole mountains 
that presented a similar appearance. More than one 
such exists in tlio great American Saiira, in whose 
glittering clifls, viewed from afar, may be found tho 
origin of that wild chimera, tho mountain of gold. 

Altliouglv neither a mountain of gold nor silver, the 
mound in question was an object of rare interest. A 
very enchanted castle did it appear, and it was difficult 
to assign its fbrmatiott to nature alone. Human 
agency, one could not help fancying, must have had 
sonic thing to do in piling up a structure so regular 
and compact.

This name is given to them in allusion 
to the Hat table-like tops, which distinguisli them Iroin 
other elevated summits. Sometimes one of these 
mesas is found hundreds of miles from any similar 
ciniiienoe; more frequently a number of them stand 
near caeli other, like truncated cones — the summits of 
all being on the same level, and otten covered w-itli a 
vcgetirtion differing materially from that of liio sur- 
rounding plains, (loologists have alfivmed that those 
table- tops are the ancient level of tho plains thein- 
si'hes; and that all around, and intervening between 
them, iKH cither runk or submitted to the degradation 
of water! It is a vague explanation, and sc.arcely 
s.ifififles tlio fpecidativo mind. The mrui of Mexico 
iij still a geological puzzle. 

As wc upproi’ched this singular object, I could not 
help regarding it with, a degree of curiosity. I had 
S( en m^sji heights before — in the ‘ niauvaisc terre,’ upon 
tho illihsouri, in the .Navajo country w'cst of the 
Kocky Mountain?, and along* the edges of the ‘Llano 
I'st.jeado/ which of itself is a vast mesa.

Wo fight against the cowardly Mexicans, who 
robbed us of our country. We light for Mocte?ama!* 

Tht'se words, uttered along the whole northern 
frontier of Mexico, are full of strange import. 

The American commander prudently declined the 
Comanche, alliance ; and tlie result was the bitter 
itiany^dar war in which, as already noticed, we were 
now engaged.

tors, however preposterous tlioy may h.'ive been iu tlr(> \ 
fashion of their boots, however capricious in tho cut of i 
their trunk- hose and doublets, or however eccAjntric in 
their conceptions of periwigs, were neve^, that I can 
discover, guilty of -wearing anything so monstrous as a 
modern hat. Even my remote ancestors, the ancient 
Britons, though particular to a fault in the illustration 
of their stomachs, and somewhat savage, I must con- 
fess, in many respects, were never so lost to every tiling 
human as this.

And 
ns the fashions be rare and strange, so is the stufTu 
whereof their hattes are maide divers also ; for som*^ 
are silke, some of velvet, some of Inttotie, some of 
sarsnet, some of w'ool, and, which is most curious, some 
of certainu kinde of fine haire ; these they cull hover 
liattes, of XX., xxx., or xl. sli, price/ 

Now, so strong are my individual foelings upon the 
FTibject, that I conscientiously declare I v/ould rather 
wear a sarsnot hat a quarter of a yard higli, with a 
yellow riband round it, as my respectable progenitors, 
on the authority of Stubbs, did 200 years ago, than be 
attired in the glossiest, lightest, most flexible, and 
beat ventilated gossamer of the present day; and this 
altljough I commenced thi :3 paiu'i* by stating — Jind I 
stick to it— that 1 am a roiiaonable man ! My great- 
grand talhor, who flourished 150 years ago, wore a 
three-cornered cocked-hat, and looked like a •gentle- 
man. If he were to meet the present writer staggeiing 
under a head-dress of this period, lie would kick him — 
and very properly — for disgracing the f.imily ; as the

That the fact of its existence wouM have altercfl the * 
current of liistury in tlic case of liio tyrant Ge^oler, I 
so that the toxophiiitic proficiency of AVilliarn Tell 
would have been known only to hia friends, I h,a\o 
little doubt, so utterly absurd would it have been to 
anticipate obeisance to a — hat!

But J fool that ii is quite impossible to furnish even 
the most concise epitome of my hatred to hats within 
the limits of a column. If 1 ever do— and I confess I 
sometimes do— yc tTii for the faculty of authorbhip, it 
is primarily that I may devote three volumes of the 
most brilliant writing to a denuncifttion of this most 
atrocious slavery, so that my name may go down to 
posterity — ^in conjunction with that of Mrs Harriet 
Beecher Stowe— as one of the greatest reformers of 
my age.

— And atU‘nlion has been called to 
tho fact, that in knowledge of .inother sort— nainely, of, 
living Eastern hmguag(\i— -England is more backward 
than Si'iC ought to be ; and measures arc to bii taken to 
insure tliat our milit.uy and civil olHcOrs, from Con* 
sunrinople to O.-mton, shall be able to confeP'with tlio 
native.^ without the medium— too often a fatal one— of 
an interpreter. In the present state of affaira in IVrsia 
and China, thi.-i question bfecoinea of much iniportaticc. 
—A proposal h:u been made which prinnlgcs well for 
aiwdhor sort of education ; to o»t,abUah Industrial 
Schools, caH; of whicli shall comprise a draining 
family’ — girl^ tu bo entered and instructed, during 
good-behaviour, in all that appertains, to domestic 
economy and household duties.

The Society of Arta announce tlmt their K’mth Exhi- 
bition of Inventions will open, on . the of March:

demonstrate their capabilities. Among the papers read 
lit llic evening meetings of the society, one on the 
Natural Kesources of British Honduras by tho colonial 
Chief-justice Temple, mode kjaown many new par- 
ticulars concerning the colony as to dimate and 
productions, from wbicli we gather that scarcity of 
mahogany is not to be feared for a long time to conic. 

Talking about Honduras reminds us of a new yam, 
as it is called, which baa been scut from Mexico to tho 
Academic at Paris. It is of prodigious size — 2 mi^tres 
51 centimbtres long, 89 eentimetros circumference, and 
weighs 80 kilogrammes. Soino of the academicians say 
it is rathcT a rhizomo than a root ; not a yam, but a 
hitherto undetermined vegetable, perhaps a dioarorm 
—a question to be settled by botanists. In Mexico, os 
■no aro informed, it is not at all uncommon for the 
roots to grow to a length of four metres. They aro 
a palatable article of food, notwithstanding their 
size. j 

Mr Palliscr’s project for exploring tho Saskatchewan 
and the passes of the llocdcy Mountains, is recom- 
mended by the Geographical Society. If w'e are to 
purge our towns and counties of rogues and despora- 
diios by transporting them to Vancouver's Island, a 
practicable route across the coiitinent of America to 
the iiorth-Avest becomes a dosiderntuin. And among 
the subjects brought forward at recent meetings of 
the Society are— the rksirability of constructing a 
railway IVom tiie north- wc'it coast to Hudson’s Bay — a 
scheme for an exploration of tho Orinoco, and on the 
progress of tlio North Australian exploring expedition.

subscription. In a tefitimonial so well dtserved, all

Tlie Hakluyt Society are continuing their useful 
publications, chielly of early voyages and travels never 
before publiriied, reprints of old eilitions ; and in this 
ivuy a series of w oVks. hitlierto inaccessible, is brought 
within reach of the scientific reador. lina^ia at the 
Close of iJit Sixteenth CertUmf is tiie title of llic last; 
and among volumes forthcoming w'c find, Jmlia in^the 
Fifteenth Centvryi and, translated by Admiral Smyth, 
The Travels ef dirohmo Sevsoni, in Americu, in 15*12-50. 
A sub.icription of a guinea a year entitles the members 
to all tho works published. — Nolicu has at limes been 
taken of specimens of graphic or hieroglyphic writing 
brou'glit from Mexico, of a, date subsequent to the 
Spanish conquest : Mr Squior has read a paper there- 
upon before the Koyal Society of Literature, in which 
he shews that these specimens are writings prepared 
by the earliest Spanish missionaries to impart a know- 
ledge of the Cliristiiin faith to the Mexicans. — And 
while on the subject of hooks, we may mention here 
a work in two volumes, published at Paris by M, K. 
Bouuemerc — liisloire des Pn^suns, in which the author, 
tracing ilio history of the peasantry^ shews how the 
growth of political liberty has gradually^ ameliorated 
their condition, and how certain remarkable ejiocJis 
form, as it were, a measure of their advance. The 
period embraced is from 1200 to 1950; but in the 
introduction, the history is Carried back to the fiftieth 
year before tho present era. 


Since the publication Of Professor J. I). Vorbes’s 
theory of the phenomena of glaciers, a notion had 
prevailed tlmt the question was settled ; but iMcssrs 
Tyndall ^ind Huxley, iu a paper read before the Ibiyal 
Society, illustrated by ingonkius experiments, make it 
evident that there is much to be said on the question 
from another point of view. Demurring to the viscous 
theory of glacier motion, they shew that the same 
effects are producible by another and a difibrent cause 
— a mechanical one. The operation of tliis is favoured 
by a certain plasticity of the ice, by reason of which it 
takes readily new forms under great pressure, as was 
demonstrated by experiment. A spliero of ice was 
compressed into a perfect lens ; a small flat slab into a 
half-oi.rcle ; and from a hemispherical mass, a complete 
basin was produced— all retaining their shnpe solid 
enough to bo freely handled, till they molted away in 
the warmth of the room. Dr Tyndall was led to tho 
views, here sketched in merest outline, by his n'searches 
into the origin of slaty cleavage ; and having confirmed 
them by a visit to the Alps of Switzerland and tho 
Tyrol, die has, conjointly with Mr Huxley, submitted 
them to the judgment of scientific men in the vv.ay 
above mentioned, and by a lecture delivered at the 
Koval Institution. 

A paper ‘ On Some of the Products of the Destruc- 
tive Distilhitiou of Boghead Coal,* by Mr Williams of 
Glasgow, reoil also before the Koyal Society, is inter- 
esting jis jitTording another instance of the advantagi'S 
derived by industry from refined science. Tlie pro- 
ducts in the present case arc numerous, .and such as 
will become av.ailable in the useful arts, similarly with 
benzole, paraffine, itc. After tho ro.ading of the paper, 
tltc president of ihe Chemical Society mentToned, ns 
an example of the progress ni.ade in rosoarch--5 of tlio 
kind under notice, that aniline— a comp .und of the 
benzole series — which a short time since could only be 
obtained iu w’hat ivas coiisi\hrul a laryo quantity — 
ii few ouncp.^ at a time— is now obtainerl at Iho rate of 
thirty-five gallons a day, and used in tho dyeing of 
bilk. Now applications of benzole aro also discovered, 
sonic of them available iu dorru».stic economy. It is 
preferable, as we Jiear, to turpentine for cleantang silk 
and woollen from spots of grease. 

vVe iiolh.'cd ip R recent Mnath^ iinproven>ent^ in tho 
manufiicturo of sutrar on the great beet-root farms in 
Picanly'. and we now call attention to the operations 
cjirried ut ^Messrs l>ray & Cy.’» btCt ruoC farm at 
Farninghani, near Darilord, Kent. Large quantities 
of tlio root are grown, subjected to di.stid')tii)n, ami 
aV'terwardfl used to fatten slieop and cattle. To tliree- 
qmirtcrs of .a ton of beijts, which aro sliced lengtliwisc 
by machinery in an liour, 300 gallons of -vort prepared 
by maceration of beets to start with, are poured on. a 
quart of sulphuric acid is added, and at *he end of 
twenty -four liours, the slices are ready for distillation. 
Placed in iron cylhHlt;r.s divided into con»pf>rtnien<s, 
each coiiipartiucnt is drawn upon succosKively, bo that 
there is a continuous flow of spirit until tiie end of 
the ' process. The spirit is, said to resemble snudl- 
still whisky; and under proper treatment, becomes 
what is called a neutral spirit, .useful for many 
industrial purposes. So much success has .attended 
tho manufacture of beet-root spirit iu the district 
around St Quentin and Valenciennes, that 17,000 
bullocks and 110,000 sheep are now fattened annually, 
where tlio number used to bo 11,000 of the one and 
70,000 of the other ; and more corn is grown because 
of tile increased supply of manure. It remains to 
be seen whether tlie like prosperity will attend the 
endeavours in XCent.

I talked this over one day, not hmg before my 
return to Ancona, witli the M«rche.s.*i Gentilimi, who 
was sufilcieiUly free from prejudice to listou quietly to 
some of my remarks, and sometimes evou to acquiesce 
in theit justice.

This js at xitno 
O'clock; but between seven and eight in the morning,

with a savage expression of countenance, and a 
harpoon, as though they were whales. 


As tlie crowd Jnoreades^ tlie professional gentle- 
men who have invested th^r capitafia skates and a 
chair, increase likewi^ and are prepared to tho 
former out at sixpenee per Wr per llou^— a deposit 
of five sdiUlings being required. a» a guarantee for 
their return. Under the diair is sometimes a bottle

Immediately xtpon an accident liappciihig, skaters and 
sliders, and even people who have not ventured upon 
the ico before, all crowd round the unfortunate object, 
and embarrass him with gratuitous advice. Some <»f 
these f;o in ; and then the Humane Society come, and 
some of those go in ; and ladders, and trucks with 
barrels upon them, and ropes, and double Esquimaux 
sledges, are obliged to be put in requisition to save 
them. When the breakage is pretty near the bank, 
tlie chief danger arises from an excited public, who 
sniitch down the foiirtcun-foot poles with books at the 
end of them, wliich hang from the neighbouring trees, 
and pr<ioe.‘od to rescue their fcUow-creatnrc out of four 
or jive foot of winter, without paying the least attention 
where the hooks may run into him. When a hole 
once made, it soon becomes popular as a place to 
tumble in; some skaters can’t stop themselves very 
*. asily ; other!#, principally gentlemen in government 
oilices, cannot be convinced that the line they have 
always boon accustomed to take is not tlie very best 
one sjtill, and ofdy find out their error when it is tw 
late. Tiu n it is a praiid siglit to beliold the imaicrscd 
bodies running as hard as liiey can go, with water 
spouting from them as from .a housemaid’s Uiop, to 
tiio Society’s Iriiig-ju estahlishinout, for brandy and 
Maukc't. 

Tiie view on cither side from the top of the bridge is 
very singular: the banks arc* so thronged with walkers 
i tlia't yon can’t gee ground ; the drive is as crowded with 
enrviiiges'as in tlie height of summer, and the burfaco 
of the ice is covered witli a sort ot shifting kaleidoscope 
of people at full specd—with the exception of a few 
soldiers, however, and of still fewer of the softer sf*x 
in gay attire. Tijese are but n blank lot, and rcacmblet 
perhaps, as much as anything— whut I found to Imj the 
aeccptcil similitude upon the bridge— a heap of spiders 
in a qiiurt-bottle. I am not sure but that those who 
slide have the better fun, and, at all events, lljey seeru 
to enjoy themselves more than the skaters. That long, 
swift gliding line of theirs, which never ends, comprised 
of such unequal materials — the steady, stout, old gentie- 
muh with luuifetees, who is caught round the waist 
and earned on by other people every time ; the yontli 
who travels backw-ards with the same facility as for- 
wards; the iinhitppy aspirant who wi/J turn round side- 
ways, and is instantly swept from the slide ; and. the 
artiafef who skims along upon ouc leg, and snaps his 
fingers all the time as though they' were castonefs — 
forms a pleiisant type, it seems to me, of human life. , 
But by very far the best of tins '^eiitertainment, and 
Uie one which sent me home delighted beyond all things 
with the weather and the i)arks, was this ; A cheerful- 
looking lady of middle age, well dressed and se^on- 
ably, accompanied by her little foot-page, was eliding 
as merrily as any : she took but a short> dumpy run 


from the bank, to ho sure, and was not the express- 
eiigino by. any means; but the fiiitlfihi Johnny was 
ever boliind her, like an Uflhctkmate touder ; and 
placing his hands on either side her waist, impelled 
his mistress to the goal, with safhcy find eet^ty, emy 
tiinic. She seemed to mo an infinitdy ynOro sensible 
person than the frozen dowagers who were circling 
round the park in their sliut-up carriages, and whose 
footmen werp congealing behind tliem; but 1 doubt 
not, in the opinion of sdclety, that the ^rsovenag old 
lady-slider wtis mad. 


OCCASIONAL NOTES. 

WOllK OF JUAW-Baxoiuc. 

LA.w^-reform is now, and has been for some time past, 
the fashion of the day, and a favourite popular theme; 
for not only do lawyers write and talk about it, but 
persons also, unfortunately who are entirely ignorant 
of the luw or its practioe, Tho principles 01 this latter 
class of law-reformers, so largely represented both In 
the press and the House of Commons, are— that lawyers 
should bo done away with altogether; that all the law 
of the land should be carried in a pocket-volume ; and 
that it should be so plain and simple that a child 
might expound it. In a word, the question of law- 
reform is usually taken up either for the purpose of 
[gaining notoriety, or for professional ends, or as a 
stepping-stone to office. 

Law-reform is to bo the business of tho present 
session, and, as In the la.st, much is promised ; but let 
us hope tliat, unlike tlie last, the promises may be 
fulfill!^. The reason why so little is done is, that too 
much is attempted, at once, and that there are too 
many reformers in tlie House. There is now no party ; 
everybody sets up for himself, and each wishes to have 
reforms after his own fashion, refusing to give prece- 
dence to any other ; and thus time is wasted in indi** 
vidiiftl quarrels and ‘struggles for priority, Jind - little 
or nothing is done. 

J5ince 1852, changes have been incessant, lioth in 
law and equity ; some gOod has been accomplished ; 
and teehuicaliiies have almost, if not .altogetluT, 
disappeared. A lawyer may now hop© to see tho 
l)i*giuning and end of several Chancery suits in tho 
course of his professional career, and tho expense of 
such suits h.u; been considerably diminished. Great 
reforms have taken place, likewise, in tlio practice 
of the ctmrtfi of law ; anfl in 1 864: an equitablo juris- 
diction was given to dheso courts, although this as 
yet has not iKion productive of so much good as was 
expected. In the same year, and by tho same act of 
jKirih raont, it was ordairred that a judge, having, the 
ceusent of the p^irtics conoerned, may hear caus^ 
without the intervention of a jury; and this greatly 
expc*diti‘s business at the sitlings for Middlesex, 
wljere it is sometimes difficult to get a sufficient 
number of jurymen. In 1855, the celebrated ^Idmitcd 
Liability Act’ was passeii, notwithstawling consider- 
able opposition. The argument ^inst it U slated 
by a great commercial autliority; Mr Edmund 
Phillips, in a pamphlet on tho Subject, published 
last year: ‘ The injustice of Lhuit'Cd Liability 
Companies,’ says ho, "most be apparent when it is 
considorod that this act will empower a number of 
individuals to embark in business In opposition to 
the regular merchant or trader; tat that, tho risk 
of the stronger lM>dy is not nearly. so great or Wltal 
as tlie risk of the poorer inxlivldual; for if the 
merchant or trader fail — which hb is utoal likely to 
do^ in consequence, of the reckless trailing of the 
opposite company— he and his family are, by tho 
bankruptcy laws, stripped of every earthly thing 
which they possess, even .to their .very htods; but 
if tlie convpany fait, its members ate hot liaWo to 
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htf called upon to pay ono filulUng imore irotn them 
private propertic* than tlujy have tiwught proper to 
embart in the concern ; and this S«, in fact, only the 
Stile money they can afford to lose, and' scarcely car© 
for. To cjctond this Limited Liability Act a little 
further, would be to decliire tliafc no one wood pay 
Jiis debts unless he tliinhs proper, and Avliich ought 
(o he the rider to* the act to bo consistent or fair. 
This Limited Liability Bill ought, therefore, to he 
called “An Act for the better*cnabling Adventurers to 
interfere with and ruin Established Traders, loithvnt 
risk ti} /7iEwsJf?L«es,’** Oh the other hand, it may be s.aid 
that the individual trorlcr has An immediate control 
over and' euporvision of his affairs which the member 
of a joint-stock company has not. We must express 
our own feeling, that it would be a great pity if the 
principle of limited liability', under fair re.strictions, 
should fail, as it certainly contains a bud of high 
promise for the vrorking-clasaea of ibis countr)', in 
odering -indneenients to saving, and counteracting so 
far the tendency to reckless expenditure on vicious 
indulgence, 

Th«' st:ituto most afft^cting the iiirrcsmtilc com- 
mUTilty passed last session, is the mercantile Law 
Anicndmctit Act — the princip.al clauses of wljich i 
provide that bills of oxcliange must be accepted in 
writing, and signed by the accvplor or his agent; 
and that n guarantee no longer ivciuirca a considcra- 
j tion for making it to appear in tlio writing. Altera- 
tions are likewise made in the limitations of actions, 
&c. The chief object of the bill, wlien brought into 
parliament, w.aa to abolish the seventeenth aecUou of 
the statute of frauds, which requires all contracts for 
the sale of goods or mcroiiandise abnvo the >aluc of 
,L.10 to ho in writing, or a paii of tla? goodi? to ho 
accepted, or a part of the pri<'« to be paid, before an 
liCtiou could bo brought on the conlr/ict. 't'l’c mer- 
caiililo world, bowtver, ^seemed to b(' afraid that if lliis 
clause were rc'poaled, lUoy would he cuddled wuh 
contracts which were ne^cr inauo. 'i'hcy fovgot tiiat 
the clause Wijuld not have prevented tl em from 
entering into a written contract when they chofec. in 
.Scolland, there is no J.aw requiring such contracts to 
bo in writing; and m Knginnd, in firaotioc, by liir llio 
greater miinhcr of mercantile contracts are nauly 
verbal. 

Last session, it hill was brought in by the solicitor- 
I general to abolish those abominations, the ecclesia.i- 
tical courts ; hut on account of Ihcro being so many 
I reformers, each wanting to bruo the act franicu 
I according to his own fancy, it was lost. Tliere is, 

I liovrcvcr, another attempt — tlic sixteenth, it is said — to 
I be mad© to accompUah the samo object during the 
I present session. 

Another good xn^nsure lost last session was the hill 
for amending the law of divorce, law of divorce 
is a disgrace and rcpToacli to the country. As the 
law now stands, the outraged husband cannot obtain 
u divorce unless ho first publicly parados jiis wife's 
shame ami liia own clishouour, and gets the verdict 
of a jury and damages for tlic injury, AVIuit can 
be more "monstrous than this! Again, the expense 
of obtaining a divorce is so heavy as to preclude all 
but the most wealthy firom resorting to it. Lord 
Brougham, in letter tp Lord JUdjior, after some 
severe strictures bn thc-U'W of tUv^preo, says: ‘It 
would really be a libel upon parliiirncnt to supjiosc 
that a much longer , time cm elapse before the law 
shaJJ be freed from ‘ the shamelul defect now so 
generally and so justly complained of.' 

A hill is to be brought in during the present session 
for the purpose of bringing breaches^'bf trust within 
the reach of the criminal Uw. This ought to be, for 
morally there ia no differenco between unlawfully 
Uking the property uf another, and axT'Vopriating tlie 
same liroperty when lawfully m your ch.'irgo. In 


ScQtInnd, the >oOknce is punished criminally ; but in 
England there is no remedy beyond a civil shit against 
this species of robbery. It generally happens that the 
trustee who has coruiultted the fraud becomes cither 
bankrupt or insol vefft^ or else files the country ; a 
civil suit, therefore, is out of the question ; and those 
whom he has brought to ruin, and wiio arc generally 
minors, have no remedy. But proviKion should be 
mado for remunerating truBteoa for their lime and 
trouble, else wdm will take upon themselves this 
onerous and irksome duty ? 

The law of partnersliip, loo, is to be amended during 
the present session— the dibicultics attending the ! 
familiar affix Oo.,' are to be removed by a com- , 
pulsory registration of partnerships. The objection * 
t«» the affix ‘<SL Co.' is felt tiius : a linn trade and incur 
debts under the style, for exanijde, of ‘John Smith 

CoJ A creditor wants to recover his debt agajnst all 
the partners ; but us lio does not know who they are, 
he sues Joliii Smith alone -that is, if the ]>iinlcrupt 
does not object, whicli ihe law allows him to do ; and 
as it often happens Hint the partner oi^tensibly put 

forward ims noiliing to te, tlie real debtors escape, 

and the creditor is duped. 

The Uw of bankruptcy, It is said, is also to Lc tho 
subject of amendment, and, it is needless to remark, 
that no branch of our more requires it. Amongst 
other nmeiulinents, one to nm.ilj^ainate the law of 
bankruptcy and insolvency should be made; there is 
no ground for having them distinct, so as to require 
separate eourls and judges.

who J)Ad como from Yakutsk, overtook the robbers 
seventy ko9 from Shijransk, ami after a 'Aorce resist- 
ance, killed nearly every man of them: but the 
stolen property was never reoovored- 

Sbittansk is wanting in every beauty and variety 
which can c*harm the eye. The clurncter of the 
country is tliii : a slip of land between two mountains, 
snrrouhded by a wowl so thick tliat a dog would not 
find room to push his nose into it; besides whiclu as 
soon as you have gone about ten steps, you sink up to 
the knees in soft rotten mould. Tlie following arc the 
only kinds of berries to bo found in it: bdbemos, 
black bilberries, red currants, and hips and haw«. 

Tile winter lasts for eight months; and rlurnig that 
time, people never take off tiieir warm clothing Two 
months are expended between spring and autumn : and 
thus, out of the whole year, only two months reunio 
for the poor summer. In winter, the snow falls higher 
thsn the house-tops ; the wind blows fiercely, so tliat 
it is impossible to keep upon your feet. The cold 
freezes your very breath; and during two of the 
winter znontlis, the eye of man never looks upon the 
sun. 

To speak the tnith, if my will had been consulted 
in the matter, 1 would by no moans have c*hoseii 
ISiugansk for iny hirthplace. Its inhabitants arc 
Tungousos, and they number from four to five hundred. 
These people live by the chase, wading through the 
sea of snow round about Shigaiiok to a distance of 
mote than two hundred kos. 

The animals they hunt are tlie wild reindeer, the 
black fox, the sable, the fov with the daik-coloimsl 
throat, the red fox, white fox, sijuiirol, ermine, black 
bear; and wliite polar bear. ITobsil mammoth tusks 
are likevrisc eagerly sought by them. No country is 
wUhout some kind of beauty ; you may find it even in 
Shnransk during the two summer months, wlicn tlie 
smi never sets. Nor is any land without its peculiar 
^ plenty. Thus, the rivers about »Sl.iUHnsk are swariuintr 
with delicious fish : saliiio nelma (d kind of salmon 
trout), bleak, sturgeon, Htcrlet, tsrhir (a kind of s-ahnon;, 
muksun, omul, sahiio lavnretus and coiintiess more. 
All thebO are spoiled and wasted; fiiat, lor want of 
salt, and then through n country usage. Ihc Tungousc 
digs a hole, about a fathom in deptli, near tlie place 
where he has taken bis fish. He covers the sides of 
it with bark, and sprcatls baik also over the bottom. 
Then, after having cleaned and taken out the honcM of 
his fish, ho presses thorn down into the pit, filling it as 
full as possible. They lie here until they are bine and 
putrid, aivi then becoiiio a favourite food of the Tun- 
gouses. I must confess, that m my childliood I ate it 
with great relish, and would cat it even now, if I had 
aoy. li 

On the day of my departure from Shiganak, I took, 
according to the custom of the time, a bladder full of 
earth from my birHiplace, in order that, when I 
sutfernl from the Jiome-sickncss, 1 might mix it with 
water, and drink it. However, fortunately, I have 
never felt this disorder, and so have never heen obliged 
to fili my stomach with black edrth. From that time 
until now, I liayo not once entered Sbigansk. God 
only knows whether 1 shall ever ag:ain see the place 
of my birth. 

Two kOs and a half to the north of Yakutsk there 
is a place called Killam. Here my father and mother 
had built a pretty Russian house, in whicli they lived 
before they went to Shigansk. Close to thorn, but in 
a separate house, lived my mother’s parents. At that 
I had never seen a broad field or an open plain ; 
I had seen only the bright foliage of the water-hotnlock, 
*]^eading over a wider surface than the eye can trsvdii 
growing for miles and miles by the liver-eido; or 
e^ rocks and lujls covered ftom base to summit wiUi I 
tlttok impenetrable woods. X had never Iveaid toei 


larks song, or the voice of- a sfngiog.bird ; I had 
listened only to tlm cries of ilve raven end crow, and 
now and then to the piping of huU-finches, The oii^ 
grass 1 had ever seen was the scentless reed-grass. 
You may imagine, therefore, how great was my astou- 
ishment when I reached Killhm. An open meadow, 
more than a kds in breadth, and several kos In length, 
rout my eyes; the air above mo trembled with a 
green glittering, that was even like the surface of the 
water. The variety of the flowers, and tlieic great 
number, gave to the laud the apposrauce of being 
ovcrspreail by a green or yellow garment. Here and 
there were thick groves of larch and birch. A pure 
rapid blrcmn llowed through the middle of the meadow, 
and towards the bright sands of a broad river, bordered 
with black and precipitous banks. Thick rich meadow- 
grass grear on the further side of the river, and on this 
plain the scythes of hundrevls of niow'ers glittered in. 
the sunshine. Horses and cattle without number were 
graising on the broad expanse of the meadow, fearing 
nothing, and wandering about at will. •Five or tort 
mud-plastcred Yakut cottages, and some large whito 
shining conical sunimor yourtes^ stood out as if in a 
picture. Tlie windows of tJuse yourtes, of mica or of 
glass, shone like jewels in the distance, from our house, 
which stood boldly out on a considerable clcvatioiv 
above the plain 

No sooner were we settlM at ICilJam, than misfbr- 
tuuo fell upon us. My father had never known a doy’s 
, illness until he wa< in his seventy- second year ; then, 

I one day at dinnor-tiine, ho fell FouRcles^i upon the 
I bench ; and before an hour ha<l passed, he gave np Iun 
I r»oul to Chxl. ]\ty mothoiS HOiiow was beyond all 
I bounds ; and indeed it could not \>eU he otlicrwi^e. for 
sho had lost tho liUftbaml with whom 'ihe had lived for 
upwjijd*. <»( lorty year'^ in the mo<-f jicriect haruumy 
After mv fathers bunal, my mother timnd h^rstdf in 
very sti.uteuiHl cir(*uiiisranccp. There wer«' cVhN 
reinaming to the amount of 800 or 000 roubi(‘«i. whii h 
was then atf mnUd 9 largo sum. They had lived m 
hhicansk tor nine years, and found on thoir return to 
Kiliuin but a vciy bni.ill nuinkr of tlie cattle whiuli 
Ind been kft Ihue; the grcal^r part of them had been 
lost tliiongh the ruisii'uinaurr^mciit of strange hands, 
and the hnuso had stood empty so long, tliat it was 
going to rum. 

The timo was approaching when I must manage to 
net a little learning : for this purpose, it was necessary 
that v^e should live in the town; but we iiad no house 
there. All tm^c things togithcr troubled my mother 
grc»aly; but, uerertheloss, they did not draw her 
attention from business. And now, do not blame 
mo for say inf, a few words about this good mother. 
She could neither read nor write, and yet she was 

a woman ot consideraWo talpnt. Sie bad tbe mort 

remarkable memory I ever heard of; she remem- 
bered everything tliat had happened from tlie tinl4 
[ sho was four years old, and she never forgot a single 
I tiling that she had heard from that time until she 
was seventy. Sho would tell you without n moment’s 
hesitation, the day on which every festival in the 
year foil; she know all about tho governors who 
had lived a hundred years ago ; and if she had once 
calculated the addition or division of ever so large a 
sura of money, she would tell you the result without 
a fault. People who liad forgotten any circumstance 
I or event, constantly cam© to her to settle their dispatesw 
She knew tho national traditions, fables, songs, and 
riddles— indeed everything, down to ne^le-wodL 

She was a very godly woman: to the day of her 
death, she had never spoken an untrue wwd, neither 
bad any hungry man over left her house without being 
filled. In conscq^uence of this, sho was respected iia 
a good woman, and one who had on unffeigni^ love of 
truth. W«hoover had deceived her, was ashamed to 
acknowledge bis guilty and whoever had stifled her 
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by Hiiy go6d deed or any aerviee, conaidered bimaoIC 
fbrtonato firom that day. 

No one dies with the dead ; the living feela with the 
living. So, after my mother had got over her first 
grief, she began to put the house in order, and tiien 
during the five yearn in which we lived at KilUm, rite 
oocujiied herself in restoring the cattle to their original 
number. 

Oar life at KillUm was a very dull one. Ihiring five 
months in the year, the eold was so great that we conld 
not get out. In the morning, ray giandfather taught 
me to read and write ; m the evening, 1 used to read iJie 
Holy Scriptures to my mother, or slic would instruct 
mo to love God, to honour the emperor, to care tor tho 
poor, to bo compassionate, to do no wrong to any man. 
In 6hort, she endeavoured to train me to that cour«>o of 
action which tho word of God says it is our duty to 
follow. And in consequence of iny great love to my 
mother, and of my natural disposition. I listened witli 
reverence to every word she said 

About this time, wo became acquainted with many of 
the inhabitants of Yakutsk, who afterwards loved mo 
as their own child, and whom I loved with my wdiolc 
heart. It was tints that I It^arncd their language 
thorougiily, and made myself ar quaint^ vi with their 
mode of life and thought. I also listened oagerly to 
all their tales, sontTs, riddle®, and traditions; went 
gladly to tiKir fcstnal-, wedding-feasts, and national 
asseiiibhes, and took pirt in the games vthieh they 
celebrate in sumnKr. It was thus I lennied to excel 
1 in all their ppoits. T was renowned as a good shot, 

1 cither with the gun or tlic Yakut bow, and received 
iiiucb praise for tho manner in which 1 would mount 
a wild-horsc, and make it tly like; the wind aero®n 
tho broad idain. JRy (crlain iipns about a hm« ,

'Ibt gtCM, (iiK U*". hwnns, craiic»«, slorks and diflcrent 
kjiidv of sUkiII birds iniko lo ninth noise, that m 
spring when tho ice brtiks up, and in winKr when 
their >oung are flcd.rpd, and they fl> away to warmer 
Ixind*', it lb nnpoS'ible to gc't my slocqi for them, 

I 1 suppose theie are lew men who have lulled so 
I mtaiiy birds ss I have fiom my eUwnth or twelfth 
1 year upwards. 1 had such a love ot sport, that a 
I journey of three dajs witliout sleep was no exertion, 
foi I never knew wliat it was to feel wonry. In 
autumn, when waning for dawn, I have often sh*pt on 
the dump earth) the trunk of a tn e for mj pdlt»v^, nud 
without any istni covering, while the wind blew and 
rain and snow wore falling. Or when fishing, I have 
been waging tho whole night m cold water on the 
sands where the nets were set out. 

Xa later years, it has been very useful to mo thus to 
liave been early accustomed to excn'isc and exertion. 
Ill this manner, time passed on, but at length it became 
necessary for us to reside in tho town ; so my mother 
had our house at KilUim taken down, and reiuov'*d to 
Yakutsk, where it was again erected in a good position 
which she hcrselt had chosen. 

In my sixteenth year, I obtained a situation as one 
of the Impel lal Corps of Writers m the Upper Court of 
Yakutsk. A man of tho name of N— <■ — was at 
tho head of this ofiice. He was of }o\r origin, and knew 
very httlo of the present style of writing, and yet 
ho was lookc^d upon as indispensable; and whilst he 
eqjoyed such good -fortune, h/* would -carcely give 
olher men a few kopecks fgr their labour. By his 
rornmand, we sat daily, and wrote without intermission 
nine luru^ts, ftom early morning until mid-day, and 
eight hours from mid-day until night, making 


altogether seventeen hours. For tliis Xabonr, we were 
paid oiao or two copper roubles'" a monUi^ 

After being in tliis situatioR fbr about two ye«rt» 

I became senior clerk of roy table ; and in the 'tliM, 
and fourth years, the direction of six tabies was given 
to me. Brides this, I was, shortly after, appointod 
private secretary to the goventor. About ten persons 
were appointed to help mo in the discharge of all timso 
onerous duties ; one-half of them consisted of young 
children, who were placed under me for instruction ^ 
the other half were confirmed drunkards. In conse» 
quence of this, there was no end to roy work, and I had 
to labour for twtnty hours a day. My salary kt this 
time was five copper roubles a mouth. OThe love of my 
superiors, the esteem of all men, and, atiOTC ell, my 
iiiothci*'! joy, gave me strength : moreover, I hod tlm 
eonv( lousnoss that my labour was not in vain. 

My mother had hiined tuclvo children, and also 
her beloved husband, nnd now she lived but for mo. 
Just as 1 was thus rejoicing her heart, and at tlio tinio 
when sho shcpild lia\o rested Irom lier labour, aho was 
attacked by a tt^rnblo nnd fatal disease, which increased 
from day to day, and confined her to her bod for two 
whole jear^. Uiinno^ all this time, 1 never allowed ftuy 
ono else to wail upon her for a singlo night; I gave 
her medicine and food, moved her m bed from sido 
to ®idc, did evciy thing for her with my own hands, and 
slept III a chair by her bedside. Very frequently 1 
passed a dcepless night, and then went to tho otfice. 

At last her sti( tigth began to dimmish visibly, t 
was with her for nine whole days and uights befurQ her 
death, and (luting that time I never onoo left her side, 
and never elo^iul my eyes in sleep. Her parting words 
to mo doling these nine days wore many, very many. 
The night before her death she said. ‘Go not stay in 
the town of Yakutsk; it is fill of envious Kussiou^, 
The Yakuts love you, and will always love you: thid 
wnll give birth to envy , which, t.akifjg root, will grow 
until you arc obliged to dofend e\ cry word you say^ 
until your freeiloin is fettcied, and you are brought <o 
misery. Sell your house, tin n fore, and your good?, 
and M> to Ku'^sia, tli^ro you wiH sto th(> glorious 
emperor, and then your fortune will be made. You 
will bt* left all lonely undir the ®un; btit you know my 
Iieait. Do nut wandir awfiy froui the gootl path; and 
then, wlmtever misfortune may befall you, you wiU b© 
happy', h'orget not to help your follow-moii, foi all 
men Jire of one f iiinl, , aiui iia*,e one Father in heaven. 
In tho morenurj j. Bhail die; w'ln n the sun rises, send 
lor the priest, and tall logetl.er luy rdatious mid 
friends/ 

On tlic following morning, so soon as the day b^n 
to break, 1 sent for the priest. My mother coufeisiseii 
her r»*CsiVcd the l.ord*8 Supp/'F, and took iMVU of 
Al tl e irienJs who had by ibat lime flsscdihled At my 
summons. Then ilie embraced me, and I fglt hut 
dying breath on my .'.lioiilder. Alter a few momeuis, 
all who wero pribtmt wiid, with one voice ; ‘Blm ia 
ilcadr U was so. As she lay tncre ou her bed, sho 
never looked like a dying person ; not One iQpatm of 
her countenance hvl (hangi'd, and there was no 
once between her death and the light sleep of one wtko 
IS weary. We watched her couutooancp without tto 
least tear; tlicro was a snnlo oi joy upon tt, tM 
dear mother were made glad by the ught uf a seat 
prepared for hcir in that blight region where the great 
l5od dwoUs, and as if the ‘^oul that was purged from 
sin rcjoieed to quit tho worn out body. This was the 
way in which she died. 

Good mother 1 Of all the days that thun didst hin» 
here under the sun, not one pasmA without' enro : th^ 
was no isSL»y life ; thy happKm=*ss con««tod sbl^ In gM

ii»T)T»v now. With my mother, 1 lost my only jov.on 
o^rtli. I have neitlier brptlnars nor sistom, not have 
fevrr mairiod; so that from that time until now there 
lias been no one to mourn over, my dark days or th 
rejoice at my godd-fortuno. , I am a stranger to all 
men, and I enter every house as a guest. There was 
now nothing of any interest left for mo in Yakutsk. 

It is true the povornor loved me as his owh son. I 
was at the head of his officii and far from allowing me 
to go to another town, lie would not let me leave him 
for a single hour. But he died ; and so soon as tic was 
dead, 1 went to Irkutsk, having drst sold my house and 
property, and paid the debts which had been owing 
since my father’s death. Here I obtained a situation 
in the governor’s office, and lived in peace for a year 
and a half. My salary was eighty roubles a month, 
and 1 hod 'no other duties and cares than the light ones 
of writing.

, [On the subject of scarlet ferer, which has been lately malnng 

extraordinary havoc among old and young, the fnllowing useful 
ohservatlona occuV in* a ■ snian * tract Intended for popular 
diysemination by Mr H. Vairman, surgeon, Jliggar.] 

Ai’TKtt refisrring to the value of thorough ventilation, light, 
and cicanllucss, in order to disinfect clothes aiul apart* 
inents from tlio invisible nir-poison t‘.\haleil from tlio sii-k; 
the imllior pvoceeils : — It is impovUmt to Itnow rcgavdiug 
jnfecUou, that when r.ot destroyed or <lsfr>perftcd in tl»e .sick- 
room, it attaches itself and adheres with great tenacity 
to all Articlcfl of furniture — chairs, lahlcs. draweis, iSic!, 
nestling in their Innumerable pores ; and uiileas those 
articles bo scrubbed with a soliUion of cliluride of Jii;rte, or 
exposed to a strong heat, or n (roe current of air for 
several hoftr<, it may again become cv(dved, vutrr virnkully 
iha,n at furi, after tlic lapse of many wecJis. But it 
chiefly ailherts to cotton attd woollen materials. Tlu 
p:itleiit*a body-clothcs and blankets bceoino sfiturated with 
it, like a sponge with water. Ami ui airin;^' lho.se materialN, 
a mere pa^rdug brccKC is not always sutlicicnt to carry it 
away. A gcuteel country family lately r<»lat(.‘d to u;c that, 
a few years ago they had oecasluii to reside some time in 
Edinburgh; wbild there, one of the doimslics hecanie 
affected with fever of a peculiar type. Afror heir recovery, 
the bed-Hothes— as wjis thought— wore sniheieutly aired, 
pticked up, and conveyed home along with the family. 
Tlu'ough some inadvertence, tliey rein.aiued for four 
months thus folded up ; after which, being required for 
use, they were, opened out and wjislie«l. ^Vithm a wxe k, 
Uie person who washed tiiem became atUeked wiOi the 
same type of fever, though none was prevailiiig in the 
' Jj district i)t the time; so that iufcciiou lhu.s imprisonod in 
a blanket, or anywlicre else, and not exposed to any 
current of air, seems not only quite indeslructihle, but\ 
while thus uonltned, prpbably grows in virulence eveiy 
day. Thus the infection .of pJague^-which is just a form of 
typhas fever-— has been packed up in a bale of cotton, and 
after being conveyed many hundred miles, stvuek with 
instant death the person who unloiiscd it. Tlve following 
curious ifnd dieadful incident, related by Pr Parr of 
Kxetcr, shewing how plague was once disscrininatcd in 
an Knglish town, we extract from Macaulay’s Dudiomry 
Medickm: **The k«st plague which inh-slod the town 
in which wc now write/* says Dr Pair, ‘’arose from a 
' traveller remarking to lii-i; companion, that in a former 
journey he had the plagno in tho room where they .srtt. 
‘In lliat corner,* said ho, ‘was a cupboard where tlie 
bandages wera kept; it b» now plaatereil, but they are 
prolukhly there still.* He took the pokyr, broke down 
the plastering, and found them. Tiie tikease tuiut ttotm 
fH^setninalcd, and exiintsivcly fatal. ^ 

Tilt* next point requiring notice Is, that one man may 
convey infection to another, while he himself escapes the 
disease. Some yeas-s ago, 1 received a message from a much | 
esteemed and worthy minister, requesting a visit to two of i 
bis cbiwlren. On arriving, I found them ill with scarlatina j i 


'and as they hgtl botit Ijtetomo eliddcnly affected irf thti very 
mm tmr the prevkma evening, it was evident that both 
had Mmultaneously' imbibed the poisonous dose* 'But tho 
question arose: Wicre could they possiWy get infection? 
for they had ever been .carCfiiHy tended by their nurse, 
come in contact with hobody'lmt themliors of theifhmily, 
and no fever of any description wus prevailing for siverel 
miles around. At length tho father remembered that 
; about a week before ho Imd visited a little girl under scar- 
! latina in an adjoining parish ; had, in the act of engaging 
in religious conversation, .sat by her bed, taken her by tlic 
hand, rubbed his clotlies on the be’d-clothea of the paticut->- 
in a word, had (|uite unconsciously done everything likqly 
to saturete his own clothes with Infection; after which, 
the night being cold, he wrepped his great-coat firmly 
around him — tims inadvertently preventing its dispersion***- 
moimted his horse, and trotted homo -at a rapid pace. On 
reaching lioine, he threw off his great-coat, drew in his 
rhair to a comfortable fire, and as any fond parent would 
lie apt to do, forthwith got both of the children perched 
upon his knee, little dreaming of the poisonous present a 
father's love was unconsciously bestowing. That tlife was 
thi) mode of oomnaunicatin^ the diseaso WU3 evident by A 
proee.s8 of exact calculation ; for the inlbction of scarlatina 
lurks in the blood about five days before the fever shews 
itself; and on ca!(!ulating five da^s track from iho onset 
of the fevor, we wore brought exactly to the time wlieu 
the inchlont occurred. 

If two pieces of cloth of the fcime material, tho ope 
hliich. and tlio other white, \rcTe, in equal ohcunistnhce.'*, 
and for tho same length of lime, exposed to Infection, 
the black doth would be far sooner saturated with it 
than tlio other. "Wo have here something analogous to 
the weil-known law ahout tho absorption of heat. As I 
flark ohjeets absorb heat move powerfully than white. ] 
one.«, .so do tliey also more readily absorb infection, and j f 
al! kinds of smells. Ilenec the n)m*e fumigation of clews ! I 
aij'l wvrnls in epidemic seasons is not enough; they are < 
afretwards very properly wliirev,{i.shed. IJence .sl'-'-o tlio j 
whole.'.oineiies.s of light :us well t..‘5 sdr in the dwellings of !

OUAI'IER II. 

.firsT at the time when I was about to g«> to Ilusshi, 

there carno from thence si Mr M , who hntl been 

appointed governor of Yakutsk, ^^'hon h(3 heard that 
] was well acquainted with the hinginigo and maiincrs 
of tlie Yakuts, he sought me out, and made my 
acquaintance. Althongli I Ind verv little desire tsi 
return, 1 went hack Avilli him to Ysskut.'dc. and tins ! 
simply betiiuse I Imd the welfare of the Yakuts at 
heart, and also because 1 could not fail to remark 
tho strength and vigour of intellcel of this new official ; 
at tlie same lime, I had a foreboding that my return 
would bring forth nothing hut trouble and ruisfortniie. 
The result wdll shew how correct was this apiirchension. 

To the soutli-east of Yakutsk, and at a distance 
from it of more than JOO k“»?, is a tract of, laud called 
Udskoi, colebratfd as a huntiiiff district. The circuiu- 
fei-ence of Ud.skoi is about fiOO kos ; it is bounded on 
the east by the b’ca of Okliotsk; on ilie south, by 
Cliina; and on tho north and west, by Nertschinsk, 
Olekminsk, .and Changangy. Tho province of Yakutsk 
is so inordinately large, that this district is looked 
upon as a remote and desert land ; througli the whole 
extent of it there are not more tlian four or five 
liu'ndrcti noroiMlie Tungouses; yet these, on account of 
their riches and peculiar condition of life, should not 
be passed over in silence. 

At the timo of wliich T speak, a great number of 
Yakuts and Kussians were in the habit of journeying 
hither, in order to buy furs from the Tungouscs, which 
they could do at a very moderate rate; *»nd they loft 
their own goods iti exchange', for which they charged 
monstrous prices. This gavo rise to so much fraiid 
and oppression, that the inhabitants of Udsktd W'cro 
almost ruined; and other difficulties added to this, 


rendered it necessary to send aii overseer to Udskoi. 

1 was cliosen to fill this situatioq, ^ 

For two months before my departure, I had 
great number of documents to write; and tlds work,, 
together with the preparation for. my ioarno>% was qnly 
the commencement of Uio endless trouble that awatted, 
me for ihi? space of a year and a half on my distant 
travels. 

My outfit consisted of three changes of. winter- 
cloihing, four changes of summer-clothing, toi^ sujWj 
dried Russian biscuits, inoiit-pies, guns, gunpowder, 
and lead, a little ruin and ^l)l^its, and also meat, and 
Yakut Hiid Russitm butti r. All these wero packed in 
loatbeni bajis, eacb containing two and a half puds (a 
pud weighs torty-gix poinuls), or else in wooden chests i 
after tliey had been safely covered, so that no water 
could penetrate the packages, they were bound round 
with leathern tlionga, an«l divided into so many lidrsb^ 
loads, each load consisting of not more than six puds. 

Although it was the month of February, the severity 
of winter had not begun to diminish. According to 
an instrument (Ttoaumnr’s tbcrmometcr) with which 
the Russians moiisure the degree of cold, it was below 
thirty when 1 left the town of Yakutsk, with tho two 
Cossacks who iwicompanied mo. Wo travelled iwi far 
as Aiuga — a distance of thirty kds— in sledges drawn 
by liorst'S. At Aroga we packed our luggage on tho 
backs of hcvcn liorses, mounted throe ourseivos, and, 
ivcompanicd by two gui'lcs, punecOtkHi mi our journey, 
Tlic liorscs were all fat, and consequently full of 
spiiit, so that tlicy would not proceed quietly with 
iiicir burdens. For this reason, and becaiiRO W'o did 
not wish to overheat them on tho first day, wc halted 
at a place not distant more than three kds (thirty 
vcr.'.ls) from Amga, where wo dcleviuiued to pass tho 
iiiglit. 

Tho guides, first of all, unloaded Lhts horses; they 
then shovelled away the snov, till they came to tho 
hard grouiii], when tlK?y I)i*.gan searching for dry wowh 
So soon as this was found, and a tire kindled, they 
filled the te.v-kcitlo and another larger kettle with 
snow', in order lo get water for cooking ; ami after wo 
had been Ihoroiigidy warmed by tho tea, they sot to 
work to prepare a place I'or the niglit. To begin, 
(hey made a lieap of htnall twig.s and bmnehes; over 
this tlio Ktuldle-clfiilKs were spread, and on the toji of 
nil camo a bed of bear-skins. After consuming the 
supper whicli WiH prepared fur n», we clothed our- 
selves warmly lor tlie night, and went to bod; tho 
boots, stockii.gs, and gloves wldch we had taken ofii 
being completely wet, were buried iu deep enow, 

(Uavi out ilio iiuii&turc. At break of day wc rw, 
took onr clothes out of thb snow, wl\erc they had beoa^ 
better dried. tlnm they would liavo been in tho hciUdo,^ 
atid I'-asiily cUcssing ourselves, proceeded to wash Witn 
snow, shivering all tlic time. Wc made tea with silaw- 
wutcr, and then went on our Avay. Iu this manner 
wc continued our journey until the anow' had lueltod. 

Here I must n niark that one of the greatest hard- 
ships of a winter journey is tlio undressing one’s self 
and going lo bed in tho I'lccr-ing cold; and yet llie 
getting up in the iin>rnmg, throwing off the thieV warm 
covering, and washing witli .snow, is flft>lbld more 
intolerable, and that man must have a frame of irati- 
who c.in endure it without Injury to his health. 

I never diink strong exciting liquor?, and cansll^i 
qncntly know nothing of tliclr value to Ollier men,, 
but J believe it w’ould be imiwfiiblo to maintain life 
on aiich journeys if it were not for tea. I am not 
now taking tho Yakuts and Tungousea into ooniidera- ' 
lion, for wi til these people, who are born and bfedtni' 
the snow, Jt is a. customary thing fd travel for tvro or 
three days without any food at all.; 

After journeying four days, \!ra reached the slioro 
of tho great river Aldan, opposite that jpait where to 
tlie right the Utchur fiows into It, Here we halted 
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at the hut of a TnnROuae, who told us that, from the 
eotraiice of the Utchur to the pla(je whither we had 
to travel— an expanse of ten kos— the snow had fallen 
to a depth of seven spans, • and that it would be im- 
possible to malco our way through it This intelligence 
caused ua great embaTrassraent, for we had no inatruc- 
tions'to alter our bourse* and that w'as the only way 
of avoiding the snow. Had we done «o, W'O eliould also 
have been obliged to go round a distance of twenty 
koa, and for want of i’odder, mu at iiave given up our 
horses, and taken reindeer. M’be W»ads, too, must 
liave Wn made smaller for the reindeer, hut it was 
impossible to divide them, us w*i had no more packing- 
cases cr bags to i>ut tltem into. Consequently, wc 
resolved to proceed along the river Utchur; and 
daring the two days wliieh we romaioed in the Yurte, 
wc busied ourselves' making snow-shots. The tw'o 
horses which W'ero not loaded, we tied up lor two 
whole days without fodder, and on the tlnrd u'C crossed 
over the Aldan. No sooner had we set foot uptin the 
ko of the UUdiur, than the tleplli of snow began to 
iniptdo tlie pace of our horses, 

A guide on snow-shoes went first, leading the two 
unloaded horses ; tb(?se plunged forwards so that their 
enliro weight was thrown oji iho hind-legs, and thus 
tliey broke through the hard crust tliat covered tlv3 
siiow.^ Our Inuaes wore tied together, and followed 
in single file, keeping in the beaten iratik of those 
thot preceded them. 

Wo travelltMl in ibis manner from early morning 
until night, but with the greatest exertion could not 
accomplish more than one kiis. AYe were therefore 
ten days travelling over the ten kda, v/here tl'.e snow 
lay «o (leep. During this time, we scnrc(‘ly ever motinte* I 
our liorses, for, in cons'^quence* of the <liUicully they 

hail in keepiiiff ilieir feet or gettins; on ilirou»li the 

snow, it was almost imposaibloto sit firm in Xho saddle. 
Walking, however, produ(;cd an iii.snpportablo wcovi- 
nesg, and for this r('asoiJ, wo, for tlie most part, laid 
.aside our snow-shoes, and went on foot. 

Both banks of tho river Uictmr con^ist of x^cr- 
pendicuUr rocks. At the foot of theso rocks tlioiv 
are h^re and there small lodges above sleep, black, 
crumblirig precipices. It is impossible for a heavily 
Itidf’n liorec to motint these precipices ; so, wdien wc* 
had decided on halting at any place fur tlm nieht, wc 
used to throw the pavkages on the snow wliicli covered 
the ico of the Iltclmr, and load ono liorse after another 
up the precipice. We llicn turned them loose to scrai)e 
their fodder from under the snow. Sometimes they 
could not scrape away tlie deep snow of the forest, 
and then they ate ll'.o twigs and. young branches of 
the willow and birch. 

We hn<l scarcely overcome tho difficulty which tho 
snow had xirescnted, when a new hindcrjincc appeaA*d. 
Th^ severity of the cold had forced water out of the 
rocky banks of the ITtchur; it flowed into Urn river 
under tho ice, which was heaved up by it until it 
cracked ami biirs^— aUhougU twelve or Uiirtc?en ’spans 
thick— and the water streamed over the sarfacc; m> 
that our liorsCs had to wade up to their knees in w ater. 
In sottw, places, this water liad frozen over the first icc, 
and made onr way as slippery as glass. It was impos- 
sible fov unshod horses or reindeer to keep their feet 
on it •, 80 tw'o pf tho guides went forward, -and made 
notches in it wdth ^reir knives and hatchets and wc 
followed after them on foot. Jn other places, wiivu we 
were near tlie black cnimbling precipices, w^e carried 
away tlio dry earth or sand in baskets, iind scattered 
it over tho surface of the ice. • Nevertheless, every now 
and then it so happened that there were spaces where 
no sand was strewn, and no notches had been made ; 
hero our sixteen pr seventeen horses wrould slip and 
tall, the girths break, and the packstuldles and all the

baggage be thrown on the iefe. The greater part of the 
day was often tak^n up in repairing these accidents. 

In the course of o^r journey, we came to some very ^ ; 
wonderful mountaiits* Tlie severity of the winter’s 
cold had forced water from the summits, which was 
now flowing down the whole side of the mountains and 
over the glittering ice which covered them. At sunset, 
when the rays of the cloudless spring sun fell upon 
these rocks, they seemed like a many-coloured rainbow, 
or as if sot with fiaming jewels. At the foot, there was 
always standing water, which did not freeze. 

There is a river of tho name of Agna which falls 
into tlic L'tcbur on its leftside. Travellers turn to 
the right, and journey* *along this river. 

1 1 was in tlie montii of April that wo reached the 
Agna ; and as we went our way along, we suddenly 
saw in the distance a black moving form on the bank. 

A t first we took it to be an animal ; but, drawing 
nearer, saw that it was a ’fungousc, wdio sat there 
weeping. After he had stocai up and greeted us in Ids 
own fasiiion, he told us his pitiful tale, as follows : 

‘When 1 went into the foi-est yesterday, I found in 
many parts of it traces of a herd of wild reindeer; so I 
went back to my family rejoicing greatly at my good- 
fortune. J cleaned my gun, and put it in good order. 
Afterwards, 1 rested n little, and towards midnight, 
just wJieu the half-mcltcd surface of tho snow is again 
frozen over, 1 put on nty snow-shoes, and led my dog 
to the i)!ace %vhcre I had seen the tracks of the rein- 
deer. I wailed bore two hoars for the dawn to bK’ak, 
and smoked my idpe ; then, as soon as the footprints 
of the reindc(*r were visible Jn the morning twilight, I 
let my d'og lo(),-{\ and folUuved him, running in my 
snow-shoei. fn this mnniicr 1 kept, up with liim for 
more than a k(>«, leaping from rock to rock, and

' Just such another phenomenon was this Selim, the 
black slave, who had as great an aversion to anything 
bordering on an untruth, as a timid old lady might 
have to a rattlesnake. And this, estrange as it may 
seem, was the head and front of his offending, the block 
in his uneven path through life, over which he was 
continually stumbling and grievously bruising his 
shins. * 

TTis prQprictor — who might have been a descendant 
of Baron Munchausen, judging from his peculiar failing 
in the baton's line — often but vainly lamented Selim's 
veracity. In every other respect, he w*as the model of 
what a slave ongfit to be: docile, obedient, attentive 
to the smallest wants of his master ; none could equal 
him in replenishing a pipe, fetching a piece of Are, 
or making .a brew of Turkish coffee. But, as is the 
custom in Dumasous, Selini invariably accompanied 
the Tutk on all out-of-door excursions, whether to 
the gardens to make kief, or to a friend's house to 
smoke the pipe of repose. As is also the i>ractici% 
servants and slaves alwaj’s on tbcv'C occasions remained 
in the room, mingling ever and anon, with ail due 
respect, in. the current topic of conversation. *IIeiK*c 
it arose that, whenever the old Turk indulged in 
lliglits of imagination, ho was suddenly and uncere- 
moniously checked, and ignominionaly exposed, by his 
slave delibcr.ately giving him the lie. 

Ill vain had the master vcmoiietratcd with liim; 
in vain had he pimchiMl his lioad and culled liia 
cars; in vain, liuding all simple remedies fail, had 
he resorted to tho application of the corbasli and 
bastinado, and even tlireatencd the torture of a red- 
hot iron skull-cap. ydim, , under suff'ering. tilwa} a 
promised submission ; but no sooner had tho pains 
and sears of the last chastisement subsided, than he 
relajwied into a tenfold state of veraciry: nnd the old 
Tmk^ outruje^od bcyoiid tuea^Ui's? at being continually 
thwarted in his liobby, finally came to the dclermina- 
lion of selling tliis incorrigible black, and thus taring 
his conscience of a most unplea^>i^nt mentor. 

Accordingly, the public .auctioneer of the town was

At last, one plcnaant-looking old Turkish effend:, 
struck by tho intelligence of Selim's face, and the 
goodly proportion of his limb?, paii^ed and inquired 
tho price. Tlie auctioneer tixe<l upon a sum so 
absurdly beneath tlie current value of like saleable 
goods, that tho old efTendi was startled, and begged 
to be informed as to the failing of the slave. The 
auctioneer acknowledged that he Imd one groat failing, 
but -that he was not at liberty to state what that was 
unliil after the bargain was dosed.

Selim being conducted home to the house of his now 
muster, .and there duly installed, was summoned into 
tho ofTendi’s presence. 

‘ Selim,’ said he, ‘ I am aware, as pu know, of the 
cause of your late master’s dissatisfaction, but .as I 
abhor all deviation from tho truth myself, I have but 
little to fear from your propensity. T wish you to 
understand, however, that, on the other hand, t never 
brook .any impertinent contradiction frdVn my slaves — 
not oven when 1 am alone, much less in the presence of 
stnangers. Now, bear this in mind, for disobedicjice

Mr Stanicr was out shooting, but ml^ht be home 
b}^ and by; Mr* Slrnder was an invalid, but sho very 
poHb'Iy fccnt a Rcrvant with iifl; and wo were soon 
across the great stuhhlc-ficld. .and in the yard of the 
new-built firnr. My con jee lure laid been correct; it 
was lily wall 1 had seen ; mid here our attcnihint left , 
113 . Another lime to eroj-s, another j^atc to open, 
and there, in the midut of nn immense field, just 
cleared from its recent corn, stocnl tlie vast mass Of 
iniperi«hahlo nia^f/nry. Tho field slightly ascends, 
though not in a degree to be called an declivity ; and 
up tills wo toiled, very warm, and very glad to reack 
such shadow a.s iho wall cast, though that was but 
slight as the tlicn stood. 

AVc sat down upon the stuhblq and contemplated 
what ^vas before us. AVe were not solitary, for though 
reapers auil gleaners were all gone, a man and . boy 
w'ere at work about it, digging a foundation for a slight, 
iron fence, to bo put round for its better jirqteotlon. 
This had been subscribed for at thd meeting of the 
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An'IifooloRiail Inslituto in the preceding year, and 
fitomN forth as a creditahle oxCseptiOn to tho utter 
(lisrcMnnl ^^eneraHy slinwn to our uatioiial auottumeuta. 
This circunj^ance, Bitnple as it was, was so far for- 
tunate, as it' 'enabled me to judge for myself of 
the extraordinary character of the soil, as the man 
had cleared out several holes to a considerable dej)th. 
Fron» the top to the bottom of these, indeed wherever 
ho might dig, was tho same intensely black mould, 
pulverised to an extreme degree of lineness, and as 
free from all extrantjous matter, except some few 
bones, and scattered fragments of tlic wall, as though 
passed through a miller's bolting-cloth. I observed 
tho same thing afterwards at some distance from 
tho wail, and in an adjacent lane, and the labourer 
told mo that the same peculiarity extended as far as 
the sUTroimding frelda. 

* You get unusual crops,’ said I, ‘ and in spring can 
distinguish them by tlieir more intense greenness ?’ 

‘Yes, that’s all true,* was tho niiswcr. ‘It’s a 
w'onderful piece of land j and just below plough-deptb, 
foundations and ruins lie as thick as can be.

.antiquarh'S ; it is only in connection with extreme 
friability and dryness that llm fact lierc* assumes a new 
and singular aspect. 'I'he city was a very extensive 
one, and a fire may have wasted it fur ui.iny successive 
d'tys, mid brought down togetlior, in one smouldering 
heap, lX)lh ptiblic huUdinga and domestic dwellings; 
the profusion of wood-work, which, aft it is gener;»lly 
assumed, forint tho upper jyortiuii of liomau housc«, 
aiding tJa* devastation, 

So many conjectures have heen imnh* relative to the 
class of building to which tins massive old fragment 
of masonry may bo referred, as prove tliat antiiiUJirics 
are entirely at fiiiilt. Ky some it i.s said tu have

I a.s the fragment of a temple, a public granary, (/r a 
I bath. Hut there, seems little to strengthen the con- 
! jeeturo that it ever fornicd iiortion of a intaflcl, as it

T have not the remotest sympathy; I only value 
arch.X‘ology for its power of tlirowing new liglit on the 
historical past; and for shewing, with all its gaps and 
lost links, how continuous has been the thread of a 
progressive causation in human history. TJierc can 
be no doubt that is tliesc historical bearings that . 
is making archaeology the popular study it is at pre- 
sent. 'J’ill men have given finality to much of historic 
truth, this must coutijinc to bo the c.aso ; and this 
finality seems to be a very remote thing in relation to 
Hritish history. Since the puhlicstion of the Faussett 
papers, under the editorship of Mr lioaeU Smith, our 
irreaiest Saxon scholar has fraid that he must in a large 
measure re- write his vcU-knowri Saxon history, as tin?

i Once in tjio highway and amid seattored coUugcy, 
it was plain to sec to what use the ruiiKs of Uriconium 
had been turned. In the walls and porch of the most 
picturcfaqiic of village churches were to be frag- 
ments of Homan tiles ; hcttcr-class dwellings, labourers’ 
cottages, pigsties, gardon-w^alls, and the cnclo^^ure of 
a piece of waste land — itself heaiied up with Kotoan 
dfjbris— h.'id been alike built out of the same exhaust- 
less quarry; and masses of finely shaped stone-work, 
w'hieh needed no near inspection to shew the still fresh 
traces of the legionary’s gauge and chisel, hounded tho 
road or secured a dung-heap. As was said when the 
members of the Archaiological Institute went over tho 
site of Uriconium in 1850, it seemed to be a matter of 
necessity that e\cry fragment, of a column turned up 
should be split and formed iiito a coping-stone for a 
wall. 

A message delivered to us in the early part of the 
afternoon, invited us to sec some remains at a gentle- 
mau’s house next the churcli. Proceeding thither, we 
found on the hnvii some noble columnar fragments, 
pediments, and bases, matching evidently with frag- 
ments of the samo kind that we saw almost imme- 
diately after in tho grounds of Mr Stainer. Some of 
these masses were decorated witli a scale pattern, 
others with the ordinary flute. A portion of these 
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were placed About a lari?o \Kjnlre llowcr-bed, redolent 
of the scent of geraniums and hfiliotropes, where 
I- they supported fragments of Sniniau ware— none of it, 
though, of very high quality— broken lamps, Roman 
glass, and other kinds of potter 5 ^ It was singular to 
iliid fragments of vessels of the blaek -Ware called 
Upchurch pottery at this remote distance from the 
banks of the Medway; and the fact shews liow 
! intimate and constant vras the commercial relation 
between one part of Roman Britain and another. This 
black Iiuc was effected during the process of baking, 
and might not have been peculiar as a branch of 
ceramic art to the Upchurch potteries solely, still 
both pattern and shape gave additional evidence. My 
own idea is, that the Staffordshire potteries d.atc 
from a Celtic period, and that in tlio hands of tho 
Rojuans,’ they were extensively worked, and stipplieii 
the adjacent districts witli a profusion of earthen 
vessels, that has had no parallel except in our own 
I day. 'I'he most unique relic was a red-earth vase 
1 j of targe size, of coarse workmanship and clay, but 
i |*niost rare as to shape. I have Rcen nothing like it 
I ' elsewluiro, and yet it was undoubtedly Roman ; and 
i I what has .Rince struck me as very singuhir, might have 
' almost served Wedgwood as a mcKlc) for one of his 
! peculiar sliapes. It is a well-known f.ict, Ih.at our

I chral remains, hypocausts, moulds for forging money, 

I an oculist's stamp, havo been among the spoil. A 


few small bronzes luive been found, but, from 'the 
accounts that have reached us, and from what X hare 
::jen, they belong to a debased stage of art. The best 
things preserved in the untseum at Shrewsbufy is an 
altar, formed of the red sandstone of the district. Tho 
specimen of a sepulchral urn, encloseil* in a case 
le.'id, is likewise most unique and rare.

If slavery ho so ruinous, should it he continued? 
It is tolerably evident that the buying of labourers, 
instead of hiring them, must be a most extravagant 
method of cnltiyating Inntis. Olmsted shews how 
capital is needlessly absorbed by investments in slaves, 
and tlmt on this account alone ib.o J>oiith deprives it'^elf 
of vast means of improvement. But independently^ of 
tho profitH'iderlved b}’’ Virginians in raising and selling 
s1ave“S?.to<?1r/ there are powerful reasons why slaver^^ 
is maintained' and contended for. 

The first of these reasons is the inordinate love of 
power. Beared in the uncontrolled cxereiso of autho- 
rity, the slave-owner Avill submit to many inconveniences 
and even Joss of profit, rather tlian tolerate what ho 
considers the arrogance of an independent labourer. 
To nsk a servant to do a thing instead of cn-dering him, 
is Jiilolorable. The itlea of hired labourers presuming 
to have rights, is rejuignant to soutliorn notions. Tliosc 
who degrade themselves with hibotir, are bound to sub- 
mit to any kind of treatment. The reckless homicide 
of a waiter at Wnghlngton by a member of congress 
from Alabama, in the spring of 1S5G, was, for example, 
jttdtifled by southern newspapers, on the ground that 
it was proper to teach free labourers their ])lace. An- 
other renson for sustnining slavery, is the status which 
i« derived from the iioasession of negro pri)]>erty. TJie 
owning of even one slave raises a person in soutlu rn 
society, iiUhuugh the possessor of this miserable piece 
of property is under llio necessity of hiring it out for 
bus own suhsistenoe. Addressing a southern man, 
Olmsted says: * It is fashionnblo willi yon to own 
slaves, ns it is with the KngJish to own land, with 
the Arabs, liorse.s; and ns bends ami vermilion have 
a vuliie among tho Indian.^ which seems to ixa absiad, 
so, among yon, lias the power of cominnnding the 
service of slaves. Consequently, 3 ’ou are willing to 
pay a price for it which, to one not edueulcd as yon 
have been, seems absurdly high. Bor are you more 
likely to dispenso with «la\'03 wdieu you Jiavo it in 
your power to iK)sae&3 them, than tlie Chinese with 
their fashion of the queue, Turks with their turban, 
or Bnglishmen with their hats.*

‘Up to the present 
moment,* says an American writer, ‘ tliO North h.aa hecn 
a conimerciid and equal partner with, the South in all 
the material values or ijecnniaf)" results produced by 
slavery. lo the fir.'^t pl.ace, tho great gonthorii sstaplcs, 
cofion, tobacco, and rice, with their vast valuation, 
constituting virtually the (‘ornmercial currency between 
America and Phirope, linvc mostly p,aascd through the 
hands of northern morch.ints niul factors, enriching 
thoni with lucrative profits, q"hen. slavery rendered 
tlie southern states deju udont upon the North fottall 
llicj manufactured articles lliey used; from parlour 
books to kitchen brooms; from bcaver-hats for the 
master to the coarsest chip-hats fi>r the slave; from 
penknives to ploughs. Nearly all tho goods they 
used were either inannfactunHl or imported for them 
by the North. Their teas, coifccs, and otlrdr fo^reign 
y)rodiictions cither came to tlunn through New ygrk, 
Bljiladoli)hiii, or Boston, nr v/ere brought to them 
direrjt from across tho sea in northern ships. The 
factories and ships of the eastern states and the fertile 
prairie lands of the west, teemed with the industrial 
,'ietivities wliich lliese imptutatit .staples employed and 
rewarded. Wliat three millions of slaves gre^. under 
i 'the lash in the South, made a coutiotious and profitable 
‘ business for at twice that number of freemen in 
Llio Nortlj. Tho latter, by that species of compromise 
for wliicli it has been distinguisljod, grasped at tiie 
lion’s share of the dividends of tlsis commercial part- 
nersliip.

AwcEBf'X is bard — descent only too easy; in accord- 
ance with this truth, our descerit of the "Dschiijrdschiir 
did not take one-third of the time w'o had 8i)ent in 
climhinp it. Altogether, we. wore about sixteen hours 
passing over iltc mountain ; and what with oncoiintering 
Swanns of mosquitoes, wasps, and gadflies during the 
whole time, w^o, together with our horses and reindeer, 
wore so tlK>roug)dy w'orn out, that avo could not 
proceed jji step. For this reason, we halted as soon as 
we had reached the foot of the mountain, and looked 
about for a spot where we might encamp for the night. 
Alter unloading the horses, wo kindled a Hre to drive 
away the insects, and made tea: just as avo AAcre 
drinking the second enp, my dog, Avhich Avas loose, 
came running from the forest, wliining and harkiirjf 
that we might understand there was a wild beast some- 
where in the neighbourhood. 1 know not what became 
of the weariness wx* had felt until then, or of the heat 
from which wo fluifered, or of the hunger and thirst not. 
yet ap[Hiased. 1 took niy gun, looked to the jn'iniiiitr, 
saw that the flint was rigid, seized a knife, and run olf 
after the dog ; uiy young Cossack and one of the Yakut 
guides following mo. The dog hd us a second lime to 
the top of the nscdmgdacliur : when Ave had reached it, 
we saw a mass of stono forming a level table, wliicU 
jutted out half Avay up the side of a pfTpendioubir rock ; 
on this sUwwi an animal called a Avild -sheep, 'rbere 
were trees some distance apart, up the side of tlie 
rock ; so by means of tbem Ave swung ourselves down 
.from branch to branch, till avo Avere within GOO yar Is 
■ of it, then avo all three fl red at it tog«»ther. Had lile 
wild-slieep been killed on the spot Avhcrc it stood, 
one of us, with a long staff and « rope in his Iiand. 
would liavo been let donn, hunter fafiilsion, by means 
of anoihcr rope, to the iirojecting rock beneath : thei*e 
ho AvuUlcl have fastemd one end of his cord round the 
liorns of Ibe sheep ; the other be Avould have bold in 
hU ti'cth Avliihst w'c drcAA' liim up ngrdn. In the same 
manner, we should liave dragged up the sb<*e]); at 
least 60 we intended ; but the animal, when bit, roHeJ 
on its side, and so slii>pGd over tlie edge of tlie rock, 
falling down a precipice beneath, of Avbicb wc could 
scarcely sec the bottom ; and tlie noise that its boms 
mado atriking tlie stones as it fell, raised a loud echo 
amidst the mountain. It avrs dashed from stone to 
stone, and scarcely a morsel of the body remained 
wlu)1e by the time it liad reached the bottom. Itctiuu- 
Itig to the plttce where aac had halted for the nigJit, I 
saw a now kind of sport. My dog friglitciunl some 
liineor tea birds that w'ere on fhe gn»und ; Ihe^'' flow 
up, and perched on iJie Ioav boughs of a young birch. 
Quick as thought, snap went tl;e lock of my gun ; just 
as 1 was pulling the trigger, the Yakut guide caught 
my arm, saying; ‘You ftiay spare your powder and 
shot, for we sliftU catch these birds Avith our hands.’

Every night after we had descended the Hschdgd- 
schur, and until we reached lldskoi, as soon as we 
had clioscn our quarters, we would go to sonAe bay nr 
inlet of the river, an<l throw out three hair flshing-ijpts, 
which we had brought with us for that purpose. In 
the morning, perhaps, w^e fi)nnd two or three flShesin ' 
them, of tiie kiml tiallcd charius O'^ahno thi/rna^ht^). 
These were most acceptable, for, without them, we 
should have had nothing to eat but coarse barley-meal 
and rancid butter. 

In this manner wo jourreyed on until the middle 
of surnmor, by Avhich time av© had reached IMskoi. 
Udskoi stiinds on the left shore of a river of the name 
of IJd, and is built in a t«>lerably large valley lying 
between the numntains. It is distant about nme 
k(ls from the Sea of Okliotak. The iniiabitants are as 
loilows — a UnRsian cler^zyman, ri* clerk, » Ct>«sa(‘k 
captain over about fifty men, three or four Yakuts, 

I and from three to ffuir hundred Tungonaes. IN'ot (me { 
of these last bus a lumsc; or any settled ])lace of abode : ; 
they all wander about, summer and winter, following 
tbo cbnscj. 1 

As I bad been commanded to make myself acquainted 
AVith Ibe habits and llie mode of bunting pursued by 
these pcopbs it wuis necessary that I should inspect the 
AvboUi country. For this purpose, after re.Uing a while 
at Udskoi, I f» t off in a boat with two Oos^-ncks a»»d ji 
two guides, b,r the mouth ol the river Ihl, v, Inch Hows 1. 
into the sea. [ 

Tw'o or three Yurtc-'^rungousca dwell at tlx month ■ 
of the ITd ; they catch a ^rect immy Ashes called k:':ta 
(a kind of sabmm-troul) and seals, and jret u great 
store of train-oil from tlie Avlud. s, of Avhich every yc.ir 
they arc suri' to kdl two or three from tJiirty-tlve to 
forty feet long. Tlicvc Avhalos ar* wnslud up into the 
mpntli of the Fd. 

They kill tlie Imge seals by shooting them through | 
the bead; small on(;s wliicb are left bigli and dry l^y i 
Ibe ebb of tlie tide they destroy by blows w'itl] a club. J 
Thongs nud straj)s arc cut from the Seabfekins; that s 
which rem.dns is Jning in the smoke to dry, and tlu-n [ 
made into soles for 6bocs. I’lie strength and dura- ■' 
bility of tliis ‘^^kin Js greater than that of any oilier 
aniiinl. 

There is great abundance of ducks and geese, and 
;m enormous number of different kinds of sea-f nvl, 
^’hey come flying inland at high-Avater, and not finding 
room enough on the small islands, all huddle down one 
upon llic Ollier. I have eonielimes Killed a i>coie of 
them lit ii single shot aa hen they have been flying up 
again. 

1 remained four days at the mouth of the Ud, and 
then returned to TTdskoi, taking with me six men. 
Wc Iravellcd in two boats which we bad hollowed out 
of poplars. The first day, on account of the violence 
of the stream, Ave had to make our way up the river 
hy' the lielj) of polos tipped with iron. Rain fell in the 
evening and during tlic whole night, so that on the 
morning of tlie second day' the river overflowed its 
banks, and extended on either side to the thick Avoods 
on the shore. In that neighbourhood the rain falls, 
at tliis season, day and night for fifteen or sixteen days 
BO that if w'e had tarried on tlmt account, we should 
have been delayed so long that provisions and strength 
Avould have failed us. We therefore resolveil tp spare 
no labour in getting on as quickly as possible, and for 
five days keeping close inshore, we pulled ourselves 
onwards froip tree to ttec» At the end of that time, 
our provisions were gone^ our strength was exhausted,

0 )ir intention ; for wdien wo had pone aliout half a kiis 
from tlie boat, we came to the first brook, which, rising 
at some little distance, had flooded tlie forest witli its 
waters. Whilst we went round in order to cross it at 
the spring, wading waist-deep in neater, we lost half 
of the day. In the evening, at sunset, we came to a 
second stream, many kda in length, which it was 
impossible to cross in the same matnior ; so v o were 
obliged to pass the night there in Ibe rain, williout 
any kind of. covering. Wc sent off the guide alone, 
in a prahm we constructed able to bold one i)erson, in 
order limt wlieii be had reached Uclskoi, lu^ might send 
otr a man with a boat to us. At sunset, to our jo\', 
wo saw two men approacliing with boats, Wc crossc^l 
witlj tlieni, and reached Xhlsskoi about mid nigh I, with 
not a dry thread in our clotlios, and having tasted 
no fc>od fur two days. In tliis way w’e bad travelled | 
in our wet clot lies for seven days, and yet not one orj 
ns tool: any barm. 

r)iir sec.on<l .iournoy from Udslcoi was attended with 
oven more diffiouUios than this first. It was in ibe 
nionlli of St'ptomber; flie nights were bepitminp to pet 
cold, and all tlie Avatcr of no great dcptli was fio/.- n. 

J had g(uie by water with my Cossack and three guides 
to a place about ten kbs distanr, where «n as.*«cmbly 
of llic 'rnnpousos was to be held, and some dispute 
«el!ied. 1 post(‘d back IVc-m this place to Udskoi 
with reindeer, and tlio first fall of snow came douji 
on the spot where w’c halted at night. 

When ihb piiides got up llie next niorninp. they conhl 
find only one out of our ten reindeer*, a w’oH'had made 
its appor.'uice in the niplit, ami Ihey were all scattered 
In t her and Ihillier. 'riio tijroc guides set. out to find 
tlieni, hut 1 remained behind wdtli my ("osaiick. Three 
days pae.sed, and not one of the giiide.s n^turnod ; iii the 
mcjiiUimc, rain and simw fell without ee.a^ing, Wc had 
taken provisions for only six or seven days, and they 
verc aliuopt entirely conHurued. The place where we 
had stepped was covered with water; in .a word, our 
Stay thcie was an jiUolcrable hardship. On ihc b,urth 
day, the guides le+nnied witli six reindeer, wliich lii#y 
had had great dlfliiailty in fiiuling; they could not 
discovv^r any traces of the remainder. IimnediaUdv on 
their arrival, we sot to work to tlniAv our tent, wliich 
was covered throe lingers th.ick with ice ami snow*. 

I this \v*e aceopiplishiMl with greiit trouble, ami then 

1 continued our journey on tho same clay. On the 
scL<>nd da.v, we reached the border fortress. 

After about ten days* iireparation, I started on iny 
lung journey, taking^ with me two Ctweacks, two 
guide.s, and about thirty reindoei:. This was the end 
of Sepl<*rnber, when all the water is frozen, and the 
snow falls in great musses. 

We travelled south-east to Borukan, distant «about 
fifty kbs from TTdskoi. Ife is about four kils from ihf' 
sea, and three or four days' journey from the mouth 
of tlic river Amur, which falls into the sea. From 
Boruknn to the source of the Byraja, is nlxuit fitly 
kbs ; the Byraja is about thirty kbs distant from, the 
river Silimdsciu: and it is some sijcty kbs from tho 
SilithUschi to Udskoi. 

On the first day, we dismounted from our reindeer 
at a. place where we intended haltitip for the night, 
having travelled about two kba. We immediately 
unloaded the reindeer, and turned them loose, binding 
a piece of wood its thick as a man's arni^ and Hour or 


five fe^t long, acroM tlie ntcka.of those 
quite tame; so tliat if on the following vbsfli 

the guides went to catch them, they should 
; this wood knocking against their knees would prev^t 
them from going for. . • . ^ 

Next, one of tlio guides with a long^ piece of wood' 
pierecid the snow until he came to the bottom, andL 
found hard grouiul ; then I and niy two Cossacks, with 
tlie help of shovels which vre ha*! brought with' us, 
cleared away tJie snow. One of the guides split wood 
into snuiU pieces, to make a fire; 'and another cut 
off about thirty boughs, stripficd them of the small 
brandies, and draggod them to the place where we had 
cleared away tlu? snow. Three of these poles were 
thou titnl togotlier at one end; the other ends were"- 
stuck into tlie ground far apart, and the remaining 
poU‘s were placed round these ; the whole being 
thickly covered with reindeer skins, sewA together, 

I so that there was only one smaU aperture for the 
snmke to pass through. This cone-shaped yurie was 
tlicii coven d with snow', a small opening being left on 
one sido of it, through whidi, writli some troiiMe and 
by stooping, you could crawl in and out. We UiOxt 
I collecttcd a number of small twigs, spread them thickly 
insiilo the 3 urte, and covered them with heaps of {rictus 
I rollotl tightly iogctlicr. In the middle of the yiirle wo 
I made a lire of split wood, and molted tlu; snow with 
I which we liad HIUhI the pot and the Ica-kettle. 

By the time ue had melted the snow, cooked and 
eaten our tea and supper, and wero undressed and 
asleep, it. was midnight. The fire wc had kindlcd, and 
the burning of the lofise soil, produced such thick 
impenelrahle smoke, that it uuidc our eyes smart, bo 
th.'it we could not see, aad rendered the interior of tiie 1 
3 urro quite invisible. | 

Wc were awiikc and up before dawn, digging our 
clotlics out of the snow in which tliey had been buried 
to diawout the damp. As hooii as we were dressed, 
we fiad ten. When it was quite light, the guides tuoic

\ lieeij assigned, in tlio first place, to the natural tern- 
’ pcrflnient of the inliabitants of Southern liiim>pe; ami, 
secondly, to their liabit of passing so much of their 
linae in public gardens, cafifs, and other places where 
they arc constantly apt to enoCutiter strangers. We 
do not believe cither of these to be the principal cause, 
and we demur to the first altogether. It is extremely 
(‘ommon among foreigners to hear people talk of the 
Knglish temperament as if it were a tiling fixed and 
undeviating. Now, wo will answer for it, that out of 
twenty Englishmen taken at random, you will find 
every extreme of temperament— the moat passionate 
with the most calm, the most frank with the most 
reserved, the most careless and sociable with the most 
nervous and retiring. The great success of our coun- 
trymen all over the world is in great part owing to the 
diversity of tenaperament, whereby tlie proper man is, 
sooner or later, sure to l>o fortlicoming for every exi- 
gency. Tiic fact may bo owing to our descent from so 
^cat a variety of races. Assuming it to he a truth, 
we altogether deny that any national characteristics 
of our own country, in respect of manners, are due to 
temperament. It may in truth be asserted, tliat the 
nation which possesses the greatest variety of tempera- 
ment, presents at the same time the most iiiiiforni and 
decided system of manners. 

The principal cause of the dificrence of the bearing 
towards strangers in our own coiintr\', and in those 
of Southern Europe, is the different meaning wc 
attacli to an acquaintance. An acquaintance in France 
or Italy means a man^whosc name you know, and to 
whom you epcak when you meet him. The chances of 
getting further than this are so remote, that fliey have 
no more influence on the proceeding than the idea 
with an Englishman that a new friend may one day 
turn out a son-in-law. In England, on the contraiy, 
when a man mulces an acquaintance, the ido.a of its 
ripeniiig into somctldng like friendship is generall> 
present to his view. In Erane»', huvre-ver small may 
be a man’s income, he invariably counts among his 
expenses a given sum for pleasure,* just as wc should i 
for any ordinary necessary of life. Jlc would stare if 
you were to hint that he might leave out this item upon 
an emergency. But, even where the fortune is large, a 
Ercnchmau, w'hcn he takes an ap.artnient, rarely dreams 
of having a spare room attached to it. Here, on the 
contrary, a m.an soMoni reckons phMisure amongst llie 
absolute necessities of his expenditure ; but then, when 
he takes a house, he likes to have a spare bed in it. 
Tlien the lurking idea in the mind of the one is to 
spend his time of recreation with acquaintances, and 
in that of the other, with friends. 

There are other reproaches besides that of etiffnes.s 
in our intercourse with strangers, which are made 
against us from the same cause. If the frcedoifi of 
Englishmen is spoken of on the continent, the reply 
almost **fnvariably is, that if we are not slaves to our 
kings, we are slaves to our mvstoms, and that the 
tyranny of etiquette is just as bad as any other. AVe 
should be sorry to have to count the number of time,^ 
in which we have heard the English rule, tliat a man 
is iipt to salute a lady in the sfreet till slie has first set 
the example, cited as an instance of British social 
slavery. But the fact is, that a salutation on the 
continent means taking tlio hat off, and nothing else. 
With us, it means a great deal more, and would give 
liberties to persons who maj'' chance to obtain a mere 
ball-room introduction, which, in our peculiar social 
position, might lead to very unpleasant results. In all 
nations, peculiarities, when once explained, mean very 
little. It is the commonest, but one of the gravest 
of mistakes, to judge a nation by its peculiarities. 

There is much that is graceful, no doubt, jn the 
Prencli mode of understanding acquaintanceship. If 
one Tiding party of pleasure iji the Pyrenees, for 
instance, meets another, the two pastfet'^ instantly 


salute. Tins is in itself gracious, and means in addition, 
that if 'there is any small service that the one party 
can render to the other, it will be cheerfully glvcui. 
France is, in truth, the land of small services, AVith 
us, there is always the idea present, that suoh an act 
might be construed into something further. Our out- 
ward manners sufibr in** consequence, and something 
more perhaps, as in many instances small services may 
; be avoided, under the impression that if they wero given,^ 
larger might be required. The southern nations have 
no such fear, for, with them, great services are as rare 
os small ones arc common. It is on this that tlie 
essential dificTcnccs l)etween the manners of the south 
and of the north of Europe are mainly founded. 

The external grace of manner is as apparent amongst 
the French in the more difficult task of bowing 
strangers out ns of ushering them in. The famous 
president, D’Harlay, was a master of the art. The 
supreme felicity with which he shewed unwelcome 
visitors the Avay to the door— the graceful expressions ; 
by which he accompanied each step in advance, till j 
they had reached it, and the exquisite bow with 1 
which he closed it upon thon, fornmd am artistic ! 
enxntibif! which could almost aspire to the name of j 
genius. Even at tlio present day, tho art of bowing 
out is an essential part of the education of a man | 
of fashion on the continent. It is an art of Apliich the ! 
Englishman 1ms not tho least idea: ho ordinarily j 
endures the infliction till he loses the patience n*--ces- ■ 
sary ft)r llic practical exercise of the feat, even if he j 
know' how to perform it theoretically, .and even this ;

In an old romance, atone time the book of its season,

and bitterns. Now, though the bittern has been 
mentioned even in l^ripture as tho emblem of deso- 
lation, it is not the desolation of a ruined castle, -but 
of sorno wild upland marsh, far from tho dwellings 
of man, irreclalrnablo by his energies, and incapable of 
alfordiug sustcnaneo to tho animals lie domesticates. 
There the bittern abides in dreary solitude ; and in 
the still nights of spring, ascending by a spiral flight 
to a ‘great altitude, he serenades his mate, Oiigagcd 
in tho maternal duties of tho nest below : and it 
. is a most extraordinary serenade. Let tlic reader 
fancy a burst of uncouth fiendish laughter, gratingly, 
piercingly loud, as if the bellow of a bull urcre mingled 
with the neigh of a horse, and he will have a faint 
idea of the wild boom of tlie bittern — as wild as the 
desert morass over which it resounds. As the bird 
booms, ^the listener really fancies that the unstable 
quagmire beneath liis feet is shaken by the noise ; and 
this circumstance may be accounted for by the general 
affection of the sentient system caused by the* rude jar 
upon the ear, a feeling experienced with other harsh 
grating sounds. From a very early period, however, 
tho popular notion has been that the bittern boomed by 
plunging liis bill in the muddy marsh ; and Thomson 
has not only adopted tin’s absiinl idea, but also ascribed 
the season of booming to an earlier part of the year 
than when it actually takes place :

Tho mole has eyes, and thoagh a limited power of 
vision might seem sutBcicnt for such a ‘ dweller in the 
dark,’ it can see better than is generally imagined. 
After all, wo can scarcely blame the great poet for 
merely repenting a very common error of his period ; 
while, on the otlicr hand, he doolares that crickets can 
hear — a fact which was denied by ontomologists down 
almost to the present day: 

T will toll it Mofily, young oriekets shall not hear me. 

It wMs Brunolli, an Italian naturalist, who first 
proved that insects hud a sense of hearing, by experi- 
menting witii crickets. Ho shut up several of these 
noisy, but nut altogether unharmonious in&ccts in an 
apartment whore they would chirp all day, if lio did 
not alarm them by knocking ou the door ; and at last 
he learned to imitate their chirp so well, that they 
regularly replied to him. Moreover, lio conflned a 
male cricket on one side of his garden, placing a female 
on the utiicr, but at liberty ; and as soon as tlic lady- 
cricket heard the merry cliirp of hot imprisonod bean, 
she made the best of her way to comfort and solace 
iiini. 

It wrould be hypercritical to And fault with 
Shakspesire in MidAummtr NiijhCs Drcam^ where he 
makes Titania tell her fairy attendants to be kind and 
courteous to Bottom, and to 

Fowl him with upricoks and ilcwbon'les, 

With purple grapes, green figs, and mulberries ; 

The honey bags steal from the humble bees, 

.\nd for iiighi tapers, crop their waxen thighs, 

Ami light them at the fiery glowworm’s eyes, 

To have my love to bed and to arise. 

In reality, the light of tho ’glowworm Is not in the 
head, but at the opj)OfiUe extremity of its body. But 
Moore is certainly open to censure where one of his 
angels talks of 

the light 

The glowworm hangs out to allure 
Her mate to her bower at 

For both the winged male, as well as ^viuglosa females, 
and even their larva*, also possess the light; and tlio 
best entomolopists mlmit that they cannot satisfac- 
torily explain tho causts or object of the singular 
phosphorescent phenomenon exhibited by this insect. 

The paper nautilus, Aryonuuta Arr/Oy has long been 
a favourite simile, and a sad stumbling-block among 
tho poetic race : 

• Ltai ii of the littlo nautilus to sail. 

Spread tlic tliin oar, and catch tlic driving gale^ 

It is to Madame Jeannette Power, a French lady- 
naturalist, wdiosc experiments and observations have 
received the highest praise flrom Professor Owen and 
other distinguished European solans, that we aro In- 
debted for the true history and naturo of the argonaut 
Keeping a quantity of these beautiful cephcdcpolda ia 
a large marine vivarium in Sicily, Modama Power 
was enabled to observe tlieir habits with the greattot 
minuteness. The two vclated dorsal airing tlmt tho 
poets imagined to be sails, arc ia fact tho covering of 
the shell, which they enclose Uko the mantle of tho 
cowrie, and by their calcifying power, not only in. the 
first instance form the Shell, but afterwards keep it in 
repair. Tho so-called oars arc not used whcii tho 
animal is moving through the water, but protruded 
forwanls from the head to bo out of the way^t^lio 
motion being in a backwi^ direction, and produced^ 
as in all the cuttle tribe, by the alternate expansion 
and contraction of tho sac, and ejection of water 
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tlirouffh Bipiion. A steam fisIung-vcsseJ, recently 
constructed at one of the Scotch ports, was propelled 
in a not very dissimilar manner* 

A still more extraordinary Avondcr of tUc deep lias 
been commemorated in poetry ; Milton mentions that 
^sett'beasb’ 

AVhich God of all his works 
Created hu^t that swim the ocean flood. 

Him haply slumbering on the Norway foam, 

The pilot of some small nighUfouiulered skilf. 
Deeming some island oft, as seainen tell, 

With fixed anclior in his scaly rind • 

Moors by his side. 

Yet we can scarcely blame Milton for alluding to this 
animal, the mytliical kraken — 

On the Jeep 

Stretcht like a promontoi ic — 

that had previously been described by Olans Magnus and 
Bishop Dontoppidaa. Gesner, too, the leading imtur* 
alist of the age, presents us with an engraving of it, 
in which the * scaly rind * forms a prominent feature. 
Milton also qualilies his description with the words 
*us seamen tell.’ Undoubtedly, one of these seamen 
was Binhad, the Arabian Ulysses, who, taking the 
animal for an island, landed to cook his dinner upon it, 
and in consequence nearly lost his life. The com- 
panions of St Braudamis, tlie Irish Siiibad, were taken 
in and done for in the very same manner by ‘ a great 
flsh named Jasconye, which lahourcth night and day 
to put his tail in his mouth, but for greatness iie may 
not/ 

Moore sings of an island, which, if more poetical 
than the one formed by the huge ^sea-beast slumbering 
on the Norway fiiaro,’ is quite as irreconcilable with 
common sense and the ii.'tcd laws of nature : 

Oh, had wc some bright little isle of our own, 

Tu a blue summer ocean fir off and alono. 

Where a leaf never dies in the still blonmlng bowers, 

And the bee banquets on thronj;di a whole xear of flowci-s. 

An island where a leaf never dies, and the flowers 
bloom all the year round, must be .situated in the 
trojuCH, where there is almost no twilight, where the 
moment the sun seta, darkness covers the oartJi, and 
when it rises, day us suddenly succeeds to night. But 
I\Iouro continues : 

■Where the sun loves to pause 
WMth so fond a delay, 

That the night only draws 
A thin veil o'er the «lay. 

These last lines accurately describe a summer 
night ill the extreme northern islands of Bcotland, or 
in Norway, wliere the slight depression of the suj} 
beneath the horizon causes a short night, not of dark- 
ness, but of twilight. In fact, Moore, in the above 
lines, has coinbined two incoinpatiblo conditions-- a 
perpetual summer and short night of twilight, tlic first 
found near the equator only, the last towards the pole. 
Poets and moralists have in .all tirae.s celebrated the 

industry and alkged foresight of the ant, upholding the 

tiny insect as a lesson and example to mankind. Bat 
although the diligence of the ant tribe is unquestion- 
able, still it is well known now that tliu European 
ants at least do not lay up a store of food for the 
winter ; nor do they require it, as they pass the cold 
Weather in a state of torpidity. Still there can be uo» 
doubt that, in eastern dimes, ants provide a store of 
provisions to last them over the rainy .season, when they 
are unable to go abroad-— just as several species of wasps 
in South America store honey, though their European 
icpieseniatives do not. In the Traiutmlions of the £nto- 
Viologkal there is an interesting account of a 

tribe of nnu«, observed by Colonel Sykes, at Foonali, in 
Tiidia, which carefully dry and store up the seeds of 


a kind of gr^as (pantem^ for no other imaginabl! 
purpose but for food. So the wise king w'as, morally 
and zoologically speaking, correct when ho said ; ‘ Go » 
to the ant, thou sluggard; consider bet ways and 
be wise: which having no guide, overseer, or ruler, 
provideth her meat iu the summer, and gathereth her ^ 
food in the harvest.’

terror-all combined to form n spectacle aufflciently 
I ludicrous; and the whole crowd was convulsed with 
I laughter, and the piazza rang with shouts of ‘Bravo P 
‘ Well done, Ligo I ’ ‘ Hooraw for you, old beeswax ! ' 

But what surprised his comrades, was the fact that 
Quackcuhoss still kept his seat. It was well known 
that he was tho worst rider in the troop ; yet despite 
all the doubling and flinging of tho mustang, that lind 
now lasted for several minutes, he was still safe in 
the saddle. lie was winning golden opinions upon 
the strength of his splendid horsemanship I The 
rangers were being astonished.

Sir Henry Ward, governor of Ceylon, has visited 
certain remarkable aucieut tanks still existing in 
that remarkable island. The wnrkinansKip, 1800 
years old, is described as admirable. The Kandelly 
tank has an area of fifteen square miles in the wet 
season, and never less than three miles in tlie driest ; 
but, from long neglect, it is in great part little 
better than a swamp. As the country all around is 
extremely fertile and lovely withal, a proposition has 
been made to colonise it, in which event the groat 
tank would be restored to its original purpose of irri- 
gation.— Slumbering ^va is waking up: a telegraph 
is constructed from Batavia to Buitenzorg, and is to 
be extended to other places. — Australia is not asleep, 
for the colonists have now discovered that certain 
large patches of what they call ‘ black sand,’ yield a 
better profit than gold. It consists cliictiy of tin, with 
scattered grains of platinum, and lying on the surface, 
exacts no severe digging. — Another Australian topic 
is, that the settlers towards the interior have succeeded 
in some places in damming ux> the water of floods, and 
so keeping a supply for the dry season ; and tlnat 
where the waters have been thus retained, there has 
been a sensible diminution of heat, and in the vio- 
lence of the scorching winds known on the spot as 
* brickfielders.’ 

To glance at home matters : Profosstu* Faraday ha i 
given a lecture at the Royal Institution on a deeply 
abstruse .subject, including the phenomena of force and 
attraction, in which ho puts forth explicitly certain 
views long entertained by him, and not uiifrequently 
hinted at in his lectures. Some of these views are in 
direct opposition to those generHll3' held by natural 
philosopliers, and notably to the doctrine that ‘attrac- 
tion is inversely aa the square of the distance.’ As 
chroniclers of the progress of science, we content our- 
selves with recording the fact, leaving to a future 
opportunity a detailed exposition of it in a popular 
form.— A paxier on tlie riiotoijraphy of (he Moon, by 
Mr Urookes, read before the Royal Society, makes 
another step towards the knowledge of the physical 
constitution of our satellite, — An important question, 

‘ On the Various Methods of Indurating and rreserving 
Stonow'ork,’ has heed considered and discussed by the 
Institute of British Architects, and with the eflbet of 
bringing out interesting and important facts. From 
those wc learn that, Imwever good may bo the quality 
of building-stone, it is not proof against, the disiructive 
action of a London atmosphere. Tliere are about 
350,000 bouses in the great tnetropolia, auii from the 

clumueys of this vast number is sent forth a sulphur- 
ous acid gas, which, brought down by rain, produces 
most fatal results. The decay tliat has already taken 
place on the surface of Buckingham Palace^ Bridge- 
water House, the Houses of Parliament, to say nothing 
ol ISt Paurs and older buildings, would surprise those 
wlio have paid no attention to the subject. Among 
means of iireserration, oily coatings and paint were 
shown to be objectionable, though better tlian nothing, 
cxciq^t in certain specifld prcpiiratious. Silicate of 
soda, as applied at Munich and Paris— as mentioned 
in a funner iWoat/i— is one of the best preservatives. 
Another is, to cover tins silicate with a Coat of chloride 
of barium or calcium in solution, by whicli an insoluble 


silicate of baryta or lime ia- deposited in the pores of 
the stone. Gas-tor dropped accidentally oti Caen 
stone led to the discovery of a process of hardening, 
which is carried on at Tonbridge Wells on a large 
scale. Blocks of soft sandstone, of any dimonsiotis, 
are worked to the required form* and in a few hours 
arc rendered * quite impervious to destructive weather- 
ing influence, also exceedingly bard and compact, 
susceptible of a hriUiant transparent polish, and of 
eveiy desired colour.’ Mr J. B. Baines said, that by 
subjecting one part (by weight) of sulphur and eight 
parts of linseed oil to a temperature between 226 and 
278 degrees, ho obtained a species of paint of singularly 
preservative properties. Applied to the surface of a 
building with a brush, it efTectuolly keeps out air and 
moisture, prevents deposits of soot and dirt, preserves 
tlic beauty of the appearance of the stone, and once 
applidd, docs not need to be repeated. *All chemists 
agree that sulphur, the substance used to give body to 
the linseed oil, is unalterable jn the air, and unacted 
on by moisture; if there is any change, it rather 
improves the colour of the stone to whicli it is applied, 
as is slicwn by the experiments in O^d Falaco Yard, 
adjoining Victoria Tower, the statue of Captain Coram 
at tlio Foundling Hospital, and other places.* — Another 
solution, described by Mr l^age, is potash and lime, 
over which a coating of bees’-wax, softened by turpen- 
tine or naphtha, is to be apxdicd. It has been tried on 
more than 400 works in the midland counties and at 
Liverpool, and with the result of showing that walls 
with onl}' one coat are as w'oU preserved as those with 
a dozen. Part of a monument in Bilston churchyard, 
treated with this solution, has withstood the effects of 
a smoky atmosphere for seventeen years, wlnlc the 
parts left uiu’Oiited arc * in a state of rottenness, and 
<*alling away in every direction.’ 

Another subject brought before the Institute is tnat 
of rnetrn{)olitan improvements. It is propo'^ed to •>pcn 
a now street from Loiecstor Square, u.mcI from TottVn- 
ham (kjiirt Road, to Covent Carden and the Strand. 
This is a much needed improvement ; and w'o hear that 
the Duke of Tiodford lias offered L. 15.000 towards^ 
c.'irrying it out. Should the ileuses be built of stone, 
all ilio best hardening processes may be trieii thereon. 
Another scheme is for an open road or qua}' along the 
south side of the river, and for a new street to con- 
nect the London Bridge termini with Westminster 
Bridge. It might help towards a satisfactory decision 
to refer to Mr Pennethorne’s plan, published in 1844, 
‘for a line direct from Westminster Bridge to St 
George’s Clmrch in the Borough, and on through 
Bermondsoy, which would tlicn be opened up to general ' 
traffic.’ 

Among papers brought before the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, there are two worth a pakviogr men- 
tion ; ‘ On Varieties of I'crmaiient Way,’ uiid ‘ On 
Some Recent Improvements in Permanent Wa} / In 
the reading of these, it was shewn that * wooden keys ’ 
are superior as fastenings to iron nuts and screws. Tlie 
wood is elastic^ and brings larger surfaces into contact. 
‘A recent examination,* says the report, ‘of some 

brackets and fish-plates, which bad been laid down 

about twelve months, and were secured by bolts and 
nuts, shewed that in 125 pair of joints, each jiair having 
eight bolts, 261 bolts were loose, and six were out 
altogether, although they had been tightened up within 
forty-eight hours.’ Cast-iron sleepers are preferable 
in all respects to wood ; and certain engineers consider 
It remarkable, ‘that a country aliouiiding in iron should 
annually expend liundreds of tliousands of pounds in 
bringing timber from foreign countries, to lie and rot 
oit the railways.’ Many improvements are now in 
coui’se of trial, and others are shewn to be at hand. 

— We may add to these observations on our own rail- 
ways, thqt at the end of 1856, the extent of railway 
In the .United States was 24,470 miles.

There had been, it appears, no real 
incroaso of the population since 1851 ; and there was a 
marked and constant influx of people from the country 
into towns, chiefly into Paris. Taking tire years 1841 
to 1846, tire increase of population was 1,200,000 ; from 
3851 to 1856, it was only 256,000, and this disappears 
ill tire sum-total when the mortality is taken into con- 
sideration. Prom 1846 to 1851, the increase was 
880,000; the dccilinc is thus seen to be progressive: 
and by the side of this we find tho nnmbeps in the 
department of the Seine increased by 300,000 in the 
I paht fiv(' years, in consequence of the migrations from 
I the i>rovin(;(’R to tire coyiital. Fifty -four departments 
1 shew u decrease : one, the Haute SaOne, has lost one- 
I tenth ot its population, and others in nearly tire same 
: proportion. Gravo matter here for prolbsaors of 
I economical and social science to consider over. 

I M. Lallcmcnt, surgcoii' dentist of Paris, has dis- 
I coven^d a simple means of making an elastic ami 
; inijmuesdblo gelatine. lie mixes glycerine in equal 
i proportions by weiglit with strong gluo molted in a 
: w.itcr-balh. Properly prepared, it serves admirably 
for printers’ rollers, for stamps, elastic toys, models 
1 for gf»lvjinoplasty, or lor anatomical figures, artificial 
: 1 nulls!, and feo forth, to which iho colour and suppleness 
j of tire iunF(;les and tendom may readily be given, 
(blier applications will at onc(* suggest ihenifieivcs. 

1 This is not least important among the practical uses 
■ of glycerine. M. T4alicinent suggests another. Dentists 
I fiiui it dilhcult to preserve natural teetli till oppor- 
1 tuiiity occurs for fitting them in the mouths of 
I prititnls. After n time, tho foetli become brittle ; but 
I siKik tliem in glycerine, and their quality remains 
i unimpaired.

'Hie only elVect that increasing trouble had on 
Catiuuina vuas to elevate her coarago and intenaify 
her devotion lo her husil'and. Though unaccustomed 
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to lu‘ar the fsuzo of curiosity or tbo drudgery of 
hurdru, she overcame her natural repugnance to those, 
and dc-urinined to pursue l»er journey to Strasbourg, in 
Iho hope of enjoying better medical advice. She 
accord iiigly act out, with her heljdess husband fastened 
on her Luck, and ma<Jc her way— ti distance of lAi 
rierioan, or fortj^-five Knglish miles-— to Stnisbourg. 
On her arrival in that city, lier case met with the 
gftn)e kind consideration and help as formerly ; and 
her husband enjoyed the gratuitous advice of an 
eniinont physician, wlio enjoyed a salary from the town. 
This doctor, after careful e.\aininiition, pronounced the 
recovery of the invalid to be lioijcless, unless Iji' could 
be conveyed to the Swiss baths at V»aden on the Aar. 
hiothing daunted by the length and dilliculty of the 
route, this indefatigablo woman at oiico determined 
to undertake the joiirnGy, an*! having again siuhlled 
licrself, with her precious burden, she started on her 
w'earisome pilgrimage. At each town through which 
she passed, she seems to havt* sought out some medical 
man, from whose advice she hoped to gain some useful 
I or consolatory hint; and even in the faco of bitter 
1 discouragement from some of these, she petsovcied. 
At Nenhurg, tliirty milcvs from {Strasbourg, slie con- 
suited -Dr John Mclsehor; and at bhisighi im, cigliteeii 
iTuloft further on, she consulted the town doct<;r, both 
of whom affirmed that her husband’s life would not 
last a week; but her hope w.a8 proof against despair; 
and wilU indomitable xiereoverance, she pressed on hex* 
way. 

The old sihronicle from which lliesc jiailicuhirs are 
drav^'xi, enters minutely into the details of her pro- 
gress. At liiHSUeh, ten miles further than Knsigheiin, 
tliehoiisohold physician of the arclibisliofiof Strasbourg 
again hold mit hopes of ultimate recovery, ami <*on- 
hrmed the advice on whii'li she )iad resolved t(i act, by 
pointing to the Swiss baths ns the most likely nwiins 
of imiirovcraenfc. At Gebsweiter, lui miles furtJic*r 
along the ithinc, an old physician was consulted, who 
also spoke favourablj' of the batlj.s, but gave it as Ins 
opinion that, if they failed to tdfect a cure, suddiui and 
speedy death would probably result. The next stage of 
Catharina’s progress w'jis across the river forty miles, to 
Erciburg, where she consulted tlie famous Dr Peddercr, 
ami placed her InisLand under hia treatnunt for eight 
weeks, but without any perceptible improvement. For 
ciglitcen weeks now, Hi.rr 'ITieim had ixjen unable to 
I'cCv'ivo any nouiislunont, except a liLllo wine or soup 
iiitroduccii into his sloiuach rlivoagh a qnill, and nolluo*: 
loid bepu found which o.ould all'ord him any relief. 

Ik'forc leaving Preiburp, however, a slight improve.- 

incut was etfected by means of a dospcraLc kill-i/r-cunv 
remedy, suggested by a brother-in-law of i)r Feddorcr. 
j But it. was too slight to alter C.itliarinas rc-oiution t,i 
carry Iier Inuhand to tlic Sw-lss hailis. Still forty miles 
further on, at Uheinfclden. .sh.: c(>iiriulted l^ui eniincn^ 
j practitiomTP, and was grati'ied lo llnd, even e;\ the 
I borders of bwits^crhind, that the h.itlK^ of that cc.utjlrv 
1 were tliought lilcely to Dj hemdiei.'d. itli idated 
hopes, sht! persevered, and soon Ijnro her beloved 
burden into Baden. Here she iumiedlatcly began to

eleven weeks she carried lier Imsbaud daily from their 
lodging down to the baths, and back again. Tlic spec- 
tacle of ti woiimn thus devotedly nursing her husband, 
ami the report lliat sho had in this innmior carried 
him from the TalaLinate, siit‘r»mndo.l her vviili .‘i Jialo 
of interest in the eyes of ihu inhabilanl.s many of 
wliom paid her vipits ; and a few of the riehev or more 
generous sent her presents, which sljc fnihfuliy applicil 
to help her husband’s recovery. By slow degree*?, ho 
begun to auKind. Jn the course of a Ibvv weeks, he 
v.a-' so f-u* improved lliat ho eonhl he fed with pap 
and otlievspoon-nuurishnn^iil- -the iu oe$o.iry diet being 
kindly supplied by the Vrine^pj^j cf Furstonbm*g .mid 
another siymiiaUusxng lady, both of whom fretiuontcd 


the baths at the time. The lUixt etejx in his improve- 
ment was the acquisition of sufficient strength to stand 
without support ; but every attempt to walk without 
.assistance, even with the aid of crutches, proved futile, 

.IS the want of muscular powtr in Ins hands prevented 
liiin clo.sing them so as to hold anything, llis body, 
however, continued to ni>pear little more than a bkele- 
ton : and when in tlie bath, he floated on the water, as 
the old chronicler relates, like a piece of cork. 

The txponsos of their long journey, medical fees, 
medicines, and their living at the baths, soon exhausted 
what little money Caitharina had scraped together 
froib the bounty of friends or saved from the jdumler I 
of tlieir property, and she was at length compelled to I 
le.'ive Baden. Allured by Iho fame of a Jewish doctor | 
at Stan/, :i town seventy miles distant, she bent her 
.stops thither. On reaching the town, this physician, ! 
having his attention drawn to her, hocame interested * 
in her case, «iui i>njni'u?ed her relief for her husband. 
The prescription lie gave lier, and the manner in 
which it viai> acted upon, aifonl a striking illustration 
of the progress of the medical art in the sevenloontli 
centnr3% and the superstition which •atl.'ichod to ic 
among the people. 'I he doctor directed lier to take a 
c'llf, and. h.fivif.g cut its throat, to preserve the middle 
hfooj. Tldi?, mixed witli vinegar and s:tlt to a consist- 
ency, iho war, to use as a liniment, and rub lior 
liuRb.'imr.s limbs with it daily for four weeks. Jlc 
.also gave her a pnuill bag, containing a slip of paper 
in.scriUd witli Hebrew characters, which tlie patient 
was to wear for a time round hU neck. 'I'lie good 
woman, fearing that tlie use of the llr.J. of these 
remeilic'- iidght prove imrtt’ul m 'omo way lo licr faidi 
as a (’lirbsli ni, resolved not try it; but slu* carefully 
suspended the .aumhl from livr hin!.haud‘s neck, and 
kex>t it ilierc. Tiiough, .a«; tliC old iccord says, ‘ slic in 
her simplicity iijcclcd tlie ualmal n-incdy to 

take the improhahio laied yd. pru!)ahly, from ilic 
inlluem'o of former mtanr, iier Ini' hind in imntecn. 
(lays iniil made sonu' progress in 1)1’^ rcaivory. 

From Stanz, Cathariiui contimuM her journey on- 
w.ards to BuppcrscliwylJ. In order to reach thi* 
town, «iho liad to climb tw(» high mountaijis, nair.ed 
re-’ueclively the Sitlcl uml 1^1. 'el mount ams; and 
u’lih' pa.^soig tlio laltee of an accident of an e.x- 

treinelv d.'mgiTOUs eliar.acter befell he*’. It was a long 
day’s journey ojk! in (»rdcr to reach Kupperscinvyll 
holore nightiali, she starUd wdlh her Imrdui at five: 
o'clock in ilie oiovniug, and travelled .ihiuxst the wiiolcv 
d’jy without iCGt or vclreshineut. Aa &ho was desumd 
illg llitJ Uj^potUu aide^ ihe v/ae oci/ed with a f.nntiog- 
fit at one ul tSu' steepest p.irts of llio road, .and failing, 
she lolled a con^iderllblc distanco down llie biopc with 
her husband, soroetimus Uj'permout and .so. ieiiines 
below Iier. bb.e eonlrlved at knglli lo steady i- u'sclf 
l»y graypiug Minn^ hurhes; and in thiri poMtion fbo 
teinained, till a "oo'l Saiunritan, who was passing, 
c.nnie to her assistance, :i1Ut having invoked the Holy 
Mother and Saint Anna. Ho fust relieved t.V.iliariua 
from the d.inger of clnAirig, by culling the V-ands tliat 
Listened her liusland's arms round licr neck, and he 
then removed tlie p.dieut lo a more .secure spot at a 
little distance, vlu re ho laid him in an easy posture 
to wait till iils wife .Miould be ahle lo resume the 
journo}'. After a hidef rest, she again took up her 
buid(‘ii, and laio at niglit arrived at the long narrow 
bridge, v/hifli all tourists must know who have visited 
the charming geenory of the ncighhonrhood ; and 
reeling ns she was fnnn fatigue and exhaustion, she 
passed along its whole Icn.glh-- full two miles— -without 
accident, though undefcmled by parapet or rail. 

From Bnpperschwyll, the jonnu’y was coiitinued 
through lleriKau, the capital of Appenzell, lo Cou- 
staiuv, where medical adviee and a curiously cem- 
pound<.‘d bath, c-lfected no furl Her iinprovenuijt m Herr 
Theim's health. From Constance, thti banded pan- bent

dreary enough. The object of their visit to Bavaria 
scons to have been to clftira i>ayment of a bond for 
700 gulden (about L.60), which a former duke oftliat 
country had granted in happier days to Theim’s father. 
'Ihey found the rei)resentatLvo of the debtor— Duke 
MaxintiJian, of Pfaltz Ncuburg— at Ins residence Keu- 
bur^^, on the Danube ; and on presenting tbeir demand, 
they were ('oolly told that tlio duke Imd not at that 
tinio sufficient money at his command, as he was 
engaged ill building u convent for a company of 
desnits; but when that w'as finished, if he had enough 
left, lie would then lupiidatc the bond. It is to be 
lio^ied, for the credit of humanity, that the pnn<\ly 
debtor, wlicn he gave this reply, knew nothing of the 
devotion of the w’onian whom he fipiirned ; but the 
contrary seems probable, for tlic inhabit.ints of the 
ducal manor, on licariiig that the pilgrim pair wire 
sufTcrers for their Protestant faith, refused them even 
the common rites of liospitality. 

At Augsburg, a I'rotostnnt town, sLvt^’ mile; from 
liJeuburg, a inodical nifai of great rekhrity again 
advised the baths at Baden, from the firsi 

diM'idpd benefit had beem dorived, as likely to facilitate 
com])leto recovery : and, accordingly, lliij indefatigable 
Catlurhni turned to retrace he r long painful journey 
through Sunbia and Switzerland. On her way, aMer

. f^iniilar mountains to thoi^ewdiieh Irul formerly cost Ivor 
so f>iuch trouble, lo Zuiivh. At SchatViiaupen, about 
tbirty miles funbor, where tben^ ivas a ProresUnt 
oommuuily, every hou?c was gladly opeiiCMl to receive 
niul siultop a. martyr to tiie faith. (dseeriMl, and ptw* 
haps matfrially iKs&istc«l, Diey puiv'K'd their w..y to 
Berne, ami thence to the healing fprings of Jhiden. 
Here at length, after a rciiewT,^! ooursv.^ of barhiiig, the 
long tried Tlsoim found relief from Ins sudVreoys and 
his an'ectienalo w'ifc onjoycfi the leuard of her toil io 
se(‘j;jg her husband m) lar ncovired that, niiii thv 
support of a slalV, he umld walk alone. 

Having recovered so far, lio seems to have btan 
uinvJUiiig to remain longer a burden on thucbanlY, Of 
his Proleatant friends, and therefore deterndued to 
seek out the pfaltzgraf, bia master, in \vho-!f «erv)ee In* 
had suftcTod so innv’h. 'fhe pr'in’c was liviut’^ at tins 
time at the Haguf'. m a siale of dependence on Ibc 
8l:ilcg-general of ITolhuid; and ac,eoi<lingly the route 
of the atrectionatc couplo lay Ihiough Iho enriic bread th 
of Gel many ah>iig the Blinie to t'ologiie, the whole 
wiiich diatanoo they travelled on foot. Fruin Cologne, 
they took a boat to Ctiecht, whence the distance to 
the Hague was short. Tlie roduit of their application 
lo the pfah/grnf ia not stated : i robabl}' his rdlowanec 
was barely ciifuigli for liis own wants. At all ovcnls, 
wc find our unfortunate p iir sliortly afterwards dg.-nu 
travelling southwarda. Tiioy had got as fur as the* 
tortresa of Wcacl, when, from sorao defect in iheir 
pASsporta, tliey woro turned back, and retind to 
Amsterdam. Here, under tho best medical trcatni<int, 
a complete euro was effected ; and hero, acconlingly, 
tho chroniokr concludes lii.s narrative. Some id'\-i 
may be formed of the devoLion and endioance of this 
ounrageous woman when it is stated, that she carried 
lier husband on her back 172 German, or about $00 
English miles, over iiill and dale, acro.^ifl risers, and 
through manifold dangers, and that tlicir pilgrim.agc.s 
ceciipicd a term of about three years, animated by 

the one hope that his licallh might be restored. We 
do not know whether tliero is anotlicr instance of 
seif-sacrifico and patient, untiring devotion on record 
that can compare with this; and wo may add, that 
tho history of their wanderings is said to be vouched 
by triistwortliy evidence, and that the fact of their 
residence in Afustordnin in 1024 is clearly ascertained. 

At the peace of IGiB, the pfsltzgraf was reinstated in

Not long since, a coloured gentleman, a dealer in 
real estate, was compelled to ride in one of the nogro- 
curs, although at the time he held stock in the com- 
j pany to the amount of ten thousand dollars. The 
I ojpotion of a coloured lady and her infant from the 
cars in ?.Iftssacl)iisotts, created so much sympathy as to 
cause the passage of a law in that stale, imposing a 
fine of six thousand dollars on any railway company or 
iiulividual guilty of this olihneo in future. In. tho city 
of New York, suits have at various times boon insti- 
tuted agiiin«t the proprietors of omnibuses and street 
railway-ears for the foreiblo ejection of coloured people. 
In one instance, judgrncut was given h\ favour of tlie 
plaiutitr, and damages awarded to tlie amount of 2v“>() 
dollars.

tlic flag of the struggling Americans was unfurW, 
thorn might i)o found, the negro cheerfully fighting 
for tlie national cause, for that liberty in whtoh his 
de.<cendants arc denied to participatCi nundvcds. of

To resume a former comparison, tiic free coloured 
people inhabiting the United States have, like die

Ajb the Jews, 
by being excluded iVem the enjoyment of comm<m 
political privileges, bestowed their whole energies on 
certain brandies of tHidb, and thus aocumulated 
immense wealth, so havo the free coloured race— 
negroes, znulattoos, quadroons, and' So forth*- betaken 
themselves to such industrial courses as were left open 
to them, and in many instances with the most favour- 
able results. Though contemned or neglected, they 
form among themselves social circles of no mean | 
quality. They dress as well as their white compeers ; 
and in point of manners there is nothing, as a general 
rule, to find fault with. At all events, wc can testify 
that the more aspiring among them who have visited 
Great Britain, do no discredit to the land of thoir 
nativity, and are treated in every respeet as if they 
could boast of a purely Anglo-Saxon origin.

HKNDRIK CONSCIENCE. 

Of all the minor European states, there is scarcely 
one that is more interesting to the observer than the 
kingdom of Belgium. Small as it is, it has, iron the 
character of its people, acquired a respectability that 
Is sadly wanting to other powers of greater politic.al 
weight. In this little land, wc see among the people 
n most enviable degree of material prosperity, while, 
at U)e same time, it enjoys an amount of liberty in its 
government that, except in our own country, is hardly 
to be found elsewhere in Europe. Nor is Belgium less 
inUrastltig from its past history than from its present 
condition and prospects. Many of our readers have 
probably spent .some little time in its old towns, and 
tliey cannot but remember the quaint buildings, the 
StVange costumes, and curious usages they observed. 
Turn where the visitor will, ho finds some object which 
at once carries back his mind some centuries, and 
cornels him to think of the days wheu the merchants 
of Eland<»ra were a power in Northern Europe, and 
the various guilds mot and opposed, often successfully, 
the mailed chivalry of France. As he walks along, 
too, be sees inscriptions and hears w^ords uttered in 
what appears to he a rude uncultivated pa/ois, wanting 
alike the elegance of the French, and the masculine 
vigour of tho Gennan. Such a jargon, he perhaps 
thinks^ cannot fairly be considered a languagoj and, 
to some extent, he is right.. Until within the last few 
years, Etemish was in tho position of a nicro patois. 
Unlike its kindred Dutch, which has long boasted a 
respectable, though little-known literature, it w^•l 9 
utterly uncultivated, and the only books printed in it 
were some few prayer-books, and those collections of 
tales, songs, and balloiis which form the delight of 
the ruder part of every community. The educated 
classes spoke and thought in Erepch, and Flciniah w^ns 
left to the smaller shopkeepers and to the peasantry* 
Something like a revolution has, however, begun. Some 
men of education have taken the despised dialect under 
their patronage, and now a Flemish movement is pro- 
gressing in Belgium, one of the chief objects of which 
is the cultivation of what is the language of the great 
mass, of the people of the country. We may perhaps 
bo inclined to doubt how far it is expedient to attempt 
to give life and vigour to a language which is spoken 
by so small a part of the population of Europe, and 
which must ever, while it exists, form a barrier isolat- 
ing the Flemings from llieir neighbours. Be this 
as it may', however, tho movement is going on, and it 
is a strange fact tliat, when upon a recent occasion of 
national rejoicing in Belgium, prizes were ofiered for 
tho host poems in French and Flemish, out of the 
innumerable comiwsiUons which were submitted to 
tho judj^B, not one of those written in French could 
bo considered as possessing even the moderate degree 
of merit which we presume is required upon occosSjtja 
0 i tlie kind, while, on the other hand, several of thu 


Flemish compositioiis appealed to be deserving of 
honourable meutiena 

Among tlie promoters of this Flemish movement, 
Hendrik Couacieilbe is certainly the best known, if not 
the only one at all known in England. Several of his 
hovels and tales have been translated into our language, 
and have acquired a well<meriied popularity. Wiio 
has not been delighted with tho IkeruU and with Blind 
Bosa? Which of our readers has not sympathised 
with the mental Bufferings of the Poor Nobkmanf We 
have all read Vefa and the and wondered over 

the strange tale of Abutfaragusi and the rtfrain of 
RikhetikkeUtl is as familiar to our ears at any of the 
nursery-songs of our childliood. 

Much of the popularity which has attended these 
talcs is doubtless owing to the vividness of the descrip- 
tions of everyday Flemish life we find in them, and 
to the general truth of their colouring. We do not 
think our autlior can be looked upon as, happy in 
his attempts at the regular historical romance; and 
the chief reason for tlie discrepancy between this 
and his Jess ambitious sketches is to be found in the 
fact', that in the one class of writings he has had 
notliing to guide him but his imagination and tlie 
lifeless records of old times, while for the other he Jias 
found a lu'vcr-lailing mine in liis own experience. His 
life has been an eventful one; circumstances have 
driven him to mix with every class of his fellow- 
countrymen, from the highest to the humblest, and at 
times ho seems to liave been reduced to straits that 
remind ua of what we road of in the literary history 
of England during the last century. 

Hendrik Conscience was born at Antwerp in 1812. 
His father had bcrvcd in the French marine at one 
lime as a midshipman, and lutcr as an Kmphtjt^ in the 
docks at Antwerp. On the break-up of the first 
French empire, be settled in that city ns a merchant 
Our author’s mother died before he had reftciiocl his 
Seventh year; and thus from that period young 
Hendrik was rhiofly left to himself, little, if .at all, 
controllrd hy the authority of his surviving parent. 
Fortunately for him, part of his father’s business 
consiste<l in the purchase of old books and papers ; and 
thus tho .boy found the moans of acquiring some 
knowledge. He read oven-ything that oanic across 
him, ami .npparently the mass of books he thus indis- 
criininalely devoured produced no evil effect upon his 
mind. Some y’^'ars after his wife's death, the father, 
who seems to lisv'j been a man of a somewhat eccentric 
turn of mind, left Antwerp, bought some land in its 
neighbourhood, imd built a sort of hermitage. There, 
while their father was attending to his business, and 
travelling througli different parts of Franco and 
Belgium, Hendrik and a brother of his were left 
altogether to tliemselves. Tliey never quitted the 
bouse and the garden which surrounded it. All tho 
neccBsarieR of life were brought in from the outsidtf, 
mid tlms tho two boys for some time led the lives of 
two hermits. After a period of some three years 
spent by them in this solitude, their father married 
a second time. But the strange education, or rather 
want of education, of tho boys now began to exhibit the 
natural results. For years they had been to a groat 
extent their own masters, and tlicra had been no one to 
teach them the <luty of obedience* The consequence 
was, that upon all possible occasions, they resisted the 
authority of their step-mother ; and the disputes which 
arose in tho family in consequenee of this conduct, 
grew so bitter, that it was found necessary to removt^; 
tho boys from their home; and they were accord- 
ingly sent to a school in Antwerp. At this establish- 
ment, Hendrik resolved to become a teacher, and to 
adopt that profession as bis means oflivoUbood. All 
his studies were accordingly bent in that direction ; and 
perhaps our author might at this moment be wasting 
away his life in teaching village-dunces the rudiments 
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^ grsmnnir, far tli« great ))olitlcal events which 

et tliAt periik began to trouble Europe. The Erenek 
Bcvolution of iSsO broke out, and was successful ; 
end the Belgians, animated alike 1^ national and 
religious feelings, determined to follow the example of 
their neighbours, and to shake off* the Dutch jroke, 
which, since 3815, had pressed heavi^ upon their 
oount^. Conscience, like other young men, was fired 
with the enthusiasm of the time. Ho turned his back 
upon school and home, and took service in tlie Belgian 
army as a volunteer, llo saw somo sharp fighting 
daring the years which ensued, but never rose in his 
regiment beyond the rank of serjeant-nwjor. However, 
if he was unsuccessful in obtaining advancement in 
tlio profession into wliieli lie had so ardently thrown 
himself, ho achieved somo distinction in a ditferont 
way. After the successful completion of the revo- 
lution, it seems that a considerable amount of dis- 
content appeared in the ranks of tho Belgian army. 
Onscicncc became the poet of his regiment, and it is 
atated that his verses contributed not a little to add 
■ftiol to the rising flame.. Strange to say, tlieso first 
literary essays of an antiior whose l)e9t fame has since 
been achieved by his Flemish writings, were in the 
French language. At that period of his life, however, 
Hendrik had the same contempt wliicli was generally 
felt for the tongue of the great mass of his fellow- 
countrymen. 

Siiortly after this, the Belgian army was placed upon 1 
i a new footing, and our author, witli tmuiy others, ] 
1 ' obtained his discharge! from the service. He spent] 
1 some time vainly seeking for employment, and at j 
' . length, .as a last resource, determined to try his hand 
i' upon authorsiiip. Ho wrote his first hook, 2'he Year 
|| of Wonders — a series of scenes from the days of the 
|) Spanish supremacy in tlic ^Netherlands. The work, 
1; like many other first works, was unsuccessful iw a 
|i pecuniary speculation, nltliougli, in a literary point 
l! of view'”, it met with some appreciation in Belgium. 
1 . Wliftii Hendrik came to settle his uc<*ount with his 
{1 publisher, iio found himself deeply in debt. Something, 
j| however, must bo done, if lie wished to exist. His 
father, who Jiad l\ad several children by liU second 
|l wife, could no longer .support liim, and Hendrik 
|| left his homo once more— this time for ever. All 
: ‘j ho possessed in llie world, wdion lie took this decided 
i stop, was two francs, and a few clotiics tied up in 
i a linndkcrehicf. With a heavy heart, and scarcely 

1 knowing what ho should do, he Inmt ins steps towards. 

I Antwerp, In tins city, liowover, aonu; little good- 
1 fortune was in store for him ; and lie there met an 

1 old school-fellow, who introduced him to his fiitlier. 
i Tliis gentleman took some intere-'t in tlio poor fortnne- 
i aceker, and, at all events, secured him llie necessaries 
of life by providing imllmited credit for him at an inn. 
Wappers, the painter, also made his acquaintan(‘e, and 
became his friend, and even presented him to King 
Leopold. This presentation was well-nigh prevented 
by tho very unromantic circumstance of our .author’s 
wardrobe being so scanty, that he had no clothes in 
which he could decently make his appearance before 
his sovereign. With Wappers’ assistance, however, 
this difllcuUy was surmounted : the king received 
•Conscience gj*aciously, accepted a copy of I/Vie Y^ear of 
Wonders from liim, and afforded him some iiecuniary 
assistance. ' Encouraged by this, Conscicnco now 
published a second work, which met with the same 
unfortunate fate os its predecessor ; and a third, The 
^ Lion of FlanderSf wliich cost its author fourteen 
months’ labour, and brought him in tho magnificent 
profit of six francs. 

Conscience now found himself seriously embarrassed 

1 ill consequence of the want of success of these publi- 
j ^tions. He began to think, also, that these repeatetl 
failures were proots that he could not expect to ^arn a 
j livelihood by tho pursuits of literature. He therefore 
|1 

came to the determUlaiioii of heneafbrtlv earulng 
his bread by the work of his hands ; and, he lUred 
himself to a gardener as a oommon labourer. In this . 
situation he spent thirteen months; but' the Q^ose .of 
his trials was at length at liand. His friend Wappers 
again came to his assistance, and once more called rile 
attrition of King Leimold to the struggling auUior. 
Tho result was, that Conscience obtained a In 

the Ac4i(loniy of the Fine Arts at Antwerp^ which 
secured him from all want. He now began tliat series 
of tales and sketches which have given him a EutCh 
poan reputation. Ills works no longer meet with the 
fato of liis earlier productions. They are sold end read, 
and liave been translated into many languages. For 
several years, his life has been easy and happy. The 
author of Fiemish Interiors informs us that Cuoscience 
is married, and the fatlier of two sons. Thus, after all 
his struggles, wo may prosumo tliut ho is in the enjoy- 
ment of that comfort and domestic happiness, for the 
absence of which even tlie most widely spread litctaty 
fame can afford but a poor componsatioo.

TrnsRB has been a good deal of talk lately about model 
lodging-houses for the lower classes ; but I think, for 
my part, charity should begin at home, and that we 
shoulxl first got model lodging-houses for . oursclvco. . 
Why arc there no respectable furnished apartmenta 
in the whole of London where Mr Poppet and I can 
afford to live upon our two or tlirce hundred a 
year ? One first-floor sitting-room, and two tolerably 
hirge bedrooms (on account of the nurse and baby), 
with cooking and attendance, is what we wish wo 
may get for about L.7 a month in vain. Advertise? 
Well, we have advertised, and witli great success, 
numerically speaking, indeed. ‘All the comforts of 
a home,’ ‘ ch'anliness and attention,’ * no other lodgers 
in tho liousc,’ ‘ no extras,’ ‘ a cjabstand opposite,* ‘ the 
gratuitous uso of a piano,’ ‘ draught beer over the way ’ 
—every ailoremciit, in ftiiorfc, tiiat fancy couM suggest 
to the designing mind, has been offered to us for tlw 
above price, and lower; but with what result? We 
have spent the mone 3 % and more than the money, I do 
believe, in removals and eoniponsations for removal. 

Once wo thought we had obtaiued a certain status 
in society by takim: apartments where tliero were 
‘ twro members of parliament on tlie second floor ;* but 
these turned out to be Irish members, wlio occupied 
a doubie-becldod room immediately over our own 
chamber, and W'e liad no rest for their Maynooth and 
similarly patriotic speeches for liours. * Sir-p-i^r,’ one 
would iKjgIn, *I came down to this House to-night 
with nn intention of addressing it ; but the tants that ‘ 
•h.avc been levelled at my beloved country, the • 

gem of the iirth and first flow-er in the Sity,* fee,*: , 
after which the otiier honourable memlwr wouM 
low/ as he expressed it, ‘ upon llic same sotde, in reply.* 
One little boy xvas retained all day ia their sitting- 
room to take down their eloquence in shorthand t and 
‘ hear, hear,’ ‘ ciiair, chair/ ‘ order, order,’ and' ‘ Mister 

1 Spakcr ’ resounded over ns continuously until tlie two 
senators went down in an omnibus together to serve 
up their rcchmffh to ‘ tl^e House.’ ^ The dining'^Toom 
had teen seized upon by two clerks in tlie city, itndcr 
pretence of its not being wanted —attlmugli they paid 
only five shillings a week apiece for sleeping accom- 
modation— and tho third floor wna the residence of 
three, and tlie habitual resort ot four other medioal . 
students. These never came in till two o’clock in tlie 
morning, when tliey wouhl usually insist upon having 
some hot supper, and come to tho doOr of mrr apart^ 
meat to borrow forks and glasses. Moreover, the 
domestic being fast asleep in somo unknown region, ' 
Mr Foppet had not leldom to go down god lei 
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them in, because they had a habit of dropping their | 
latch-keys into tlio letter-box in their endeavours to j 
open tlie door. Lastly, in the attic of this house was 
n clergyman, who had resided there for fifteen months 
vritlioiit offering any remuneration whatever to the 
landlady: he, however, gave hut little trouble, she said, 
made his own bed, and lived exclusively upon rolls 
ana Bologna sausages— still it was very aniioying. The 
place, notwithstanding, was not, 1 believe, more un- 
satisfactory than others; certainly not so bad as our 
apartments in Porchester Oblong, for instance, where 
the landlord and his wife played cards all day, Sunday, 
being Jews, and their two female servants came up 
to me in 'a fainting condition, protesting that we did 
not leave enough provisions for their sustenance— they 
being made entirely dependent on the lodger for support. 
It was upon tins occasion that Mr Poppet raised the 
standard of revolt. ‘You have had the choosing of 
our place of abode for the last two years, my love,* lie 
said, ‘ and I think I may say without contradiction, 
that you have clioscn them excessively ill. No; 1 
don't regard your going into hysterics in the least; 
all I have to observe is, that in future I choose the 
lodgings and he took his hat up and went out upon 
that errand at once. It is unnecessary to relate here 
liow ho pitciicd upon an entresol in the Regent's ! 
Quadrant, and paid two guineas deposit-money for the 
same, and never took me even to look at it after all, 
in consequence of communications he received from | 
baciielor friends ; or how he got a most excellent j 
bargain' of tlircc sitting-rooms and as many bedrooms 
in Allsop Paragon, where the landlord wore a pea- j 
cock’s feather behind each of his oars, and went about i 
the Iiouse crowing and fiapping his arms : sufilce it ' 
to say, that the residence Mr Poppet chose at hist was 
No. 19. \V. 

It was situated in a pretty fashionable street, running 
directly Into Hyde Park, where first-floor apurtments 
were, upop the average, tliree guineas a week. Tlie | 
drawing-room and hack drawing-room of No. 10 w'cre i 
elegantly and expensively furnished \ the sleeping- 
rooms, thougli bare, were siiflicicntly largo ; and the 
rent was only two guineas. Everything, however, was 
excessively dirty, including Mrs A., the, landlady. Tier | 
coniplexiou was crcain-coUmr, epriiiklod with yellow j 

epots; her hair, wliicli slioulil have been firay, to; 

vkJiity-brown J and tlic hue of her gown quite indes- j 
cribable : it 'neither reached high enough nor low j 
enough, nor was it ever changed for another during ! 
our protracted residence in her apartments. My I 
huehand informed her that I was excessively particular i 
alwnt cleanliness, for which she cxpvc.sscd herself i 
truly thankful ; * for, sir, I do aesuro you, with me it j 
comes next to godliness ; * and it may lipvc done tliat, | 
perhaps, in Mrs A.'s case, without inciting her to j 
become of alabaster purity. She promised Mr Poppet,, 
to have a good wash out ; each article of furniture ! 
should be accurately dusted, and everything made 
spick and span for our arrival. We called a w^cck 
afterwards, and found seven days extra dirt upon No. 
19 and its inhabitants, and were assured that ibo work 
of reformation wa.s to be bcirun that afternoon. Wo 
called again next day, when Mrs A. immediately set to 
work to dust the knocker, as though that were the 
«ole appurtenance to No. 19 still left unmirrorlike and 
spotless. Wb^, after many injunctions on thb one 
side, and .pxy>miseS on tiro other, we arrived at last 
with baggage and .baby, os tenants, we found all things 
in primal chaos, vritii the kitchen-fire out, and no milk 
in tbo house, for our infant. Retreat, alas, was 

hccDine impossible ; aUd ipdecd wo had cut it off our- 
selves by a rmonstranc^' ending with a policeman, 
with the cormorants in Porchester Oblong. 

The domestic of No, 19 at that epoch — the first of 
eleven Marys who trusted for a greater or less time to 
Uia empty promises to pay of Mrs A.-H-.was rather a 


pretty young person, and a gpod dbal dcaner Uian her 
mistress, but so hopelessly stupid, tliat upon being 
desired to fetch a cab for Mr Poppet precisely at 
2 r.v., she brought up at that hour a pair of lighted 
candles, as though he 'were about to conjure, read 
Bliakspcnre publicly, or perform high-mass. It was 
her custom also to put letters intrusted to her for the^ 
post into any cliink or box which oifered itself out 
of doors, especially any that had Loiters on .it, in the 
simple faith tliat that was all Mr Rowland llill re- 
quired of her. There was also a Miss A., of ten years 
old or so, residing at No. 19 with her mamma; but sho 
was a lily of the field, and toiled for nobody ; nay, Uie 
one domestic was principally occupied in waiting upon 
her, in curling her hair, and getting her up generally, 
in order that she might apply herself, in correct 
drawing costume, to the piano. Yes, Miss Enphemia 
had a voice, as we well knew — was intended, as Mrs A* 
confided to me, for the Opera; ‘my only objection 
being, ma am, that I am' told it is not a good profession 
for the soul.’ Extreme simplicity, indeed, \vould seem 
to come next to cleanliness in the scale of this lady's 
virtues, and next to that, pcrliaps, truth. She would 
appeal to Heaven upon the very slightest provocation, 
to excuse lier omisaioii to make a pudding, or to 
account for the absence of sippets from a hash. All 
day long, we could hear lier solemnly protesting to 
tradespeople and others at tlio door of No. 19, that 
she had not got one penny in the house, hut tliat next 
week, as sure as there was a sun in the sky, their 
demands should be satisfied in full. She mado no 
sort of diflbrcnce in this formula, whether we had jnst 
settled with lier for her week’s account or not ; and it 
is my firm belief that she never jiaid any one of llicm 
for any thing. I had lo go out for the" barest noccs- 
sarics of life myself, not even the milkman consenting 
to send round to No. 19 witlunit the express under- 
standing that tlic provj.^ion was for tlio lodgov.-;, and 
not for Mrs A. ‘ Why, ma’am,* said he, ‘ that 'oomaii 
might have bathed in the milk T’vc sent her these 
last six montlis, wilhont my seeing the colour of 
her money:' and certainly he couid scarcely have 
selectc'd a more awful image by which to have ex- 
pressed his fi^cllngs. When, inde(‘d, the claims of her 
landlord and her daughter's singing-master h.ad been 

satisfied, .1 don’t suppose that poor Mrs A. had really 

much money to spare, and, of course, under tlicfio 
circumstances, she could do no less than live upon ns. 
She had taken No. 19 upon spec, of a gentleman (Mr 
15.), who rented it upon sik-c. of a certain lady (Mrs 
C.). who Ind furnl'ilied it upon spec., and never paid 
ji philling to the original proprietor (Mr 1).), who had 
built the house upon spec., and was now at Boulogne. 
NeiiherA. nor B., nor C. nor IX, had any money at alj, 

! think, but wero entirely dependont upon (the' 
Boppots) for existence. 

Mrs 0. (who once called upon Mrs A. in company 
with a gentleman in a Hansom cab, with the hopeless 
intention of getting a five-pound note out of her), 
by whoso elegant, and somewhat expensive taste tlie 
furniture had been chosen, had herself resided at 
No. 19 as long ns she could get provisions upon credit, 
and had been succeeded by Mr I)., who had done the 
same ; so that not only was the bell of No. 19 a good 
deal pulled, and tlie knocker considerably w^orked — 
they came with a rap, but went away without one — 
but also, in the course of the fotir-and- twenty hours, 
expostulation, and even direct menace, floated up to 
the drawing-room floor in ceaseless waves. It . may: 
seem strange that we should have put up with incDij^^ 
venience of this kind for a single week; but tiw 
fact was, that Mr Poppet and myself and the baby, 
had suifered such incredible things at the hands of 
lodging-house keepers, that wo lu^ fallen into a sort 
of torpor of despair. Therefore, although a good deal 
alartaed and frightened, I did not rush out of tlie 
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house once, on tlio opcasion ■when Mrs A. enticed 
me into her beiiroom in the attics, and there exhibited 
a chestful of tiio most extraordinary and suspicK/as 
splendours — beautiful laces, heaps of cashmere shawls, 
necklaces of diamonds, jewels of every sort and kind, 
to be offered to . me, as a valued friend, at what were 
certainly exceedingly^ low prices. She told me a strange 
Story of her having once been lady*s-mnid to a person 
of fashion, and that confidence having heon reposed in 
her by many females of high rank, they now ijitrusted 
her with these valuables to sell for them, they being 
more in want of the money than the goods, which, 
however, looked quite unworn and new. It was not 
a satisfactory account of the things, certainly ; but 
a peril winch befell our own goods aini chattels about 
this time, drove Mrs A.’8 secret treasure quite out of 
my rccolloction. This was no loss than a menace on the 
part of Mr 13. to put nn execution into No. 19, unless 
his rent was paid. Mr B., it seems, Iiad been trying 
the screw upon our spotted landlady witli as little offect 
as Mrs C.’s rncclianical endeavours had hail upon him, 
for a considerable period ; and the poor gentleman at 
Boulogne could make notliing out of his house what- 
ever. We received this information from one of the 
many dome.*stics whom Mrs A. had cajoled out of their 
gratuitous services ; and it being further corroborated 
by the good lady’s most solcnin denial, I sent off Mr 
I'oppet to sec Mr D.’s lawyer in Utdford Row. My 
beloved husband is not very much used to business 
Iraiissictioris, and ho retunuHl home, after some hours, 
in a most^ miserable condition, lie had entirely failed 
in persuading the lt‘gal gentleman — who appears to 
have been rather deaf ami oveessivoly obstinate — 
that he was not B. or some other defaulter connected 
with No, 19. lie said we could expect no luercy alter 
buoh condnet us ours had been, and that nothing w'onM 
be secured to us except our wearing apparel, 1 packed 
up wijut little plate we hud at once, and took that and 
my dressing-case, witli a modorator-lainp and a bran- 
new silk umbrella, to a friend’s, for safety. When 1 
had done that, and not before, I began to listen to 
Mr.s A.’s expostulations upon the folly of apprehending 
such a thing up a dislrc.'^B-w'arrant in />u' Jiousc, 
when fiho had L.ijOO wortlj of property iindtT tho l>ed 
in her room, let .alono as nmrli again behind thy 
wainscot in the back dining-pnrlonr. I ?m not sure, 
indeed, whether her riches or lier poverty made us tlic 
most uncomfortable. In the daytime, the bouse was 
besieged by importunato ercdilors, and in tlio evening 
and lali? into the night, ha’inled hy inusUcUciI gentle- 
men of foreign appearanoe, and very much shawded, 
who had, I suppose, jewellery buidiiess to transact %rjth 
Mrs A. A magiiiliecutly attircil la<ly of stuno fifty 
years of .age having called upon one oeca.sioji, and had 
a most stormy iuierviow, 1 animadverted, after her 
departure, upon the disturbance so respectable-looking 
a person had created. 

* Lor, ma’am,* explained her opponent, ‘ bow dcccivtMl 
you bo, to be sure. Now, have you never beard, about 
twelve or one o’clock, a p.-^rty a-singing and a-hollering 
up our street?’ 

* Yes,’ said I, *I have, and it’s very disagreeable.* 

‘ Well, ma’am, now, tliat party is the same party — 
the very same;* which information was accompanied 
by a telegraphic signsil indicating that tlic parly drank 
a little. 

I began to feel .verj^ uncomfortable in No. 19 by tliis 
time ; was convinced that people were about tho liouse 
at night, and. sent Mr Poppet out to lopk with a 
revolver, more than once, locking the bedroom door 
after him very carefully. He, however, manlike, 
having cliosen the lodgings, determined upon the whole 
to like them ; and I don’t know but thut ■wc should 
have been there now, except for this. 

Qr.e day we went out, baby and all, to diniter in 
the neighbourhood 5 and while we were eojoying that 


repast in tho parlour, ortr nursery-maid received’ a 
rather startling piece of intbrniation. in the kitchen, 

‘ A pretty house your master and mistress have got 
into at last!* observcnjl the footman. 

‘Well, I don’t know,* replied Sara, who is quite, 
impervious to satire* * I call it excessively dirty; at 
all events.* 

* Tfuit ain’t the worst,* said Thorns t ‘iV’st/is 
End reccivin'f-hou^c for 9 toloH goods /•’ 

Whether it really was so or not, or hqw Thomas got 
to know it, T can’t toll ; but by the next afternoon vre 
had cvorytliing packed and in a cab for instant de- 
parture. Nobody bad certainly entered. tho house that 
inornijig; but as I raised my eyes, by no means regret- 
fully, to the first-floor windows, without doubt I saw a 
gentleman standing there, in onr own drawing-room, 
with mustachce, of foreign appearimee, siul very nuich 
shawled. Mr I’oppet wanted to run in again and 
(iernand an explanation; but ‘no,* saiil I, ‘certainly 
not. You’ro sure to see it all some day in the police 
reports; and nobody belonging to mo glidf over cross 
the threshold of No. 19. W. again.* 

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

In the dM}s of the Regency, men had never heard the 
maxim that the right man shoifi.d be put in the right 
place, and it does not elrikc ua as at all out of 
eb:^ meter with the lime, that Joky 11, the celebrated 
wit, when aalcod bow it happened that ho of all others 
v.’as chosen to fill the rcspouBible post of Master In 
Chancery, shouhVhave replied: * Becauso^'hc w.as tho 
most unfit man in tho country.’ Since then, however, 
the p’.iblic has grown more enlightened ; and though, 
as wo shall presently sec, tho school ntai^fcor is not 
everywhere abroad, at least in tho sense wliicU Lord 
Brougham intended wJien ho first gave currency to 
the piirasc, it is beginning to be tliought that aspirants, 
oven to goverumemt ofiices, should bo to some extent 
possessed of the necoasary qualificafions for perfonuing 
their daily routine of work with credit, to tlicniaclves, 
and without bringing the puldic serviee into contempt. 

5[r tjekyii, it is true, got throuf'li liis duties without 

any notable broak-dowji. Lord Eldon, who had for a 
long time rofueed to the appointincnt, but who 

was (Jt Icugiit forced into it by tho Brinco Regent, 
TUf'fl to pny it wan Ills very ignorance that saved him ; 
Jiad he only pt;sfi('S®od that (bingoroua thing, a *littlo 
lerirning,’ ho w ould pnd'ably have perfisted in applying 
it wUbout regard to consequences, hut, as it waa, he 
was forced lo take tlic advice of his brathcr-mastors, 
to ■whose superior knowledge he had pcnso enough to 
cfcfer. 

liow^evcr unsatisfactory this way of getting tln*ough 
busincsis rn.ay seem to common-Bensc people, it is pretty 
dear tliat it is still relied on both by candidates and by 
patrons to a startling extent. Wo do not know how 
matters stand at present witli regard to Masters in 
(.hanecry or Lords of the Treasury ; there is as yet, 
we believe, no examination for them to gO through.^ 
bu]t as regards tho lower ranks,, "wc , havo tho best 
I authority for what we say.

information it contains appears worthy of goii^at and 
I serious attention. It could hardly have ,l^n^ supposed, 
nor would it be easy to b^ieyg aiiH^orhy, 

that oiit of tho entire number .of pirNOnx who, having 
received nominations to govespm^t .i^poinlmon^.h©*/ 
•tween the 21 st of May IgSfi, and the Sist of December 
1850, were examined tho authority of the Civil 



Soprico ComniifisioDeM, tho ntunKer bo examined, 
exclusive of competitions, being SiBBS, no loss than 
435 were rejected for egregious blunders in spelling 
alone, or for blunders in spelling combined with 
blunders in other suljects except arithmetic; that 
147 were rejected for arithmetic, either alone or with 
other subjects except spelling ; and 243 for spelling 
. and arithmetic, with or without other subjects. It 
must be understood that in all these cases the gross 
ignorance of the candidates in either spelling or 
arithmetic, acquirements which do not seem to point 
to an unreasonably high standard, would have afforded 
a sufficient, or rather an imperative reason for rejec- 
tion, even liad they como up to the mark in other 
respects. 

The total number of rejected candidates being 880, 
it will be seen, by adding the above numbers, that only 
65 were turned back on other grounds, sucli as insuffi,- 
cient proof of character, not coming within the limits 
of age, or Trant of acquaintance with special subjects 
required in their departments. What appears parti- 
cularly strange is, that tho proportion of rejections 
increases. The number per cent, in 1855 was 29*5, 
and in 1836, 38*8. The Commissioners assure us that, 
as a general rule, their examinations have not in the 
slightest degree increased in stringency, so as to, 
account for tho increase, though tlioy admit that to a 
small extent it may he ascribed to the undue strictness 
of provincial examiners, in the case of candidates for 
the office of expectant of excise. To prevent any 
possible occurrence of this kind in future, the Com- 
missioners, have arranged to send examination-papers 
ftom their own office, precisely similar to those used 
j with candidates examined there, and tho answers wiM 
I be returned to them for adjudication, so tliat candidate* 

I examined in the provinces will stand in the same 

I { posiUon as those examined in London. 

I I It does not apiKiar to us that any person holding

that is, would-be clerks at Whitehall, at Somerset 
House, at the Post-office, in the War and other depart- 
ments— W'cre found grossly deficient in spelling. Tn 

traqgcnbing the brie^ and by no means difficult, 

orthographical paper set before these aspirants, sixteen 
made 16 mistakes ; fifteen made 1 7 mistakes ; thirtecii 
made 18 ; eight made 19 ; eleven made 21 ; and the 
Commissioners kindly provide us with a table ascend- 
ing in the so£de of ignorance, which shews, among other 
high numbers, that three made 46 mistakes ; two, 49 ; 
tliree, 64 ; one, 68 ; one, 75 ; while one gentleman, who 
I was nominated to n cterksliip in tlic Post-office, stands 
j faeik prmceps at the head of all, being distlngnislted 
I as the perpetrator of no less than 142 outrageous 
j| blunders! Wo can fancy his astonishment on dis- 
! i covering that tho Commissioners declined to give him 
I a certificate, for of course he was much too obtuse to 
I discern his oavii shortcomittga. He probably wrote

Some curious reflections are suggested by the case

Many of our correspondents having been unsurcesaful 
In their ti’lala of tUia process, wc now give sonm further 
particulars, which they will find of great assistance : — ^The 
mouths of Kovember, Dooeaiher, January, and February 
are nut favonrablc hu* copying prints, the sunlight 
being too weak. Under most stotes of sunlight iu this 


ootintry, instead Of a tjuaHer f>/ an hour^ which would be 
sufficient under very favourable cfrcamstsnccs, tho paper 
may be exposed even’ to four hpurs. After tho naperijh*'^'^ 
been sprea?! over with tho solution, it is to be dried in the 
dark, say in a drawer or dark room : if dried iu the light, 
it will be useless. One of the greatest difficulties is keeping 
the* payer, on which the solution has been spread, in pcrfc’ct 
contact with the yictnic: wUero it is not in contact, the 
copy will he very indistinct. The .solution of blue-stone 
and bichromate of potass must he well shaken before being 
used. The prop.ired ymicr will remain fit for uso for a 
long period, if kept in tlic d:nk; but it is mo.st sensitive 
when fro.sh. Tho strenf^tli of tlie solution of common salt 
should lie at least thirteen grains to tho ounce of water. 
The print slmuUl remain in the solution of common salt 
until il begins to turn of a yLliowi.sh colour.

Who was it purchased t^mpotary 
alkftviatiori of liis impccunioHily by ‘putting away* that’ 
solid .*? liver soiip-lidle, 13 s. Cd. ? Who wero* th 0 pribial 
posRcSvSora of the curved Bamaacua dagger wittjf Jewelled 
handle j^iof the antique jnstols ritjbly inlaid, which I 
would not for a trifle undertako to flra olTj of the.

Did the original 
owneifl deposit there their chattels, with the inten- 
tion of redeeming them at a future period ; and did 
stem poverty, most iniplacnbio of creditors, lodge more 
and more dehiincrs against them, until at last tho 
arrangoroent was foreclosed, and the equity of redemp- 
tion lost altogether? How many paid interest on the 
advance, and so staved olT for a lime the ilay of 
reckoning, which came at la^t iioUutlistariding, and 
engulfed deposit, interest, and all ? Wliat have become 
of the duplicates ? Aro they destroyed, or held still ns 
faint representatives of treasures once possessed, 
thougli now lost for ever— title-deeds of a past pros- 
Xwrity, like the genealogy of a poor pf'or, or the heavy 
schedule of a bankrupt trader? What a crowd of 
ahipwrcHiks, what ‘seas of troubles* must there have 
been to strand upon the same shore such different 
cargoes! The India-shawl, the clock, the toast -rack, 
the eye-glass, the bracelets, the thermometer, the 
umbrella, the llat-iron, tho chimney ornaments, the 
teapot, tlie opera-glass, the Sutlej modal, the wedding- 
ring, the spurs, the freemason's insignia, the gold- 
watch, engine-turned, and jewelled in four holes, and 
last, melancholy item 1 the hmall silver-gilt locket, in 
which n plait of light-brown hqir is still nestling. 
Melancholy token! }i(j\e hiaiBelf— it can only be a 
love-giffe— the prisoner of the pawmbroker!

Newsvendors have cheerful shop-windows. Ther' 
we find exhibited that interesting illubtration— ou the 
first page of the cheap periodical, which always seems 
to be published in ndvonc'o of its date -to winch 1 
never could find tho relative IcttcrproRs. There ore 
hung up the newspaper placards: ‘Horrible Murder 
at Horaleydown;* ‘Homes and Altars, by Gracchus;* 
‘Curious Case of Breacli of Promise;* ‘Helotry in 
High Places;’ ‘Bishops and Bigamy;’ Theatn(lal6. and 
all the News of the Week. There are the etchings of 
the new monthly serial ; there the wast w'ood-puts of 

the iUustrated newspaper; and there a miraculous 
draught of shilling light literature, in rainbow covers, 
demonstrating, alas ! too frequently, that Uglitness is 
not synonymous with brightness after all, and that 
tliere may be fiamc without, although there be no fire 
within. 

Then there are bonnet-shops 1 

There is something about bonnnts so peculiarly sug- 
gstivo of the married state^ that a steady inspection 
w them by any one on the hither aide of tho rubicon 
of matrimony, seems to be almost a certain token of 


an approaching change of condition ; and a Imebelor of 
autumnal ago curiously scrutinisiirg the contents of 
a bonnet-shop becomes a spectaclo of eerioi.«i import. 

I must admit both my autuionity and unmarried 
status, and yet braving all the impulalions and remon- 
strances the admission may call down upon me, avow 
inj^self a devotee of bonnet-shops. I speak of the 
exterior only. The interior— />;orv/ (sfe profaui-^is 
one of those arcana vilh M'hieh we cannot be licrfeetly 
ai'quiiiuted until we have emerged from the novitiate 
of Imeliolorhood, and become priests in full orders of 
the temple of Hymen. Such glimpses behind tlic veil 
ns we mny have ciiuglit before arriving .at that full- 
blown condition, can have l>cen secured only by stealth 
or accident. A forlorn conuiiission, having reference 
to a hideous fobric something of the hue and shaj^e of 
a copper eoal-skuttle, with a bird of p.aradise of fierce 
aspect and many colours perched on the top— ilio 
bonnet of an elderly maiden-aunt in tlie country— 
nfflirdcd me the only experience 1 over enjoyed of the 
inU lior of a bonncUriiop. But of boqnct shop-windows 
I profess mvKdf ;m amateur. To me those fancy 
filmy elegances — 1 am not sptaking of ancient ladies* 
bonnets now —those corner-stones in the edifice of a 
pretty woman's toilot, possess an iufiuity of attractions, 
and, as it appears to me, appeal evcu more to malo 
than to female admiration. X can Conceive a woninii 
ennsidering n bonnet very much as an anatomist might 
regard a v.omuu. He would mutter; ‘Bone, mubclc, 
vesieles, chyle, &c.; a very nice subject.’ She would 
eye the bonnet with an unpleasantly analytical glance, 
and murmur: *M(;irc’, lilies, lace, guipiite, &c.; a sviect 
bonnet/ They both know loomiudi to adniire bonnd- 
lo«8ly: they are so clever they become critical, and 
lose tho faculty of blind admiration* Man, by the very 
pUnitude of his ignonnee, enjoys n fuller gift ol 
ai>prci‘iation. He can regard the' hotmot only as f orac- 
tbing beyond tho grti«ip of Inf^ nn lerstanding. and to be 
admired in proportion to the impossibility of compre- 
hending it; as a feathor in tho air, gone up out of 
reach; as a substance, if substance it is. vapoury, 
dreamy, gauzy, in the nature of foliage, which seems, 
to halo round a pretty face, ami endow it with multi-' 
plied preltiaess. So have J at least, looked at bonuets 
in «ihup-wuuiovv s, ami wondered and admired. 

Tliere is one bonnet- shop that lives particularly in 
mv memory. It was situated in a populous thorough- 
fare, dedicated to iny forenoon saunter; and it must 
not be pernntted to preju'jiee my enthusiasm in the 
cause of bonnets if I comv^ile that tho hour when the 
window w'as being decked by the fair hands of ite 
pltindants wni» the perio<l I generally selected for ray 
vi'li to it. It seemed to be a time of high festival 
when the profane eye of tho uninitiated mignt snatch 
the privilege of a glance at the cleusiniaitism of 
bonnetdorii, and see at once both canso and eilbct.

As the particular object of this day’s ramble was the 
geology of. n part of the Welsh isoal-fiehl, I may bo 
excused if I give an outline of the geology of the 
district, independently of our individual cxj^rlences. 
Taking our stand, then, upon the Vans of Brecon, 
the Gadir above Talgarth, or the Blorcnge above 
Abergavenny, and looking northward, wo behold a 
greater amount of geologic record than we can sco 
elaewltere in this part of England. We look upon 
the country of the Cambrians and Btiper Stones, on 
tlie classic ground of the Longmyiuls, Cner-Caradoc, 
and the Upper Silurians of Ludlow*, Kington, and 
Brestcign ; we see the hills and dales of the Old lied 
Sandstone, ami the distant outline of tlte carboniferous 
and trappean Glees. 

And what, then, are the particular points— what the 
lesson the geologist would impress upon the mind of 
the beginner, when pointing out the Cambrian Long- 
mynds, tlie Silurian Caradocs, and the wide expanse of 
Old lied Sandstone that stretcli forth in the distance 
before him? It appears that philosophers have good 
reason, to believe that the interior of this phinet is com- 
posed of various minerals, molton by the intensity 
of heat myriads of ages ago; Iho now crystalline 
masses of Plutonic rocks that compose the inner ct'vsi 
of the planet’s surface ‘were formerly fluid— possibly 
were formerly gaseous and nebular.’ Tlie Plutonic 
rocks that 8ui)port the rocky shell of the globe we 
occupy, are ancient beds of lava, cooled gradually at 
enormous depths in the dark reces.ses of the phniet’s 
hbsotn> apd have been raised by enrlluiuako action 
and volcanic agency, from a cloplb of ninny thoiisaiul 
fbet ill the oai'th’s iutorior^ to the surlaco. 

It is on these formerly molten, and now solidified 
Plutonic masses, that the lowest aqueous stratifled 
dc])Osit8 rest, and tlie Longmyiids consist of thcpo. 
With these earliest aqueous rocks, wc possess indubit- 
able evidence both of the action of the atmosphere, 
and the existence of water ; also, that from the remotest 
epoch of this planet’s history, the laivs which govern 
inorganic matter have continued unclianged, and 
mineralogica), cliemical, and mcclmnicul laws have 
acted tlie same part. 

The Cambrian sedimentary rocks of the ancient 
Longmynds bear upon their surfaces the marks of the 
ripple of sea-waves, and the imjiressions of rain-drojis, 
as well as tracks of marine woi ms and the remnins of 

zoophytes and crustaceans. 

, the geologist draws two deductions: In the 

Urst ^lace, from ttie earliest ages of geologic history, 
the* chemical constituents of the atmosphere liaVc 
decomposed the mineral substanccB of the most ancient 
Plutonic massesy whenever or wherever exposed to the 
surface; while tvaier has transported tho debris of 
those rocks, in tlie form of boulders, pebbles, sand, and 
mud, to depressions in the earth’s surfnee; and this 
d^ns became in time layers of stratifled deposits— 

I much a^ stratiflod rpeks art formed hi tlic jirescnt day. 
The history of those Cambrian sediments differs little 
from the history of ^ueous deposits now forming 
tho waves bf the Atlantic and Pacific, and the 
ageii^ were.tlio same. 

Again, ^Itiibogh Ihe Longinynd deposits are the 
low^t known bMcment a<]iueous formations, wc cannot 
but reflect tliat later discoveries teach us that they are 
no longer to be considered azoic, or destitute of evidence 
of thb eroation of Ufe, while, although the animals 
hitherto discovered are of low organisation, they occur 

I tmfarils.tlie base of 20,000 feet of Cambrian atiueous 
deposits ; and thuSi teach us Ute Important lesson that, 
as far as our present evidence goes, there were no life- 


less seas, |io useless atmospliebt with tlieflrsjt evidence 
of water upon this i)lanot*« eutface^ wo have proofs of 
, the introduction of life ! 

Passing upwards from the Cambrian' rocks, the 
geologist finds new proofs of the exertion Creative 
power. ‘ Old actors go out, and new ones, come in on 
the stage of organic existence, and each'fbrmation is, 
as it were, tlie lifting of the curtain, and the discovery 
of a new scene.’ The Lower and Upper Silurians added 
to the Cambrian deposits, amount to a thickness of ten 
miles. Tlie Llandeilo rocks of tho Corndon and Shelve 
district, may bo seen from the mountains of Brecon ; 
and the distant Snowdon is now known to consist of 
strata of that Lower Silurian epoch. In these bods, 
for tho first time, the niollusk makes its appearance 
{TAmjula JJaviftii), accompniucd by tho graptolite, ti, 
zoophyte allied to Virgularia (a sea- pen). Tho 
Caradoo hills are also visible; and the geologist calls to 
mind the coutcmporarieoiis Lower Silurian deposits in 
Shropshire, on tho flanks of the Malverns, at May HiU, 
Huntley, and tho hills of old lladnor; nil of wlilch 
locnlitics he beholds from tho hills of Old Red Sandstone 
that rise on the edge of tlio eoal-fiold of South Wales. 

Stej) by stop, as we ascend the geologic ladder, wo 
find evidorice of tho oreatiqn of new animals, new 
shells, new corals, new trilobites; upwards of 1000 
species of animals arc known in tho Lower Sllunan 
rocks of Great Britain ; while in Boliomi.i, MrBarrandc 
has discovered ioOO species of Cambrian and Silurian 
fossils, all of them before unknown there, and nine- 
tontbs of them distinct from the species of Scandinavia 
and England. 

’J’he typical lYcks of the Upper Silurians may also bes 
pointed out in tho uni/ruilioent view outstretelicd before 
us. Tlie Woolhope valley of elevation is distinctly scon, 
and tho Upper Ludlow rocks of Ayniostry, Prestcigu, 
mid Kington stand out boldly .against tbo sky. To 
corals, shells, and crustaceans, llio geologist now adds 
tho evidence of the creation of fisli, and remembers 
that tho upper rocks of tlio Upper Silurians CoiUfUn 
the first ovi(?encc of the existence of fish and terrestrial 
pl.mils in the bone bed of Ludlow and tho Lycopodiiiius 
(club-mosses) of Gamrnage Ford. 

Wo now reach the epocli i;f the Old Red Sandstone, 
the strata of which aro represented by a mass of rocks 
ill tliis district not less than 10,000 feet thick, and 
wliicli cover up the Eppev Silurians and their catacombs 
of organic remains. 

This series of rocks presents geologically a new 
epocb in tlio Instory of tbo develoxmient of the planet, 
in its air-breatbing reptiles and armour-cased (ganoid) 
fislios, its tree-ferns, marine and fresh-water sliells, 

and very highly developed Crustacea. Who shall 
tell of the ages that elapsed from the cominencemeuif 
of the deposition of the Old Red Sandstone, until the 
dose ? — wlio of the denudation, the wearing duwii of 
Inindrcds of aqiiaro miles of stratified deposits, thousands 
of feet thick ? 

Let those who would study the problem, investigate 
the geologic phenomena in this district alone — mark 
well the evidence, tho insuperable evidence presented, 
of enormous denudation on tho heights of tho Vans of 
Brecon or the sides of Pen-Cerrig*Calch, and reckon 
the time necessary, first, for the deposition of tho strata, 
and then for their after denudation, if he can I 
! K'or is this all. As far ns our present evidence goes, 
wo remind the tyro in geology, that throughout all tbe^ 

! depths of stratified beds below the Old Red Sandstone, 
i we have but a very partial glimpse of the existence of 
I a terrestrial flora, and that it is in slretu of the ago of 

* the Old Red that we first begin to re(!ognise with any 
I confidence that ‘green vcb whicli has covered our 
■ earth ever since the dry lend appeared.’ It is Im- 

i portent to remember that the Carboniferous or t^a\- ^ 
, bearing was not tlie Jirat luxuriant vegetattoUf but tliit 

• tho land of tlie Old Red Sandstone epoch possess^ its 
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troe-ferns and ^piria tliat clustered lu ttirckats bwMo 
its watew; trliUc we nts'o call to mind tliat, aUliougU' 
myrMs of ages have passed since the sun shohe upon 
the ferns of the coal or tho last of the cnlamites, 
tlie more ancient vegetables of the Old Red Sandstone 
had {terished and heconio fossil before many of the 
coal-planta ha<t been sunumbned into being. 

We must not, Iiowever, forget tiie explorations 
of the Field-clnb. Tho Old Red Sandstone passes 
upwards from old red conglomerate into yellow 
sandstone, mountain limestone shale, mountain lime- 
stone,. and millstone grit ; imd it was this succession 
of strata the club visited on tho occasion in question. 

We ascended tho Blorengo in a fog ; and tho strange 
ihntastic shapes of the boulders that were scattered 
on the hillside in every direction, often drew excla- 
mations of surprise, as we trudged along, like Southey, 
growling at * clouds and weather.* We wondered, too, 
how the boulders f^ol thcrCf as majjy of lliem were 
evidently not parts and parcels of tho Blorenge, but 
Iiad been cjirried there soinoliow' from a distance, ff 
I remember rightly, I argued for ice and the glacial 
theory as tho transporting agent; olliors were for 
* waves of translation j* while one gentleman suggested 
that they might bo relics of a gnmo of ‘clm(;kie- 
atanes,* played by Old Nick or sonic demon of the 
hills. Oar guide, ^ho, fortunately for us, knew every 
inch of the ground, pointed out wliere rivers and

That oceaii*heA'0* la^‘^ 
sliallowcd, .and became a fit habitat (br shellf, comlt; , 
and the fishes that were their contemporarioff. 
this ns it may, at tho very base of the Jimeatouft'* 
shale is a true jhh^hed; while, as we joUTney upwardit, 
myriads of animals testify, by their dead and stou^' 
forms, that in the mountain limestone soa tliey Uvbd 
and died. The 8e«a-bcd had shallowed towatda tlid 
pcidod of tile upper sandstones, fishes awarme^l ia the. : 
w.aters, and sotnn volcanic outburst slew them' by 
lliousinds; for what other cause c.an nccoimt fer 
thoiv sudden destruction! The ocean-bed stilt shal**^ 
lowed, and the coral atiimal b^iilt its barrier-reef and 
raised its habitation above the waves, while tho/^. 
durtns. OitliGrcrnff, and other molluBka harboured lu 
the same localities, and were entombed in the same 


5, and distant churches, and ‘tjie loveliest 
scook's * ought to h,ave boon, and no douiit were, if wc 
could have seen them. As it was, the mist and cloud 
drew largely upon our imaginations. 

There is not much hospitality on tho li(‘ight *3 of the 
Blorengo ; but an iuveeligation of the caini erected 
by the government surveyors on the summit might 
still furnish a hofth wlthovt the fthnri/^ vi'ldch ivas 
quaffed to the toast of ‘^a blighter day aiid bettor luck 
next time.* 

It was no wonder affer this, that tlicrc w’as a burst 
of delight among the naturalists when the fog cleared 
and the sun lighted up the bare rocks, .and heath, and 
glens, and hills, * smooth, .and green, and dry,* arogo 
before and .around us; >vliilo some of us folt witli the 
Kttrick fiiiephcrd, ‘.after a\ whnt is .any ilosicriptioa 
by us puir civturs o’ tho works o’ tlic great God ?’ 

It was in descending the Iiill Unit one of the p:irt,v, | 
who h.ad separated frijin the rest, gave .a loud view- 1 
ii.alloo, and wc (piickly johic.l liim to imioire into the ' 
Jind It w.as the impresMOu of a Iare,c fiuJed (runic oi 
Sigillaria upon a mass of nullstono grit—n carl ion iferons 
plant wliicli Hr Hooker believes to be cryplogamous, 
and allied to ferns. What a blessing is u Knowledge 
of natural history ! A casual observer would have 
passed this relic of aiiolljcr world— not so tho geolo- j 
gist! The form and foliage of tiio original tree— the 
aspect of the land on whicli it giw— whcLhor a river 
washed it out to sea— wl:en^e came tho boulder of the 
millstone grit itself— wci-e the particles that made m) 
the grit imbedded wdth the ancient tree ? tin se 
^questions ftirnishcd us with discussion and pleasant 
chat for nn hour after we h.ad left the relic of that tree 
of a coal-forest, atill lying on the portion of tho old 
seft-bed wliieh received it wlicii first imbedded. Ic • 
must not, however, be supposed that tlio country 
naturalists skipped from the Old Red Sandstone to tlm 
millstono grit, and left the intermediate rocks (lime- 
stone shale and carboniferous lintGatonc) unquestioned 
and unaearched ; on the contrary, botli examined, 
attoiikcd with hammers, and their treasures siorcd. 

As wo before remarked, tho upper beds of the Old 
Red S.and3tonc are succeeded by limestone shale j the 
shale by thick beds of Oorallino limestone ; and tbU by 
millstone grit, cogl-measurc sandstones, ironstope, and 
co.il., * ,

Sandstone, its reptiles and plants, apply to Scotland

In some localities, this rock is made up of a mass 
of corals, and tJic geologist can hardly visit th© grand 
ftocnory of tho monntoiu limestone, whether among 
the crags .and peaks of Derby or Cumberland, tho. 
noble St Vincont*8 Rock at Clifton, or the glorious 
scenery of the Wyo, without seeing everywhere’ 
imbedded, tho wreck of coral and encrinital animals cf 
another world, and the relics of which arc often employed 
I to erect the habit.ation, frequently the mausoleum, of 
! tho liuman race. Nor has tlie coral anirnal ceased its 
work, though the genera and species may be changed :

Land, ho^reirer, trae 
not distant, for the plaiiw <jf the. coal leato th^ir 
impression upon tbc sandstones and .cvoii the coai^r 
Again, the sea-hed rose, until shallow water and 
swanjpy land occupied the site where deep soa-vraves 
bad rolled before. 

The Palccozoib coal period, with Us luxuriant vogeta-. 
tioU^ Us reptiles, fish, and insects, drew nigh, and wliat 
pci^od more strange in all the strange epochs of this 
planet’s history? 

Had Sir Humphry Davy discovered potassium, and 
thrown it into a tub of water, in tho presence of the 
^rst Jafnes, he would certainly have been burned for 
a ur Izard, and we know the tender mercios of the 
bigots who tortured Galileo ! 

Our great-grandmothers would have scouted the idea 
of tho electric telegraph as a Mundmueian fiction, or 
the history of coal as a * device of the wicked one * to 
ensnare philosOpliers. Notwithstanding tho prejudiced 
of our excellent progenitrires, tho results of many 
years* observation by geologists, botanists, and micros- 
coputs, hare established tho fact, that every pm Me of 
the Coal we burn is undoubtedly of iryntrhh origin ; 
and a very remarkable fact it is concerning one of 
the commonest articles of daily life. 

IjGt any one, ignorant of geologic facts, sit down 
quietly by his fireside, and as he watches tho cheerful 
blaze, be told for the first time —that every portion of 
that bituminous substance consists of the remains of 
. trees and plants that flourished myriads of ages ago — 
that^in times so remote, the animals which were the 
, contemporaries of the ancient groves and forests, that 
furnished thU vegetation, were entirely different from 
any that now inhabit the cajtlfs surface— that tho 
existing races of animals were not created until myriads 
Of years after tho carboniferous or coal reptiles, fish, 
insects, shells, and crustaceans, had heeome stoncf and 
the plants of that coal period, consisting of strange 
treo-lbhis, stranger club-mosses, giftantic reeds and 
conifers — fonns that have now scawoly a type— had 
iecome coal! Is it not a most strange history ? 

Yet wjbat is this compared to the reflections that 
must sometimes cross the mind of Ihc geologist when 
h© compares the history of the past with that of the 
present— ‘when he stands among the wreck of forests 
of a w'orid gone by, and reflects upon tho marveHona 
history pf tho black and now mineral mass before him. 
Onco green, bright, and beautiful in the suushitu*, 1 
now a stony mass, sougljt after by thousands of intel- 
lectual beings, stocked into, and nplieaved, from the 
bowels of tho earth, to rejoice and comfort myriads 
of the human nice. What a blessing dors it shod 
upon the poor man as well as on the rich ; liow juaiiy 
a cottage does it cUccr, and 1 k)w wretched the home 
altogether without it I Again, tho rail-oarringo ruslx^'S 
tlffougli the uir, and tho frigato ploughs tho waves 
by tlM3 aid of gases, which have been stored in coal 
for untold cycles of ages in the recesses of tl!e,enrth. 
These remains of an extinct vcgctuble creation rest 
.above the relics of extinct *wari/?« organisms.; while 
0 M 0 of the most remarkable facts connected with the 
history of this Palseozoic Vegetation, is the simulta- 
neous luxuriance of tliis ancient vegetable world in 
almost avety kno^ region of the globe. ‘Forests, 
whoso an^ sbttiSe are unknown to hare been 

dtillvsHI^ by the softg of tho bird, flourished in every 
latitndo-^for tho plants of tlio Palmozoic coal nro 
found beneath the ico and show of SpStzhergen— jind 
tho same ferns, reeds, club-mosses, and conifers grew 
at tho same period in arctic and antarctic, tropical 
^d teniperate zones— in Australia, Europe, America, 
Asia, and Africa. ’ In that distant epoch, in all hlU 
iuuer, that strange vegetation appears to have been 
p^sent atid to an extent that often strikes the geolo- 
spat With awe, when he reflects on tlte untold ages 
..that must' have elapsed during the elaboration of a 


vogetablo kingdom that ho may dream of, but never 

.behold. ' , . 

. In our South Wales coal-fields, the coal-mOlasuvea .arn 
estimated to attain the thickness of 12^)000 X0O 
coal-beds are intercalated at varfoua levels, and* wo 
have undeniable evidence of successive terrestrial con- 
ditions. The . coal-fields of Nova Scotia are nearly 
three un'/es thkh^ cover an area comprising 30,000 
eqnare mksj and contain 51,000 cubic miles of solid 
matter (^LyelVs Mamtal of Geology), 

Compared witli the American, our English coal- 
fields shrink into insignificance, and the knowledge 
of such facts should awaken feelings of tho sublime 
ns regards the exercise of divine power, even on such 
unsentimental subjects as coal-fields. 

The moment, therefore, that the beginner puts his 
foot upon the coril-meaeures, let )nm recall some of 
these great facts connected with their natural history, 
and lie will find it impossible to study the phenomena 
of tlie fossil plants, their varied form and structure, 
their ancient and present chemistry, and their gcoki- 
gical history, without also discovering fresh proofs of 
the wisdom and goodness of the Creator. 

Bearing in mind, then, tlie vegetable origin of coal, 
its chemistry and constituents, tlie enormous amount 
of vegetable matter necessary to compose the coal- 
fiedds of the world, the wide diffusion of identical 
species of coal-plants, the vegetable organisms the 
microscope discovers in cvefry block, and their associa- 
tion with extinct animals knoivn to belong to tho 
carboniferous epoch, the cryptogamic character of the 
vegetation, and tho absence of any known existing 
plant or tree, wo would draw to a dose tho reminis- 
cences of isoTnc lessons learned and facts examined on 
a day’s ramble with the Woolhope Naturalist's Eield- 
club. The great use of lliese societies is tlie inter- 
change of ideas, and the opporttini ties Avhich co»i8fcanlly 
occur of meeting with otliers bettor informed than 
ourselves. I, for my own part, can affirm that many 
a difllcuU local problem has been worked out tlirougli- 
questions .asked at these meetings, and which at th<* 
moment wore unanswered, and apparently disregarded. 
Sir Roderick Murchison has lately mot with a strin- 
gent geological question in tho Iviiigtou ^listrict, a? 
regards certain traiKution lieds between tho Ohl Reel 
Sandstone and his Upper Silurians, anil tho puzzle 
was furnished by .a member of the 'Woolhojjo Ohib 
(Mr Banks). Tho Woolhope Club lately visited the 
district mulcr review, and met with tho very reinark- 
ablo pbenomcnon, in England at least, of iho great 
fa«ts of geology carried home to the hearts and minds 
of w'orking-mcn, by one of their most active and work- 
ing inemhore. Honour be to those to wljom honour k 
due! 

A gentleman, resident at Beaufort, near aW- 
giivonny, has taught tho principles uf geology to several 
of the niiners of the district, and some of us were put 
to the blush by the sujjerior knowledge of the* coal- 
plants displayed by those whoso bone and sinow raised 
tho fossil fuel from its long re&ting-placo. Fancy a 
.stalwart miner taking you to his littlo inusemn of 
fossil plants, and pointing out the diflerence betwe©)t 
Slgillaria and Stigmaria, and speaking even eloquently 
upon the beauty of extinct ferns! Nevertheless, this 
phenomenon came under the observation of ua county 
naturalists but a very few weeks ago. May wc not, 
then, yet liopo that the common things of common 
life shall yet becon)o known to workingoneu, and that 
the knowledge of God’s works shall bo na longer a 
sealed book ! 

It 38 a great mistake to suppose that it is necessary 
to be highly educated, to be a classic or a xnatbema- 
tician, in order to bo a naturalist. A large amount 
of the knowledge of God’s works is wItWn the rewh 
of every ono j and some of the most eloquent writers 
have been working-men, who have carried on their 
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pursuit uf tliu study of uature amidst the hard *atru|rgle 
of a laborious life. Who can forget the opening of 
the Oid lUd Smuktone^ and the tjonviction expressed 
by the uriCer, and impressed upon his readers^ that 
^ihere is Ho neoessary connection betireen labour and 
unlnpplnefis, that a Tery exiiuisito plcasuto may be a 
very cheap one» and that the busiest employmout may 
find tiooc to enjoy it ? *

Tictioii,*hiB monument stands before the house which 
ims bi^a occupied liy a Russian since the last com- 
snmlan.t who held that fortress for Swe<ien deliTerotl 
it Up' to ‘her natural enemy.* Hiat monument is one 
of niose wh^eh form curious commentaries on human 
opinions or expectations. 

Though it is generally said that General Cronstedt 
-treaoberottsly surrendered Sveaborg to the troops of 
Alexand^ I., the Russians tliemselves admit that it 
was not an impregnable fortress at the commencement 
of bur recent war. That it may be rendered so, is not 
iinlikely* Some of the Neighbouring wooded isles in 
the. gulf were being surveyed by the government 
ofitcera ibr the purpose of clearing, fortifying, and 
erecting magazines and storcliouses upon them. Tho 
re-odi^ation of the place will doubtless considerably 
improve it ; and thus the result of our late bombard- 
jfhent will be, as our young .Uuesiau said, t»> cause 
‘ them to know better, and ho preimrcd for us if we 
come again. 

Tho x)a8sage left by the rocks between Svoaborg and 
the <x>ast of Finland, or Helsingfors, is so narrow, that 
it was blocked up by a Ruasiaii iinm of-Avar laid acmss 
Aifi The sides of this largo ship are battered with 
abet.

FIRE-PROOF DWELLINGS. 

WfiAT can bo more appalling than the cry of Firc ! Fire! 
in the darkness of niglit, and in the midst of ti crowded 
city I And then, what fearful eights and souinis salute 
the eye and car as we arrive at the scene of the cataH- 
troplie I — ‘blnssing beams and scaldin,^" streams j’ ladders 
and fire-escapes; cries for water, and screams for 
assistance; stern countenances rushing forward to 
meet and grapple with the dreuiied enemy, from wliicli 
at the aatuo time half-ulothcd and afiVightod creatures 
are flying fot de^ life! Our object is not, however, 
to write an essay on Fire, so much as to offer stai*? 
suggestions tending to sh.ew tijat much may yet be 
done to iui^ase our command over this okmoiit, so 
Well called in the old proverb ‘ a useful servaut, but a 
terrible master.® 

Rigenmty has been frequently at w^ork to invent the 
means of extinguishing fire when it has occurred, and 
of saving life wlien that is In jeopardy. But surely the 
more iippori^Ot question regards the prevention of the 
»calami| 9 >'. Mtje-proof houses are indeed no novelty. It 
is only' necessary to substitute brick arches for woi>dcn 
; joistingi in. ptder to render any house safe against the 
spread , of Are* ' But this, wo suppose, is tlie more costly 
method of bpilding,' otherwise it is h^rd to conceive a 
reason for the plan being so seldom adopted. Again, 
when timber must be employed, it is a commonly 
roceivod scientific dogmo, that, ^ if saturated with a 
.solution of alum, it would be nearly as incombustible 
Bs stone. Now, why should any man about to inrest 
his money, and riak the lives of his f^tmily in abdUdldg, 
oberita.^ to ascertain for bltn^f whether this is true,. 
:trdcy x^vofit by ibo fact. It could cost but k 


small sum to .dig a tank -in .which the Umbers coukl 
be soaked in the solution; and aluba itself is cheap. 
We have, heard that lime-water will produce the same 
offbet, , besides rendering the timber more durable. 
Doubtless, there could easily- be found some means , of 
depriving .timber of its extreme combustibility; if so^ 
are not our arc^ntects and englowt much to blame -for* 
allowing us to go on building flmeral piles for ourselvsS, 
under the name of dwelling-bouses? 

But supposing brick-arched bouses impossible, a^d 
that timber must remain ae it is, there ore still meaus 
whicli .may be used to lessen the dc^iiger flom nze. 
Every house should have several staircases, built of 
stone f and expressly with a view' to safety.. Indeed, 
if we liad absolute power, we would prohibit tho 
erection of wooden stairs at all; wo would insist -on 
the stairs at least being construoted with some inoom** 
bustible material 

Again, in all country establishments, a proper supply j 
of ladders, carefully ascertained to bo of the right 
length, should be always ready, with the addition of 
sucli apx)roved flro-escapes as have been found success- j 
fill in |)ractice. 

All, or any of these precautions, are better than 
nothing; and it involves a fearful responsibility to 
neglect them. But the great desideratum after all is, 
not 30 much the means of escape from a honso on fire, 
as to prevent the conflagration from taking place at 
all. IVc have already made some suggestions to tliis 
effect; but we have one more, which we have purposely 
reserved for the last, as it is that one from wliich we 
ourselves entertain the greatest hopes of success. 

Again entering our solemn protest against wooden 
staircases in tuto, wc proceed to observe, that tlio im- 
ininent danger to human life from fire i? one which, 
like Nonic others, is almost x>eculiar to England. 

Where w'oodcn ho»tfcs exist on tho continent ,Cf 
, Europe, they are psuaily low, so that on the first alaVm 
the inmates can generally be saved, vid tho wiudo\vs, 
without <lifliculty. In other cases, the materials ' of 
brick and stone enter so largely into tin* coustruction, 
that it is alnuiSt impossible fbr fire to extend very fur. 
Bat we desire especially to I'all attention to a mode' of 
construction much used in Italy, aud which seems to 
combine all tlie elements of clicapucss with solidity 
and incombustibility. This we shall now endeavour to 
describe. 

It Ima happoi»ed to orirselvcs to watch tho construc- 
tion of large houses, locally called palaces, in the town 
Ilf risa, ti)r cxauiplc, in which, wc can vouch for it, 
tiicvo was not oiiiployed one square foot of timber of 
any sort from garret to cellar. The only timbers in 
tlio house were those of the roofing* Every etoircase, 
partition, ceiling, and floor was made of brick; bu<* 
brick used in such a way that the arches of tho oeU- 
jngs were scarcely thicker, relatively to their - span, 
than a tolerably thick cgg-shcll is to its own. 

No words can do justice to out surxirise when w-e 
first realised the fact that arches so constructed will 
resist any ordinary pressure ; and wo had to recall, to 
our jecollectiqn that no man is strong enough to break, 
in an egg-shell, applying -the pressure at tho ends/ 
The 'inere fact of thinness does not necessarily Imply 
v;eakness, and indeed we had amx>]e proof of tliia iu 
pursuing our observations.

Wc take a look at tM convicts : of these, the servile 
class of tlie colony, there were, of both sexes, hi 1851, 
20,000; 10,105 in 1852; and 10,745 in 1853. Here 
wc observe the effect of Her Majesty’s Order in Council 
for the stoppage of transportation to Van Diemen’s 
Land ; the number decreases nipidly, and by the time 
tlie next census is taken, tlieru will probably be no 
convicts as a class to enumerate- We , find that in 
August 1854, the total number of convicts was 1.3,450; 
of whom 10,174 wore oaviung their own living, and 
3282 only were maintained at the gnvornment cost. 
An estimate was then made — tho veriliention of which 
we have not yet he.ard of— tlmt 10,000 would be 
released from their convict condition in April 185C; 
while of the remaindbv, more than half would live 
by their own earnings. In 1854”5, the estimates for 
convict expenses were L.2().’),.385 ; and L.l 32,553 in 
1856. 

Trade and commerce exhibit returns still more 
striking. In 1851, the v.nlue of tlie imports was 
L,64l,600; in 1852, L.8fi0,488 ; in 1853, 'L.2, 273, 397 ; 
nil .'imwng increase, being nt the rate of L.34, 9s. 44d. 
per head of the population — an increase only exceeded I 
by that of the colony of Victoria. 'I'lic exports for 
the same years amounted respectively to L.6Gr»,790, 
L.1, 500,833, L.L756,31C- 

The w'hale-fisniiig declined wofully in the same 
peri^t] ; from 40' colonial and 9 fireign ships, clown 
to f fetid 2 5 adventurers, instead of chashig leviathans 
ncTM the ocean, preferred the cwiterprisc and excite- 
meut of digging for nuggets. The timber* trade, on 
the contrary, cornea out bravely. In 1844, tlie value I 
,of timber exported was L.3577 ; in 1853, nearly half 
a million. The trade suifored, as did many others, in 

1851, being L.23, 000 under 1850; but the demand f-r 
boards, planks, joists, &c,, to slieltcr the thousands of 
cnugr-nits who poured into Melbourne, sent it up to | 
L.89,000 in 3852, and to the much greater sum in the 
following year. 3'his w»as something like prosperity. ! 
It lurod back to the Tasmanian forests many of tlic j 
gold-seekers, who found th.at the gold-fields were, .after I 
nil, less prod table, and much more precarious, than 1 
the rewards offered to steady labour in foiling and ' 
sawing timber. 

Agriculture suffered by the departure of all tlio farm- 
labourers who could get away ; excepting potatoes, the 
exports in 1853 ivcro not more than one-seventh of 
what they w'ore in 1851. lly tlie side of this decrease, 
it is remarkable that tliero is no decrease in the quan- 
tity of wool exported. Tberra was also a slackening in 
ship^bullding, yet the number of steamers plying in 
the .colony increased from tivo to five. • 

As reganls money, the whole amount of coin in the 
banks and military-chest, in 1850, was L.239,417; in 

1852, it was L.621,419; .and in 185.3, L.l, 375, 352— all 
exclusive or bills of exchange and puper-ourrency. 
Taking the average of the population, tlie bank deposits 
in 1853 amounted to L.28, 89. lOd. per head. 

The penny-post experiment has proved not less 
satisfactory at the antipodes than here: the penny 
rate within the colony and compulsory pre-payment 
vi’oro established in 1853; and in that year the ’receipts 
were L.98S0* while in 1852, they were L.8303. 

Among induatnal resources, wo find sixty different 

Mes and manufactures carried on in tlie colony, and 
hero spmetbjng occurs as to the rate of wages. In 
1851, the daily pay of carpenters, masons, and brick- 
layers was 5s.; in 1853, it ivas 159., and a similar 
increase prevailed in all other trades, somewhat higher 
in towns than in the country. Simultaneously, there 
j was a groat rise in the price of. provisions— 500 per 
*0*^® inslanees; and we are informed that tho 


trebling of wages was very unreasonable wdien 

comparerl with the enhanced coat of provisions, fuel, 
and r^nt, and, indeed, of every article of consumption ; 
and it may l>e affirmed that a tnedianic with a faipily 
was much better off with his ordinary wages in'tlm 
cheap times.* 

Again: with the first rush to the Diggings, house- 
property sunk so. much in value, that it could only be 
sold with diffienUy at a nominal price. ’But ev^ long 
tho streets of Hobart Town and Launceston began to 
swarm with lucky diggers and numerous visitors — the 
former bent on enjoying the fruits of their success 
with their families and friends, and the latter to take 
up their abode more or loss permanentlj’-, attracted by 
our superior climate, and our more quiet and bettor 
protected towns.* The consequence was a scramblo 
for houses, and a rise of 400 per oont in rents. TIio 
number of houses in the colony in 1848 was 7C29 ; in 
1851, it was 11,844. 

Just one word about the climate, by way of concln- 
sion. TIic mean temperature near Hobart Town, 
deduced from ten years’ observations, is 52 81 ; ami 
the mean rain-fall for the same period nearly 21 
annually, wdiich differs but little from the mean auriukl 
rain-fall of London.

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THK FICTIONIST’S WOULD, 
PrcTioNTSTS usually profess to paint, the worltl as il is 
— to‘‘li(»M ilie niimu' up to nntnro;* But it is certain 
they <io not, and lii^jhly doubtful wliethor they tiould. It 
spcnia to bo felt :ia ncc'i’ss.'iiy in a novel to assuni'^ tlio 
existence of men both bettor and worse than are coni- 
inonty fotnid in tlio ordin:irv world; also, that the 
reader v.’Ul approve of vivnvu in ijoeial phihuojdiy con- 
trary to those ho saucli«nis and acts upon in his dai'y 
life. Tlio matter appears pur.zlin;; at first, lor one \;ould 
a jiiwri suppose that a truo counterfeit presentment 
of life was most likely <o e,lvo tlic amur'ement which 
wo look for in a work of fietioiK Account for it as 
VFQ plc.isc, tho fa''fc nndoiihtedty 14 so, thou there is a 
tVtidilion.iry .sot of ch'iJ’n(‘ler .3 fov the drama and the 
novel, readily rceo;j»uiP!ihh* as such, and st;uidin;v 
quite apart Irom the actuid ]s0O|..1l‘ we meet xvilh in 
society ; likewise, a iieculiar way of treating: them and 
inakin;' Ihoni work, as convc-ntional as coosmon life, 
but considerably diirorcnt. 

Kvorybody will at ouco understand wliat is hero 
meant, after he .‘•'hall hav(‘ soon a fo-u' illustrations. 

In the iiclual worlil, as uo well know, llicro jj always 
a piv.^umpiion in iavoiir of people of weal'Ji and station. 
Jf a .society of a ])hllaiithropic nature is looking out for 
.a i\ r, of directors uboso names may p,ho it respecta- 
bility, it iloea not willingly adopt i^oor or obscure men. 
ft’ takes men who are Itnowm to .stand well with their 
bankers. If tlio said directors arc cjdled upon to con- 
sider tho cases of certain applicant?, wliosc cortificJilcs 
will they regard ms tlio inosl to he depcmled ouy ]^lot * 
those of poor obscure people, hut those of men of ,«ub -, 
stance and social distinction. Y'hcn individuals of 
any rank whiUcver are cb.oosiug guardians for their 
children, or trustees to manage tlu ir estates, do they 
choose tho poorest of their .acquaiiiliinccs for tho duty? 
No, they tfelcct the very richest friends they have. 
T 5 vcn in a case of evidenco as to a simple matter of 
fact, suppose a gcntlenmn tcstificri to one thing, and a 
poor person to another, shall wo not find that tlic former 
is preferred almost without a moment of licsitation ? 
Now, I think it may be fairly a.ssumcd that men would 
not proceed upon these principles in matters affecting 
their interests, unless experience had eatisfled them 
that the principles are correct, ard consequently safe. 
It is not that every poor man is lield as r»ecessarily 
dishohest or unveracious, or every rich man the roverso. 
We can readily understand it to arise from simply this 
consideration, that, supposing tho natural tendencies of 
rtcdi and poor to be, equal, Ihpre is an influence in 
education, exemption from small temptations, fear of 
disgrace, and other circumstances, as affecting the 


woaltliy, which is not to be looked for in equal force 
among tho poor — and no discrwKt to them that it is so. 1 

With tlie iiovdi.^t, all this is reversed. In his 
imriMtivc, the prosumpLlun is always in favour of the 
poorer party. Ten to one, the rich inr.u is a grasping 
0pprc:?£O", and lb. ' poor one a noble fellow, .a pattern of 
all tlio virtues both of his own .and other classes, only j 
iinfortuTiiitv^ in sufibring iinjustly under lils long-pursed 1 
ncij*hbour. Very often the whole interest of tho story 
depend.*! on hriuginj' some paragon of righteous poverty 
through frightful difiiciilties placed in his path by 
iniquitous opulence. 1 ilo not say that such circura- 
st.mccs nro i)npns.siblo, or that they never occur ; I do 
not profess either to extol the rich or deprociato the 
poor. 1 merely remark, tint, when men of any grade 
whatever dollhorato for a selection of persons to be 
intrusted with any imp\jrtaut; charge, they act upon 
;iu assumptiop exactly tho optiusite. Tliey judge of 
men as hankers judge of them, w'hich is precisely 
the reverse of the Avay they ate judged of by the 
fifttioni.st. 

The fictioni'it makes a kind of acknowledgment that 
wealtli is reganled w itli doforcnco in tho actual world, 
hut Sees in Ihi.s nothiny but a mean spirit of mammon- 
worship. Very likely, in his own actual lift?, ho finds 
that poor friends arc able to do him littlo service, and 
VI ry (;ftcn rniuire iroju his purse, if he has' one; . 
while rich pc* ‘pi-; give good dinners, arc surrounded 
with olijeeta giatifyiug to good taste, never require to 
lay his purao umlrr contribution, sometimes can say 
a good wortl for him with dispensers of patronage, and 
arc altogether persons whom it is uaeful to him to 
know. 8 iu-h arc, at Ica'it, the experiences of oniirmry 
Hgirttda iu tho world, and, while they hiivo needs and 
appetites, they will continue to ho actuated by such 
considerations. One docs not sec, in actual society^ 
any greai. occasion to titclaim about a matter so Simple 
and so natural. In the novel, hoAvcvcr,»it x» a great 
and prevailing pin, never enough to bo condemned. 
There the writer who himself practises it, turns it into 
every conceivable form of ridiculo for tho gratification 
uf readers w’ho never tliink of acting upon any other 
princi]i^o. 

Ami see bow this works it.self out in the special 
characters, In tlie real world, wo are continually, 
meeting with self-raised men, who display cultivated ; 
taste and good-manners, and who make a generbits and' 
rational use of their wealth. You will generally find, 
too, iu such men, 11 moderation of tono in perfect 
keeping with their original InimiUty, and anythlcqt 
but a disposition to overlook or slight pldfrien^* ' 5(^1 
the novelist's world, I need scarcely remijad yofi' bow | 
tho new rich man is dosesribed— ftom M. Jonrdsdn ta 
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Mr Boumierby, xK>thing but a vulgw, purser-proud 
fool. This is the more unreasouablo, since there is 
nothing tlio tiotiopist ' is more solicitous about than 
to l)rii»g windfiilU of fortune to poor men. Are wo to 
understand tlia't men are only respectable whilo poor, 
aiirl become fools and tyrants when enricherl. If so, 
can our novelist he justified in enriching anybody ? 

It seems specially the delight of fiction to take up 
merit in lowliness and distress, and exhibit it pressing 
on through all difficulties to brilliant results. An 
ohscuro and nameless adventurer, wlio can skotch, 
and has no letters of introduction, tliat is the tyj^ve 
of a novelist’s favourite, lie hccnnics prcficriptively 
interesting in appt^aranco, and by right of ancient 
usage, obtains, at a first and cliancc interview, the 
affections of tho nasty rich gentlcinnn’s daughter. 
In actual good society, it is universally hold as very 
naughty conduct in a young Jad3% wlien she opens 
her cars to lovers unrecognised as respectable persons 
by her papa and mamma; and there are plenty of 
reasons in morals and good taste why this view should 
be taken of the case. But in fiction, it seems to he 
supposed that nothing else will excite sympathy and 
intore.st'. There, an approvablo, abovc-hoard lover, 
who wos making L.ir>00 a year at the bar or as 
manager of a company, would never do. I have 
sometimes thought of making a collection of all tho 
Belvilles, AUamonts, and Dehicoura who have been 
tho heroes of novelists from first to last, in order to 
see if there was a single quality or circumstance about 
any of them such as a decent father might, could, or 
should have approved of. My belief is they w’ould have 
all been found wanting in tho first elements of eligi- 
bility, If such be the case, it is a mere mockery to 
ask gravely if fiction can he considered as representing 
human life, 

Feihaps wo may go a little further, and say there 
! are connections of characters and cir«‘iimstanccs frc-‘ 
quently occurring in actual iifo, but which, though 
they are by no means devoid of interest in their own 
way, fiction never has taken, and never will take up. 
In tho annals of law-courts, it is quite as common for 
the poor as for tho rich mnn to bo in the position of a 
persecutor. A man in difficulties imagines himself 
possessed of some claim upon a neighbour of snbstniice, 
or, what is quite as bcrviceahlo, sees some cthanco of 
turning a quirk of tho law in liis favour, against the 
said neighbour, so as to extort a sum of money. AVitli 
the aid of some inferior practitioner, he will raise an 
action, and put his substantia) adversary to no small 
tvoublo and oxponee, not to speak of irritation of mind. 
Uero there is a necessary injustice on tlio sitle of the 
plaintiff, for, whetlier he loses or gains his action, lie 
will pay nothing, having nothing therewithal to pav; 
so that the opposite party must at lesist lose tiic amount 
of his expenses. Such things o<'cur every day, being 
simply speculative assaults of one so L of men upon the 
pro^tty of another ; and it is obvious that they nuist 
often hivolvo curious circumstance.^, and many distress- 
ihl emotions. But fiction knows well that any such 
ease in Us pages would wholly fail of effect. 

Fiction, then, is not and cannot be a tnie refiex of 
life; Kor arc the reasons, perhaps, discrcili table either 
to the writers or their readers. In the actual world, 
wo must be guided by worldly rules and maxfins, or 
we perish. There, is therefore no thought of a prac- 
tical dissent from our social morality. But we at the 
same time see in social tilings much that leaves us 
unsatisfied, and the accidents which make one man 
rich and another poor, are of the number. We are all 
glad, occasionally, to he rapt away into an ideal world, 
Whore good is &alt out on a different principle, where 
obscurity is no impediment to merit, where the woes 
are redressed, wliere natural qualities, 
albeit externa), assort a superiority over those which 
fortune has conferced, whore tlxe conventional is over- 


ruled by. the impuliieg of the heart, It refreehes us to 
be made, even for a moment^ to believe iu such n 
system of things. For, though we may in reason 
acknowledge that, on tlie whole, things are well ordered 
in this w'orid, still the evils that remain unremedied, 
and which, apparently, can never be wholly avoided, 
make a painful impression on us. Fiction, as by a 
charm, puts all to rights. It gives us the scheme of 
providence we should ourselves liave chosen. Here, at 
least, we are at liberty to act — for we act with the 
actors— as our host feelings would dictate, however 
otherwise our practice must needs he in the real world. 


GLIMPSES OF AFFAIRS IN AMERICA. 

WHAT IS TO EB EONB? 

Tiik reader h.is been conducted through a history— 
eijcli as it is— of American slavery, and been made 
acquainted with some prominent foaturcs in its char- 
acter. lie perceives tl.at, as a carefully nourished 
institution, it imparts a tone to tho whole social 
Rj^stem of the United States, interweaves itself with 
tho national constitution, law.*?, usages, sentirnentB, 
the most vital principles of public polity. 

Though marvellous in many respects, this institu- 
tion has not seemingly attained its full proportions. 
It is still growing. Sixty-seven years ago, under it 
million— now approaching five niilHous— soon there 
will he ten inillionwS of human beings in the condition 
of ‘clinttels personal* — a nation of slaves within a 
nation of freemen, a people (hingerons in their num- 
bers and sense of wrongs, dangerous as an engiuo of 
intestine discord, in the event of hostilitie.s with an 
unscrupulous foreign enemy. 

Can no practicable inensurcs be devised to arrest 
this monster evil in its desolating course? \ye may 
be hotter able to reply to this inquiry after glnnein?^ 
at the causes wliich liavo conspired to bring about 
present results. 

Mraf, and at the foundation cf tlie whole, mischief, 
lie the provisions of tho federal constitution, which, as 
formerly shewn, pledge the whole states to maintain 
slavery inviolate in any individual state where it 
exists— which authorise a method of representation 
in the House of Koprosentatives, based on a certain 
mnncricnl proportion of shuTs; v.liereby tho southern 
faction gains thirty votes — and whieli, by giving 
national efficacy to a fugitive slave law, bring the 
whole country witliin the operation of southern insti- 
tufioas. 

i’ractically, tho constitution of the United States i?. 
incnpablc of change. To amend it, there W’‘uld neeil 
to bo a very effective rousing of public feeling ihrough- 
out the various states. Con.grcR3 must be bc/*icgod 
with petitions— whicli wouM liavc little cfiect. consti- 
tuted as that body now is. Supposing this difficulty 
to bo overcome, a proposal for amendment must be 
concurred in by two-thirds of both branches of congress 
-r-hopelcss. Supposing this difficulty also overcome, 
conventions to take the matter into consideration 
must he called by the legislatures of the several 
slates. Lastly, tho decision of the conventions must 
he ratified by tbree-fourtha of tho states ; by whieh is 
inferred tho consent of six of tho slave states— 
hopeless. To all appearance, therefore, reform is 
constitutionally impossible. 

Semid With such constitutional advantages in its 
favour, as well as by superior address, tho southern 
party has obtained sucli political supremacy, as enables 
it to secure northern votes. Having thus a majority, 
in conii^css, it has from time to time, by! legislative 
measures, extended slavery over newly acquired torrir 
tories ; aud judging from recent elections, it has now 
a greater power of doing so than ever. 

T/iird, Northern selflshnesa, by which freedom and 
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inclopetidenco are bartered for place, pay, commercial 
monopoly, and other material interests. 

FourM-~-althongh this might almost bo placed first 
—There is the nnirersal desire to support the Union, 
■which, liaving attained great eminence and glory, is, 
right or ■wropg, idolisiS to a very extraordinary 
degree, • i 

Fifth, Fears of destroying this object of worship, 
along with the blinding effects of political partisanship, 
produce a Public Opinion that acts despotically in 
Suppressing freedom of speech; wherefore, all who 
CJ^press a detestation of slavery, and agitate for its 
restriction or extinction, arc proscribed as aboli- 
tionists * — a name, in popular acceptaiion, synonymous 
with everything that is infamous. 

Sink, The propagation of corrupt doctrines by 
religious teachers of almost every denomination, to 
the effect that slavery is an institution beneficently * 
designed by Trovidence for the spiritual welfare of its 
victims. Ami along with this agency may be classed 
the dissemination of pro-slavery seiitiiiicnts, and the 
ridicule of auti-slavory eflbrts, by a great part of the 
prey.p, whicli takes its tone from Public Opinion. 

Seventh, Tho prejudice respecting colour throughout 
the greater part of the free states; and tho notion, 
generally, that the negro is from nature of :m inferior 
and servile race. 

Eujkth Tlio continually growing demand for cotton, 
before whicli every consideration of humanity, or dread 
of con 8 equenc(?fi, disappears. 

Some other causes might be assigned; as, for 
exfimiile, party violence by mobs at. elections, by 
which quietly disposed and respectable jfiersons arc 
driven from the flcld of politics, and power lianded 
over to those who aim as much at selfish ends as tho 
public advantage. And then, to account for tlic^o 
sceues of violence, as well as for mucii nowspuper 
abuse, \vc might allude to the strange practice of diri- 
cliargmg almost all goverunient-olficers and appointing 
new ones, according to political ehonges, by w'hieb 
a state of disorder is kept up in tho country by all 
classc.^ of oOice-scekers. 

Out of this complication of causes, we leave any 
one to say liow American slavery is to he alleviated, 
(knigress has only a ivower of restraining it from 
entering I he territories- -and cvoii this power is not 
midispuled. Slavery can bo legally abolh'bed only by 
the sqjiirate action of each uidividual state: aud within 
erich slave state there exists a dominating power, j 

apparently impervious to any reasoruiblo proposifiuu 

on the subject. Not even the rcsjjective legislatures 
of these states could relax the slave code, Muthout a 
very general consent (u* tho people. In the matter 
of slavery, Vigilance Committees are abovo all law. j 
And measures for emaneipation, supposing them ! 
attempted, might bo foliowe.l by revolution. | 

It is not to be supposed that an evil so con!jpicuoue, | 
so fraught with probabilities of mischief, and, to say 
the least of it, so damaging to tho character of tho.*;!; 
by whom it ivS cherishc'i, sliould have escaped the 
notice of Americans. But unfortunately, it has never 
attained the positiou of a public or geiUTally discussed 
question— it seems as though an impression prevailed 
tliat nothing could be made of it, or that for certain 
reasons it was improper to apeak of it at all. Slavery, 
in short, is a kind of tabooed subject in the States. 
It is not an agreeable thing to think of, certainly not 
to talk about. 

When tourists, in rlieir curiosity to arrive at the 
truth, refer to this grievous evil, tliey find little to put 
their nqte-book. The best they get is tho piou.s 
remark, ‘tfet slavery is one of thoec sad evils. which 
>tU doubtless pass away in God’s own good time.' 
"And, thus, worthy people consoling themselves with a 
highly edifying sentiment, go placidly to sleep, imd 
leave slavery to tako its chance. It must be deemed 


odd tliat this great people, renowned thc{P shrewd* 
ness, should for any reason ‘shrinlc ih)in tho open 
discussion of a social question wj^icii so int)fha.tely ' 
concerns their w^elfarc. ‘Aboliti^V haunts tlicm 
like a spectre. Let us hare a. look at this terrible 
apparition. 

A number of years ago, there sprung up anti- 
slavery socicUes, differing considerably m their viei«^». 
Some of tlio older associations have disappeared, others 
with Hioro vitality have become permanent. The 
Aiiiericau Anti-slavery Sotdety, located at New York, 
takes the lead among existing Institutions. Massa- 
chusetts has several' associations in vigorous operation, 
the chief one, as wo believe, bohig called the Massa- 
c!iU50»ts Anti-slavery Society, which began in 
and holds unuual festivals of much oratorical iinport- 
nncc. Tills society was fiirmed * on the groun^of tho 
Absolute Sin of Slavcholding, and the Duty of Immo* 
diate and Unconditional Emancipation.' TbO prosi- 
dent is WiHifim Lloyd Garrison ; and among tho office- 
bearers or adiierenis arc other leading abolitionists 
—Wendell IMiillips, S.imiiel May, Edmund Quincey, 
Mifia M. Chapman, Lucy Stone, Lucretia Mott, and 
Tlieoiloro i*arkcr. The abolUiomsts, represented by 
these and similar societies, will make no conipromiae 
on tho subjf'Ct of slavery ; nor do they design to work 
through religious or political organisations.' Tliey 
declare, there is an inherent wickedness in slavery, , 
witii which there can bfj no association. It is not 
clidar to us from their w'titiugs what is their plan for 
I cflbcLing ‘ imraediato emancipation.’ Wc presume, they 
I merely insist tliat tho whole of tho slaves should bo 
iiistanlU'' liberated, witliout compensation to owners, 
and without any preparation, educational or otherwise, 
for the enjoyment of freedom. A number of tlio 
niombers arc Non-rcaivstiints — a class of persona who 
j xepadiatc the federal constitution, and decline take 
j any part in elections. Thoso who entertain these ultra 
! vji.jws, desire to dissolve the Union, in order to bo 
’ entire ly rid of any coimoction w'ith tho South. 

Next comes the Liberty party, wlikh also advocates ; 
iiiiniotliato emancipation, but clocks not think so badly 
oi the constitution, and accordingly Is opposed to A ' 
dis 'olution of tho Union. Its members do uot with* 
from their church relations, on account of 
slftv(‘ry, and b(»i>e to effc'’!: tlieir purposes by moderate 
meane' iMuny of iiic party aro connected with socie- 
ties, which roiy on tlio diffusion of religious knowledge 
iu the South as one of tho best plans for promoting 

anli-slavery sentiiiients in that quarter* 

We bt'Ucvc the Lilnirty party is now pretty nearly 
s\v.aUf>wed up in the new Hcpublican party. Europeans 
have heant much lately of tho Republicans, ai^ It is 
intex*^*slmg to know what really is their anthslgvery 
floctrine. Properly speaking, they are not abolitionists 
at- all. No doubt, mfuiy members would wish imtue- 
diato enmneipatiou, and their papers and .orations In 
favour of libvrly are nnexeeptionabk*. But tHf mem- 
bers generally are only Free-soilcrs. They disclaim any 
intentiun of meddling with shivery where U exists, fmd 
will be sulisfied with scoing it kept out of thO tend* 
tories, which would doubtless bo a groat point gained*, 
They do not ad v oc.it o a dissolution of the. H^ion; 
tlmugh it ia uot unlikely, should other projects fall, 
tlmt They will come to that. They have owifident 
anticipations of carrying Fremout as prosidex^ hilSOO, 
and Jive on h) this hope. To this greS# peditiqd. 
organisation belong Charles Bumner, OWingifl 
Ciiaso, ilcjiry Wird Beecher, t5fSward, ,(io4. Ho^aco^ 
Gretdey. . ' ■*' 4 , ' . 

Finally, we might mention the party called Union- 
savers, represented by Fillmore, who look qpon slaved 
as a bad thing in ptluoiple, but deprecate all agitatio|;i 
on tho subject. By tending themselves politically 
} the democrats, they sink the question of slakglry 
1 getUer, aud serve materially to impose that yeatraint 
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I on free opinion which so injurious to the cause of 
freedom. 

It will he obsetred that among these parties there 
is only one entitled to be called true abolitionists ; all 
the others postponing the ciueetion of emancipation, 
or subordinating it to certain political and religious 
considerations. 

As a reason for persecuting abolitionists, it has been 
nllcged tliat their object is to stir up mischief in the 
South; that by means of tracts and other agencies, 
tliey endeavour to spread incendiary doctrines, and 
place the owners of slaves in constant danger of 
insurrection and loss of property. It is further 
alleged, that tlie laws .sgainst teacliing slaves to read, 
are a consequence of these altpinpts to promote dis- 
content through th.e press ; and that the proceedings 
of aboUtionists generally having greatly exasperated 
the slaveholders, the condition of slaves was now very 
much worse than if there had been no abolition 
movement. There is perhaps some truth, but also 
some error, in these statements. 

It may, w'e think, be candidly'' admitted that the 
ultra-aholilionists — like the old English Puritaris and 
the Scotch Covenanters — take extreme views of the 
subject, are rather intractable, and fi’oin conscientious 
but not extensively appreciated motives, do not 
scruple to denounce what they consider to bo a great 
national sin. Thus, they give ofTonco. Their language 
is occasionally coarse and irreverent. Eor example, 
one of Garrison’s common expressions is, that ' the 
United States constitution is a Covenant, with Death, 
and an Agreement with Hoir- an abuse of b'erip- 
tural phraseology not exactly accord nnr, witli inodoni 
notions. It may be also allowoil that the anti- 
slavery cause has been sullied by nnaccmly party 
differences, and that, assuming the wor.st qualiUea of 
sectarians, its adherents have too often demonstrated 
tt spirit of intolerance and pcr.seoutlon. 

'Whatever may have been the <j]»inions enlcrtnined 
respecting abolitionist doctrines, the time luis come 
when they must be spoken of at K:.'t«:t in terms of 
extenuation. The occurrences of the last twelve 
I months have imineasiiTably advanced tlie anti- slavery 
cause in the minds of Europeans ; and wc may add, j 
that on the relative Eiiuution of abolitionists and slave- i 
holders a new and more distinct light has been thrown, j 
The recent declaration by leading organs in the South, 
that slavery was there and there for ever— that no plan 
of eninneipation would bo listened to— tlmt sla\ cry is 
a natural and proper institution— tliat free society has 
been a failure— that the whole free coloured and poor 
white population' of the States should be reduced to 
pernpimvl bondage — that the foroirpi alavc-trado ought 
to bo rovivod — together with eulogies on slavery by 
the Governors of a state, and by a President (U 
[ the Uui^d States — declarations by the highest aiUlio- 
tities tnat there is an inherent vitality in slavery 
which will insure its illimitable growth; and a distinct 
avowal of the design to absorb new countvict3 for the 
j sake of protecting and greatly extending the institu- 
tion— these extraordinary annouucciuonts, along with 
tho unprovoked and unredressed outrages committed 
by Missourians in Kansas, the brutal assault of JBrooks 
on Mr Sumner, not £0 speak of other hnrbajities, 
defended and gloried in — all this, wo say, entirely 
alters tho aspect under which wo arc to view the 
J operations' pf tlie abolitionists. As long as tho world 
was under the impression that a calm consideration 
of emancipation was postponed in consequence of the 
intemperate harangues of what were deemed a body of 
fanatics, the slaveholders comniandod that degree of 
sympathy which wa.s thought to bo duo to thoir uiide- 
sired and very unfortunate situation. But now, with 
^,tne facts before us, wc are at a loss to see how the 
matteris to be treated In the same indulgent spirit. 

Lamenting the past rudeness with whidi abolitionists 


hai’O pressed' their opinions— believing they would 
Imvc moro successfhUy promoted their aims by using 
milder persuasives— persons of enlarged views will 
join us in looking beyond the Faneuil Hall and Exeter 
Hall aspect of tho anti-slavery cause. This causo is 
not to be regarded merely as it affects the blacks,* but 
the whites— not merely the South, but tho North— not 
merely the United States, but tho whole family of 
mankind. All tho communities on earth are iutereated 
in tho solution of this mighty question— which, like 
other social questions of any consequence, has had to 
pass primarily through the hands of agitators who care 
little for conventional respectabilities. Tlic question, 
we apprehend, has now got beyond tho n«arrow sphere 
of anti-slavery societies. Supposing that tho whole 
of tho asswiations were dissolved and done with, that 
no such men as Garrison, Wendell Plullips, or Sumner 
were in existence, we return to general principles, and ! 
hope it will not ho thought intrusive, if we ask the 
American people to bo so good as explain, icJud thpy 
propMc to fh icith Jour miUions of m’tjro ttinvcn arjc! 
protjeny ? 

Abolition principles are said to be inahing progress 
in the North. The protracted struggle in Ivinsas 
affonla evidence of a desire sornewlicro, to ontllank 
slavery on its own ground. Still there is a nnivcrsnl 
disiiieliuation to meddle with soiitlicrn institutions. 
Admitting that an important end would be gained by 
excluding slavery from Kansas, is there not the great 
south and south-woKt at disposal ? Emm Texas and 
New Mexico, a number of new slave otates may be 
carved out. Wo arc aware that by tho moro sanguine 
cl.133 of American writtr.'^, it is confidently believed 
that Mexico, peopled as it is by mixed breeds bostilo 
to American usages, will form an impregnable bander 
to slavery in the south-wes^. How like one of tho 
delusive fancies ordinarily indulged on tlie aubject! 
With power in the hands of the pro-slavery party, 
and under a prcsnire lor labour, the absorption of 
Mexico, Central America, and Cuba, is only a qii{?stion 
of time and expodioncy. The very mixtuio of breeds 
in Mexico invites .‘iggrepsion. To meet the growing 
scarcity and costliness of ucgrocp, Ihoro lies in iliat 
doomed country ample naterial at hand, ready for 
seizure and intorsLacc deportation. Eor anything the 
present generation can tell, the Pouth, IMcxico included, 
may, some hundreds of years hence, form a great free 
republic of blacks, tho refuge of oppressed colour. 
Such, indeed, is likely to be the case ; but before that 
ora. comos round, what Biilferintr, wlmt convulsions, 
what blooilslifd 1 

Slavery, avo repeat, is scotniugly destined to pufh far 
beyond its present limits. Is no check practicable ? 

The Constitution— it can do nothing. 

The llepublicaiis— they possess little political power; 
and, })esidc«, they propose to iict solely through Ute 
coiistilulioii. 

Tho North— the majority of its roprescntati\^es 
faitliless ; confMonce in politicians gone. 

The Anti-slavery Societies— a sectored body, with 
unfashionable views, and no political weight. 

Enlightened Opinion— suppressed by mob violence 
and outvoted ; tlio less opulent and more numerous 
classes being democrats, and supporters of tho alave 
power. 

The South— resolute in maintaining its institutions, 
and master of the situation. 

Patience; tho next decennial census will add to 
the number of members in congress froip the firee 
states; tlie free states will bo increas««l in number 
by Minnesota, Nebraska, Oregon, and:^ W^hingtoii— 
perhaps so mucli tho worse; more dequ^^tlc votes, 
more political manoeuvring, more slaved* 3^- ^ 

' There exists a hope of modifying slavery, by a 
diversion of the cotton-trade from America, and by 
a removal of protective duties. A falling off in tho. 
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demaml for American cottoft> by Icsseninff tlie demand 
f(>r nojyroes, would nfTect the slavc-brecdinfj staU^s, and 
disi’0''0 tiKyn to adopt fVef dorn. By tho removal of 
protection^ the present conipact between North nnd 
poiUli would be ercatly shaken. The former point 
is for the consideration of Englishmen ; tho latter for 
that of Amcrionns. 

There is another hope to which we may nil atten- 
tion. ft !9 the jK)Ssihjlity of creating a fno fatatc in 
Western UVxas, hy means of the (roniian and other 
European iinmigrants who luive settled in that thne 
seetuni of tho fnioii. Whether tho Frc‘c soilors ma)’' 
here bo able to outtiank slavery, is doubtful ; but Ibo 
attempt will be madv^ and the people of England need 
not be surprised to learn tliat tlie oiitracjos by sl.i\c- 
boldfrs III Kansas are rc-cnjwted on a scale of grctitcr 
desperation near the shores of the ilulf of Mexico. 

We Avonld not w’illingly resign our faith in tlie 
capacity of Aniericaiis for otercoiniug dangers and 
ditheiiltios. Tliey po*»scs8 a Avondtilul power of rally- 
ing when tilings are -it the.r AVorsl. Moine gr.nul uio\e- 
nient, inspired by virtuous indignation and tl(‘spair, 
may dislodge the ohgaichy which controls public 
poliev on the bl.ivo question. New' U'aoliingtcins, 
El iriklius, and Qiiinci} Adamses iiiay ansc, to Fustiiu 
the ciuse of freedom, now basely pionouTiccd to be a 
lailurc. 3i is conholing to know that buhlen and 
unforeseen ibanges fur the better take place in the 
socid as ill tlie pliyrie.il atmosphere.

Why, letters treated like that, ain't no Ijolter tliroi 
my greens when they >c been bandied all dn^'^thoy 
lose all their crispness. . 

. Well, air, I can’t w-hoUy agree with you there : there 
was interest in tbo city business, and a fearful one 
somotimes. Kot so much of the softer kind ; though 
I have soeit yoiing dmps fire up red-hot when I handed 
in a dainty little white note along with tho blue ones. 
But I’ve seen merchants sot their teeth, and draw 
their breath hard, as they tore open letters that were 
to carry life or derdh, as ruin or success foIloWofl their 
veutuves.

I piND it extromclj^ amusing to follow the monthly 
revelaiions of tho d/W*An?ir.'.’ J/oy't^o/c, touching what 
is doing iu tin: world of science. It is true f often 
meet with matters too deej) for me, and abstfuce 
calculations winch T tlo not even attempt to follow; 
but X turn with mhn'de pleasure to the nionfcldy list of 
new patents for ‘inventions and improv'etuciils.’ Thi-ro 
I dive into the^yery arcana of progvcbs, and fool great 
aatiefactioa in 'Reflecting that no one. cau keep his 
secrets from me, ev<'n if he < liooscs t(» secure to himself, 
by patent, the pecuniary ailvautiigfs of them, with 
W'hich, in fact, I have no deshv to interfere. 

It was ill this way 1 c«ine, last mouth, upon 
something in tho vway of invention, which bo far 
transcends all iny previous ideas of the Icgitimaic 
functions and usual oporaiions of the Patent tjllico, 
that 1 cannot resist tlic temptation of setting down 
-a few obserTaliouB upon it. 

Tho subject to wind) I allude is neither more nor 

less than a proposed patent for war; I say, ‘for war;’ 
because, if everything goes on, as usual iu such cases, 
according to the • bpecifieation,’ no other sort of war- 
fare but that carried on under tho patent will be 
available or possible. 

1 have sometimes thought tliat the specifleation, 
by wMch each intending patentee is obliged to declare 
it is he purpose's securing to himself exclusively', 
ought, if possible, to be kept secret at least for a 
time. It would have been ijcculinrly desirable iu 
this case; because the gentleman seeking to secure 


tho exclusive right to destroy liis fellow-creatures 
by wbolesiUe-^to smother wholo arnitcs; and to barii 
whole fleets ‘ with certainty and dispatch,’ cannot, ntkt 
fortunately', obtain hia object witimut in the vbry act 
disclosing to the whole world how this work of exter- 
mination is to be a(X 2 ()tnplished. The application fbv : 
this patent vras actually Mmsbed up’ during thoytar, I 
‘lest its publication should prove detrimental to Her 
Majesty’s scrvico but it is now brought forward again, 
and, as I say, the murder is mit with a vengcanee. . 
No human power van now recall the sound of trumpet 
I which has gone forth, or snatch from the lips of 
I mankind the fruit of this doaiJly tree of knowledge. 
It is now patent to nil, that with 'a few barrels, more or 
leas, of naphtha, and a fowpilla of potassium, forti/lod 
places must he .abandoned by the bravest and most 
resolute d^'li ndors; fleets, no mailer how uiimcrouS, 
powerful, or well-manned, mufil be speedily enveloped 
in devouring flumes, wjdch all the waters of tho soa 
caimoi extinguish ; and even nrmiea on dry Und Con 
be sliown tliat ilic re is a firo wdiich their firo sur;)a8se9, 
.as much as that of the hero of Blaekiieath did that 
of the chemists. • 

Nothing can !>> more curious than tho dry', scientifle 
mode in which this subject is treated in the paper 
before us. This tjuaUty, it is true, i.s exnumon to nil 
works and treatises upon miUtaryr oporations. I well* 
remember tho peculiar feeling excited m my mind by 
rending such works ; that wdfllc Uiy blood was curdling 
with horror at tlic anticipated results of certnin deadly 
combination?, the writer coolly dismissed the subject 
by speaking of the enemy — always iu such casos 
‘ represented by unity,’ as the sum-books &ay — in some 
such way as this: ‘Ho will iu this case be cillier 
driven back witli groat loss, or destroyed.’ Still, in 
ordinary cases, the imniolalion was not. entire, tho 
enemy was net absolultly' exta-minatod ; and to fl)id 
now, lliend'ore, tbe destruction of whole fleets or 
armies at uno swoop reduced to a cool scientific for- 
mula, inipross'cs my miml iu a proportionate degree. 
1 ted at a loss to bclioro that I am reading what was 
written by. a wan; ami 1 bog it may bo understood 
tijttt if 1 have treated Iho subject at all in a spirit df 
bndiiiage, it is only because I am incredulous as to tho 
eflicacy of Ike means at tlje (iisposal of the patentee 
lor effecting wholesale aonibilfitioi), aud Coachhig tho 
world at lm‘<e !< du the eame.

lie then places a Imll of pota-ssiuni iu the enttsuce 
of the tube or hosr, by means of suitable cooks or 

tupf!, and renews the pumping, so as to force 

ball of potassium through the tube into tho wat^\ 
wlico, by iu great affinity for oxygen, it will Iknmu- 
diately take fire on rising to the surfaco, and inflame 
tjie eutiro quantity of composition previously traas* 
mltted. ’Xlie consequence i$ the formation of a dense, 
black, suilbcating fog or vapour, whlcli envelops, tile 
fort or battery, rushing into the casemates or embra- 
sures, and driving away the gufiners and Ml ^engaged 
therein. XTe keeps up the supply of the composition 
for a suffleient pcn-^l, &o that the attacking vessels 
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can approach siifllcicully near to destroy the enemy’s 
\vork«, already rendered untenable and incapable of 
resistance. Fortresses such us the above, named are 
to be rendered harmless by this process, and destroyed 
without loss of life to the attacking vessels.* 

1 give the above as a specimen only. The same 
materials, we are told, may be combined in many ways, 
and applied to projectiles of various kinds. The prin- 
ciple is tlie same in all cases. The ‘suffocating fog* 
is to smother all who arc not within reach of the actual 
fire; and submarine boats are to shoot to the surface 
on which floats a hostile fleet those deadly materiais 
which are to insure its destruction without risk to 
those below. It is no longer a pity— as it v/as— that 
villainous saltpetre should bo digged out of the boM’cls 
of the harmless earth, and many a good tall fellow 
destroyed by its agency: it is villaiiiouM potassium, 
and still more execrable naphtha, which some future 
popinjay shall denounce as the exterminators of tall 
and short fellows alike ! 

So curious do 1 think tlic article to which I am now 
referring, and which is merely an amplification of the 
specification itself, that I could willingly linger over 
it until I had exceeded reasonable limits. Tiiore is, 
however, one paragraph whicli strikes me as indicat- 
ing a degree of nicety and iicrfcction in the use of 
I the formidable powers now placed at our disposal, 
which deserves a little further attention. 

We arc informed that * where the destruction of an 
enemy’s vessels is not desired, the hostile lle(‘t is per- 
mitted to enter a eliuunel, or to take up any position

The opera- 
tion being completed, tlie atmosphere is allowed to 
regain its natural purity, and jiossession of tlic lleot 
may then be obtained.* This precision and accuracy 
reminds ono of what is said of Nasmyth’s steam- 
lianiraer, whicli, while it can forge an iuichor of many 
tons’ weight, may be used to crack a hazel-nut. 

It would furtlier ajrpcar tliat tlic sliot-proof batteries 
of iron, w'orked on water by steam, are to bo completely 
pow'criess , in the hands of this paleatee. He can, 
trom below, envelop them in noxious gases, >Yhich are 
sure to he drawn down into the engine-room by the 
draught of the furnace, dcetn.ying the engineers, and | 
rendering attempt at escape hopeless. 

One move quotation*. ‘ l/and-battorics furnished with,

Troops attcniptiug to pass llirough a defile or nioim- 

tftiii-pass have no chance at all. jftlasses <;f cotton, or 
other fibrous mab 2 vial,*‘Eto<jped in naiditliii, are to he 
placed in tlicir way, ignited, and * tlio supply kc^t up 
by hose from some oouyonient high place;* and so 
the men must all miserably from want of air— 

‘ suflbeated iii absolute darkness ! ’ 

Such is the new character which w^ar is destined to 
nsBuine ‘ under the patent.* The thing which strikes 
us most forcibly, is the disadvantage at which ice shall 
compete with other nations. Wc are required, it 
would seen), to secure to ati iiidividnal, by patent, tlie 
advantages arising flwi th^ uso of materials which 
other li.uions, now tha.t the thing is made public, can- 
use against us ; just as if when gunpowder .was first 


invented, and its composition miule known to all the 
world, thccountt}' of the inventor could turn it against 
aggressors only by paying a royalty for permission to 
do so. I cannot but think that, in the event of a war, 
this would place us in rather an Awkward predicament. 

This subject is, on tho w’holo, very ‘ suggestive,’ to 
iiso a favourite phrase ; and no doubt it will bo felt so 
before very long. The brilliant mmy of * coachmen 
and guards’ of my boyish dayis, has so completely 
gone down before the onslaught of the dusky corps 
of stokers and pokers, th.at 1 feel 1 ought not to 
wonder if the cavalry and infantry who still hold their 
ground on hind, and the bhic jackets wdio man our 
noble ships at sea, were to disuppeur in a short 
time, leaving their i)laccs to a tarry brigade of sub- 
marine boatunm, a dozen regiments of ‘ wagon-train,’ 
destined for the transport of naphtha, and a corps of 
cngiiiocr ciiemists, to be employed in the coucoclion 
ami administration of potassium pills. 

I have treated this matter, according to my present 
view of it, as one which exhibits the lengths to which 
theory will someLiuies carry its votaries, rather than as 
Avorthy of serious faith in the professions of the patentee. 

If, upon furtlier examination, however, his project 
can be realised, and patent warfare beconies a great fact 
ill modern history, it may be the means of ellectiiig an 
indirect good, tiirough the power of insuring the total 
extinction of all ivho engage in war on eitlier side. AVhen 
tho ingenuity of man shall have at length devised the 
means of cflecting this, all war must cease as a matter 
of course ; and nations must lind some other mode of 
settling their quarrels and adjusting their differences. 
Would it not, then, be a guud pUiii, if, by mutual 
consent, a general patent for peace was to be griuitcd 
to this ingenious invi'iilor, instead of a x>atent for war, 
and that all civilhed iiiilioiis were to bind liieniselvts 
not to infringe his rights by making use of his dis- 
coveries without his consent? 'rims he woulil hoconio 
a grand .arbiter and peace-preserver; and liis power of 
allowing any one of the contracting parties, if aggrieved, 
to ‘pitch' into the wrong-doer witli this dangerouri 
cunipunnd of bituminous substances, and smoke lilm iu 
Ills tortrusses like an old fox iu his den, would be, sure 
to act as a salutaiy idiecik upon the rest, ainl keep them 
on their good behaviour. This hioks fdausible, and inaj* 
be useful ; but ihe question may be a&kcti : Would it 
pay ? — Wliat would tbo patentee say to ii ? It Is clear 
that he proposes advantages, no doubt pecuniary ones, 
to himself, by the sale of royalties; and wo df> not yet 
know tho price at wliich he is willing to allovr us to 
dcsiroy our enemies; as for our enemies, they will 
destroy us by tlio use of Jjis iineiition wUiiOut asking 
his permission. 

In short, if this invention really answers to .the? 
specification, the inventor must have counted hirgely 
on the slupidity of tho country in asking for a patent, 
and the country must have acknowledged his judgment 
to be quite correct by granting it. 


LOUIS XVI. ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

lIiSToiiJAN'S of all political shades have till recently 
told US that Louis XVT. tubmitted himself with pious 
resignation to the fiile which awaited liim; and that, 
attended to llie scatlbhl by tbo courageous Abbe 
Edgeworth do Firmont,’^ a relative of the late Maria 
Etlgcworth^ he tranquilly surrendered his soul into tlie 
bauds of Us Maker, which, us it winged its fliglit on 
high, was accompanied by theso famous words of tho

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confessor; ^Montes au del jf(h de Saint Louis !* — 
(Son of Saint Louis, ascend to heaven!) But Louis 
Blane'a History of the Hevohtion gives a version as ne>v 
and as startUng as it is opposite and extraordinary. 

* At ten minutes past ten,* ho says, * the procession 
reached’ the foot of the scafrolil. It had been erected ' 
in frbnt of the palace of tlie Tuileries, in the square 
caUed after Louis XV., and near the spot whore stood 
the statue of the most corrupt of kings— a king who 
died tranquilly in Ids bed. TJie condemned was throe 
minutes descending from tho carriage. Upon quitting 
the Temple, he had refused the over-coat wliicli 
Clcry, Ilia valct-de-chambre, had offered him, and now 
appeared in a brown coat, wliite wfustcoat, gray 
breeches, and white stockings. IFis liair was not 
disordcrcih nor was any clnuigo peree[»tiblo in his 
countenance. The Abbe de ITirmont was dressed in 
black. A largo open space had been kept round the 
scaflbld, witli cannon on every side; while beyond, as 
far as the eye could reacli, stood an unarmed multi- 
tude. When the ex(‘cutioner came to o[»en the door of 
tho carriage, l..ouis, in a tone of aiUhon»y, ordered 
him to take care of Ins confessor. Having alighted, 
Louis fixed his eyes upon the soldiers who surrounded 
him, and, with a menacing voice, Cried: “Silence!** 
The drums ceased to heat, but, at a signal from their 
ofTicer, the drummers went on again. “ What treason is 
this?” I'O shouted. “ I am lost ! 1 am lost!” For it 
is evident that up to this moment he had been clinging 
to liope. The executioners now approaching him to 
arrange his dress, lie repulsed them liaughtilj', and 
himself removed the collar from Ins nock. Hut all the 
blood in hit» frame turned into fire when they sought 
to tic his hands. “ Tie my hands '. ” he shrieked. A 
struggle was inevitable; it came. “ Tt is indisputable,” 
s jMcrcier, “ that Louis fought with his excciilifuu'rs.” 
The Able' Kdgcwortli stood by, perplexed, horrified, 
spcecliless. At last, us Ids master .seemed to look 
inquiringly at him, lu? said ; “ }5ire, in this additional 
outrage, I sec only a last truit of llie rest'inblancc be- 
tween your niajei ty and the God wlio will give you your 
reward.” At lh(‘-so xvurds, the indignation of the man 
gave way to the humility of tijc Cliristiau, .and Louis 
said to the executioners : “I will drain the cap to the 
dregs.” Tlicy ticil his liands, tlioy cut of!' his hair, and 
tlms leaning on ilic arm of his <N)nrei.sor, lie began, 
with a sl'^w tread and sunken demeanour, to mount 
the steps of the guillotine. Upon the last step, however, 
he suddenly roused himself, and walked vapidly acros.s 
to the other side of tlic scaffold, nlicn, liy a sign coju- 
nnnidiiig silence to tho drummers, he exclaimed: “I 
die innocent of. the enmes imputed to me.” His face 
was very reel, and, according to tlic narrative of his con- 
fessor, “his voice wfl.s so loud that it could be hoard 
as far as the J’ont Tournant. ’ Some otlicr expresbions 
wore distinctly heard : *• 1 pardon lh(‘ atithors of my 
death; and I pray God liiat the blood you are about 
to shfid ma}' never he visited upon France ! ” He waa 
about to continue, when his voice was drowned by the 
renewed rolling of tlie drums, at a signal whieli, it is 

afilrixicd, ^vas givcu by the comedian Dugazon, in 

anticipation of tlie orders of Santerro. “ Silence ! Be 
silent!” cried Louis XVh, losing all self-control, and 
stamping vi(>Icntly with his foot. Richard, one of the 
executioners, seized a pistol, and took aim at the king. 
It was necessary to drag him along by for<’.e. With 
difficulty fastened to the fatal plank, he continued tu 
utter terrible cries, only interrupted by the fall of the 
knife, which slruclc oft' his head. This was iinmedi- 
atel}" shown by the executioners to the people, who 
shouted in reply : “ Long live the Republic I” ^ 

Such is the "version of M. Ltiais Diane, a French 
political refugee at present in this country, and we 
cojifcss we have never before found anything of 
the kind in the various accounts we have p(‘ruSed 
of that great political trageiy of the first French 


Revolution. As a contrast to this statement,^ we 
shall here produce tlto narrative wc have found in a 
work publishe*! in Varis about two years ago, entitled 
Anecdotes of the lid/ii of Louis 

* The A;iv'cM/iyn.-— Feoplc have been accustomed to^ 
read the account given of Louis XVI,*s death by 
royalist historians ; wc prefer publishing the article of 
a ropuhhpan journal of the time. As the editor of that 
journal bad voted for tl\e death of the kiug^ho fclt lU) 
sympathy for the victim ; and should weVpossoss no 
other version than the one wc quote, the king's last 
dying moments c.'^miot appear olhciv.iso than truly 
Christiaii-Jiko, truly admirable.* 

The article commences witli an nCcount of the prison- 
hours of (kipot, as tho republicans calletl the king, on 
tlio day when his foutcnco of death was notified to 
him ; but as this does not Silfer materially from that 
of the common aiilliorities, we pass ou to the nearer 
preparations for tho dreulful morrow. 

‘Tlie minister of justice had brought the confessor 
with him in his carriage, and when tlie former with- 
drew, the king a?kc(l lor his own foinity. Thereon 
a inuiuffipal ofticer rcpaiivd to the femaleg’ department, 
and said to Antosuelto: “Mudame, a dccrco nuthorisca 
you to come and sec your husband, who is desirous 
to see you .and your children ! ” At nine liiat evening 
the whole family visited him, when there were screams, 
and tears, and. sobs for some time. After that, they 
vvere all a little calmer, and sepaiated ut half-past ten ; 
but .as ilicy Avoro leaving lihu, the king asked of his 
guards if he might see his family once more on the 
morrow-morning, to which he was auewered aftlrma- 
tively, and then ho supped by liiraself. During tho 
family interview, the confessor had beem concealed in- 
one of tho towers of tlie 'H'Diple prisou, but wlicii 
I tlic f.iinily left, ho joined Louis Capot. Some timo 
.after, this confessor presented himself before the 
sittin.g council, .md infoniiccl them, that as Louis 
wished mass to bo .said, it would be e.\pedient to have 
Hie necessary things got ready ; wliereupon the coumdl 
gave tlieir orders, and the vicar of Haint-Fraii<?ols 
d’As-<i5o supplied all the requisites. Louis supped as 
usual, spe.it a part of the night with his confessor^ aud 
bolli retired to rest, in diifevont clminbers, at two 
! o’clock. Glory n ceiving Louis’s orders to be with him 
I by five. He slept Avf II , and Clery entered his room at 
the Inmr aiipoM'.eo, dresi'cd him, , and arranged his 
I hair, which, while being done, Louis took from off big 
I wnich-chuiu a wedding-ring, upon wliicli Jus own and 
his wife’s inili.'ils, as a\c! 1 n» the date of their marriagoc 
Avciv cngvaveij. At hidf-pasc si.x he iieard mass, partook 
of the Eacrauiciit, and Bjionh the rest of tlio time, up till 
eijiht i/' I'.K'l.', his cmiiessor. lie then asked for a 
Ijdv of pcifsors, which the council, trftor deliberation, 
'refused him. Wlu'n llio nnnnont of departing for the 
pl.'ico of execution arrived, lie asked to bo loft' alone 
for iv ibw' minutes. He then handed the small ring 
mentioned to Clery, saying to liim; “ Qivo this to 
iny Avife, .and tell lier that I separate from her with 
sorrow ami anguish.” Ho .^lso gave him for lus son a 
9ii\cr Avijiclt'scal. upon which the crown of France Avas 
I engraA'cd, and ;i small OJickot of tho hair of all his 
family fi>r llio queen, amljiii/: “Hay to her that I aek 
pardojj for not having sent for her as I promised ; but 
it Avas only to spare Ikt tho pangs of a cruel 
tioii.” He also Avlshcd to hand a paper to one of the 
municipal guards-!, who refused taking di'ijrge of it ; but 
another of them took it. It was his wlU and tOsStaiueirt. 
He rcipio.stcd iluit (fiery should 1x5 allowed to ronqain 
with liis family; and then ho took his doxi^artura with 
caimncps, Avithout l>clng bound, and accompanioij by 
the citizen-lieutenant Labrassc, a sergeant-major of 
gendarmerie, and his confessor. Ho was observed 
asking several limes for his hat, which was given him. 


* Llbralric do L. UaohoUe el Cic., Uuo Fimc<8.%vrazki, Paris. 
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Wlicn near the staircase, he ■wanted to speak privately 
to a person present, but was prevented from so doing 
by the Jkutcnnnt. “Oh, fear notliing,” said he. He 
tiicfi desoended the flight of steps, ahd crossed the 
court-yard on foot, through a double row of gendarmes. 
When he reached the carriage, which was tlie mayor’s 
own private one, lie went in flrst, followed by his 
confbssor, and tlie lieutenant and sergeant-major ; the 
former next to him, and tho two latter placing them- 
selves oi>po3ito to him. While on tlie way, ho read the 
prayer-s for tho dying and the Psalms of I)avid. Tho 
greatest silence reigned around. On arriving at the 
Place do la Revolution (the square since called after 
Louis XV.), ho several times recommemlcd his con- 
fessor to the special care of the lieutenant, and then 
alighted. He was instaiUly given up to the execu- 
tioner. lie took off his coat and craA\nt with liis own 
hands, and only kept on his idain swanskin vest. At 
first he would not allow his hair to be cut off or his 
hands to bo tied ; Cut after a few words from bis con- 
fessor ho submitted. Ho tben niounted the scaffold, 
adyatjcod towards the left side, Ins face being very red, 
and looking for some minutes on the objects around, 
inquired if the drums would not ccasc beating. He 
wislisd to go forward to speak to tlie vast concourse 
collected, but several voices cried out to the execu- 
tioners, W'ho wero four in number, to do tbeir duty. 
KevertiiclesS, while being strapp<*d to the fatal plank, 
lie distinctly pronounced these words : 1 die inno- 

cent ; anil it is my wish tlmt my blood may bo of 
, use to the Prench people, and that it may appease 
the wrath of Almighty God.” At ten minutes past 
ton o’clf>ck, his head was severed ir<mi his bofly, and 
then held- up ‘to the people, wIkmi from all sldc^ the 
cry of “Long live the Hepuhiin!” was insl.antly luMi'd. 
Louis’s remains wero placed in an osier pannier, taken 
off in a cart to the churchyard (^f the Madeleine, .and 
interred in n grave between two layers of quick- 
lime. A gu.ard was placed over it for a couple of 
dHys.' — JiH'oiufions iU /’enk 

Let tho reader ’lookca tins picture and on tliat,’ 
and determine whicli of the two is the more ctonsistont 
with the general ch.avacter and bearing of Louis. 

Perhaps we may close this brief notice by following 
the melancholy contents »if that osier pannier to its 
grave of quicklime, and shewing the aiixicty felt even 
by tho regicides to treut the remains of the king with 
decency mtd decorum. 

‘Oil the 2 OII 1 of January IVOff,’ says I'cuardon, ‘the 
exeentivo ijower coumiunieated to M. I’icavez, the 
vicar of tho parish of X^a Madeleine, their iii8tructi(»ns 
relative to the obsequies of bis majesty Louis XVI.; 
but tbc w^ortliy vicar, not feeling himself equal to 
tbo fulfilling of* a. task so onerous and so painful, 
feigned* filness, advised me, as his principal 
curate, to fill hii' place, and to take unon myself 
the responsibility of carrying out I’he orders of tho 
exeetittvc power. My first answer was a possitivo 
refusal*, berauee none perhaps ever loved the king more 
ilian myself; but I at last consented, a» M. Picavez 
made me comprehend the disagrcoablc ('onscqnonccs 
which might aixrue to us bqjlh, if I persisteil in my 
j^efusah Oh the morning of the ftdlowing day, tlicre- 
fdre, the 21st of January, after having made that 
everything ^et:ed by the executive power— such as 
the quaiitR^ of xjthicklim^j and the depth of the grave, 
ilphich, os Vpell ai I can remember, was to bo eitlier 
ten or twelve, fbet— bad been punctually attended to, 
1 weht,\nc;ct)!npanied by the late Abb<f Damoreau, 
and took up tny position at the gate of the church, 
and, there awaitea, in solemn silence, the arrival of 
the royal coetpso* When I claimed tjhe body of Ins 
, majesty, the naembprs of the depnetfli^nt and of the 
4*oinmune replied to me that they had wsceivtHi orders 
not to lt)se. sight of it for a moment^ so we were 
obliged to- accompany them to the cemetery situated 


pi the Rue d’Anjou St Honore. When wc reached and 
entered it, I obtained profound silence, and then the 
royal corpse was delivered up to us. It was clad in 
a white vest ipiqutf hlme\ gray silk breeches, and 
stockings of the same* We chanted the vesper-service, 
and recited ail the prayers in use for the service of 
the dead; and truth commands u^e to say tiiat the 
vast populace around, whoso cries and vociferations 
Imt so lately rent the air and chilled tlie heart, listened 
in the most religious silence to the prayers and 
orisons offered up for tlie repose of hU nn^csty’s soul. 
W^e then withdrew in silence, after so painfbl a cere- 
mony, and a proais vetbal (authenticated report) was 
drawn up on the spot by the jugc de paix. On my 
return to the church, 1 drew up myself, and inscribed 
a funeral act, in due form, in a plain register- book, 
which w'as seized .and carried oil’ by the revolutionary 
committee, on the compulsory closing of that church.’ 

In tile midst of a nicely laid out garden, formerly 
tho cemetery of La Madeleine, at tho extreme end of 
the Ruo d’Anjou, and open to the public, stands the 
Chapeilt; Expi.-itoire, erected after the Kestoraiion in 
mcniory of Louis XVI.; and even to this day, after 
the turmoils of revolution and subversion, tliat ex- 
jiiatory edifice is always crowded on every 21st of 
January.

It was a struggle helweou Aurora and the moon 
wliioh of them should rule flic sky, when our bugle 
rafig'its elenr n'ceilk^ rousing the rangers from tiu-ir 
slumber, ?imi startling their steed? at th*'? stall.

It was a mode of march I bad adopUsd after 
experience in bu8>»*fighting. Tho scouts of a marchi&ig 
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fijrce »lioul<i always go on footi whetlier tho nrfiiu body 
bo dragoons or inftintry. In tliid manner tboy can 
lake advantage of tlie ground ; and by keeping under 
cover of the timber, are enableit to reconnoitre tlie 
an^^es of the road in a much safer way than when on 
horsebneJr, The great danger to a acout— and con- 
ficguently to the parly for which ho ie acting— lies 
in his being7?rsiE seen, and the risk is greater when he 
is mounted. The horse cannot be drawn under cover

With full confidence in the men who liad been sent 
forward, wo rode on, timing our pace, so as not 
to overtake them. Now and * then W(* caught a 
glimpse of them, at tlic further end of a long stretch, 
skirting the budtes, or stooping behind the cover, to 
reconnoitre the rcjad in advance. To our chagrin, 
it was clear moonlight, and we could distinguish their 
forms at a great distance.

A brace of minutes brought mo up to the rancho, 
and there I beheld a spectacle tliat caused the blood 
to curdle in my veins.

The open space in front of the hovel was occupied by 
a groiix> of women — most of them young girls, Tliere 
w'ere six or seven ; 1 did not count them. Tliere w6ro 
two or throe nii'n, Mexicans, mixed uj> in the group. 
Rube was in their midst, endeavouring in hfs broken 
Spanish to give them consolation and assurance of 
safety. Toor victims ! they needed both. 

The women wore half- naked — a(»me of thorn simply 
pu Hfpmi'ip, Their long black hair foil loosely over their 
slioiiMers, looking tossed, wet, and draggly. Tliere 
was blood upon it ; Diero was blood upon their clieeks 
in seams i»alf drie<l, but still dropping. The Paine 
liorrid rod niottli*d tluir necks and bosoms, and there 
was blood upon the hands that Jjad wi^xd tiicm. A 
red-brown blotch appcjurcd upon the foreheads of all. 
In the moonlight, it looked .as if the skin liad been 
burnt. I roilc closer to one, and examined it : it w.as 
a brand— tlic fire-st.'imp of rod-hot iron. The skin 
around was scarlet, but in the midst of this halo of 
inil.'immation I could distinguish, from their darker 
liuo, the outlines of the two letters 1 wore upon my 
billion — tlie well-known ‘L. S.* 

She who was nearest nio raised her hands, and 
tewsing back from her cheeks the thick clustered hair, 
cried out * 

* ‘ Minth ^ son or! ’ 

G Hon veil I my flesh crept as I looked upon tho 
seiircc of that’ crimson hemorrhage. Her ears had 
been clipped otf— they wero wanting ! 

1 needed no farther uplifting of their hair to satisfy 
me that tho others had been served in like manner; 
the red stream still trickling adown their necks was 
evidence enough. 

The men, too, had been sjmilarly abused. Two of 
them had sufFored still farther mutilation. They held 
lip their right arms before niy face — not their hands- 
Tf’icre were no hands, I si],w the hanging sleeve, and 
the blood- stooped bandage on the stump. Tlidr 
hands liad been chopi>ed off at the wrists. Horrid 
sight ! 

Roth men and woniou gatliorcd around me, clasping 
my knees, and uttering prayers and entreaties. No 
doubt, most of them were known to me by sight ; hut 
their features were now unrecognisable. They had 
been tho friends and swietheatts of tho corps, and 
j my followers wero already addressing them hy name. 
The lovers of one or two were present, and embraced 
them. 

One appeared more richly costuiped tlion the rest, 
and upon her my eyes had fallen, as 1 first rode 
up. X almost dreaded to apptoapli her, os slic stood 
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a fittle apart; but no— it conkl not be — she waa not 
tall enough ; besides, the ruffians would not dare’ 

‘Your name, seCiorita?’ 

‘ CcmchHa^ sefior — laM^t del alcalde,^ 

The' tears burst from her eyes, mingling with blood 
ns they ran down her cheeks. .Oh, that I too could 
have wept J Poor Wheatley I ho was not with us. Tie 
had yet to receive tlio blow : it would soon fall. 

My heart was on fire ; so were those of my lollowcrfl. 
They swore and foamed at the mouth. Some drew 
pistols and knives, callin.g out to mo to lead, thorn on. 
Never saw I men in such a frimzy of rage; tlie most 
cold-blooded among them seemed to have suddenly 
gone mad. 

I could scarcely restrain them, till we should hoar the 
talc. Wo guessed it already; but we needed some 
details to assist us in executing vengeance. It was 
told by many mouths, interrupting or confirming one 
another. One of the men was m‘^re coherent-* Pedro, 
who used to sell mezeal to the troop. To him we 
listened. The substance of bis siory was aa follows : 

Shortly after wo bad left the ranchoria, it was 
entered by the gucrrilleros witl\ cries of ‘ Viva i<anta 
Arum! Viva Mtxka!' and ^ Death to the Yutihesf* 
Tliey commenced by breaking open several iknda:!, 
and drinking mezciil and whatever they couM find. 
Tliey were joined by tlie JYiob of the place — by hperos 
and others. Pcnlro noticed the hpmrkro (hlacksmitlO 
and the matador (cattlc-killor) taking a conspicuous 
part. There were many women in the mob— the 
nustresscs of llio gnerrillcros, and others of the town. 

After drinking .a while, they grow more excited. 
jTlitn was heard the cry: ^ Mueran Jos Ayankumlts!* 
and the crowd scattering in different directions, enten:d 
I the houses, sliouling, \Sa<}unt Ins • i/up m! matenJosf* 

1 (Prag them out ! kill them !) The poor girls and 
! flll who had hccii friendly to fhc xit/teriranos wvre 
I <iraggcd into th<^ piazza amidst the oafhs and cxecr.v 
1 lions of l!io gu(‘rriUa, and hisses and hootings from 
I the moll. 'Hioy were .spit upon, called by filthy names, 
poked with mud and molon-rinds, and then some of 
I tho crowd cried out to mark tliem, so tliat their friends 
j tho Trjanns eliould know theiu again. TIio women 
were more furious than the men, and excited the 
latter to the deed, calling to the hhicksniith : 

] ‘ Traia>i d forroJ tiaiya H Jkrin/* (Bring the 

; brandiug-irou !) 

( Khers cried out ; hs oyv/o.;/’ (Put off llioir 

i oars I) 

I 'Hie bnttal blacksniltb and biitcbcr, both half drunk, 
jolKiyed tho call— wdlingly, Pedro alleged. Tlic fovuicr 
juseli the branding-iron, already preiiared, v/bilo the 
.latter performed his bloody office with the knife of 
’ his trade ! 

I Most of the gucrrillerofl w'ore masks. The leaders 
iwero all masked, and watched the pro«^’cedings from 
I the roof of the alcalde's house. One l\<lro knew in 

I I spite of hid disguise; lie knew him hy his great size 
land red hair: it was ihm naltcador, El Zovro. Otlicrs 
ilte guessed at; but he had no doubt it was the band 

of Don Rafael Ijurra — iior had wc. 

Had they lefv the rancheria before Pedro and the 
others came away ? 

Pedro thought not; he and the other victims, as 
60011 as tlicy got out of the hands of the mob, bad fled 
to the chapparal, and were making for the American 
camp when met by our ecoute. TJiey were straggling 
along the road ono .after the other ; Rube had detaineti 
them by the rancho, till we ehould come up. 

Pedro ffeared that they were not all — that there were ' 
other victims; the alcalde, he feared, bad beei. worse 
than mutilated— he had murdfred. 

This la&t. information tho poor lellow imparted in a 
whisper— at the same time casting a sorrowful look 
towards Conchita. I had not the courage to inq^uiro 
farther. 


! The question arose wliether we should send 
more men, and wait till they wrived, or advance 
once to the rancheria. Tho fonner was negatived 
wdth unanimous voice. We were strong enough, and 
vengeance was impatient.

/could not have waited. * 

The women were directed to continue on to tbo^ 

[ ranger-camp ; Pedro, mounted behind one of the moiu 
should go with us. We needed him for purposes of 
identification. 

Wo W'ore about to moi^e forward, when a figura 
appeared along tlu* road iu the direiTtion we.wore going- 
to take. Oil coining within sight, of us, the figure was 
soon to skulk and hide in the bushes. Rube and Gafey 
ran rapidlj' forward, and iu a few minutes returned 
bringing with tliem a Mexican youth— another of tho^ 
victims ! 

Ho had left the scene of hi-s sulforings somewhat 
later than the rest. 

Was the guerrilla still in the place? 

No ; they U'cro gono from the village* 

‘Wliithcr?* was I he anxious interrogatory. 

They had taken tho up-river road, towards the hacknda 
de Varyas. They had passed the boy as he lay eouceated 
among some aloes; he hud heard their cries aa they 
rushed past.

They shouted: ‘ Murran al traidir ;/ iraidora ! Munm

‘ O iiicreiful God ! *

What's in a name? I asked myself eoutempUiously 
as a tias.ser-by cxelaimcd: ‘ Wbat .an odd fish I * Now, 
wiiat is an odd fish? ‘Ho whose father was a good 
old sole, unil liis mother a little common plaice/ a 
imnslcr nilgbt reply; but not so tho frequqntcTB 
of The Crystal i.'alaee : tlieso will toll you that I am 
tho oddest r‘f odd fish, and that of all the wonders 
locked up io the water — that great Ntorobouso of natures 
--(here is non'' great or than myself. I'orhap.n, kind 
Imnuin, you may not havv' been among f.hci niunber 
of rny vi.-siti)r.'<j and consequently may not have seen 
mo ill the thysl.il iu one of thoso watery 

prisons calleil .Mq.uuiami*, where my (ainfinemont is 
rendered still more irksome by the gold and silver 
fi.di which .^harc my captivity, only, like port Inckeyjf, 
to dazzle my eyes by tlieir liuacllcd liveries, and 
disturb my repose by their purposeless activity. To 
you, then, t'l wlioui I will presume myaelf a stranger, 

I i^triiduce my self as tho Djddoslrcn anvHens^ or mud-' 
figii, whose nnce.sLral homo is in the river GambU, and 
whose pi/wer of luhiptation is so great, that, on tiift 
subsidence of tbo stream, it forms for itself a mem>» 
brunou.s covering, and enshrouding itpclf, Cheopa^Iik^, 
in a cGccuui f'f mud, awaits on the river's bank the 

return of tho vater?, contimiing frequently for dglife 
months in a state of tori>or. 

To exdiangc a mud -hut for a palucc of cryatal may 
be thought au exaltation not to b« despised ^ but it 
was not thus with me. My Egyptian bondage was 
light indeed, compaixd with the confinement of the

---the disorder so prevalent in England, i^nd aa droi^<kii 
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by b^r children— T mean the want of posilion. We 
I rnud-fisli hml no acknonriedKcd and reco/yniscd plnce» 
We wore like too many wlioin we saw around iw, odd 
fwli like ouraelvoa— perhaps like you, dear human 

^gasping and struggling for a position, dreading 

nothing so much na to lose their place in societj*^; 
way, we were more to be pitied than these, for 
j wo had no position to lose; we were not oven 
classed in the great family of nature. Wlien we 
ci^iimed to belong to the Ashes, wo found that our 
anatomy more nearly allied us to reptiles; when wo 
would have settled on the earth, wo were sent hack to 
the Gambia. All this was the more trying, because, 
sotnc ten years since, n. mud-fish had been brought 
1 over, and its habits, structure, and peculiarities had 
hoen subjects of investigaliou and speculation. We 
might, therefore, have reasonably expected our proper 
place assigned to us immediately on our arrival in 
England. Not so, however. Wo were no sooner placed 
in our now abode, than we found ourselves in the 
liaiuls of that groat reigning power Science— science, 
who is over seeking to enlarge her dominion and 
increase her subjects; ever investigating, and never 
wearying; examining all cnujjes, judging all dfbcls, 
despising no means, compassing all ends. We became, 
then, subjects of science, 'fho naturalist examined 
our four propellers — scarcely logs, scarcely fins— onr 
snake dike body, and animal head; the modiciil worhl 
descanted on our lungs and digestive organs ; Jind the 
mechanist commented on onr ruddov-liko tail and 
peculiar ‘build:* and so tlio scientilU: world dibcussed, ; 
and the everyday w'orld wondered, nud llie ignorant 
world laughed ; and to-day m'c are fishes ; yesterduy, 
wo were reptiles; to-morrow, i^evlnsps, wo shall bo 
j mere links 1 

I There were not those wanting who tried to find a 
' family likAmess for us in Kiiglmd ; some assorting that 
Camden and Fuller had made nienlion of ns among the 
worthies of Lancashire ; the one saying tliat * at a place 
called Seftnn in the above county, upon turning up 
tho turf, men find a black dcadish water, with small 
fishes therein;* and tho other, that ‘tlie men of this 
place go a-lishing with spades and mattocks.’ Some, 
again, traced in us a strong rc.«iemhlance to eels. T^ow, ; 
this comparison would Imve been odious to iis, had not 
tho eel been called by the ancients the oHspring of 
dove, and had it not, too, been consecrated by Thjinan 
tears ; for it was when C'rnssus was reproached in tlie 
senate, by Domitius, with ‘ Foolisli Crass us! you wTpt 
for your murena ’ (or lamprey), that Crassus retorted : 
•Tliat was more than you jlul for your two wives,* 
Eels, therefore, are a matter of histoiy, and, so f«r, 

W6 vere not offended; but when we were associated 

with lizards, and even tho low-bred, ditch-loving newt, 
our indignation ;knew no bounds. Wc are not coC^i- 
blooded — no, tjy the three veiitrielcs of our African 
hearts, Die blood of the Pharaohs boiled wiilnn us at 
the insult offered to the niuinmios of our ancestors! 
disputes without soon created dissensions within, and 
OUT new abode became the scene of many quarrels. 
Our morning meal of frogs was seltlom partaken of 
without contention ; and one day, in a frenzy of passion, 
1 fell upon and devoured one of my companions, which 
had raised a question alxuit my fins. Tin's act of fury 
was much resented by my remaining rolativet which 
sought many ocensions of revenge, and spent his 
miserable existence in reviling at mo and at fate, and 
in pining for his native mud ; until one day, a desperate 
h*np into the tank belnw, saved 1dm at once from my 
pursuit and tho investigation of science, He sleeps, 
as I understand, at the bottom of tho tank — it may be, 
in a cocoon of English mud.

Ik tlio year 181.% tliore w.ts liiiinclici] upon tl’c Clyilo 
a rcssel, whoso name, when the history oL'owin steam- 
navigation' cornea to be written, will be honourably 
roTnembered in c^onnoclion witii the llrst stejim-vovage | 
upon .UritisU sons, 'rhis vessel w'a^ the Aryyhj a x>a(‘ket i 
of seventy tons* register, inensuring in her keel [ 
Hoventy -nino feet, with sixteen feet of beimi, ami filietl j 
with engines of fourteen horsc-pon or, ami pntldle- | 
wl'.eels of nine feet in diameter. Slip liad two cabins 
—one in tlic forecastle, tin; other in the stern. In her 
waist was tlie engine* witli the boiler on the starboard 
side, ami the cylinder and fly- wheel on the larboard.

d’lie i>!icl:et, such ns we have doscribed her, had 1 
been plying for a year between (ilasgow and Clrecnock, j 
Avlieii she was purchased by a T^ondon company with^j 
the intention of running her between that city and j 
Margate. But u gciiuus tUIlkuUy liinl fifst to bc ovor- j 

come. It was ncccfi.s!iry to bring her round by soa i 
from the Clyde to the Thjimc.s; and, notwithstanding 
the success which had six years before attended the 
enterprise of Stevens of Hoboken in navigating a 
steamer from the Hudson to the Delaware, it wois the 
general opinion of nautical men tb.at vessels of the now 
construction were unfitted to brave the open sen. 
There was then in London a man of the name of Dodd, 
who had served in the navy, had afterwards distin- 
guished himself as an engineer and architect,* and who 
finally, driven by misfortunes to intemperance, almost 
literally died in the streets a beggar. To Jiim the task 
was intrusted. Dodd accordingly arrived in Glasgow 
in April 1315, and witli a crew of eight persons— a 
mate, an engineer, a stoker, four seamen and a cabin- 
boy, boldly pat to sea about tlie middle of May. His 

* lie projected the Thames Tunnel, proposing to carry It 
aeroBS from Gravoeend to TUhury at an estimated cost of under 
1 *. 18 , 000 ! 


voyagn nt first was far from .lusxneions, Tho weather 
w'.as stormy, the hca ran lu’gli in the strait which 
separates Scotland from Ireland, and, either through 
ignorance or negligence, tlie pilot during the night 
altered the course of tho vc.ssel, so that thoy ran a 
great risk of being w’r(‘cked. Dodd tells us that ho 
Jiad nivtm orders that the steamer slionld bo iitoered go 
as to gain the Irish coast by tho inoniing; but at 
break of day t\ heavy galo was blowing; and it was 
«li.?covered that, instead of being off the coast of 
Ireland, tliey were within half a league of a loc-shorc, 
rock-bound, about* two miles to the north of Vort- 
Datrii'k. T’o .attempt to beat off, in tho teeth of the 
gale, by the united power of steam and sails, Dodd 
found to bo impossible. Depending, therefore, etjtircly 
on tho cflicieney of hU origine, ho laid tho vosseVs head 
directly to wimhvard, .and ordered tho log to bo kept 
constantly going. Tho plan succeedod. Tho vessel 
began slowly to clo.ar the shore, going direct in tho 
wind’s eyo at iho r.atc of somothing inoro than three 
knots an hour. Having tlms acquired a sufileient 
ofilng, he boro aw.ay for Loch By an, and gained the 
Irhh ronsl. On Ihu 2tth of May he entered the Liflhyj 
being firmly of opinion that no other power than that 
of steam could h;jvc .savc%t the vessel from destruction. 

TVe have hitherto followed tho account of tlic voyage, 
as publi'-’hcd by Dodd h'mi.self i:. tiie Alorntm/ Chrtmrh 
of Jum* 15, 1815, nnd .as rdterwards cmbotlied in ius 
evidence before a i.'ommittee of the llouso of Com*' 
iiions. Heuceforih, hoAvover, in recounting the furUiOr 
fortun'*s of the adventurers, wo shall avail onrsolves, 
in preference, of fho oqnafly au,lhontiCy but far 
picturesque narraDve of Mr Weld, the aocretary and 
liislorian of ihe Jloyal SSocioty, by vv'hom Dodd was 
accljentally joined in Dublin. 'Che following extract 
from that gcntlomau's journal at onco exhibits his 
roa»on.s for tmibiirking iu llie enterprise, and dfi'' 
scribes very pleasingly the excitement caused in the 
Irish capital by the arrival of the Thamps, as Doddi 
before leaving Gl-'^sgow, had re-chri«tenod the ArgyU: 

‘Ou the 25 th May 1815, 1 heard by aeeidont that a 
8toan3-vess(‘l had arrived at Dublin. I immediately 
went to sec her, and found her on tho point of starting 
with a nianberof curious visitors upon an experifneniiU 
trip in tho bay, T was so much pleased with all that 
I saw and heard concerning her, that, having previously 
intended to proceed to London, I determined to rc(}tie&t 
Captain Dodd lo receive me as a passenger, and to bo 
permitted to accompany him throughout tho voyag^' 
Ho at once consented; and my wife having resolvdi 
on sharing the dangers of tlie voyage 'vrith me, wo 
proceeded to make the necessary arrangements fbr 
our departure arrangements which, we may odd 
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parciitJieticnlly, comprehonfled all and probably moro 
tiian would now' be for a voyjgeto America. 

‘On tbe 2Stb of iMay, bdngr Sunday, Wft Jeft the LifTcy 
at noon. Blany persons enilwiiiecl with tis (Vom 
< uriosity, but only to cross the bay as far as Ounleary 
fnow Kinj'stowjfj], wlicro they landed. Unfortunately', 
the sea was very roujifh, which occasioned the most 
violent sea-slokncss amongst the passengers. Several 
naval otftc*ere ■were on board, who were unanimous in 
deolrtring it to be their firm opinion that the vessel could 
not live long in heavy seas, and that there W'ould bo 
much danger in venturing far from shore. 1 deemed 
it right to inform my wife of this opinion ; but, 
altljough she suftered greatly from sea-sickneas, she 
persisted in her intention of accompanying me; and 
that evening, after having passed some liours on land at 
the house of a friend, the vessel put to sea, we being 
the only passengers. The shore was covered with 
several tlmueimdH of spectators, who cheered and wished 
U8 a prosperous voyage.* 

The sea w'as comparatively calm as the vessel 
steamed into the Bay of J)alkcy, and the passengers* 
calcularcd on a pleasant voyage during tho niglit ; hut 
when beyond the shelter of the coast, tlicy found it 
to l>e as rfjugh as ever, ‘'i'lie motion of the vessel 
differed essentially from that of a saiUng^vessel ; the 
action of the wheels on the water at each side 
vented her rolling. The moat disagroeablc movement 
was felt when the waves struck the vessel on the beam; 
but even then, her peculiar construction w'aa advan- 
tageous, for the coverings wdiicli enclosed the wheels 
acted as buoys, and contributed to keep tho vessel 
atlbat. On sucii occasions, the noise produced by the 
sudden compression of the air within the wheel-boxes 
Was frightful. After having sustahied a coiicus8iov> on 
one slde^ a second was generally felt on the other by 
a sort t)f reaction, and a third, but much more feohle, 
succeeded, after wdiieh the vessel preserved ii regular 
motion for several miriutoB, 1 do not recollect eve*’ 
expttriencing more than three of tliese concussions in 
rapid succession, and their invariable edbet w'as to 
terminate the rolling motion, •which sometimos lasts 
a long time in sailing-vessels. It cannot he denied 
that the c’oncussions occasioned tcjuponiry alarm, 
accompanied as they wore by tho noise which has been 
mentioned, and by tbe shaking of tho wholo vessel ; 
but no permanent inconvonience resulted : on the 
contrary, the cqtiilibrium, as 1 have stated, wa-s soon 
re-fistaWished, and tbe vessel, ns Siiilors say, pursued 
a course, bounding so lightly over the waves that 
during the entire voyage we were not once wetted even 
by tfib spray.* 

Tlio voyagers soon left far behind them nil tho 
vessels which had sailed from Dublin with tlic same 
tide, and tho fbllowing morning about nine o’clock 
were off Wexford^ The dense siruike which issued 
from its naaBt-ehimney being observed from the 
heigltts above tbe town, it was concludod that the 
vessel ■was on fire. AU tho pilots imra^^diatoly put 
off to its assistance ; and nothing couid exceed their 
surprise, mingled with disappointment, when they 
saw that the ship was in no danger whatever, and 
that their hopes of salvage w’erc at an end. 

The weather had now become so stormy, that 
1 Captain Dodd detern’.ined to put into the port, his 
great object, as Mr Weld says, being to na^^lgatc tho 
vessel safely to London, rather than, by using great 
■ dispatob} to expose her to unnecessary risk. 

At two o'clock In the morning of Tuesday, May 
30, Dodd put again to sea, and steered for St David's 
Head, tho most westerly point' of Wales. During the 
I passage ncroea St George^ Ghannel, one of the blades 

of the Starboard paddl^^irbeel got out of order. The 
euftjue was stopped, and the bliwic cut away. Some 
hours after, a siidilar accident befell the laxboard^-wheel, 
which was remedied in the same manuer. The loss of 


one blade in each paddle mhde m Apparent diflbremje 
in the progress of the vcjjsel. Fortunately, when tho 
accident occurred, the sea was very calm, 'and all tlie 
shonls had been passed. 

About two o’clock in the afternoon, twelve hours 
after leaving Wexford, the steamer reached tho Pass 
of Jlamaay, between the island of that name and 
David's Head. There the adventurers remained for 
three hours to oil tlie engine, and to give the stoker, 
who had not quitted his post for an instant since 
leaving Wexford, a little rest. There, too, as at 
Wexford, boats put out from different parts of tiie 
coast to the ag-cistance of the vessel, which tlioy believed 
to be. on fire. Leaving Ramsay, they commenced 
steaming through the straits and across St Bride’s 
Buy. The Aveathcr had now become unfavourable, 
and the sea ran alarmingly high in the bay. ‘The 
waves, indeed, were of such magnitude, that, when 
ingulfed between them, the const, although very lofty^ 
could not be seen ; but the vessel held her way most 
gallantly over all.* A small dcct of merchantr vessels 
left tho Straits of Ramsay with tho voyagers ; but in 
tho passage of the bay alone, tho latter had left them

^ Tarying botvroon IffoO and 5000. tVhen yre take 
into account this enormous power of replenishment 
peculiar to the 0$h*irorld, it is not easy to realise the 
fact of cpustantly decreasing supplies of salmon, a 
fish 80 earefoUy wntclicd, and so much protected by 
legislation 5 but a little inquiry into the matter affords 
a ready solution of tho apparent mystery. We will 
enumerate some of the drawbacks which have led 
to the yearly* decline in the supply of this valuable 
comnioflity. 

One of the greatest causes of scarcity is tho few dsh 
winch are now allowed to atrh'o at matujity. When 
the eggs are deposited naturally, Sir Humphry Davy 
calculates that only about SOO out of every 17,000 of 
them arrive at tho pliase of marketable wilriioii. Our 
readers are already familiar vrith tho cncinius of the 
spawn, and tlio dangers to which it is exposed, wiieii 
left unguarded at tlie mercy of its various enemies. 
Tho dangers awaiting the advent of the young fish 
into the river, when they are pond-bred, are no less 
destructive. Tl»e moment they oscaiw from their 
nursery at StormontficUl, their sorrows begin, and 
they arc certainly as numerous, if not so traditional, 
as those of the young bear. In the parr state, they 
arc esteemed a dainty morsel hy various other fishes, 
such as the yellow trout, the pike, cel, &c. ; and even 
their own mothers and fiithcrs —awful cannibals that 
tlicy are!— swallow them by tho dozen. Ju reference 
to the voracity of that frcsh-w'ater shark, the pike, 
Mr Uuist, the superintendent of the Tay fisheries, 
relates the following facts, Some gentlemen having 
had a trout*nct manufactured for Jlighlatid loch- 
fishing, asked leave to test its powers on ono of the 
Tay fishing-stations, ‘The trial was made about the 
middle of May, at a place in the Tay near to where 
the Almond joins it. At the first sweep, tlioy h.'uiled 
ashore flixty-seven pikes, and in killing them, they 
observed several vomiting salmon-fry. This raised tl^o 
curiosity of those who were engaged in fislnng, and the 
persons to whom the pikes were given were desired to 
examine their stomachs. This was done, and every 
one was found to have less or more of salmon-fry in 
different stages of digestion ; many of thorn had Vive 
each. If such destruction as tins occurred at due 
place, what must it be in the whole of the 'fay and its 
tniiny tributaries?’ One great use of the breeding* 
ponds will be the protection afforded to these parrs. 
They are not set at liberty till tliey have reached the 
smoU state, and are therefore bottr^r able to protect 
themselves; but even as smoUs they cannot escape, 
the numerous ‘dangers of tho deep* incidental to the 
way of life of all kint^ of fish, which are notorious for 
preying on ettcU other, and few of which ever reach 
tlie ‘ sear .and yellow leaf* of oM age. Tf the sea-going 

shoal of bmoits escape the numerous dangers which 
beset them in tlio river, they are menaced, on entering 
the salt water, by a horde of enemies. Crowds of differ* 
ent kinds of fish of the ffadidcn family are lying in wait 
for them. That this is a trying ordeal for the slioal 
of beautiful young smolts, may be estimated fronr tlic 
fact, that as many as sevim or eight have been taken 
from tho stomach of a single cnal-fish.

almost all the rivers iu the United Kingdom; but this 
detirense arises, not so much from tho changes in 
the liablts of tho fish, or in tho eouditloq and dr* 
eumstances of our rivers, as fi*oni the operation fif 
injudicious laws in relation both to the times and 
modes of fidhing ; from tho prevalence of most destruc* 
tive practices nmd incredible abuses in almost alt our 
rivers j iind from tho indulgence of a too greedy spirit 
of gain, which, instead of waiting for the natural 
pi'oduction of tho golden egg, cuts up at Ottoe the 
iinimril that can produce it.* 

One of the ‘ destructive practices ’ above alluded to, 
is certainly a deadly drain upon tho i>roductivo powers 
the fish. Wo allude to tho system of poacliing, 
which is so c»xiei)sivcly carriotl on during ‘close lime/ I 
Few of our ro.i<lcrs can liavc any idea of the immeneo ! 
numliors of salmon which are destroyed by tins cause,

COAL-OIL. 

Tho production of oil from coal is not a new discovery, 
but the discovery of coal-beds in this country of a 
character to yield a suflicient amount of oil to pay tho 
expense of extraction, has but recently been made. In 
Scotland, the Boghead coal has for several years been 
used solely for distillation, being far too valuable for fuel. 
The oil from Uiis coal is used upon the English and 
French railw'ays, and the demand is always in excess of 
the supply. Railway managers prefer il to the best sperm- 
oil. Ill Nova Scotia, there is another deposit of coal at 
the Prince Albert Mine, which also yields a good quality 
of oil ; and these, with the exception of the Breckinridge, 
are tlic only localities yet known where tho coal yields a 
suflicient quantity of oil to pay tl»c eximnsc of manufactur- 
ing. Slueo the experiments of the Breckinridge company 
were made with such a snccea-sful result, the whole country 
has been explored for oil-bearing coals, but thus far tho 
experiments have resulted in disappouitmcnt No coid 
has been yet found which could be made to yield much 
more tlnm one-half the rc.suUs of tho Breckinridge, and 
of course could not come iiilo competition with it.. Vt'hen

I As the hours flow bv, and the sun rose, and shone 
on the then tranquil and glittering sea, tho scene 
was one of the most intense inteiest ; ami as we lessened 
our diRtaiK'c. tho maiking^* of tho island became more 
and more distinct, l^ctpendioular cliffs, burned gray 
iiid rod b> an extu.ct volcano, rose to an immensi* 
height ateivo tlw sea, and then inchnod inwards, 
covered wiih wood ; only to nso aqam bare and 
sloping to tb'i apex of tlie mountain, which was capped 
with a do id as white as tho snow beneath. Innumor 
able sia-birds, from the httlo petrol to tlie stately 
albaUosR, floated round the summits of the lofty clilft;

I could not even remain seated, i rose to my feet

Tlierc 7VUS a stream*- a small arroyo or rivulot. It 
was this that had daiised me to halt iu ili.it particular 
spot ; for wild as were my thoughts, I had enough of 
rcaeou left to Tenow that wo could not ewjjimp with- 
out water.

Th{‘re is not so much difference between Paris and* 
the prairies, between the haUuU^ of the Bill Mabille 
and the liorsc-lndian of the phiins. No cold ascetic 
this— no romantic savage, alike celebrated for silence 
and continence — but a true voluptuary, gay of thought 
ond free of tongue, amorous, salacious, immorak In 

nino cases out of ten, the young Comanclie is a iMastfal 
ijOtUario as way Jlamnr that may be met upon the 
Boulevards ; the old, a lustful sinner— Women - the idol 
of both. Women is the constant themri of their con- 
versation, their motit'e for every act. For tliem they^ 
throw the prairie dice ; for them they race their swift 
mustangs. To ‘win them, they paint in hideous guise; 
to buy them, they steal lioraes ; to capture them, they 
go to war 1 

And yet, ivlth oil their Avanton love, tliey are’ true 
tyrants to tho aSx. Wife they havO nono— for it would 
bo slieer sacrilege to apply* tliis noble titlo to the 
‘squaw' of a Comanche. Mistr^s is scarcely a fitter 
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Rny shbc: . IIcr$ i«. a banl lot indeed: 
;liers it le to'hoir tlw wood and draw the water; M 
stride tt )0 tent and pitch it; to load the horse and 
peek the do^ : tOjgrain. tho shin and core the meat ; to 
plant the xpaue^ the melon, squash; to hoc and reap 




m } to wait obsequious on her lounging lord, antici- 
jjate his whim or wish, be tnio to him, or lose her 
ears or noSe-r-for eiieh horrid forfeiture is, by Comanche 
custom, the punishment of conjugal infidtdity ! 

But hard us is the lot of tho native wife, Iiarder still 
is tlwt of tho white captive. “Tis hers to endure all 
the dU enumerated, with still another— the hostility' 
of tho ^naw herself. Tho wldto cax>tiv(j is truly the 
slave 01 a slave, tho victim of a treble nntipatliy — of 
race, of colour, of jealousy. Otltinies is sho heateu. 
abused, mutilated; and rarely does the apatlietic 
lord interfere to protect her from thi.s feminine but 
flcndlike persecution. 

These wore not imaginincfs ; they were not fancies 
begot in my own brain. Would they had been so ! 

'foo well did I know thc^' were fac'-ts — horrid realities. 

Can you wonder that sleep was shaken from in.y 
eyelids? — that I could not think of rest or stay, liU 
I had deUvered my loved one— iny betrothed— from 
tlio danger of such a dobtiny ? 

All thought of sleep wu.*? IjiniEhcd— oven weariness 
forsook me. 1 felt fresh as if I had slept ; my nerves 
were strung for emprise. It was excitement renewed 
by what I had read — the impatience of a new and 
keen apprehension. 

1 would have mounted end gone forward, spurning 
rest and sleep; regardless of dixnger, would I h.ave 
fl)Uov.'ed ; ?)ut what could I do alone ?

Notwithstanding the prcoccmpatiott of my thoughts, 

I began to be sensible of a physical discomfort, wlikh# 
despite their low latitude, is oftfui experlcjuved upon 
tho southern prairies— cold. A eliiH breexo had in 
with the night, which in h.alf nu hour became a strong 
and violent wind, incroBsing in coldness as in strengths ; 

fn lljat Jmlf-hmir tho thermometer must have fldlcft 
at Icnst litty Kalinmlieit degrees; and such a pheno- 
menon is not rare niwii tlio phiirie of Texas. Thq 
wind was tho well known ‘ nortlier,’ which often killa 
both men and animals ilnit chance to Iw oximsed to 
irs icy breath. 

I have endured (lie vigour of a Cnuadian winter- 
have cro^;seil the fro/.c-n hikes— liavfj slept Upon a snow- 
wn^arh amidst tho wild wastes of Rupert's Lanvl ; bat 
I cannot remember cold mure inteuiacly chilling thah 
that I have sutllTod iu a Texan norther. This cjctreme 
does not nrisG from the nbsoluto . depression of tho 
thermomGter— w Inch at b'nst is but a poor indicator 
of citlier heat or ooUl— J mean the fiensation of cither. 
It is mure probably LUo cohtrast arising ftoin tlfo 
sudden change — the exposure — the absevxeo of proper 
clothing t»r slieltor— -the states of tho blood — with other 
like urcurastances, that cause both heat and cold to 
bo inoro sensibly felt.

In the miflafc of my meditotione, night descended 
upon the earth. It promised to he a moonleas night, 
A robe of sable clouds formed a sombre lining to the 
sky, end through this neither, moon nor stars were 
visible. 

It grow darker apace, until In the dim light I could 
scarcely distinguish the forms of my coiupanions — 
neither luon nor horses^ though both ♦cere near me. 
The men were still asleep, stretched^ along the grass, 
!ti various Attitudes, like so many bodies upon a battle- 
field. Tho horses were too hungry tO slecp-^tlio con- 
stant ‘ crop'Crop ' told that they were greedily browsing 


in tho first hour of darkness it could nut have been far 
above the twontirtii. flat! 1 judged by my sensations, 

I should have put it even lower. Ccrt-dnly it had 
passed tho frecjdnjf-poiut, and sharp 8lG^it and hail 
woru w»rno upon tJu? wings of the wind.

1 was fain to wrap around my body a buffHlo-robey 
Tvhicli seme oarcli-sj envago hud dropped npenr the 
trail. My followers were not so w^ell furnished; 
9%irtins: v>e had dune, without nuy thought of tieing 

ab.se’*-, for thy niglit, no pn-pa ration hrid bcea made 
for camping out. <>«ly a portion of them chanced 
lu liave their blankets struppcil upon tho canVleA 
of their .'^addles ; these wero now the fortunate oaes. 

The nurtlier had iou^cmI all of them . from their 
gluinhcrs— had aw.qkod them as .•juddcnly as a douci^o 
of cold water w^uuid have dune; and one and 
yroping about in the darkness — sofOo evoking for'' their 
bhmketjj, sonic for sticii Ehcdter as was afibrded by. tho. 
Icc-sidu of the bushes. I’ortunately there were 8addl:0*'^ 
blankets, and tho!«o were soon dragged from tho bauks 
of tlic horses. Tile poor brnto^ themselvos (^ilTorcd 
equally with thdr owncra; they Stood cowering under 
the cold, witli their hips to the cultmg blast,, their 
limbs drawn close and tbeiv fianfes itmggy 

and shivering. Same half slxcUered themselves hehinA/ 
the bushes, scarce caring to touch she. grass! at 
feet- ' r . 

It would have been easy enough to imte' it ’ 
there was dry wood in plenty near the 8 t>ot> aa 4 ^ I

regnrfllcsfl of cons9<itj$vic*ci3 ; t>tit this design OVtT- 
ruieti ’l>y tlio more pniOent of the party, The trappers 
Hfrrtii sti'oogly against it. Cold as ifras the night, and 
dfirV, they knew that neither the oortlier nor the dark* 
iioss \w>ttld deter Indians from being abroad. A party 
might be out upon the prowls the very huflhlo-skia 
vro had. picked up might bring a squad of tiicm back; 
for it was the grand robe of soma brave or cldef, whose 
whok Ufe-history was deliaeat^d in hioroglyphical 
painting upon its inner surface. To have made a lire, 
might have cost us our lives bo alleged the trappers, 
iUube and Garey. It would bo better to endure the 
cold, than risk our wialpa ; so counselled they. 

l)ut fbr all that, Ilube imd no Idea of being starved 
to death: Could kindle a fire, and burn it upon an 

open prairie, witlmnt the le«sfc fear of its being seen; 
and In a few minutes’ time he had succeeded in in<ik> 

. ing one that could not have been difl<»overed by the 
most sharp-sighted Indian in (‘.roation. I had watclicd 
the operation with some interest. 

Ho first collected a quantity of dead leaves, dry 
grass, and short stirks of tho mezquitc-trcc — all of 
which ‘he placed under liia saddlo-bhinkefc, to prevent 
the rain and sleet from wetting them. Tliii done, he 
drew out his bowie-knife, and with the hlado ‘crowed’ 
a hf>lo into the turf about a foot deep, and ten inches 
or a foot in diameter. In the bottom of this hole he 
platted the grass and leavos, having first ignited them 
by means of his 'flint, steel, and ‘ punk* tinder, all of 
’ which implements formed part of the <*ontcnts of Rube’s 
[ poUch and jioaaible ssek— ever present. On tho to]) 
j of tlie now hlazing leaves and grass ho placed tho j 
j dry «tiekB*-fir8t the smaller ones, and then those of 
tager dimensions — until the hole was tilled up to fclic 
brim — and over all he laid tho piece of turf, originally 
cut from tho surface, ami whicii fitted as neatly as a 
lid. 

His furnnee being now finished, the trapper ‘hr.n- 
; kered ’ close to its edge— -in such a position as to 
Ij embrace the fire between his thighs, and have it nearly 
under him. Ho then drew his old blanket over his

The coutrivanco was com- 
plete ; and there sat the old trapper like a handglass 
over a plant of spring rhubarb, a alight smoko oozing 
through the aperture.s of the Bcont blanket, and curling 
tip around his ‘cars* as though he was hatching upon a 
hotbcvK But no fire could bo ecciu auU Rube uhivered 
no longer. 

• Ho soon found imitators. Tho young trapper liml 
already constructed a similar fiu nacc ; and Itie othoAi 
were soon wanning themselves by this simple but 
ingenious device, 

I did not disdain to avail myself of the extra ‘ shaft * 
which the kind-hearted (Jarcy had sunk for my 
accommodation; and having placed my^olf by its side, 
and ‘drawn the ample robe over my shoulders, 1 felt as 
warm as if seated in front of a sea-coal fire. 

Under other drcumstatices, 1 might have joined in 
the merriment jlroduced in my companions by tlio 
ludicroufl spectacle whkdi we presented— a comic 
spectacle indeed ; nirwi of us Rquatted at intervafs over 
the ground; the blue smoko, escaping through the 
interstices of our ro1>e9 and blankets, and rising 
around onr hoods, at though one and all of us were on 
} fire! 

Wind, sleety and darkness continued throughout tho 
wlicJa . night»-^}d wind* sharp icy sleet, and black 
darkness, that soemed palpable to the touch. Ever so

Wb thought no more of going forward,, until either „ 
the day should break or the wind come to a lull. 

At midnight we replenished onr Bubterra.no.m fires, 
aud.rcmainM on the ground. Hail, rain, yritiii, and 
darkness. My companions rested their , heads upon 
their knees, or nodding slept. Ko sleep for me-^not 
even the repose of thought. Like eomo. fevered 
suflbrer on his wakeful couch, I counted tli© hours 
—the minutes. The minutes seomed hours. 

lUin, hail, sleet, and ^yind seemed, like darkness 
ilself, to belong to the night. As long as night lasted, 
so long continued timy. When it came to an end, all 
vanished together — the norther had exhausted its 
strength. 

A wild turkey— killed before nightfall— with some 
steaks of the peccary-pork, fiirnislied us with an 
ample breakfast. Tt was hastily cooked, and hastily 
eaten ; and as the first streak of dawn appe.ared alotig 
tlie horizon, wo were in our saddles, and advancing 
I upon tho trail.

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The trail led north-west, as written upon the 
maguey.

No doubt, the captive in their midst hod overheard 
thoni discussing their projocts. 

Wc had ruiden about two hours, when wo enmo 
upon tlio ground where the Indians liad made their 
night-camp. VVe approached it warily and with 
stealth, for ve were now travelling with grc.at caution. 
Wo luid need. Should u single savage, straggling 
behic.T, fcfc eyes upon U3, wo might as well b> seen by 
iSi': wliolc biiha. If discovered lipon tho war-trail, our 
lives would not he worth much- Some of us might 
escape ; or if all, at least our plan would be compleicly 
frustrated. 

I say plan, for I had formed one. During tho long 
vigil of tho night, my thoughts had not been idle, 
.and a course of action I had traced out, though iit was 
not yet thlly developed in my mind.

A tile-coloured beard, ' however fashionahlc or un- 
fashionable its shape might Imvo been, was not by 
any means cohsidorctl n blemish in the olden time. 
Tha exquisites of that period usi:d to dyo iheir dark 
hair nnd beards a iigUt colour, as some now’^a-days dye 
theiv light hair dark. In the old books of recipes or 
as they are termed, we never mc(?t with the 
modjt^n- friseur's motto, more gray haira»j* on 

the contrary, we are told how to cliangc bliwdc hair to 
gray, white, yellow, red, and even jircen. In the 
seventeenth century, the Jewish fciimU.s in IloUaud 
and inlanders used to cutolF their fine blmk hair, and 
wear yellow wigs instead. So much for the caprices of 
fashion. 

Wo think it our duly, however, to warn the youth- 
ful rojuler that tho hidios, even iu the olden thne, did 
not always adnnro'thc beard, esiicclally when it was 
accompanied by the fames of tobacco-smoko. A con- 
versation similar to the following mi^ht; very ror»iiily 
take place at the present day, ihougli we actually 
extract it fkom MaratoiVs Aritonio and Malida^ a comedy 
first acted. in 1662 :

1 said} 'But now 1 sec it is time for me to shut up my 
book, for T ^eo the doctor's men cv)ine in, wiping tlieir

to return to wait on their masters.’ 

Even in its high and palmy days, the beard, when 
too large, w.is not unfjvquently a subject of ridicule.

Again, Menenius, in CViWuwi/N, tidls the tribunes that 
their 'beanls deserve not so honourabl.^ ii grave as to 
atulf a botcher’s cushion, or to bo entombed in an 
a$s'8 p{tok-iaddle.' 

In Charles I 1 .*b time, the beard became smaller and 
smaHer, tiU at last a new style of <lecoratii\g tho heatl 
pttl it.eutiirely out of faahiou ; this w as the dcleatnhlo 
monstrosity termed a peHwig, worn in servile imitation 
of the Erench eourlfeSrs,, who woro it in servile adula- 
tion of Louis XIV. ' Otiind kfonarque, it .appears, 

when a boy, had 4 remarkably beauiiful head of hair, 
which, hung down in long waving curls upon his slioul- 
ders; and the courtiers, out of compliment to tlieir 
young sovereign, had wigs made to imitate his natural 
locks, which <^tamcd tiie name of perukes. The base 
subservieney of the English to the French court at 

• .tliat period; placed tins ab&uvd head-dms on the 
j shoulders of English geptlomcn, oitd the counnou 

]>eople contcmj)tuuu8ly, termod it a ixtriwig.— a name 
which had previously been given to a theatrical 
char.aoter^wig, worn, as Hamlet saysj ‘ by a robustious 
perlwig-pated follow.* ' , 

So late as tlie ftrit half of the laat century, eonte of 
the clergy contiinied to wear the beard. Clubbos, in 
hie Fyee Adotce ia a Ymnff Cfer^nan, written about 
that period, recommends hiui *no6 to come ipto that 
Jewish fashion of wearing a beard round his face; in 
them [the Jews] it may be proper enough, but, with 
us, openness of countenance is the characteristic of an 
ingenuous mind.* 

The periwig, after exUnguishing tlio beard, fell into 
the oblivion it so wvll merited., Custom, tyrannical 
custom, still inflicts it on tho heads of lawyers, its last 
rofijgo. beard, awlod periiaps more than is geiior-* 

ally considered, by the loosidy fitting forms of our 
present gfirmeuLs, seems likely 10 'regain some of its 
ancient importance. But, alas! the black, inconve- 
nient eylindor, termed a hat, still tortures our weary 
heads. Assuft'dly, ft inajority of tho adult male popu- 
lation of Enginiid would accept the beard, ay, and dye 
it groon too, if inexorable fa*-]iiuu loquired it, ou coiiiU- 
tion that a now and easily worn hat were introduced 
at tlie same time.

WiiKN the remote regions of space are reconntiitred by 
Die help of very pow'orful teleAcope;^, miniature elar-

Among these more iiulividurdised star-syst'-'ms of 
tb.e feimue ilrmamct.lr, then* are .some twelve or four* 
teen which possess an cspcoi.il interest ou aeviount of 
the intelligence w hich Learns fouh from their features. 

A family likeness pervades all the, nicnibcrs of this 
group, the fu rub mental idea of the jjiiysiogiiomy being 
a spir.ally contorted arrangement of light streaks, 
with scintillating bells concentered in tho midst, and 
depending from the outer extremities of the spires. 
They all look very mmdi as if they might have been 
! W'hirlim? lireworks, Avhose sparks were suddenly, ami as 
they Hew, fixed into indelible fire-petrifactions. Some 
ofvthcsn star-scrolls arc viewed in fall face, with «U 
their convolutions open, like tbo partitions ()r the 
nautilus-sheil seen in section and edgeways; others 
are contemplated three-quarters full, and’ orimrs in 
profile, wdth the scrolls setting away from tlie observer. 
K^cioiico is indebted to tho skill and perseverauca of 
Lord Kosso for its knowledge of those strange o]i)j«icts. 

It was the noble imslruments cf this illustrious observer 
tiiat first brought into view tkoBO sUr-shclU of the 
celestial deop. 

In these spiral star-systems, the scrolled or cou- 
volutod avningement is so obvious and complete, that 
there can be no doubt of tho peculiar figure x^pri^sslng 
tlip dominant opoxalion of some special power. The 
spires of these starry miniatures as lUuch declare tho 
active influeiu’c of sonic scrolling agency, as tho fiery 
wiiorjis of tho Catharine- wheel intimate that the body 
which emits tho sparks is in rapid revolution*

propoTtionally powerful magnet to its terrestrial com- 
panion. If the earth were abandoned to' the influence 
of this mighty magnet, it would of necessity be drawn 
to the sun, and wouldt And itself held fast tlMsre after 
a few hours* rapid flight. It is not, howerer, aban- 
doned to tile solar attraction, for it was prirocvally 
thrown into apace, so to speak, and not set down there ; 
and it vras thrown in suoti a direction that its own 
iiiomental infii)ulse carricti it, not towards the sun, but 
acrobi ihs direction in which the sun for tli with iK^gnn 
to pull it.

It is rushing 
along wdUi the momcntol force with which its vast 
mass was originally launclicd into space; but as it 
is (h)ing 80 , it is caught in the strings of Ibc surfs 
atlraetivo energy, and is msde to wdiirl round the 
sun, as a stone is caused to whirl round the head of 
a slinger, by the strings of the sling. The earth’s 
onwanl niomentnl movement is diverted into a whirl 
loimd the sUn by th© solar attraction. The ponderous 
eartii is falling round the sm in a ritek, or, more 
correctly speaking, in an ellipse, that for ever returns 
very nearly into itself.

It is whirling 
round laige orbs like tb itself, which, never tholes?, on 
account of ek:ti^-me remoteness, look to Jmmau eyes 
only Like twinkling stars. 

What is Inie in regard to the earth and the sun, is 
also true of the other material members of the universe. 
All the bright stats are wheoling through space, rushing 
oiiWwTs with the momenta primarily ’impressed upon 
their several masses, but gracefully bcaidinj^ round 
eaoli other as they do so, under the intlupiioe oi' mutual 
attraction. The stellar orbs are sustainctl in apace in 
precisely the same way as the earth and the son: 
motion "and attraction uphold them as securely as if 
they were hung in matorial chains. The twinkling 
stars whicli ate scattered so confusedly in the hbeturnaU 
flruunnent, aro all connected into a syalem by the 
meshes of mutual attraction, but ore continually 
keeping the threads of those meshes stretched by thwir 
gyratory energies. Tliey cannot fly asunder, uecauso 
each is retstraiuod by tlio magnet-like hold of its neigh- 
bours ; they cannot rush together, because each is 
impelled by innate impulse of great power finother 
way : consequently, they all sweep round and round, 
like drops hi a mighty whirlpool. If some fiujicrhttinau 
intelligence, fireed fcotn tho( restrictions of space and 
time, could rest on the far shore of the immoewity, 
and look back, in. sustained .oontamplatiou, upon tlio . 
twinkling brotherhood^ it would see this star-whiripob! 
dimpling tho even fiico of.tlie Armament, as man sees 
the water>' eddies dimpling the smooth face of the 
mill-pool. ’ . 

ISven so when the astronomer, aided by the tele- 
scope, looks out into surrbundingspace, ho sees dimples 
pn the flice of iho'flrmament, caused by eddies of atari; 
He has not time,' it ik- true, to follow the movement, 
but he sees the fhet of the movement in the torm 


th© ©ddy. Those spiral scrolls discovered by Lord 
Rosse are erldies of stars caught in the act of gyr.atii}n. 
The elastic and flexible eouueotion that holds together 
the apiral arms, is the magnet-like attraction of star 
for scar; the re^stauna that curves tixe arms into 
spires, is tho m-epoiidermica ^ the !maguet-like attrac- 
tion in tlxe direction in whikb most 'stars are conecu- 
trated at the time; and the movement which produces 
the whirl, is the impulse communicated to tlxe stars by 
the hiind of tho, Creator. The stars in the distant and 
external systems, detected beyond the utmost bounds of 
the eartVi's more immediate star-group, aro sustained 
in space by precisely the aame agency as those nearer 
bodies. ^ , 

Such is tho interpretation tho Daniels of Science 
now ufler as tho correct reading of these $croU-hien)- 
glyphics. They tell us that, in those spiral nebula?, 
stars are seen, hanging in clusters, upon each other, 
liko bees in a swarm, yet kept from actual contact by 
tho rapidity witlx wliicli they are eddying. Streak> 
and knobs of superior brilliancy appear wh<jrever the 
Avliirling stars set in Txioro closely together for the 
time. In the rich de^xths of the universe there arc, in 
all probability, star-systems of every degree of diversity . 
In some, for instance, the several orbs are sweeping 
in wncentric ellipses round a common focus, ns the 
planets roll in concentric orbits around the sun; in 
others, the stars are rushing .nloug in every direction, 
layer over layer, spherically ai*ranged,.as shell beyond 
shell; and in yet others, subordinate dimples arc 
circling iu more comprehensive revolutions, just as 
the satcUitea are whirling .alKxut tlie plane tp, .and the 
planets about the sun. 

But it by no means follows that any of theso star- 
systems «rc of fixed and unftlt(?rabl(i character ; it is 
l/ir more accordant with the idan of cyclical progress, 
which ecems to be of such general provolcnco in the 
Uiiiveree, that th© condition ^jrcsent in eitlier of them 
nt any one limo is bat a single figure in a mazy dance 
that passes on through a long series of chjingcs, «t 
longtli to return again and again upon itself, exactly 
ns each varied configuration of the planets and 
satellites is renewed after prolonged periods. Those 
spiral scrolls, indeed, look to tlio oye as if they were 
unrolling thcjr &tar*strcams, rossibly, myrLids of 
centuries hence, they will have expanded themselves 
into hollow riugs ; and then, after yet other myriwls 
of centuries, will be found recondensed into compact 
sjiheriral clusters, in their turn once more to unroll 
into spires. It is a very remarkable fact, that ^iollow- 
ring ‘stJir-ay stems, nnd spherically compacted systems, 
arv' discorned in the finnament, just ns if ditihrenfc 
members of the same organisation were exhibited to 
the* eyo in ilio successive stages of their progressive 
change, to compensato for roan’s inability to trace out 
the progress of the change in an}'’ individual ease.

I liave stated . ^at thjo little tireir ran close to ttie.^

T spent but little tim.* in preparations ; these had 
bet=n made already.

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trees tlMit timbcrcil tli3 crest of tlie WU were of ’a 
peculwr kind— nona timre so upon the earth. They 
a species of arlwrescent yuoca, then yhknov/n 
to ?jotanifit<s. Matiy of them were forty feet in height ; 
auOl thdf thick: angular branches, mid terminal faschies 
of rigid loaves, outlined < against the sky, formed a 
singular, almost an unearthly spectacle. It was unlike 
any other vegetation up<ui earth, more resembling a 
grovr' of cast iron than a wood of exogenous trees. 

Why X regarded the spot as favourable for an 
nmhush, was chiefly this ; a party approacdung it; from 
the plain, and climbing the hill, might fancy a host 
of enemies in their front ; for the trees thcjnsclves, 
with their heads of radiating blades, bore a striking 
! rcsemblanco to an array of plumed gigantic warriors. 
Many of the yuccas were only six feet in height, with 
tuflitd he-adS} and branchless 'trunks as gross as the 
body, oi a man, and they might readily Lave Leon 
mistaken for human beings.

• t was equally afraid to make any further advance^ 
j Ipr ihat might be still more perilous. I had already 


noted the diroetion 6t* the wind: it hldwym^t the river, 
and towards tlw camp; and should I bring my horso 
opposite the lino of tho mustangs, T would then to 
difisctly* to windward of^lhemy .aud iu danger from 
their keen nostrils. They would be almost certain to 
take up the scent of my steed, and utter their warning 
snorts. Tho breeze was light, but so much the worse. 
There was sufficient to carry tljo smell, anil not 
enough to drown the plunging noise necessarily made 
by my horso moving through the %vater, with the 
hollow pounding of liis hoofs upon the recks at the 
bottom. 

If I raised my head over the bank, there w^as the 
danger of being observed ; if I advanced, the prospect 
was one of still greater peril. ' ! 

For sonio moments I stood hesitating— uncor hi i si as 
to whether 1 should leave my horse, or lead liiiM a 
little further. T Isetard noises from the camp, but they 
were not distinct enougti to guide me, 

I looked back down the river, with tho hope of 
being able to calculate the distance I luul conic, and 
by that means dociclo where 1 was ; but my observa- 
tion fiirnislicd no data by which I could deter niino my 
position. With my eyes iilnu'St on a level with the 
surface of the water, I could not judge satisfactorily

to quote an ancient .authority— that ‘ those whom Ihu 
king hath by prerogative and in tho discretion of 
his princely wisdom ennobled, be ennobled in mind 
and understanding as well as in earthly estate, ami be 
l)etter able to determine dark and weighty matters 
than are conimonera.* The Mouse of J^iords, then, is 
tile ttUittiato tribunal; anti it is there, ami there 
alorie^ that tlio suitor, blest with sufficient money and 
patience to save him from his breaking down on the 
road, may be presumed to get pure, unirapoachable 
, law — the * perfection of reason,’ as Blackstonc desig- 
nalfee it. Happy suitor ! wo sincerely hopo that when 
he obtains ho may enjoy it.

TJie number of * law-Iorda,’ as they arc tcclmicaHy 
called, is thus ncecssarily very limited ; and as, from 
nge anti infirmity, aojue cannot attend upon any, and 
none upon aU the appeal cases, the actual number of 
peers tofnre whom any ease is heard is small indeed, 
l>C 4 ng, beside tlio chancellor, not more than three, add 
olloaer two. On this and other accounts, the appellate 
jurisdiction of tho House of Lords is consiilored by all 
parties very muoh in need of boprovement, and not 
moro than ten or twnehe appeals from tho CVmrt of 
Error— seldom, indeed, bo many— annually find their 
way into it 

If, indeed, tho House, as a court of appeal iVom the 
common law-courts, was attended onlj^ hy tho few

The case of a prisoner who has been tried and 
acquitted, can of course never after>varda he inquired 
into*, while that of a person convicted can only again 
become the subject of judicial investigation .‘should 
some le^al point arhe which the judge voluntarily 
reserve^ for the opinion of the Court of Criminal 
Appeal. When this is the case, the point is argued at 
Westminster, as soon as possible after tho original 
trial, before live judges sitting togeiher. If they arc 
uniform in opinion, one way or the other, the matter 
ends ; if they dififer, no matter what the majority, the 

ca«e is re-argued before all the fifteen judges, also 

flitting together, and their decision, or that of the 
majority. of them, is final and irrevocable. The judges, 
however, usually dislike to impose upon a prisoner the 
anxiety which reserving his case must necessarily 
occasion, and, unless they have giave doubts on the 
matter, lay down the law' themselves upon the trial. 
Not more than 40 or 50, out of about 8000 or 10,000 
prisoners tried annually in England and Wales, have 
their cases reserved,

A GLIMBSE OE SARAWAK. 

On the Uth of August I embarked at Singapore 
in a small trading-schooner bound for Sarawaic ; 
and aided a favourable breeze and a rapid tide, 
we were soon carried past tho verdant shores of the 
Straits of Malacca, into tho China Sea, across which 
wc stretched direct for Borneo. -After four days’ sail, 
tho outlines of tho mountains of that island appear^jd 
in the distant horizon, blue and bright tljrough the 
clear atmosphere, gradually rising up from the water, 
and darkening in colour, and shewing more dearly 
their spurs and valleys as we closed in with the land. 
Next appeared tho low level coast-line, black with tho 
forests of centuries, whose dark and heavy verdure 
stretched iu unbroken nuiss over the wliolo face of tho 
country, far away over and beyond the tops of the 
highest and most distant mountaius. A.s we pn«.,ed 
along, the coast line w'aB seen to be occasionally 
broken by the mouths of large rivers, which distlnui’c 
their waters through g.^ps in the ceasclcsh and appar- 
ently impenetrable jungle, and which, by tlieir bro^^d 
and stately streams, afford access tlie interior of the 
country. Wc were becalmed fer some time off Cape 
Data— a high bold promontory that projects far into 
the soa — till, a heavy squall coming down from the 
top of tlie bluff, necessitated a rapid reilnctiou of sail, 
but bore us at the same time gallantly over the waves. 
As the night closed in, the duuds gathered in masses; 
but the .almost incessant play of sheet-1 iglitning around 
the hori'/.ou afforded a s\ifflciency of light by which 
to contiuno our coxirse; and abo\it midnight wc c;ist 
aftchor off tho Santubong entrance of the Sara wait 
river. 

Next morning tho weather vm stormy and hazy; 
hut unpropitioiis as the day was, it gave us a favoui- 
ahle idea of tho picturesque character of the country. 
On one side of the river, dose to its mouth, and close 
also to the beach, Saniubong mountain shot up almost 
perpendicularly to tho heigh^; of nearly JlfiOO feet, 
stretching away seaward in a long irregular, hroken, 
and picturesque range, and terminating in a Imld blufi' 
cape, round whose base tlie waters of the China Sea 
l^.aved and broke. On the other side rose a lower and 
less striking hill, hetwcon Avhich and Saiitubong the 
river opened, like the open gate of an avenue, invUitig 
us to explore the country. There we entoredSirith the 
floml-tido, and in duo time arrived at Kuching, ' the 
capital of tho world-famed Sarawak, , 

I do not intend to repeat the story— so well known 
through the works of Captains Keppell and Mundy— 
of the manner in which Sir James Brooke became 
rajah of Sarawak; I may, however, ho pardoned 
giving the following illustration of tbo cool manner 
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in ^Thich he looks danger in the face, and pre^Ares 
ngrninst it. ‘ 

When Mr Brooke first arrived at Kochiogf In the 
Moi^alisty he landed and paid his redpecta to Mnda 
Hassim, the Malay rajali of the pfcce ; and in re^thrn 
invited tliat prince, with several of Ins nobles and 
1 their followers, to visit him on board his yacht I 
j have shared in tlw surprise which 1 have often heard 
I exprcg^fyl, that Mr Brooke sljoukl have invited on 
I hoard liis yacht a Malay prince and his followers, of 
I whom he knew comparatively nothinjr, except that 
I they belongfcd to a race whoso nanio Is synonymous in 
j th© Gi^st with ferocity, treachery, and blood- ihirstii\ess, 

: and who, wherever they are known, arc noted for their 
J addiction to piracy. It is true, they are by no means 
ao bad as they are represented to he; and it is 
L^iually true that' they possess many ilne qualities, 
wljich aro discovered upon closer acquaintance; but 
still tlie groneral character they bear, and hy wdiich 
■ alone Mr Brooke could have known them, is that of 
; treacherous pirates. Mr Brooke, however, resolved to 
1 .return Muda llassim's hospitality, without oxhibitinq 
i cilh.er fear or suspicion, while at the same time he 
; took efiectual measures to halflc any attempt at 
. treachery, should such be made. On dock, tho erpiv 
! were drawn up under arms, aetiin; ONtenaibly as a 
I ; jcruard of lionour to receive the prince, but prepared 
I for hostilities in case of necessity ; while at the same 
I time, the siiip's yuns were loaded with j^rape, and 
! i trained so as to sweep the deck at the first discliarge. 

I , Tn the cabin, where Mr Brooke was to receive his 
i ' visitors, he was seated on a sofa witii a broad table 
placed betbre iura, in order to prevent any sudden 
: otah Avith a kriss, and under the pillow, which lay 
*;.'uvlc?Rly hesido liim, a puir of loaded pistols Avere 
. ' ooiicoulod. Above the sofa, a largo mirror Avas plac(*d, 
* and behind iho mirmr Avoro stationed four men, each 
I ; with four loaded nnifcke^s, Avho on a given signal wero 
i - to tin <ny down tl>e mirror, and slievv ihornselves armerl. 
' ! riius fortiilcd, Mr iliooke sat at his ease, and recoivcil

Tlie Sarawak tenitory, as «i:en from the sea. pre- 
sents a long low dark coast-lino, covored with trees to 
the w atcr’s edge, and occasionally intersected by the 
mouths of rivers, or broken by boUl rocky proiTiontoiioA 
that project far into the sea. Behind the coasl-Une, 
the ground rites in many places into hills and moim- 
tainS) some of them round and swelling, and covered, 
like all tli© rest of the country, with dark jungle; 
Otlicfs abrupt and craggy in tho extreme, with trees 
and bushes shooting from every crevice, attd creepers 
and parasites hanging from every cliff and from every 
tree. 

On cnroririg one of tho rivers which cleav'es its 
way tluongh tlio apparently impenetrable jungle, 111© 
trav^cil^r find'i himself in a wide open ohannol, lioth 
sides of Avbioh arc croAvded with tlie sain© ilark and 
heavy foliage that covered the coast, and which, not 
content with the jiossession of tho land, socrna'.to 
aspire to that of tho water too, by sending forests 
of mangroves far inti> the river. In fithcr parts, the

Its 1^'uit, also, has shucU the appear- 
ance of the pine-apple, but is har4 woo4y w'thjo, 
ami utterly unfit fbr food. These plants grow iij great 
numbers in the mu4 that forms the margin of the 
stream, and are tho,re80rt of troops of . monkeys, whicli 
leap, grin* and chatter among them during the day, 
and at night hang asleep upon them within oars-lcngth 
of the passing boat. 

Higher up the river stilj, it again changes its appear- 
ance; instead of being deep mid muddy, it becomes 
shallow and clear, assuming to a considerable extent 
the character of a mountain stream. The bottom is 
sandy or stony, and the fish are seen playing in the 
pools; the banks are dry and free from mud, allow- 
ing the large trees of the jungle to spring up from 
the margin of the stream, and to interlace their 
gigantic branches high overhead. Then it is that the 
forest id seen in all its boiiuty and grandeur. Tall 
trunks, straight sis an arrow, support the uribrokeu 
sh.ado of verdure which clings to tlieir boughs, while 
Jong and fantastic creepers embrace the vast columns 
with their tangled net- work, and hang like festoons 
from one to another. Occasionally, acoidtoit may have 
cleared a considerable space along the banks, leaving 
one vast tree standing in comparative solitude, .and 
then is sccii the monarch of tho forest in all his glory. 
A. vast, massive trunk rises straight as a ship’s 
mast, and without a single branch, to tlio height of 
!i00 feet or more ; and from the top of this gigantic 
column, diverge the spreading branches, covored with 
their heavy masses of dark-greon foliage, the whole 
forming as fine an object as the eye can rest on. 

Sometimes these largo trees arc found in incon- 
venient proximity to tho IravclU r: they fall across tho 
stream, and bar bis progress. If the trunk is immerte«i 
.so deeply as that there are three or four inches of 
water on af>y part of it, tho canoe is imloided, and the 
crew, jumping into.tlic water, drag her over the im-' 
pcdiiueut; while if it Jiappeiis to be resting at a height 
of five or six inches above tho surface of the stream, 
she is again unloaded, and ptishcd underneath it. 

As the trees seldom full ])erA?ctly Hat ucio.vs the 
surface of tho water, one or other of these methods of 
pa.ssing them ia generally practicable ; but sometimes 
neither of thorn c.m bo followed, in which ca<5c, there 
is no other resource tlian tho lahorious mid tedious 
process of cutting the trunk through. As theiv arc 
alijo shcallowfl and rapids, as well ns logs of wood in the 
nvcT3, ii? will easily be imagined tliat ascending Ihcso 
sniollor 9^rcam6 is %% tciidumo method of journeying ; 

and 80 numerous ere impediments of one kind or 
another, that I have sometimes Been the crew wailing 
or swiimuing coniinuously for several hours. 

1 Imvo thus endeavoured to give an idea of the 
country as seen In going up one of the large rivers. I 
sha41 now ask the reader to take .a walk with me into 
tho jungle. Jungle is pf two kinds— old and young. 
Old jungle is simply the forest, young jungle is the 
vegetation which springs up wherever old jungle has 
been cut down. It consists of a dense masfs of grass, 
reeds, and bushes, impervious to man; and when neces- 
sity compels liim to take his course through it, he 
must cut his way with^his parang or chopping-knife, 
hctwing out a p^i as he goes along. Walking in old 
jungle, hbwovef, is very dillbrent. There, there is 
comparatively little underwood ; the ground is moist 
and soft With decay ing leaves ; the air is cool and 
pleasant; and the enormous trees whose foliage com- 
pletely keeps off the sun, form a ‘le.afy labyrinth' of 
the most ijpposing and extensive diroonsions. Every 
tenth tree is a giant, Whose vast stem, straight as a 
tjhip'a mast, shoots up aloft till its almost undiroioished 
diameter is hid by the foliage of those armuid it, and 
from tUe visible height of the lower trees which conceal 


its top, , we are left, to imagine the size of the higher. 
Sdpte of . them are covered, with the strangest-looklug 
creepers .and ' par^Ues which clotlm the stem and 
festoon the bouglis; and occasionally W6' come to a. 
tree in. full floweiv wHich, if it be partially isolated, so 
as to admit of its being seen from below, affords otic 
of the most beautiful spectaedcs which tho veget.ib!c 
creation can present. Altogether, though the general 
appearance of tho forest is, ex^copt as regards the size 
of the trees wduch compose it, very much like that of 
a wood at home, still the most cursory examination 
will not fail to shew something very unlike any of the 
vegetable productions of tlio temperate zone. Perhaps, 
however, one of the most striking features of the 
jungle is the almost entire absence of animal lifewhiiih 
it displays — an absence perfectly surprising to tho 
European visitor, who, from the jungle> being unfre- 
quented and almost untrodden by man, is prepared to 
liiid it filled with tenants of one kind or other. But 
no; ho walks along amidst tins luxuriance of vegeta- 
tion, and eearoely sees an iinirnal. Almost tho only 
signs of life lie discovers are tho hardi cry of tho 
honiblll, the plaintive w'ail of the tuaiva or long-annod 
ape, and loud but melanclioly groaning of Iho 
or long-nosed monkey; or perhaps the sight of a 
lizard ascending the rough trunk of some vast tree, ov 
a snake rustling anmng the fallen leaves or'’<wining | 
among the branches. It is true, that where there aro | 
many fruit-trees, the scene is dilferent ; there, troops 
of monkeys abound, and leap and sport among tho ' 
boughs, now shaking llic forest in* very waiitonnes.^, 
.again Mtting gravely on fonio lower bough, grhininn 
sc^’un? delbmco on their two-legged brethren below, 
treating with majestic oonlomiit tho olforls of tin* 
Dyaks to friglU*.ni them, and gazing with the bliss of 
ignorance on tbe terrors uf the gun. They ai\- i f 
many hues and of all sizo'^, from tiio orang-oiiiang, 
whoso body is aa largo as tluit of a tall man, to tho, 
smaller s}»ccies of a span long, 'J'hoiv are many 
too, of didlrent kinds. cf(?ncTally with harsh voices ai..I 
I brillisinfc plumage, which conceal fthcnisulvea aiuong 
; the thick leaves, or fiit axvuy on too near an approacii. 

' Such asscnibla.g(’s of animals, however, oie the e.vcap- 
tion ; ilio rule in tho fo»xst is, as f liJive already 
stated, great luxuriauco of vcget.acioii, cud groat 
scarcity of animal lire; and in this respect, Borneo 
at present, 1 should iuuigine, souicvvluit ivsomblos tho 
account given by geologif-ts of Knglund during the 
formation of tho coal. If it be ko, it h -slrange to 
find the stale of oiu* own isiand many llionsand agt>c 
ago paralleled by tlie present state of aiioUier island 
uuaiv thout;>uid miles distiUiC. 

There is yet another view of the country vthich i 
sliall eudeavtmr to present — namely, that witnessed 
fnnn tho saimuit of a lofty mountain. Eroiii aiich a 
posjjtion, as far as ^4,^ spectator’s eye can reach, Jio 
looks down upon a\<...iiei'£dly fiat but sonicwliat undu- 
lating country, with lulls of various forms and sizes 
scattered around, some of them round and swelling/ 
.«'ome with sharp peaks and ridges, and somovabrupt 
and craggy in the extreme, but all of tliem covered 
with the same dar1t and heavy verdure which over- 
spreads the face of the country, except where some 
limestone cliff gleams through the mass of vegetation 
whfch elsewhere 8hj;ouda it In the low grouod, he 
sees the winding rivers pursuing their tortuous course 
througii ths unbroken forest, now appearing . lustrous 
and silvery in the light, now red and muddy as they 
roll along alipo.st at his feqt, now burW lit tho . toll 
trees which clothe their banks, atid again tfeappearing 
at a distance brighter and more lustrous titan ever.. 
The vast expanse of forest spread out before him, 
induces ideas somewhat akhi to those, awakened by 
gazing on the ocean' from a soa-Bide cliff. There is 
tbe iTarne extent, of prospect^ tho esnie , monotony of 
scone, and -the same feeling of soUtiulc In 'the oik? 
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case as in the other; and this eimilarity of Jandstape 
induces a sunihirlty of hieiv, cuttingr the soul, 'as 
it >vore, from immediate contact witJi his feUotrs, amt 
opening it to the greatness aud tlie majesty of tltat 
Povrer who createt! alike the ocean ^nd the forest , 

painted devh«» on their breasts knd facee— the style 
of thoir habiliments. ' ^ , " • : ^ 

Thesi[gitt of these last sotnowhat astonished tn^ I 
hid expected- to see red-^sktnned warrloraJil leggings, 
mocciisuis, aud breech-clofti, with lieads naked or 
plumed, and slionlders draped undtu^ brown yobes of 
buffalo-skin. Some such- tlicre Were, but not all df 
them W'ere.so costunwd; on the contrary, I beheld 
iiavagcs shrouded in sersp^fs and cloaks of broaddotli, 
with cnlzoneros on their legs, and upon their heads 
huge hats of black glaze^—rcgukr Mexhian sombreros ! 

In short, I beheld numbers of them in full |i;Iexican 
costume ! 

Others, agftiii, were dressed aomewlmt in a military 
fashion, wdth behnets or stifi’ sliakos, lll-fighling uni- 
form coats of red or blue cloth, oddly contrasting with 
the blown buckskin that covered their lcg» oitd feet. 

With fiorno astonishment, 1 observed these ‘fancy 
dresses but my surprise passed away, when I reflected 
as to who were the men before me, and whence tlicy j 
had lately couic; where they bad been, ami on what 
errand. It w'us no travesty, but a scene of actual life. 

'fhe savaucs were clad in tbe sinifis they had captured 
from civilisation. 

1 need not have been at such pains with my toilet ; 
under any guise, 1 couhl searoely have looked odd in 
the midst of such a motley crew ; even my own uniform 
might liiivc passed muster — all ex^cpl tho colour of 
my skin. 

Fortunately, a few of tho band still preserved tbeiv 
native costume — a few appeared in fall paint and 
plumes- -edse I should have been too Indian for such a 
company. 

It cost not a minute to noto these peculiarities, nor 
did I stay lo observe them minutely ; my ejes were 
in scHreU of Isolina, 

1 east inquiring glancoa on all sides; I FCruliniscd 
the groups around the diilbrent fires; I saw otfiers - 
women— whom I knew to captives, but I saw not 

her.

The man appeared some little snrjnriscd at being 
addresHid in the language of Mexico ; nevertheless, he 
understood it, and made rejoinder. 

‘You hear the summons, .Wakono? Why do you 
not come forward? The council meets; Iljsfioo-i'uyo 
is already there.* • 

T understood what %vas said, more from the Indian’s 
gestures than hia speech, though the W'orda * summons,* 

* council,* and tho name * Ili»soo-royOj* helped me to 
comprehend his meaning. I disnceil to know the 
Comanche epithets for the two first, and also *that 
Ilissoo-royo (the Si>amsh wolf) was the Indian 
appellation of the Mc.xica.u renegade* 

Though I understood what was said, I was not pre- 
pared with a reply. I dared not risk tho answer in 
Spanish; for I kne^v not tho extent of Wakono*« 
pr<jflcioncy in the Andalusian tongue. 

I foU myself in a dilemma; and the importunate 
savage— no doubt some friend of Wakono himself — 
appeared determined to stick to me. How was J to 
get rid of liim ? 

A hiippy idc<a came to my rdief. Assuming an air 
of nxfremo dignity, and as though I did not wisli to 
be dirsturbed in my moditirlions, I raised my hand and 
waved the nian u parting salute : at the same time, I 
turned my liead, atid walked slowly awa 3 ^ 

llie Indian accepted the conffe, and moved ofij but 
evidently with an air of reluctance.

Though guarded by the savages, I should rescue hor 
from their grasp. ' The lives of six men — ^perhaps 
twice that number — were under my belt.

I was restraincfi only by my own desperate situa-* 
lion— by my appreheusione f<ir tho safety of laolina’*, 
now more acute than ever, WJjiat horrid imaghiings 
crowded into my brain, begot by tlie barbaroua drama 
that was being enacted around mo. 

'Fhe monsters, too earnestly occupied with their 
captives, took no heed of me ; and J passed without 
in^rriiptloii.

In the diaiu of Indians that encircled the lire, there 
was a break — an interval of ten or a dozen feet. It

towns. The pOHta|ipif-rate was fixed at 2d. the single 
letter for any distance under 80 miles ; 4d. up to 
UO miles ; fij. for ^ny greater distance m England * 
and 8d. to any place in Scotland. The mail-service 
was a source of perquisite to some of the courtiers ; 
and to seenra this privilege, private persons were 
forbidden to carry letters as a source of profit. This 
riglit was tested in 1610, when the common council 
of L\)ndon set up a post in rivnlr}' witli that of the 
goTcmment; they were instantly proceeded against 
for breach of privilege, and compelled to abandon 
their plan. 

The penny-post is not a modern inv6ntion ; for it 
appears that in 1088, one Kobert Murray' established a 
penny-post for the conveyance of letters and small 
parcels about London and« its suburbs ; he assigned 
this to William iJockwra. The plan, however, was 
denounced by the ultra- Protestant party, as a con- 
trivance of the Jesuits \ and it was alleged that if the 
bags were examined, they would be found full of 
popish plots. Nevertheless, Dockwra worked his post 
for several yeara; till its prolUs excited the envy of the 
government, who seized it on the ground of its being an 
infringement of the rights of the crown, gr.<^nting him 
a pension to co»i|)cuSttte him for the loss. 'J’iiis was the 
commencc'rnent of the I/ondon district post, of wdiich 
Dockwru was subscquontly appointed comptroller. 
Througfiout all the ehaiyges, i)olitical and civil, of a 
century and a half, this London post remained a separ- 
ate department of the general Post-otlice until 185i.

The state of the London postal service in 1746, 
about the middle of the reign of George II., is very 
well represented in A 'r&ur through the, who!e Isfmd 
of Great Brititin^ of whfoH a fourth edilioit was pub- 
lished in that year : tho work being originally, as is 
said — though, we know not on what grouuds-^by 
Defoe.,. ‘IW Post-office/ we are told, ‘is kept in 
Lombard Street, in a large house formerly Sir itobert 
Viner’s, and is uudor admjrabie management. The 
penny-post is a branch of it, and a itiofit useful addition 
to trade and business ; for by It letters are delivetcd to 
the remotest corners of tho town almost as soon as 
they could be sent by a messenger, and that from four, 

five, six, to clgiit times a day, according as tiie diatmv 

of the place makes it praclicable — insomuch that you 
may send a letter from Liniohousc in the east, to tlie 
furthest part of Westmiuster for a penny, several 
times in the same day, and to tho neighbouring 
villages., as Kensingtoi>, Hammersmith, Chiswick^ 
&c., westward; Newington, Islington, Kentish /Town, 
Hampstead, Holloway, iligligatc, &c,, north w^ard;. 
Newington Butts, Camberwell, &e., southward; and 
Stepney, Poplar, Bow, Stratfor'l,. Deptford, Groenwich, 
&c., eastward — once a day. Nor are you tied up \xi a 
single piece of paper, as in the general post-office, bur 
any packet under a pound-weight goes ijtt the same 
price.’

Dr Tyndall gave a oourst*. of lectures at the Iloyal 
Institution, *On Sound and some Associated I*heiio- 
tnena.^ Professor Huxley enlightened an audience at 
the i'ame place, concerning neural plicnomena, and told 
them it was an ciror to beiievo that nervous action and 
elei‘tTic action are, as some suppose, identical. * Sir H. 
Ihiwlinson di.scoursed also at tho same place, and l^fore 
, the Geographical Society, on Tersia and the Persians ; 
j and Mr Paget, lecturing ‘ On the Hyihtuic Action of 
1 the.

Professor Edmund Davy lias read a paper to the 
poyal Dublin Society on a cement which he obtains 
Oy molting togLaher in an iron vessel two parts by 
weight of common pitch with one part of giittii-pcrcha. 

It forms a homogeneous fluid, which is iruch more 
manageable for many useful purposes than giUta- 
XHTcha a.hme, and wliich, after being poured into cold 
water, may bo easily wiped dry and kept for use. 

‘My first trials with this cement,* soys th.e x^o- 
fessor* ‘ put it to a very seveTc test. I used it 
as a Bubatitutc for pi uiiiher’/' solder in repairing the 
lead gutters on the roof of my house, vrhicli wero 
cracked iu several places, and admitted water freely ; 
and also to stanch tho leaks in an old common and 
forcing-puiup, attaclud for yielding a siipjdy of water 
for the use of two houses, and raising it about thirty 
feet. For tbeso purposes, I found it quite eflectual. 
AU that was necessary in the case of tlie gutters was 
to tempvo with a brush all loose earthy matters from 
the cracked lead, slightly warm it with a hot iron, 
then pour the cem^t iu a fluid state, on the cracks, 
80 as to cover them on both sides.* Tho pump was

Three of the known comets are called planetary, 
hc(Muse thejt do not beyond tlio limits of the 
orbits desofilMiHj by the principal planets. These arc. 
J^'nokfc’s, 'Blela’s, and Hayo>. Blela’a comet— 'wind) 
Appears every six years— intersects the eanh^s path in 
itts course, and Is the only one which docs so ; but 
when this passage occurred in 1S82, it required a full 
rrionlh before the earth couhl reach tlie point of inter* ; 
section. And even if so unlikely an cvjbut as a coUlsion 
had occur»*od, the planet would probably have snfleretl 
little, if at all ; the poor comet seems more likely to 
have. the victim of the shock. This comet also 
i))tt*rs(|^,l‘hickft\and both revolve at sliort periods. 
LUtrow* has, thorofore, justly obsewed, tliat ‘amid 
the many perturbations experienced by such arwoll 
bodies from the attraction pf the larger planets, tlierc 
is ti supposing fi meeting of those planets to 

o(‘cur in Octol)or — tliat wo earthed wdlers may witneej^ 
llio wonderful spectacle of mi encoxiuter between the 
two, and possibly of their amalgamation or* destruc- 
tion.' One feels inclined to sjty with Cowper, in JJtn 
Citfuti: ‘ May 1 be there to sec i ’ . . 

'rl\e host of otheip comets roll far away from our 
system into the refgions of' spade, jt|>pearing only at 
long iutervals of time, and in no dangerous proximity 
to our planet. The beautiful comet of 1311 requires 
a period of 306o years to complete its apimlnted 
circuit — ^the colossal one of IG80 as much as 8800 
>'e»Ts, according to Bucko’s calculation. 

In closing this, brief notice of comets in general, 
we cannot forbear to quote Humboldt’s concluding 
romarke ctaicernhjg them : 

‘Siime scieniiflq, knowledge^’ ho says, ‘has been more 
exteiuiyely didhsed through wider circles ol' social life, 
apprehensions pf the ^possible evils threatened by 
comets have ae^lred inoro weight, as their direction

year of iliehard It.’a reign, entitled, * No man sUali 
ride in harness within the realm, nor .with launcegays.* 
Here is a word now probably known only to ozie in a 
tliousand of the oommuhity. We confess we were 
more thgn half iucHued to sssocialo tlie term wiilh 

some sort of miuvais sujett male or female, and were 
eagerly on the look-out for some further light, when 
vro discovered evidence that these Jauncegays wore a 
most inveterate and deeply rooted subject of complaint; 
for thirteen years afterwards wo find in our list : 

ao Hie. 11, 0 . 1,' — No man shall rido or go armed: 
lauocegivys .shall be put out. 

Certainly, most peremptory ! Still we wore no nearer 
to the meaning of huincegays. What an appalling 
thought^ too, that up to the ‘ilst day of hist July, one 
might have been breaking the iiurepealtd statutes of 
one’s country every day w ithout knowing it !

A spider-tank is tin* la^t novelty, and likely to be the 
most popular one introduced. It should be fiiriihlied with 
a pcrforate^l glnzod top, and be not less than ten or twelve 
inches higii> tVwmcd upon a a<piare base of some six or 
more inches, Tim one we have, Srays a correspondent of a 
c'jntcjnpor.'iry, contains three dozen .«ipiders, acting, like a 
body of ants, or like a bi*e of bees, under a <'ho&t*ri ruler, 
and tbo arrangctiienl of the nest and tlic formation of the 
web h.avc been the work of the nio^t perfect subdivision 
of labour, each individual rpider performing its allotted 
task, without intevrering v\ir.hthatur its ndghbour. The 
Argi/ronvtct Agualim, the diving water-spider, when isolated 
from iu compatiions, builds a cop-like nest close lo the 
lop of the water, and th'"' membrane which surrounds the 
body being transparent, when iuliated with air, .ns.*^inne8 
the appearance of a glittering metallic hubsuince. So 
ehavged, tli« spider dobiMUids to tlie bottom iu search of 
prey, but frequently ii itself devoured by li.sh betore it 
reaches its destination. To guanl .'uraiiist tJ»is, nature has 
taught it that unity 4s fitrongtb, and when acting together 
in a body, tln‘ web is so strong, and of such dimensions, 
that Ash themselves arc entrapped, and become food for 
the colony. Tho inimenso activity of the spider, con- 
tinually ai^cending and descending, glittering and briglit in 
iLs airy dress, m.tke3 it one of the most amusing additions
